John McCain Interviewed, Asked About Immigration Reform, Jobs (NBC 07/15/08) 

MAGGIE RODRIGUEZ: I would like to ask you a news of the day question if I may. Have you seen the cover of the New 
Yorker? 

JOHN MCCAIN: Yes 

RODRIGUEZ: Your feeling? Is satire acceptable? 

MCCAIN: I don't think so. I will leave that judgment to the American people I can only state my personal opinion. I think, if 
it is an attempt at satire, it's wrong and it's offensive. 

RODRIGUEZ: In regard to Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac do you feel that a government bailout is the solution? 

MCCAIN: I think that the proposal that has been made, which I don't call it quote bailout but it is certainly is significant 
assistance in a number of ways, is an appropriate measure to take. Americans are angry. They are angry and they are upset 
and they are sick and tired of Washington doing nothing for them. 

RODRIGUEZ: How much blame should the Bush administration take for that? 

MCCAIN: I think that the problem has been festering for many many years. Fannie and Freddie were not created by the 
Bush administration... there is plenty of blame to go around 

RODRIGUEZ: You championed the immigration reform bill that now as the nominee you admit you wouldn't vote for if it 
came up today. Why not? 
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MCCAIN: The point is not that I would vote or not vote for it. The point is it failed twice. Senator Kennedy and I and a 
group of senators brought it up twice and it failed twice. 

RODRIGUEZ: the fact that it failed does that tell you that the American people didn't want it or that your party didn't want it? 

MCCAIN: The American people didn't support. I still believe that we reflect the views of the majority. 

RODRIGUEZ: Some political annalist say and in fact Senator Obama made the comments here yesterday, that when you 
became the nominee when you could no longer risk alienating your conservative base you started emphasizing boarder 
security over a path to citizenship for undocumented immigrants, what about that? 

MCCAIN: Actually as soon as we failed I said that obviously we had, for the second time, I lead on the issue. I didn't have to 
do this Maggie, I knew that it was going to hurt me in my quest for the nomination of my party because it was not popular 
with a lot of the base of my party. But because I put my country first, and I always put my country first. Senator Obama 
had a choice of doing the bidding of the labor unions or putting his country first, he chose the special interest. Senator 
Obama supported measure which would have killed the comprehensive approach. 

RODRIGUEZ: What do you say to the American worker who feels that the undocumented worker is taking his or her job?

BARBARA STARR: Barack Obama and John McCain may be about to find out that the road home from Iraq goes right 
through Afghanistan. With Taliban fighters staging deadlier and more sophisticated attacks, Afghanistan is now the hotter 
war facing John McCain and Barack Obama. [. . .] Commanders say more troops and armor must be sent to Afghanistan to 
fight the rising violence. But first the pentagon says US troops have to get out of Iraq. 

ADMIRAL MICHAEL MULLEN: I've made no secret of my desire to fly more forces, US forces to Afghanistan just as soon 
as I can.

Madison -- Massive attacks against health care, education and middle class priorities launched by Gov. Scott 
Walker and the Republican legislative majority are the focus of a “Run Against Walker,” scheduled at the 
State Capitol today. The “Run Against Walker,” a run/walk for citizens organized by One Wisconsin Now as 
part of the “Walkerville” activities on the State Capitol Square, will accommodate both runners and walkers 
who are united against Walker's attacks on the middle class. 

The run will begin at 5:30 p.m. at the top of State Street, travel down State Street to the University of 
Madison-Wisconsin Terrace and along the lake and back to the Capitol in advance of the “Walkerville” health 
care events scheduled for 7:00 p.m. 

“Gov. Scott Walker and the Republicans call for ‘shared sacrifice,' while attacking the working people of 
Wisconsin,” said Scot Ross, One Wisconsin Now Executive Director. “But their idea is to sacrifice the health 
care, public education and priorities of the middle class, while allowing special interests to share more than 
$600 million dollars every two years in new corporate tax breaks and giveaways.” 

Walker and the Republicans have already passed into law $140 million in new tax breaks that help 
corporations and the wealthy. In the recently completed Joint Finance Committee budget writing, the 
Republican-led committee passed nearly $500 million coming biennial new corporate tax giveaways. 
[Wisconsin Legislative Fiscal Bureau] 

The unprecedented corporate giveaways by Republicans come at the same time Walker and his allies have 
attempted to pass the following attacks on the middle class, including: 

• Allowing the Secretary of the Department of Health Services to cut, without full legislative approval, 
70,000 Wisconsinites who pay for health care through the BadgerCare program; 

• Increasing the health care costs for potentially 1 million Wisconsinites; 

• Refusing to protect seniors from being forced after next year out of the successful SeniorCare 
prescription drug program and into the more expensive Medicare Part D federal plan that would 
result in higher costs for seniors. 

Walker and his allies are also making drastic cuts to public education and higher education, including $1 .6 
billion in less funding for public schools, $71 million in cuts to the Technical College System and $250 
million in cuts the University of Wisconsin system. Republicans have even voted to increase taxes on the 
working poor by $60 million. 

“We will ‘Run Against Walker' as long as Walker runs against the values of the people of Wisconsin and 
remains in the pocket of corporate special interests,” said Ross. “’Run Against Walker' is our effort to make 
Wisconsin a healthier place for the middle class and workers across Wisconsin.”

The current lease expiration is 3/3 1/2021 (into Hillary’s 2 nd Presidential term!) and while that is several years away it may 
make sense for us to get re-engaged to do a strategic real estate plan for CAP - especially if building ownership is something 
that is to be considered. Given the administrative changes at CAP with Sarah Wartell and Kaliope Poulianos no longer with 
the organization, we no longer have the appropriate contacts to keep CAP infonned on the real estate market. 

Any help in reaching out to the powers that be would be greatly appreciated. We want to continue to count CAP as a client 
and be a resource for them at all times.

Dear Jake, 

First, I would like to propose an over-arching theme for the campaign, with domestic and foreign policy 
ramifications; "Rebuilding America". Under this theme she could fit her major infrastructure proposal (which will 
have broad support), education and job skills for the 21 st century economy, a tax system that discourages 
companies moving abroad and encouraging those abroad to repatriate their earnings,. But this theme can also 
be used for national security policies-retooling the US military and NATO to combat the new asymmetrical 
battles we face; modernization of our intelligence capabilities; using our economic strength to help our allies 
combat terrorism, and build more prosperous societies that reduce the attraction of radicalism. 

More broadly, she needs to focus on bread and butter issues of building a 9ompetitive 21st century that lifts the 
middle class and not just the wealthy. But she also needs to deemphasize (without changing her correct 
positions) abortion, gay rights, and gun control. Of course, she should continue to support these issues, but not 
have them dominate her broader economic message. 

Second, the Paris attacks (I just returned last night), and those in Lebanon and Mali have changed the political 
equation. Although at one level this may benefit the "get tough" Republicans, it can play to Hillary's strong suit 
against Sanders and their likely nominee Rubio: "this is no time for on the job training". 

But Jake, if the California tragedy is also a terrorist attack, this could have profound political ramifications that 
could be harmful. Again, to just talk about gun control and doing more outreach to the Muslim community will be 
off-putting. There would need to be a tough, uncompromising response. 

I will be pleased to help in any of these areas. I will be having a private breakfast with Israeli Ambassador Dermer 
next week, and will pass along anything of interest.

We just ended our Ignite! Conference in St. Louis, where 1 ,000 of our best member leaders gathered to recommit 
to fighting to build economic and political power for all workers! 


I’m following up on our conversation on how Secretary Clinton can engage with SEIU members and non-union 
workers. As you know our members are putting their hearts and souls into the Fight for $15 and a union, 
commonsense immigration reform, delivering on the promise of ACA, Blacks Lives Matter, and voting rights for 
everyone. 


I’m looking forward to working together to think about how we can create spaces for the Secretary to have a 
dialogue with our members and non-union workers, so she can hear their stories, and they can hear how she’s 
thinking about the issues that matter to working people. Here are a few ideas: 


1. April 15 -- Fight for $15 Day of Action: The movement that started with fast food workers in NYC has 
exploded to include Walmart workers, airport baggage handlers and passenger service attendants, home care 
providers, child care workers, adjunct college faculty, and other underpaid people who want to create jobs that pay 
people enough to actually live on. On April 15, workers will take action in a major mobilization in Chicago, Los 
Angeles, New York City and two hundred other cities across the globe. These workers are taking a huge risk by 
taking a stand and need public support in the media and at actions. 

2. Workers’ Roundtables: These would provide an opportunity to have a conversation with workers about the 
challenges they face and to test drive solutions together. For example, we could pull together a group of childcare 
providers and fast food workers to talk with the Secretary about the challenges of our nation’s lack of affordable, 
accessible, and universal childcare for low-wage workers and providers. 

3. “Walk a Day” with our members. Sec. Clinton spending a day with childcare, homecare or other workers 
would be incredibly compelling and lift up the courageous, important and difficult work that service sector workers 
do every day to take care of our children, elderly and the disabled. 

4. Conversations with SEIU Leadership: The SEIU Executive Committee (approx. 30 local union leaders) will 
meet in May in Chicago, and our full International Executive Board (70 local union leaders) will meet in Detroit in 
June. We could also pull together any subsection of leaders based on geography, industry, or other criteria.

WASHINGTON, DC (March XX, 2015) - Today the Wilderness Society announced that its Ansel Adams Award 
is being presented to John Podesta for his tireless work in protecting America’s wild public lands. Mr. Podesta 
served as Counselor to President Obama from January 2014 to March 2015 and as White House Chief of Staff 
in the Clinton administration, from 1 998 to 2001 . 
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The Ansel Adams Award is conferred on current or former federal officials who have demonstrated 
exceptional commitment to the cause of conservation and the fostering of an American land ethic. 


“John Podesta has played a tremendous leadership role in shaping our nation’s conservation legacy,” said 
Jamie Williams, president of The Wilderness Society .

Jacobs, who will be leading their policy and academic outreach work. As you know, they are not seeking 
additional funding this year thanks to the grant from the Sandlers (but will next year). 

I love what they’re doing and the model of commissioning hard hitting economic research from established and 
emerging economists, but also focusing on translating and packaging and networking it with journalists, speech 
writers, and people on the Hill. Really interesting. 

As you probably know, they are looking at HOW inequality affects growth across 4 categories: human capital, 
institutions, entrepreneurship, and demand (markets).

Dear John: 

Thank you for all you have been doing. I take great comfort from your presence in the transition. 

I think that you know that my primary focus during the past eight years has been resisting the damage done by the Bush 
Administration, often from the platform of our successful telecommunications company. I would like to return to the more 
positive focus of creating change, and if there isan appropriate spot within the Obama administration from which I might do 
that, nothing would please me more. I am prepared to leave Working Assets, live in Washington for four years, and have the 
ardent support of my wife and college age kids. 

I realize of course that there are hundreds of thousands who similarly wish to contribute, and often with quite different 
backgrounds than mine. I don't think that we have ever substantively discussed my non-DA life, but I have a PhD in public policy 
from the Kennedy School, early public experience at EPA and then as economics advisor to then Gov. Jerry Brown of California, 
and then several decades of business life, all with a public focus. I have also long taught part time, currently at Stanford, 
previously at UC Berkeley, on social entrepreneurship (now) and financial innovation (then). 

I also realize that you may be utterly the wrong person to send a note such as this, but you have the misfortune of being the 
person I know. If there is someone more appropriate, I hope that you might pass my interest along, or, with your usual candor, 
tell me that I am just the kind of person that would not fit! 

My conclusion about possible positions of interest is narrowed by an assumption that something with a long history of 
advocacy would face difficulties in a Senate confirmation process. Looking around, there are several positions that strike me as 
having the potential for significant impact, so I list them for illustration. Of course, my interests are broader, with lots of work 
over the years in tax policy, climate change, labor markets, and civil liberties, and I would be delighted to contribute however I 
could. 

Director, Office of Information and Regulatory Analysis (OMB) - would love to help unwind all the bad regulations and shepherd 
through much needed new ones; 

Associate Administrator, Policy, Economics and Innovation, EPA - I started at EPA out of graduate school working for Bill 
Drayton, and retain a passion for the analytics of getting it right. I suspect much of the climate change work will need to happen 
without legislation. 

Senior advisor or special assistant, Undersecretary for Domestic Finance, Treasury. I know quite a bit about financial markets, 
and clearly there is a great deal to fix. 

Director, Community Development Financial Institutions Fund, Treasury. I wrote a book on development finance some time ago, 
and retain much interest in the field.

McCain Camp's Pre-Debate Spin: Palin Doesn't 
Need To Pass IQ Test 

Listening to surrogates and aides to John McCain on Thursday, one is left with the impression that there is no 
great need for Gov. Sarah Palin to actually answer questions during tonight's vice presidential debate. 

Indeed, the spin coming from McCain surrogates and strategists is that Palin has to do is pass a sort of artificial 
personality test, in which she strikes an emotional thread with the average voter-- question, answers, or 
intellectual capacity be damned. 

Such were the talking points mere hours before the debate in St. Louis, which peaked with Sen. Joe Lieberman - 
a man not unaccustomed to the pressures of such a forum - actually proclaiming that Palin's relative ignorance 
helped her relate to "regular people." 

"She's not lived in the world of Washington, so she doesn't know every detail of all the questions senators deal 
with," Lieberman told NBC's Andrea Mitchell. "But, frankly, that's her strength. I think that's why a lot of regular 
people out across America think she's going to be their voice." 

Mitchell interjected, "Senator, she wants to be a heartbeat away from the presidency. You know, that doesn't 
mean just being an average mom, it means bringing other skills." 

But Lieberman stayed on the point, stating later, "I think tonight is not a kind of final college exam. I think the 
point is who is she as a person... Whether she can answer every detailed question, I don't think that ultimately 
matters to the American people so long as they think she passes those other personal thresholds." 

It was the ultimate setting of expectations -- a political get-out-of-jail-free card should Palin stumble this evening. 
And it wasn't an isolated incident. Over on Fox News, Chris Wallace was relaying a conversation with a McCain 
"strategist" in which the metrics for debate success were once again defined in strictly personal terms. 

"They say they want to show that she is plain spoken, that she relates to Joe Six-Pack and embrace the contrast 
her to a smooth-talking Washington insider like Joe Biden," Wallace reported. "I said: 'But what if she does not 
know some of the answer to something?' They said, 'Look, she should not be embarrassed by that. She should 
say 'I'm not a Washington insider. I'm going to learn about that but I was a reformer in Alaska and I shook things 
up.'" 

Earlier in the day on Fox News, McCain aide Meg Stapleton was also playing up Palin's "Joe Six-Pack" attributes, 
even arguing that Palin's "experience as an ordinary American" qualified her to be "one heartbeat away" from 
the Oval Office... "god forbid."

So from a military perspective, she is 
engaged just like any ordinary American. So if she is one heartbeat away, as she is one heartbeat away as a 
vice presidential candidate, and she assumes the presidency, god forbid -- in terms of John McCain, I don't wish 
ill, but as your question points -- if she becomes president of the United States, she is ready, and that is because 
she has the experience of an ordinary American who can get in there and knows what is on people's minds and 
what people need."

LOS ANGELES - A report detailing the practices behind the 2012 Broad Prize for Public 
Charter Schools winner's success in eliminating achievement gaps and reaching 100 percent 
college admission for all its students was released today by The Eli and Edvthe Broad 
Foundation . 


The report details how YES Prep Public Schools , a network of 1 1 middle and high schools 
in Houston, has achieved unprecedented success with a high-poverty, high-minority student 
population. Since YES Prep's inception in 1998, all of its seniors have graduated from high 
school and been accepted to four-year colleges and universities, and more than 90 percent of its 
students attend college without the need for remediation. 

RMC Research Corporation, a national education consulting company, led a team of education 
researchers and practitioners through a four-day site visit to YES Prep. RMC evaluated the 
school system against a research-based framework and multiple rubrics of effective charter 
school and school system policies and practices. Researchers interviewed administrators, 
teachers, principals, parents, students and community leaders, analyzed extensive documents, 
and observed classrooms. 

Among the strategies researchers found likely to be contributing to YES Prep's outstanding 
results with low-income and minority students: 

1 . Challenging curriculum back-mapped from objectives measured by Advanced Placement 
exams 

2. Longer school days and a longer school year 

3. Talented teachers and administrators carefully selected based on qualities exhibited by YES 
Prep's most successful teachers and administrators 

4. Regular teacher professional development, coaching and individualized support 
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5. Character building and community service integrated into the academic curriculum 

6. Preparation for students to thrive in a "college culture," including travel opportunities to 
colleges and other trips, as well as assistance with college and financial aid applications, so 
students can envision themselves as successful college students 

7. Critical academic and social-emotional support for students even after high school on their 
college campuses 

8. Continuous improvement loops built into strategies 

"YES Prep not only implements a challenging curriculum, rigorous instruction, careful teacher 
selection and in-depth professional development for teachers and administrators, but also goes 
beyond these methods to address other student needs, such as building student character and 
motivating students-during and after high school, enabling students to envision themselves as 
successful college students," said Dr. Shelley Billig, vice president of RMC Research Corporation 
and the lead researcher of the report. "Together, these strategies represent a winning combination 
to help disadvantaged students both graduate high school on time and thrive in college." 

The Broad (rhymes with "road") Prize for Public Charter Schools is an annual award honoring 
urban public charter school systems that have demonstrated the most outstanding overall student 
performance and improvement in the nation in recent years while reducing achievement gaps for 
poor and minority students. YES Prep was chosen as the 2012 winner by a 14-member review 
board of prominent education researchers, policy leaders, practitioners and executives from 
around the country who evaluated publicly available student achievement data on 20 large 
established urban charter school systems. The Broad Foundation did not play a role in selecting 
the winner. 

From 2007 to 201 1, publicly available data shows that YES Prep had the best overall student 
academic performance. For example, YES Prep eliminated nearly all income and ethnic 
achievement gaps, and its students outperformed higher income and white peers statewide in 
most cases, achieved higher average Advanced Placement participation and passing rates than 
their peer average and outperformed their peer average on SAT participation and scores. 

"This groundbreaking report reveals what makes this public school system work," said Nina 
Rees, CEO of the National Alliance for Public Charter Schools. "I encourage charter school 
practitioners and policy-makers alike to use these findings to help many more public schools- 
charter and traditional-leam from this successful model."

Tenure and Promotion to Associate Professor

Hillary Clinton plans to get "aggressive" on 
climate. Here's what that might look like. 

Hillary Clinton's advisers say she plans to take "aggressive" steps on global warming if elected president. Here's John 
Podesta last week 

Former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton is "quite" involved in climate change policy as a 2016 
presidential candidate and will carry on with President Obama's limits on coal-fired power plants 
if she is elected, her campaign chairman, John Podesta, said yesterday. ... 

"I have no doubt that she will move forward with an aggressive program to move the country to a 
cleaner energy system and do what the United States needs to do to meet the target," he said. 


But what would an "aggressive program" entail? One place to look is in this big new report by the World Resources 
Institute. To be clear, the report isn't affiliated with the Clinton campaign at all. But it does lay out, in detail, what policies 
the next president could pursue to cut US emissions sharply — even without Congress. If Hillary Clinton or Bernie 
Sanders or Jeb Bush wants to go big on climate, this would be a place to start. 

First, the backdrop: As part of the UN climate talks, President Obama has pledged that US greenhouse gas 
emissions will be 26 to 28 percent lower in 2025 than they were in 2005. That's the "target" Podesta is talking about. The 
Obama administration has already put out a battery of regulations toward that end, like stricter fuel economy standards 
for cars and the EPA's proposal to curtail C02 from coal plants. 

But as the WRI report notes, all of Obama's climate policies so far aren't yet sufficient to hit that big climate goal. (Right 
now, US greenhouse gas emissions are only about 8 percent below 2005 levels.) So that's where the next president 
comes in, whether it's Hillary Clinton or whoever else.

The bulk of the WRI report looks at various policies the next president could pursue to build on Obama's existing 
regulations and hit or even exceed that 2025 target. Most of these things could be done without Congress, mainly by 
harnessing the EPA's existing authority to regulate greenhouse gases: 

1) Follow through on Obama's Clean Power Plan. This summer, the EPA plans to finalize its Clean Power Plan to 
curtail C02 emissions from existing coal-fired plants. The WRI report suggests that the Obama administration strengthen 
this rule before it's finalized, though it concedes this isn't absolutely necessary for the US to hit its 2025 climate target. 

The Clean Power Plan would then need to survive all legal challenges, and the next administration would have to make 
sure the rule gets fully implemented. As I've written before , whoever gets elected president in 2016 will have a ton of 
leeway over implementation of the power plant rule. Podesta's comments above suggest that Clinton already wants to see 
these through. So that's step one... 

2) Strengthen energy efficiency standards for homes and buildings. Next, the Department of Energy could scale up 
or tighten various energy efficiency standards for household appliances, residential boilers, commercial ventilation 
equipment, and so forth. This would help reduce energy demand and C02 emissions. 

3) Expand programs to reduce HFCs. The Obama administration has already begun cracking down on HFCs , a 
potent greenhouse gas often used in refrigeration and air conditioning. In theory, the next president could direct the EPA 
to accelerate the phase-out of the worst of these gases and help bolster recycling programs and pursue alternatives. 

4) Start regulating industrial C02 sources. Similarly, the next president could set the EPA loose 

regulating other sources of C02 emissions. Under Obama, the EPA has only regulated C02 from vehicles and power 
plants. But the agency does have the authority to regulate refineries, cement plants, petrochemical plants, and so on. The 
WRI report suggests that the EPA under the next president could use this power to improve end-use efficiency and fuel 
switching in the industrial sector and bring down US emissions further. 

5) Crack down on methane leaks from oil and gas infrastructure. Again, the EPA has already begun setting 
standards for methane leaks from new oil and gas wells . The next president could expand this authority 

to existing oil and gas wells as well as other natural gas infrastructure. 

6) Expand fuel economy standards for cars and light trucks. Federal fuel economy standards for new cars and light 
trucks are currently set to keep rising each year until they reach 54.5 miles per gallon in 2025. The WRI report points 
out that the next president could tighten these standards further during the 2017 midterm review, or even extend them 
further — say, to 63 mpg by 2030. 

7) Set new standards for heavy trucks. Similarly, the EPA has already set standards to improve fuel efficiency for 
medium- and heavy-duty trucks between 2014 and 2018. Either the Obama administration or the next president could 
extend these standards in the period after that, reducing gasoline consumption. 

8) Set C02 rules for aircraft. Countries around the world are planning to come to some sort of agreement on reducing 
emissions from flying in the next few years. The WRI report notes that either this administration or the next one could 
work with the EPA to set a rule to improve the fuel efficiency of new aircraft in the range of 2 to 3 percent annually. 

9) Reduce methane from landfills and agriculture. The EPA has already proposed regulations on methane 
emissions from new landfills. It could go further to restrict emissions from existing landfills and coal mines, as well as look 
into ways to reduce emissions from agriculture (yes, that means tackling cow burps ). 

10) Tackle miscellaneous greenhouse gases. On a smaller scale, the WRI notes that the EPA and Department of 
Energy could likely make inroads on other sources of greenhouse gases, like "off-highway vehicles" or "nitric and adipic 
acid manufacturing." this wouldn't be world-changing, but it's a small cut that could add up. 

About 70 percent of these expand on policies that Obama has already set in motion. But some of them, particularly C02 
rules for industrial sectors, would involve brand-new regulations on entire parts of the economy. Far from simple. 

Add these up, and the US could hit its 2025 goal 
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Next up, oil refineries. (David McNew/Getty Images) 


It depends on how hard the next president wants to push. Many of these regulations are likely to be extremely 
controversial, so it's far from a given they'll happen. The WRI report models a number of different scenarios here. 

In one scenario, called "core ambition," the Obama administration finalizes its C02 rule for power plants and whoever gets 
elected in 2016 fully implements it. The next presidenta/so sets new efficiency standards for appliances, bolsters fuel 
economy rules for trucks, sets new C02 rules for industry, expands emissions standards for natural gas systems, and 
cuts down on HFCs. Add it up, and greenhouse gas emissions fall roughly 26 percent below 2005 levels by 2025. 

The WRI also models another scenario, called "Targeted Sector Push," in which, on top of the above, the next 
administration strengthens existing CAFE standards for vehicles during the midterm review in 2017 and sets even stricter 
C02 regulations for industrial sources, plus some other steps. The result? Emissions fall roughly 30 percent below 2005 
levels by 2025. 

Granted, there are other outside variables here that could potentially sway US emissions, too. If, say, solar power prices 
plummet faster than expected, that might push emissions down even further. Or maybe self-driving cars will 
revolutionize transportation. The future's never certain. The point of this paper is to show what an aggressive federal 
climate policy looks like, given what we know now.

Well, that's the big question. All Podesta has said is that Clinton would move forward with an "aggressive program" to hit 
that 2025 emissions target. The WRI report sketches out, broadly, what regulatory steps could meet that goal. But maybe 
Clinton's thought of options no one else has. 

Mind you, this analysis also assumes that Congress remains gridlocked on climate change for the foreseeable future. The 
WRI report points out that there's only so much anyadministration can do on its own to nudge down emissions — 
particularly for the deeper cuts that will likely prove needed after 2025 for the world to fend off drastic climate change 
(Of course, other nations will have to respond in kind.) 

"New federal legislation will likely be needed to drive these deeper reductions," the report notes, "for example, a carbon 
tax, cap-and-trade program, or national clean energy standards." Some of those legislative policies, like a steadily rising 
carbon tax, would be more cost-effective than having the EPA continue to regulate C02 from various industrial sectors, 
chunk by chunk. 

In other words, an ambitious climate agenda by the next president could nudge down US emissions quite a bit. An 
ambitious climate agenda by Congress could go much, much further.

ProgressOhio Unveils New Report: 

How the Kasich Administration and Ohio State Had Taxpayers Fund Bill Laser’s 
Private Business Venture, Then Tried to Cover Their Tracks 


For Immediate Release: Feb. 24, 2016 

COLUMBUS— Political leaders close to charter school operator William Lager steered at least $2.7 million in 
public money to enhance IQ Innovations, a Lager-owned distance learning platform tapped by the Kasich 
Administration to provide online textbooks and other educational materials to Ohio schools. 

While public records show that IQ Innovations consistently failed to deliver on the system’s promised 
functionality, it didn’t seem to matter. IQ had a powerful protector on the inside. 

Former Lager consultant John Conley, appointed by the administration as Vice Chancellor of Educational 
Technology for the Board of Regents, was tasked with overseeing the project. Conley helped keep public 
money flowing to IQ Innovations and he helped to sideline whistleblowers who tried to hold IQ accountable, 
according to a new report by ProgressOhio. 

After two internal investigations at OSU found no wrongdoing, Ohio’s Inspector General launched an ongoing 
investigation. OSU said it is fully cooperating. 

“The amount of public resources used to hatch this plan, then cover up its failures, is breathtaking,” said 
ProgressOhio Executive Director Sandy Theis. “Bill Lager made quite an investment in Ohio politicians and 
received quite a windfall.” 

Since Kasich’s first run for governor in 2010, Lager, his employees and main lobbyist have donated more 
than $1.5 million to Kasich, state legislators and other GOP candidates and accounts, according to a 
ProgressOhio analysis . The total includes $153,649 from IQ Innovations to the Republican Governors 
Association in 2010 - the year of Kasich’s first run for governor. 

The report makes public new information that shows how Ohio taxpayers paid to enhance a private company 
owned by a prolific Republican Party donor. The report also examines when and why the deal began to 
unravel and the roles played by Kasich’s administration, The Ohio State University and the Ohio Board of 
Regents. 

Among the main findings: 

• Governor John Kasich paved the way for the deal in his first state budget, which required the distance 
learning platform to be relocated at OSU, but authorized the Chancellor of the Ohio Board of Regents to 
select the vendor. Chancellor Jim Petro selected IQ and listed among its main benefits a pledge to 
“provide the technology for free and only recoup user fees;” 
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• Since 2012 taxpayers have spent at least $5 million to enhance, staff, oversee and investigate IQ 
Innovations’ improved - but still-flawed — distance learning clearinghouse that’s known as iLearnOhio; 

• In January 2013, when it became clear that IQ Innovations could not deliver what it had promised, 
Chancellor Petro, a Kasich appointee, announced that Ohio taxpayers would pay IQ $1.2 million for 
“enhancements” to the platform; 

• The price tag included $167,401 for one “enhancement” - a requirement for a single log-in for all 
systems. IQ Innovations responded simply adding a hyperlink to access Google Docs; 

• Vice Chancellor Conley, as well as OSU leaders, were warned on at least two occasions that the Board of 
Regents had limited leverage to encourage performance because it had no contract with IQ Innovations. 
It never got one; 

• Top-tier publishers such as Pearson and BrainPop, eager to add their textbooks to Ohio’s digital library, 
complained to both Conley and IQ officials that IQ Innovations was missing deadlines, failing to show up 
for meetings and not returning phone calls; 

• By December 2013, a high-ranking Ohio Board of Regents employee sent higher-ups an email stating 
“there are no textbooks in the iLearn repository nor are any publishers under contract to provide 

them The BOR (Board of Regents) has no contract with the vendor, IQ.... Therefore we are on 

tenuous legal ground and we have no leverage to encourage performance.... Many bugs remain to be 
fixed.... ” 

• Even as problems with publishers and performance continued, IQ Innovations received $1.6 million in 
state money for an eTextbook pilot project administered by the Board of Regents. House Bill 59. 
Kasich’s second state budget, earmarked $6 million over two years for the textbooks, but required them 
to be purchased “through the state’s electronic distance learning clearinghouse.” This arrangement 
resulted in Lager’s company getting more than half of the first year’s eTextbook allotment; 

• Mid-level OSU employees responsible for trying to hold IQ accountable grew increasingly frustrated, with 
some of the more persistent critics uninvited from important meetings, disciplined or simply re- 
organized out of their jobs; 

• Three OSU employees filed 2014 whistleblower complaints with OSU’s Office of University Compliance 
and Integrity and complaints singled out Conley as one of the top offenders. Compliance officials found 
that the whistleblowers provided “credible information of significant retaliation,” but could not make a 
final determination, saying they lacked jurisdiction to interview John Conley or other Board of Regents 
employees. The report states that investigators didn’t even try. 

• At least one of the whistleblowers filed a complaint with the Office of Ohio Inspector General Randall 
Meyer who opened an investigation. An OSU spokesman said the university is “fully cooperating.” 

• In March 2014, the Ohio Board of Regents decided to seek a replacement for IQ Innovations and said 
that IQ never should have been selected without first issuing the customary request for proposal. The 
Board of Regents has not made this decision public and the future of the clearinghouse is unclear. Soon 
after the Regents decided to replace IQ, John Conley abruptly resigned. 

OSU spokesman Chris Davey said the distance learning system remains a valuable asset. “During the 2014-15 
academic year, over 745,000 visitors accessed content disseminated from the clearinghouse.” 

There is a difference, however, between “visitors” and “users.” Records show usage rates flat, and teachers 
and administrators complaining the system remains riddled with problems and not user-friendly. 

OSU’s contract with IQ expired on July 31, 2013, Davey said, and the platform’s fate is unclear. 
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Issues raised by the whistleblowers, and not properly investigated by OSU, prompted ProgressOhio to launch 
its own investigation. While doing so, we learned of the IG’s investigation. 

“ProgressOhio welcomes the Inspector General’s investigation of this matter and our staff is willing to 
provide his office with any information we have that could be helpful,” Theis said. 

The Office of Inspector General does not make its findings available to the public until after the investigation 
is complete.

The economy added 280,000 jobs in May — the strongest month of the year so far — as wages continued to rise and the participation rate ticked 
upward. We have now added 5.6 million jobs over the past two years, the best two-year job growth since 2000. Although the job market has made 
considerable progress throughout this recovery, challenges remain for our economy and there is more work to do. The President is committed to 
building on the positive trends through a comprehensive agenda to boost employment and wages for the middle class, including urging 
Congress to take important action such as opening new markets for U.S. goods and services through expanded trade , increasing 
investments in infrastructure, providing relief from the seguester , and raising the minimum wage . 


FIVE KEY POINTS ON THE LABOR MARKET IN MAY 201 5 

1. The private sector has added 12.6 million jobs over 63 straight months of job growth, extending the longest streak on 
record. Today we learned that private-sector employment rose by 262,000 in May. Our businesses created more than 200,000 jobs in fourteen of 
the past fifteen months — the first time that has happened since 1995. On the whole, our economy has added 3.1 million new jobs over the past 
twelve months, just off the fifteen-year high achieved in February.

2. Manufacturing employment is up strongly as compared with the previous business cycle, while construction employment still 
has not recovered. In the manufacturing sector, employment trended down through the business cycle from 2000 to 2008. But manufacturing 
employment has rebounded since the financial crisis: today, there are 22 percent more manufacturing jobs than there would have been if the pre- 
existing pattern had persisted. A similar pattern is evident in the information services sector. Construction employment, however, has yet to return 
to pre-crisis levels and remains 22 percent below the trend over the previous business cycle. This is partly explained by an unsustainably high 
starting point for construction employment in January 2008, reflecting the state of the housing market at the time.

3. More highly educated Americans participate more in the labor force at ail ages, and, compared with less educated workers, 
their participation does not drop off until much older ages. The overall labor force participation rate has been highly stable over the past 
thirteen months. However, there is important internal variation in participation, particularly with respect to education. For all ages over 25, labor 
force participation is unsurprisingly higher for more educated workers. Eighty-eight percent of prime age Americans (those aged 25 to 54) holding 
four-year college degrees participate in the labor force, compared with only 66 percent of Americans without a high school diploma or equivalent. 
Notably, the education-participation gap increases toward middle age as less-educated workers stop participating at younger ages. College 
graduates ages 50 to 54 participate at the same rate as those fifteen years their junior (88 percent), but for those without high school diplomas, the 
gap is 8 percentage points (60 percent for 50-54 year-olds versus 68 percent for 35-39 year-olds). It appears that not only do educated workers 
participate more, but they also participate longer. Indeed, encouraging access to higher education and making it more affordable promotes all 
three of the main drivers of middle-class incomes: participation, productivity, and equality .

4. The distribution of job growth across industries in May was highly consistent with the pattern observed over the past 
year. One way to evaluate whether the composition of job growth is in line with recent trends is to consider the correlation between the most 
recent one-month percent change and the average percent change over the last 12 months across various industries. Looking across the 17 
industries shown in the next point, the correlation between the May change and the average percent change over the last 12 months was 0.90, 
suggesting that the distribution of employment gains last month was very much in line with recent trends, albeit shifting up in most sectors, 
reflecting the stronger overall job growth in May. Indeed, this month saw the highest correlation of monthly and annual employment changes since 
January 2009. From 2008 on, this correlation has averaged 0.60. It therefore appears that employment growth in May generally followed the 
sectoral pattern of the last twelve months.

5. The majority of industries experienced stronger job growth in May than they have on average over the past year. Although the 
distribution of job growth generally followed recent patterns, in some cases it was a little above or below recent norms. May was an especially 
strong month for leisure and hospitality (+57,000), government (+18,000), health care and social assistance (+58,000), private educational 
sen/ices (+17,000), and temporary help services (+20,000). May was a weaker than usual month in mining and logging (-18,000), wholesale trade 
(+4,000), and information services (-3,000). In fact, May was the fifth consecutive month of declining mining and logging employment, likely 
reflecting cutbacks in oil production.

Hello. I thought you might find it useful to have some answers to share with your friends if they ask about all 
these news stories out there about my email habits when I was Secretary of State. So I want to take some time 
to try and explain it to you directly, in one place, at one time, as best as I can. 

Please bear with me because parts are confusing, and like many of you, I don't understand all of the 
technological aspects. [But when you hear all the facts, I think you’ll agree that all the political noise over this 
issue is just that - political noise.] 

In 2007, when I was a U.S. Senator, I got my first Blackberry. I used it to keep up with the news, with friends 
& family - and yes, I also got my fair share of unsolicited forwards that sometimes made me laugh and 
sometimes made me want to throw it away. In short, I used email like most people. 

Fast forward to 2009. One of my husband's staff members bought the domain name clintonemail.com so his 
team could switch from the various email providers they were relying on to one consolidated system. I joined 
them. 

This was all before I started my new job as Secretary of State. Had President Obama not asked me to join his 
team, if I had stayed in the U.S. Senate, I still would have switched to this new email. 

And when I did get to State, fit seemed simpler to have just the one address. After all, my predecessors at

State had not relied on Department email. In hindsight, though, this has proven anything but simple. 

That's the explanation - but it's no excuse. There's a difference between allowed to do and smart to do. I 
shouldn't have done it this way. I should have set the standard that othersfwere expected to meet. To do it all 
again, I would have used two email addresses. 

But I can't do it all again. I can only tell you it was a mistake, regret it, explain it, and help State and others fix 
any challenges it caused. 

That's what I did. Now I want to explain what I didn't do. 

I didn’t keep my email secret. Whenever I emailed, it was from my address. Whenever people emailed me, it 
was to |my account. Work, personal, whatever. And yes, I continued to get my fair share of unsolicited 
forwards. 

I also didn't do this to skirt rules. And I didn’t do it to avoid having my records preserved. When State asked 
former Secretaries of State who served in the era of electronic communications to help fill out the archival 
record, I did so, printing 55,000 pages of email including anything related to my work at the State Department. 
To get a sense of how outdated some of the government’s archiving practices are, we had to print all 55,000 
pages because that's what the rules demand. Believe me, printing more than 30,000 email instead of handing 
them over electronically isn't something anyone does by choice. 

That's 30,000 more emails than every other former Secretary produced combined . 

And yes, there were 30,000 more messages that were completely personal and had nothing to do with official 
business. 

I do believe transparency in government is important. And by this point, there isn't much you don't know about 
me. My finances are out there. My medical history is out there. You know how much I've made, where I've 
gone, what I'm allergic to. 

But what wasn't work wasn't the government's business. |So I didn't keep those emails. I didn't print them. I 
knew no matter what I decided to do with them, I was in for criticism. So I chose to keep a modicum of 
privacy. I hope you can understand that. 

Now I want to address the most serious aspect. 

When it came to classified information, I certainly never used my Blackberry. And that had nothing to do with 
using a personal email address. If I had been hillaryclinton@state.gov I could not have used it for classified 
information either. At the State Department, mobile devices aren't used to communicate secrets. Almost 
everything of a classified nature was presented to me via paper or in person. When I traveled, elaborate steps 
were taken. (Secure phones were set up, secure tents were constructed. More than once when a tent was set 
up in some far-away hotel, I was told to read the classified material with the blanket over my head. No, that's 
not a joke. I took my responsibilities in safeguarding our nation's secrets seriously. So did my team did. 

Everyone at the State Department did . 

(This process of looking backwards to see if something should have been classified at the time is fine. I don't 
want anything released to the public that puts us at risk. And we’re all learning that different agencies have very 
different views and procedures about what should be classified and what shouldn’t. What's not fine is to criticize 
people - especially career officials who have devoted their lives to serving our country — for handling what they 
didn't know might be deemed classified years later by another part of the government. That's an impossible 
standard to meet. Members of Congress and their staff also handled some of these messages. Some articles 
being written about this issue today contain classified information. Should someone sending that article to a 
colleague be told in 2020 that they broke the rules? I hope not. 

As for the security of my email, [In more than a little bit of irony, every day we learn of a new hack by the 
Chinese, by the Russians. That millions of Americans' personal information has been stolen. 

As Secretary I was proud of what we accomplished. I was proud of the thousands of people who've 
dedicated themselves to public servicef- including those who came into State with me and left with me. I was 
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proud of them then. I'm proud of them now. 

I wish that a video was enough to address this. I know it isn't though. But I wanted to try to put everything in 
one place. 

Along those lines, after nearly a year of offering to come up at any time anyplace, in October I'll be on Capitol 
Hill before the committee looking at the tragic events of September 2012 in Benghazi, Libya. They wanted to talk 
to me behind closed doors, but I insisted on all of you being able to see what I was asked and how I answered. 

I'm sure this issue will come up. It's unclear to me how it will help us understand what happened in Benghazi or 
how to help prevent future tragedies - but I'm going to do my best to answer whatever they ask. 

And while I can't predict the future, let me finish by taking a stab: 

I 4 There will be many more email to pour through. 

• Some will be serious, some will be embarrassing. 

f* hbu know I'm not great with a fax, but you're also going to learn my secret salad dressing recipe and who 
sent me Linkedln requests. (And whose I didn't accept!) 

• There will be more dramatic leaks and assertions that prove to be untrue. 

But at some point, you're going to have them all. And if you suffer through all 55,000 pages, you'll be able to 
judge for yourself.

Elizabeth Edwards On The Inequitable Individual Market 

Our guest blogger is Elizabeth Edwards, a Senior Fellow at the Center for American Progress and wife of 
former Presidential candidate John Edwards. 

David Lazarus, in Sunday’s Los Angeles Times, brought us a fresh reminder of the challenges posed bv 
preexisting conditions by raising a new one - being a woman. 

Senator John McCain’s health plan is based on the idea that everyone should be on their own to buy their health 
insurance on the individual market. And it’s an approach fundamentally at odds with the point of health 
insurance: that we share risks. People with preexisting conditions, like McCain and myself, would pay much more 
for health insurance under his health plan, if we could get coverage at all. 

Insurance companies have all sorts of characteristics they look at in order to increase premiums , such as 
preexisting conditions, occupation, age, and residence. But I hadn’t realized that the McCain plan would enable 
insurers to “rate-up” my insurance bill for not only my status as a breast cancer patient, but also my gender. 

The ability to become pregnant has long been understood as an excuse to charge women more for health 
insurance (because, of course, men have nothing to do with that particular health condition). But what makes the 
Lazarus column interesting is that he tells us that insurers are charging women higher premiums even if 
pregnancy benefits are excluded. Blue Shield of California (Blue Shield) is now charging woman more in the 
individual market because: 

“Our egghead actuaries crunched the numbers based on all the data we have about healthcare,” 

explained Tom Epstein, a Blue Shield spokesman. 

That doesn’t really inspire a sense of fairness. Doctors recommend that women have mammograms and other 
preventative screenings. Is Blue Shield really trying to discourage health screenings? Do they think that women 
are more accident prone? Whatever their reasoning, one thing is clear - they don’t want to enroll too many 
women: 

“We don’t want to get a disproportionate share of high-risk people,” added Epstein. As Lazarus 
noted, “by ‘high risk people,” what he means is ‘women.’” 

Blue Shield, a not-for-profit company, says they are just following the trend of for-profit insurers in California (at 
least two competitors already adjust premiums based on gender). Blue Shield exists in a competitive market that 
rewards insurers for doing the wrong things. In that sense, it isn’t fair to pick on Blue Shield in particular, 
especially since Blue Shield’s CEO speaks constructively on health reform . 

The point is that the insurers have given us just another example about how the individual market is 
fundamentally broken. Embracing it as the solution to our health crisis - as the McCain plan proposes to - will 
only make matters worse.

Todd et al. , 

I'm writing to ask where we stand with respect to working through the national securities law and civil liberties law 
concerning the topics above. I believe we agreed that some cross-talk between the National Security team and 
the DOJ/Domestic team is required, but I don't recall getting to closure on which individuals have the lead. 

The exchange I had with Susan Rice at the last Board meeting is illustrative of the difficulty. There can be an 
inherent tension between the national security perspective and the Rule of Law perspective. As we know, this 
played out in the Bush Administration rather tragically, and the vast majority of legal observers believe that the 
DOJ participants acted in a manner that -- at a minimum -- violated fundamental ethical and professional 
principles, if not the Law. As a formal matter, whatever course of policy and action the Obama Administration 
adopts on these issues, clearance by OLC and the Attorney General will be required, as well as review by White 
House Counsel. 

So, I believe the Transition should likewise get the right set of perspectives around a table sooner rather than 
later. 

There is another, related issue that deserves some attention: The role of OLC in relation to the State 
Department Legal Adviser (L). The Bush Administration broke with precedent by shifting more authority to OLC 
for definitive resolution of questions of international law and treaty interpretation. L was consulted, but the 
formal lead rested with OLC. Earlier administrations allowed the State Department to have the lead. What will 
be the practice in the Obama Administration? There are arguments in both directions. It would be good to get 
this resolved before the appointees are selected. 

I am interested in these issues, having taught National Security Law. But I know there are several terrific lawyers 
who could contribute a lot: Eric Holder, Jamie Gorelick, Larry Tribe, Cass Sunstein, Alex Aleinikoff.

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Hillary Clinton has a gaffe problem. But it’s not her words, it’s the target on her back. 


The former secretary of state is as prone to putting her foot in her mouth as any other prominent political figure. But unlike any other potential 2016 
presidential contender, the other party’s entire rhetorical arsenal is already pointed at her, before she even has a campaign. 


This week, 745 days before her name might appear on a general election ballot, the GOP demonstrated its firepower. 


On Friday, while campaigning for Massachusetts Democratic gubernatorial candidate Martha Coakley with Sen. Bizabeth Warren, Clinton tripped 
over her tongue by saying business don’t create jobs. “Don’t let anybody tell you it's corporations and businesses that create jobs,” Clinton said, 
contradicting what she has written in several books and in her decades of public service. By Monday, the gaffe had mushroomed into a full-blown 
political controversy the likes of which haven’t been seen since 201 2’s infamous “you didn’t build that.” 


Clinton meant to say that tax breaks for corporations and businesses don’t create jobs, as she later explained. But Republicans saw the remark as 
revealing Clinton’s inner leftist (she was campaigning with Warren, after all) or at least as an attempt to pander to the base. 


Talk of the gaffe dominated conservative blogs and broadcasts, as outside groups piled on. Rush Limbaugh said Clinton was part of a “marauding 
band aiming at every private sector business they can get their hands on.” Reince Priebus, the chairman of the Republican National Committee, 
declared Clinton to be bad at politics and “not ready for primetime.” Wall Streeters reportedly quivered (never mind that Republicans’ previous 
attacks had focused on Clinton’s wealth and coziness with big money elites). 


Every presidential candidate will face manufactured controversy, but usually not before the previous election has concluded. Republicans are 
understandably calculating that Clinton will be her party’s next nominee, so they’re getting a jump-start on 2016’s battles in 2014. There are already 
teams of partisan researchers poring over every word she says, and several super PACs committed exclusively to derailing her expected- 
candidacy - not to mention plenty of reporters eager for a story. 


Clinton has already been chased by a Republican squirrel, Photoshopped using a walker and made several gaffes that will be filed away to haunt 
her later. 


For the next two years, Clinton will have to endure the kind of pressure and scrutiny typically reserved for the homestretch of a presidential 
campaign. Anything less than perfect will be a seen as a failure for her. That raises the price of gaffes, and makes taking risks more dangerous. 
While the book tour for her memoir, “Hard Choices,” was rife with missteps, its notable that her ventures on the campaign trail for Democrats has 
been mostly flawless - untilFriday. 


Still, it’s nothing new for Clinton, who has spent the past 30 years in the public eye, and often at the center of controversy. But it’s that high profile 
that attracts the early attacks.

On Sunday, Dilma Rousseff won re-election to continue her service as president of the fifth largest country in the world. As Brazil’s first female 
president fought for re-election one thing was clear, the economy would be the focus of the race. As Americans head into November’s mid-term 
elections and prepare to begin a new presidential campaign cycle, it would be wise to look to Brazil to see the impact that economic divides and 
gender can have on elections. 


Ronald Reagan famously coined the phrase, “Are you better off now then you were four years ago?’’ For millions of Brazilians the answer is a 
resounding yes. But from the coverage of the Brazilian presidential race in the U.S. and European media you could easily have had the impression 
that Brazil was teetering on the edge of economic collapse. How could an economy, which resulted in lifting 40 million people out of poverty and 
into the middle class, and with historically low unemployment figures.be considered a troubled economy? It all depends on whose economic 
interests define your perspective. 


Last year, while filming the documentary “Madame Presidenta: Why Not U.S.?’’ I interviewed Lilian, a single mother living in a Rio de Janeiro favela. 
Because of Brazil’s economic subsidy program for low-income mothers and families (Bolsa Familia), Lilian was able to have a steady income. For 
the first time her children reliably received healthcare and consistently went to school. Lilian and her friend opened a small business, and Lilian’s 
face glowed with pride as she told me about her daughter, who was going to college to become a psychologist. Lilian said all of these things were 
nearly impossible to even dream about just a decade earlier. 


As other nations fell into recession and declared strict austerity measures, cutting social services, education, healthcare, and government jobs, 
Brazil invested in all of these. In addition to expanding Brazil’s economic subsidy program, Rousseff also led efforts to successfully pass legislation 
mandating that income from national oil and energy reserves be reinvested in expanding education and healthcare opportunities for the poor. 


But investing in the people of Brazil meant that there were less profits for international investors. The one percent in Brazil and the one percent 
internationally were still making profits on their Brazilian holdings, because the Brazilian economy was still growing. But they were not making 
enough profits, as the rate of growth had slowed as Brazil invested in the welfare of its own people. And so the elites demanded that it was time 
for change. 


It was striking to see that nearly all media coverage of this year’s Brazilian presidential election focused on how the “markets” and “investors” 
were strongly behind Rousseffs fiscal conservative competitor Aecio Neves. And how investor confidence would fall drastically each time 
Rousseff rose in the polls. These same articles would cite in the sixth or seventh paragraph that while it was true that tens of millions of families 
were lifted out of poverty by Rousseff and her party’s economic policies, broad national growth and inflation had suffered under Rousseff. What 
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the articles failed to mention was that it is only the extremely rich who were not benefiting from these policies. 


And so how is it that Rousseff still managed to eek out a win, when both media coverage and investors strongly were against her? Because in 
Brazil, voting is mandatory. When the poor have equitable access to voting, they have the ability to vote to support their own economic interests. 
And in Brazil, like in most countries, women make up the majority of those voters. 


U.S. and European media attempted to position Maria Silva (who was Dilma’s closest competitor going into the first round of the election) as a 
"change” candidate. But Silva fell in the polls once it became clear that as an evangelical she had pledged to roll back gay rights, family planning 
and birth control access which Dilma’s party had expanded. In Brazil these are not considered "social” issues. The people of Brazil recognize 
these as core economic issues. Increased access to affordable birth control has strengthened the economic security of communities. Increased 
access to reproductive healthcare has resulted in better maternal and infant health outcomes. Increased rights for members of the LGBTQ 
community have resulted in more physical and economic security for these families. The millions of people who have benefited from these policies 
were not looking to elect a “change” candidate to strip these rights away. 


Gender received little mention in coverage of the Brazilian presidential election when the top two candidates were women. But with Silva out of the 
race gender politics reappeared. In fact much of the rhetoric around Aecio Neves positioned him as a patriarch who could control Brazil’s economy 
and redirect it from Rousseff s maternal welfare state. During the last presidential debate, Neves went so far to refer to Rousseff as “flighty.” The 
backlash from female voters was felt immediately in the polls. Female voters quickly criticized Neves for using sexist language to attack a woman 
who once was a Marxist guerilla who had been arrested and tortured for her commitment to democracy and an economist who had served as a 
cabinet minister and as Brazil’s first female president. It seems Brazilian voters could abide most of the mud slinging that occurred at the debates, 
but chauvinism was where they drew the line. 


As we approach 2016, and as Hillary Clinton, Elizabeth Warren, and others consider running to become this country’s first female president, each 
of these women would be wise to take a page out of Rousseff s playbook. Already Warren has been leading the charge against economic 
inequity. Her biting criticism of the banking industry and market conditions, which support the interests of the very rich at the expense of the 
nation’s most vulnerable, have been receiving standing ovations wherever she goes. If Hillary Clinton is eyeing another attempt at the presidency 
she needs to develop an economic agenda that incorporates these themes and responds to this call to arms with a detailed plan for action. 


As outspoken as Warren has been as a champion for the middle class, Clinton has been a consistent champion for women’s economic and 
physical security. Her 1995 speech in Beijing, when she declared, “Women’s rights are human rights” became the guiding mantra of the U.S. State 
Department during her tenure. For the first time, the State Department created an office focused on women’s international rights. By now it is 
common knowledge that as Secretary of State, Clinton visited more countries and met with more heads of state then any previous Secretary of 
State. But what is less known, and which Clinton herself should amplify, is that in each of these countries she demanded to meet with women’s 
movement leaders and to make women’s economic and physical security an item for discussion in every diplomatic agenda. 


Women - candidates, pundits, FACs, and voters - are poised to have a tremendous impact in the results of this year’s mid-term elections. If this 
country is on the verge of electing its first female president, the economic interests of women and their families should take center stage. Dilma 
Rousseff was not elected or re-elected because she was a woman. But to win she needed women to strongly support her. To earn their votes 
she championed economic policies that protected and advanced the economic security of women and children, not investors and markets. Women 
have been the majority of the U.S. voting base for some time. But now it is time for them to put their interests in the forefront for the sake of the 
nation.

Commerce Secretary Penny Pritzker offered a counterpoint to former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton’s remarks on jobs last week. 

“Yes, the private sector creates jobs,” Pritzker said on Wednesday at the Washington Ideas Forum. 
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“Our job is to set the conditions so the private sector can create jobs,” she added, explaining the role of the Commerce Department. “What we’re 
focused on and what we’re working on is making sure there’s good infrastructure in this country, making sure there’s a skilled workforce in this 
country, making sure there’s a good environment for investment.” 


Pritzker’s comment came after a question prompted by Clinton’s remarks at a political rally in Massachusetts on Friday, in which she said: “Don’t let 
anybody tell you that, you know, it’s corporations and businesses that create jobs.” 


Clinton walked back the comment this week, saying she “short-handed” the point about limiting outsourcing and tax breaks for major corporations. 


But conservative pundits quickly pounced on the remarks, calling it a blatant attempt to appeal to backers of populist Sen. Elizabeth Warren (D- 
Mass.). 


Republican National Committee Chairman Reince Priebus said that the comments were a sign that Clinton is “not really good at politics.” 


The Hill: “Iowa not ready to crown Hillary”

CEDAR RAPIDS, Iowa — Will they ever love Hillary here? 


Many Democrats in the first-in-the-nation caucus state who rejected Hillary Clinton seven years ago say they’re keeping their options open and 
aren’t quite ready to crown the former secretary of state in 2016. 


Sure, there are plenty of lowans eager to send the Clintons back to the White House. And for months, Ready for Hillary, the outside group backing 
a Clinton run, has been on the ground in the Hawkeye State, hiring staff, recruiting volunteers and building excitement for what’s seen as her 
inevitable candidacy. 


Polls suggest she’s the clear favorite. 


But as Clinton returns to Iowa Wednesday for the second time in two months - this time to stump with Democratic Senate hopeful Bruce Braley - 
Democrats throughout the state say they’re still sizing up the field of possible candidates. 


“New blood” is a popular refrain. Several said they hope to draft another woman. Elizabeth Warren, the Massachusetts senator and favorite of 
progressives, into the race. And two-term Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley’s recent visits to the state have caught the attention of some grassroots 
activists. 


“I’ve yet to make up my mind and I don’t like the idea of political dynasties,” Tom O’Donnell, 55, a former science reporter and editor, said at a Braley 
rally near Des Moines before heading out with his wife and son to canvass neighborhoods. 


“Largely, she’s ahead on name recognition and her good record as secretary of state,” he said. “But O’Malley has been here and worked hard for 
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candidates I’ve liked and that automatically makes me want to know more about him.” 


Candice Jakes, 25, a Texas native who now lives in Iowa, attended a rally this week with Vice President Biden and Braley in the Quad Cities area. 
But she said she doesn’t fall in either the Biden or Hillary camps. 


“I like Hillary, but I’m keeping an open mind and see what people have to say in case a particular candidate impressed me,” said Jakes, who 
described herself as a moderate Democrat. “I don’t have a favorite yet at all.” 


Clinton is the latest in a parade of presidential aspirants who have descended on Iowa this week to boost House and Senate candidates 
in Tuesday’s midterm election, from Gov. Chris Christie (R-N.J.) and Sen. Marco Rubio (R-Fla.) to Biden. The former first lady will rally with Braley, 
a current congressman, at a union hall here in Cedar Rapids before the duo head to a second event in Davenport. Then, Bill Clinton comes to 
nearby Waterloo on Saturday to headline Braley’s annual Bruce, Blues & BBQ fundraiser. 


The Clintons were last in Iowa in September for retiring Democratic Sen. Tom Harkin’s final steak fry. It was the first time Hillary Clinton had set foot 
in the state since January 2008, when she finished a humiliating third place in the Iowa caucuses behind Barack Obama and another one of her 
Senate colleagues, John Edwards of North Carolina. 


Months before her horrible finish, Clinton's campaign staffers had clashed over whether she should pull out of Iowa given her poor poll numbers. 
Clinton’s deputy campaign manager, in a memo that was leaked to The New York Times, argued that those valuable days on campaign trail and 
millions of dollars would be better spent in other early primary states like New Hampshire. 


In his successful 1992 race, Bill Clinton had skipped the state, ceding it to Harkin, the popular Iowa senator who was running against him in the 
primary. 


But Hillary stayed - and lost big. 


This time, no one is suggesting Clinton should skip Iowa and decamp to more favorable territory. She’s dominating in the polls: A recent Bloomberg 
News/Des Moines Register survey of Iowa caucus-goers showed Clinton with 53 percent; Warren was a distant second with 10 percent. And 
many Democrats simply blanked when asked whom they might back as an alternative to Clinton. 


“I think she needs to come back,” said Karen Schulte, 57, who was taking in the World Series game Tuesday night with her husband, Steve, at The 
Irish Democrat, a Cedar Rapids bar and grill adorned with Kennedy, Carter and FDR campaign posters, a black and white photo of Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley at the '68 Democratic convention, and a yellowing newspaper front page from the day after Nixon resigned. 


“I think there were positive things about Hillary,” she added. ”1 would be fine with Hillary, but I think that competition is good. I mean Obama came 
from basically nowhere. So did Bill Clinton. But they proved themselves. I would entertain Hillary, but if the Democrats can show up with someone 
that’s equally knowledgeable on world affairs, we need to have that.” 


The conversation also centered on politics at the bar at Jethro's BBQ 'n Bacon Bacon in West Des Moines, where a couple and their two friends 
could be overheard discussing a new show playing on an overhead flatscreen TV: ‘‘Madam Secretary.” 


“It’s based on Hillary Clinton,” one said. 


All four backed Obama over Clinton during the 2008 primary. And a man in the group, who would only give his name as Don, said he was still 
bothered by some of Bill Clinton’s racially tinged attacks on Obama before the South Carolina primary six years ago. 


“I lost something for her based on some things that they did in that election against Obama," said Don, who’s lived with his wife in Des Moines for 
the past 30 years. “I would like to see younger Democratic blood, new blood,” though he added that he would get behind her candidacy if the GOP 
puts up a strong candidate.

But other Obama '08 backers are already committing to Clinton. Paul Milton, 62, who is African American, said he voted for Obama last time 
because he wanted to see the first black president. Now he wants to help put the first woman in the White House. 


“Hillary is my lady. I’m kinda rootin’ for her,” Milton, who retired from a traffic-lights manufacturing company, said as he waited to see Biden and 
Braley at a minor league ballpark in Davenport. “Joe is cool but I want to see a lady up here for a change. I want to see change.” 


Huffinqton Post: “Rand Paul Mocks Hillary Clinton Over Jobs Remark”

Sen. Rand Paul (R-Ky.) wasted no time turning a Hillary Clinton remark about jobs into a laugh line on the campaign trail. 


Republicans seized on the remark last week when, in a speech denouncing "trickle down" economics, the former secretary of state said, "Don't let 
anybody tell you that it's corporations and businesses that create jobs." Three days later, however, Clinton was back on the trail to take another 
stab at an argument popularized by progressive Sen. Elizabeth Warren (D-Mass.). 


"Let me be absolutely clear about what I've been saying for a couple of decades: Our economy grows when businesses and entrepreneurs 
create good-paying jobs here in an America where workers and families are empowered to build from the bottom up and the middle out - not 
when we hand out tax breaks for corporations that outsource jobs or stash their profits overseas," she said. 


But one quote was enough for Paul, who, like Clinton, has been making moves toward a future presidential run. 


Addressing supporters of vulnerable Sen. Pat Roberts (R-Kan.) in Wichita on Tuesday, the Kentucky Republican likened the remark to Resident 
Barack Obama's "You didn't build that" comment that Republicans eventually turned into a theme at the 2012 presidential nominating convention. 
Like Clinton, Obama was laying out the progressive case that businesses owe some of their success to the efforts of government. 


"The president says, you didn't build that, it just sort of happened," Paul said, according to BuzzFeed. "The plane just sort of came into being 
because it was a public road and a public library." 


"Hillary Clinton comes up and she says, 'Businesses don't create jobs.' Anybody here think businesses don't create jobs?" Paul added. "I'm here 
today to endorse Pat Roberts and [Kansas Gov.] Sam Brownback, because you know what? They know that businesses do create jobs, and I 
hope you know that too." 


Paul again tested the attack at another Roberts campaign stop in Overland Park, telling an adoring crowd, "Hillary Clinton says, 'Well, businesses 
don't create jobs.' Anybody believe that?" 


This isn't the first time Fhul has turned his sights on Clinton. He rarely delivers a speech without turning her record on the Benghazi terror attacks, 
Libya, Iraq or climate change into a punch line. But it could be the opening salvo of a future line of attack - one that failed for GOP presidential 
candidate Mitt Romney in 2012 - should Clinton decide to run for president.

Thanks to Helen and Jeannie’s encouragement, I had a fabulous meeting today with Heather and Elisabeth 
Jacobs, who will be leading their policy and academic outreach work. As you know, they are not seeking 
additional funding this year thanks to the grant from the Sandlers (but will next year). 

I love what they’re doing and the model of commissioning hard hitting economic research from established and 
emerging economists, but also focusing on translating and packaging and networking it with journalists, speech 
writers, and people on the Hill. Really interesting. 

As you probably know, they are looking at HOW inequality affects growth across 4 categories: human capital, 
institutions, entrepreneurship, and demand (markets). Jeannie: they are doing some work on student loan debt, 
early learning and parenting, schooling, and —near and dear to my heart — they may look at transitions to 
adulthood as well. 

I mentioned the convening we hope to do with Brookings and hopefully engaging them too — to put powerful 
ideas and research in the hands of grantee activist partners, and they were very enthusiastic. We should follow 
up when you’re ready. 
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Also, JB: they are working with WA Monthly to do an edition (maybe 25 pages ) on their early research — with 
perhaps different segments by stage of life cycle. You and I can discuss more tomorrow. May be a content 
play of interest to us. 

They have the potential to be a key ally and partner in our work. Thanks so much for making the link for me.

Actress, painter, singer Estelle Reiner dies at 94

LOS ANGELES: Estelle Reiner, who uttered the famous line, "I'll have what she's having," after watching Meg Ryan fake an orgasm in the movie 
"When Harry Met Sally," has died. She was 94. 

Reiner, the wife of actor-director Carl Reiner and mother of actor-director Rob Reiner, died of old age Saturday at her home in Beverly Hills, her 
nephew George Shapiro said Wednesday. 

Besides a handful of movie roles, Reiner was a painter and late in life became a jazz singer. During the Vietnam War, she was one of the 
organizers of the group Another Mother For Peace, something Rob Reiner has said helped inspire his own political activism. 

"She was the most loving, family oriented person, beside her own artistic skills," Shapiro said. "She had the same passion in her artwork, in her 
singing or in preparing a meal for her family. 

"And look at all the laughs she gave everybody," he added. "She was a natural actress." 

In "When Harry Met Sally," Ryan and Billy Crystal are sitting in a restaurant, arguing over whether women can realistically fake orgasms when 
Ryan demonstrates that they can. 

After her vocal display, Reiner, seated at another table, quickly says, "I'll have what she's having." 

The 1 989 film was directed by her son. Inal 996 interview, he told The Associated Press his mother had also helped design Another Mother For 
Peace's famous anti-war poster, "War is Not Healthy For Children and Other Living Things." The group was founded in the 1960s by 15 Beverly 
Hills mothers who joined together to protest the war. 

Reiner had small roles in several other movies, including "The Man With Two Brains," which her husband directed, and "Fatso," directed by her 
friend, the late Anne Bancroft. 

Born Estelle Lebost in the New York City borough of the Bronx, she married Reiner on Christmas Eve in 1 943 while he was on Army leave and she 
was drafting blueprints for a defense contractor, according to a paid obituary in the Los Angeles Times. 

Reiner was 65 when she began a career as a jazz singer. Over the next 28 years, she recorded seven albums and performed in clubs in New 
York and Los Angeles. 

Besides her husband and son, Shapiro is survived by another son, Lucas; a daughter, Annie, and five grandchildren.

A Peculiar Package of Proposals 

Kashkari argued in the alternative that Dodd-Frank needs to be used and/or needs to be reformed. He says the 
law as written does not solve the TBTF problem. He also wants regulators to use the yet-untried tools at their 
disposal under the law. “While significant progress has been made to strengthen our financial system, I believe 
the [Dodd-Frank] Act did not go far enough." He then laid out three ideas meant to end TBTF once and for all. 

• break up large banks into smaller, less connected, less important entities; 

• turn what remains of the large banks into public utilities by forcing them to hold so much capital that they can’t 
fail; and 

• tax leverage throughout the financial system "to reduce systemic risks wherever they lie." 

• Break up the Banks 

From the perspective of current laws, breaking up big banks is already a policy avenue available to regulators. 
The Federal Reserve, through the Financial Stability Oversight Council, can elect to take a number of actions to 
deal with banks that it feels are both systemically important and organized in an unstable way. Section 121 of 
the Dodd-Frank Act gives the Board of Governors these powers. 

So this first proposal - break up big banks - has been covered here before but just for the sake of argument... 
which banks need to be broken up most urgently? Few commentators believe there is an imminent threat 
demanding action. 

Unsurprisingly, the Fed doesn’t believe that banks are so hopeless that they need to be dissolved. That doesn’t 
mean it’s not a possibility under current legislation, however. 

• Make Banks “Utilities” 


The second proposal is to push capital requirements for banks so high that they “essentially turn into public 
utilities.” Kashkari never explains how exactly high capital reserves turn banks into utilities, but that’s for another 
time. 

He is voicing his support for one of the oldest forms of banking regulations that we still use and use far more now 
in the Dodd-Frank era - he wants banks to hold more capital. Supporters of the law may be heartened by his 
full-throated endorsement of the law on this score. 


Cribbing from Clinton? 
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The third proposal was just about lifted out of Secretary Clinton’s plan to regulate Wall Street — though the 
reporting on the speech doesn’t much mention it much. It is reasonable both from a policy and a political 
perspective. But he doesn't provide further details about his proposal after first outlining it. 

Kashkari contra Yellen 

Fed Chair Yellen has been an outspoken proponent of existing banking regulations, making it known that while 
the job of regulators is not done yet. we’re in a much better situation now than we were before DFA. During her 
testimony before House Financial Services, Yellen fielded a question about why she had not yet broken up big 
banks, saying: “...we [at the Fedjvare using our powers to make sure that a systemically important institution 
could fail, and it would not be - have systemic consequences for the country. We're doing that in a whole variety 
of ways.” 

The ways Yellen is referring to include enforcing Liquidity Coverage Ratios, capital reserve requirements, and a 
rule passed last November forcing the biggest banks to issue long-term debt equal to 18 percent of risk- 
weighted assets. 

Evidently it's not enough. But it is nonetheless uncommon for a newly minted Federal Reserve Bank President to 
taking to task the Chair of the Federal Reserve’s Board of Governors.

The Customs Bill: Comity on the Hill 

The Senate cleared the first overhaul of the Customs and Border Protection (CBP) agency in more than a 
decade in a 75-20 vote last Thursday, sending the bill to the President and ending months of wrangling over the 
measure. The Trade Facilitation and Trade Enforcement Act of 2015 (H.R. 644) retools CBP to increase its 

focus on blocking illegal trade and ensuring that legal trade moves smoothly. 

The major facets of this legislation are: 

• new protections on intellectual property rights 

• new tools to fight currency manipulation 

v a permanent extension of the Internet Tax Freedom Act 

Said Senate Finance ranking member Ron Wyden: “This bill is about coming down hard on the trade cheats 
who are ripping off American jobs, and the truth is past trade policies were often too old, too slow or too weak for 
our country to fight back." 

Wyden was perhaps the most outspoken Democrat in support of the bill, continuing his role as a strong backer 
of free trade legislation. He was a key factor in getting Trade Promotion Authority legislation passed through 
Congress last summer, splitting from some of his colleagues in voicing support for that act. 

Unusual Coalition 


27 Democrats. 47 Republicans, and 1 Independent voted affirmatively . Industry groups including the National 
Retail Federation, as well as the U.S. Chamber of Commerce were supportive of the legislation. National 
Association of Manufacturers’ president Jay Timmons said “if senators want to grow manufacturing in the United 
States, then they should pass this bill immediately.” 

Notable “Nay” votes include Sens. Durbin and Reid, who both expressed disappointment that the legislation was 
a “watered down” version of a bill previously passed by the Senate. ”1 like that [Senate] version, and that strong 
language on currency manipulation,” Durbin said - that language required Commerce to consider “undervalued” 
currencies to be equivalent to countervailable subsidies. “The conference report that’s back to us now and 
before the Senate at this moment is a much different bill." 

Purpose and Provisions 

House and Senate negotiators agreed on a final customs bill in December. The House passed the measure 
256-158 but the legislation stalled in the Senate over a provision added in conference that permanently extends 
a moratorium on Internet access taxes. 

That provision is perhaps the most reported on section in the bill - it’s almost certainly the most popular - it 
applies to localities, states, and the federal government itself. Sen. Lamar Alexander cited it though as 
explanation for his “nay” vote: "the federal government shouldn't be telling the states what their tax structure 
should be." 

Another important provision, known as the ENFORCE Act, would require the CBP to more aggressively 
investigate complaints that companies are evading anti-dumping or countervailing duties on imports by 
mislabeling or disguising the shipments. 

The bill includes a new Trade Enforcement Fund to bring trade cases through the WTO, to investigate the 
implementation of trade requirements by other countries, and to respond to complaints of trade violations. It also 
creates a nine-member Advisory Committee on International Exchange Rate Policy, whose members must be 
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comprised of individuals from the private sector who are selected by both chambers of Congress and the 
President (three members each). 

Currency Manipulation 

Currency manipulation has been a long-standing concern of American policy-makers and a particularly 
contentious issue in global trade relations; claims that China has been chronically undervaluing its currency 
have made the news for a number of years. Advocates for stricter enforcement of currency manipulation 
provisions claim that undervalued currencies operate similarly to export subsidies - a prohibited practice within 
the World Trade Organization. 

The final bill dropped a Senate provision that would have required the Commerce Department to treat 
undervalued currency as an illegal subsidy under U.S. countervailing duty law. This provision would have 
opened the door for compensatory tariffs to be levied against goods which originate from countries which are 
found to purposely undervalue their currency in order to boost their exports. The bill does, however, include 
other measures that give the Treasury Department new tools to fight currency manipulation: 

• creates a special fund for the CBP to ensure trading partners follow the rules and to bring disputes before the 
WTO 

• increases funding to the National Intellectual Property Rights Coordination Center 

• establishes the Commercial Customs Operations Advisory Committee jointly between CBP and Treasury 

• requires CBP to investigate claims from other agencies of evasion of anti-dumping or countervailing duties. 

Relation to TPP 


Sen. Majority Leader McConnell has said that the Senate will not vote on the Trans-Pacific Partnership before 
the November elections, so it may come as a surprise to see a bill which deals with enforcing trade deals like 
TPP pass both houses of Congress. However this bill’s provisions for protecting IP rights, toughening 
countervailing duties, and tackling currency manipulation are a necessary prerequisite for agreements like TPP 
(or the far more nebulous TTIP). The new age of trade agreements will deal extensively in issues like 
intellectual property protection, trade in services, and high-tech product trading; types of commerce which are 
far more difficult to regulate compared to the trade of physical goods. 

So, despite the fact that TPP won’t get a vote until after November (and perhaps not in 2016 at all), and may not 
pass even then, the protections set forward in the customs bill are necessary to allow American companies to 
continue to compete in the global marketplace. 

Price of Passage 

In order to include the permanent extension of the Internet Tax Freedom Act, McConnell had to promise that a 
vote would be held this year on the Marketplace Fairness Act. That legislation grants states greater authority to 
collect sales taxes from online businesses who sell products within their borders. While McConnell himself 
opposes the bill, it was the only way to get the customs bill (with the tax amendment attached) unstuck. 

Just because McConnell has promised it will be brought to a vote doesn’t mean it will be a smooth process - the 
Senate passed the Marketplace Fairness Act in 2013 with 69 votes, and most of the lawmakers who voted for it 
are still in the chamber. Some lawmakers like Kelly Ayotte, who is facing a tough reelection campaign this year, 
have vowed to fight tooth-and-nail against it. Despite these detractors in the Senate, the real battle may occur in 
the House, where two competing proposals have been brought forward.

One thing the two parties agree is that international tax reform is a fiscally necessary issue to take up — 
that Uncle Sam is leaving hundreds of billions of dollars on the table overseas annually. But they would 
also generally agree that it is not going to get done this year. 

Under current law, those profits are subject only to federal taxes if they are returned, or repatriated, to the 
U.S. where they face a top rate of 35 percent. Many companies avoid U.S. taxes on those earnings by 
simply leaving them overseas. 

There is bipartisan activity on the issue in both houses of Congress. Obama has a major reform proposal 
on the table. So is this the year, in the year of surprises?

Reforms in the area of international tax deal with both the repatriation of foreign-derived profits and the 
issue of corporate inversions. Testifying today, Treasury Secretary Jack Lew encouraged the parties in 
Congress to overcome their differences on both, which he believes surmountable: “I just want to 
underscore the urgency of dealing with inversions . . . We can’t wait a year to deal with this,” Lew said during 
a Senate Finance hearing on the Obama administration’s budget. Congress could pass narrow legislation 
on inversions, he said, even if broader reform of the international system is preferable. 

Stirrings in the Senate 

Sen. Schumer also announced today that he is in contact with Speaker Ryan about coming to an 
agreement on repatriating corporate profits. They were unable to come to an agreement last year on a 
similar measure put forth as part of a larger reform effort. Schumer said today: “We’re trying to bridge 
over, of course, the divide between existing proposals. I remain at the table ready to work.” 
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One of the key differences between the parties concerns whether the money raised from tax reform should 
be turn into government revenue for more spending, or used to pay down the debt or pass tax cuts. After 
the Senate Finance hearing yesterday, Chair Hatch said: “I'm actually working on international, but I just 
don't think it's going to get done this year, because, you know, let's face it, the Democrats are going to 
want to raise revenue. They want money to spend.” 

At that same hearing, Sen. Shelby pushed a corporate integration plan he is developing to eliminate the 
double taxation of corporate income by providing corporations a dividend deduction. He's awaiting a score 
by the Joint Committee on Taxation. Dividend deductions are usually quite expensive and regressive, so it 
will a feat to attract any Democratic support, especially for him. 

Brady's Push 

Meanwhile, Ways and Means Chair Kevin Brady has said that he wants a vote this year on moving the 
United States into a territorial tax system, which would permanently exempt US-based businesses from 
paying taxes on income earned abroad. He also wants to lower the corporate rate to 20 percent. In the 
face of these proposals it is difficult to see what sort of compromise can be found between Democrats and 
Republicans, as the former may be more preoccupied just keeping alive the idea that foreign profits should 
be taxed at all. “The goal of these reforms are not to generate more spending,” Brady said. “It’s to bring 
back real dollars to be reinvested in the United States.” 

Brady has been advocating for international tax reform since he took over Ways and Means. Last month, 
he spoke with Sen. Hatch and they were both committed to getting something done. Senior Republicans 
believe the country’s international tax problems — inversions and Europe going after revenues from U.S. 
companies among them — are urgent. But Brady strongly hinted that all that work would be aimed at 
setting things up for 2017, when Republicans want “pro-growth tax reform under a Republican president.” 
Perhaps that’s no huge shock, but it does seem to set up something of a disconnect, given all the talk of 
urgency. 

Brady and his supporters have been pushing the idea that American money is either being taxed by other 
countries or being taken over by foreign competitors in an inversion -- typically, when an American 
company incorporates abroad so its earnings are no longer subject to American taxes. Brady says the 
result is an erosion of our tax base and a lock-out effect of American capital being “trapped” abroad that 
can be solved by fixing our uncompetitive tax code. 

Presidential Proposal 

The President’s FY 2017 budget contains a surprising source of new revenue to pay for its spending 
programs - a major piece of international tax policy reform: a six-year, $478 billion public-works program for 
highway, bridge and transit upgrades, half of it to be financed with a one-time, 14 percent tax on U.S. 
companies’ overseas profits and a 19 percent rate thereafter. The issue of companies holding foreign 
profits at locations abroad, where they are exempt from taxation until repatriated, has vexed policy makers 
on both sides for some time. It’s estimated that these profits add up to nearly $2 trillion. 

The issue of companies holding foreign profits at locations abroad, thereby exempt from taxation unless 
those profits are brought home, has vexed policy makers on both sides for some time. Microsoft Corp., 
Apple Inc., Google Inc. and five other tech firms now account for more than a fifth of the $2.10 trillion in 
profits that U.S. companies are holding overseas. In keeping with the idea that Obama’s final budget is 
“more politics than policy,” these revenue-gaining proposals are meant to spark discussion more so than 
be a model for laws going forward.

Economic Checkup 

Fed Chair Yellen testified before House Financial Services this morning for the Federal Reserve’s bi- 
annual Monetary Policy Report. These appearances allow Yellen to explain the Fed’s, actually the 
Federal Open Market Committee (FOMC)’s, analysis and projections regarding America's economic 
performance as well as to signal the factors underlying its actions in the months ahead. 

The rate change in December 2015 was the first time the Fed raised rates since 2006 -- some worry 
that even a modest increase in rates at this juncture would further slow already 
limited economic growth after years of uncertainty. 

The Basics 

The bottom line: the FOMC won’t rollback rates in March and it’s not likely to raise them either. The 
Fed likes what it sees in the labor market, wage growth looks strong, and emerging market missteps 
continue to be a threat to the US economy but perhaps not an immediate one. The next rate move is 
almost certain to be an increase but it could wait until June or later. 

Yellen reiterated much of the FOMC statement from last month: the labor market remains strong, but 
shows some signs of remaining slack, that the low inflation we have seen is caused by “transitory” 
effects (low energy prices), and that global market uncertainty creates some level of risk for slow 
growth at home and abroad. Though Yellen did not make a prediction on how long these transitory 
market effects would last, a number of forecasts for oil prices show the dip lasting through 201 6. 

Expanding on global growth issues, Yellen said "These developments, if they prove persistent, could 
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weigh on the outlook for economic activity and the labor market, although declines in longer-term 
interest rates and oil prices could provide some offset," she added: "Foreign economic developments, 
in particular, pose risks to US economic growth." 

Partisan Review 


The GOP is generally critical of "accommodative" (lower) Fed rates. High-net-worth individuals 
benefit the most from high rates through dividends and interest from savings. Low rates allow more 
growth for the middle- and lower-classes at the risk of inflation, tacitly supporting Democrats’ 
progressive fiscal policy goals. Some conservative economists have gone so far as to blame low 
interest rates pushed by the Fed in the 1990’s for the market meltdown in 2007, claiming that cheap 
credit was the cause of the overheated housing market. 

Strong Labor Market 

Discussing the labor market in greater detail, Yellen pointed to the cumulative increase in employment 
since 2010 of 13 million jobs. The rate in January fell to 4.9 percent, 0.8 points below its level one 
year ago; measures of labor market conditions such as the number of people who are working part- 
time but want to move to full-time positions and the number of individuals who want to work but 
haven’t searched recently are also decreasing steadily. Regarding these broader labor market 
indicators Yellen testified that "... these measures remain above the levels seen prior to the 
recession, suggesting that some slack in labor markets remains. Thus, while labor market conditions 
have improved substantially, there is still room for further sustainable improvement." 

Forward Guidance 

As always, Yellen was careful not to give hints on what the Fed is planning to do in future meetings; 
speaking on the path forward for the Fed Funds rate Yellen said “Of course, monetary policy is by no 
means on a preset course. The actual path of the federal funds rate will depend on what incoming 
data tell us about the economic outlook, and we will regularly reassess what level of the federal funds 
rate is consistent with achieving and maintaining maximum employment and 2 percent inflation.” 

Yellen was asked about the chances of the FOMC rolling back the rate hike it announced in 
December: "I do not expect the FOMC is going to be soon in the situation where it's necessary to cut 
rates If the FOMC delayed the start of policy normalization for too long, it might have to tighten policy 
relatively abruptly in the future to keep the economy from overheating and inflation from significantly 
overshooting its objective. Such an abrupt tightening could increase the risk of pushing the economy 
into recession." 

Comment on Dodd-Frank 


During the Q&A portion of her testimony, Yellen was asked about financial regulation, both in terms of 
breaking up the banks and enforcing the regulations brought on by Dodd-Frank. 

In response to being asked if the Fed is trying to break up the banks, she responded: "We are using 
our powers to make sure that a systemically important institution could fail, and it would not have 
systemic consequences for the country." Her answer was interesting, because she's not outright 
saying the banks will be broken up or reduced, just that the Fed is trying to ensure that even if they 
did fail, it wouldn't negatively effect the economy. 

Yellen was also asked about the burden of new Dodd-Frank regulations on banks. She responded: 
"For our part, we're focused on doing everything that we conceivably can to minimize and reduce the 
burden on these banking organizations. We've been conducting an EGRPRA review to identify 
potential burdens that our regulations impose." An EGRPRA review is connected to the Economic 
Growth and Regulatory Paperwork Reduction Act, which requires regulations imposed on financial 
institutions to be reviewed by the agencies at least once every 10 years. The purpose is to 
prevent burdensome regulations that could hinder a bank's ability to serve its customers. 

The Bottom Line 

Fed watchers make their living by trying to predict what the FOMC will or won’t do at their meetings, 
and on days when Yellen is scheduled to testify before Congress you can bet that they’re listening 
intently. While Yellen was careful not to project the Fed’s moves, the general sentiment in the 
markets is that FOMC won’t be raising rates at its March meeting. The CME Group FedWatch tool, 
which estimates FOMC rate hikes based on its futures prices, predicts a 95% probability that the Fed 
will maintain its current rate target in March. Some forecasters go even further -- expecting that the 
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funds rate won’t be raised all year. 

Traders see the ongoing economic struggles of emerging economies, particularly in China, as 
evidence that the Fed won’t continue with its scheduled 4 rate hikes this year. Certainly, considering 
the testimony today that 1) continued emerging market uncertainty can weigh down the US economy 
and 2) that poor performance in the US economy would cause the Fed to change course on its rate 
hike schedule, a link between poor emerging market performance and fewer Fed rate hikes seems 
plausible. Certainly the trading on Fed fund futures indicates that the markets believe this is the 
case.

Today, President Obama submitted his eighth and final budget proposal to Congress. It tops 
the $4 trillion mark for the first time. Despite the historical tendency for lame duck presidential 
budgets to be treated as scrap paper -- this one won't even be accorded the courtesy of a 
hearing in House Budget -- there are a few noteworthy proposals and initiatives which, if nothing 
else, are likely to generate discussion on the Hill and off. 

That’s the real purpose of this budget -- to help frame the debate in 2016 about where America 
is headed what the nation's priorities should be. A number of the proposals in this budget 
resonate with issues and themes already being debated. Candidates in particular seeking to 
emphasize support for or opposition to the President have a new set of proposals at their 
disposal. 

What is new and noteworthy in the White House budget and what's next for it? Detail below.

The Obama Administration put forth a myriad of budget proposals revolving around a variety of 
issues. Below are thoughts on some of the most significant of these from a fiscal and financial 
regulatory perspective: 

• $10/Barrel Transportation Tax 

A perennial favorite of Democrats has made a return in the Obama budget: a $10.25 per 
barrel tax on oil, $319 billion in revenue from which will go toward funding “a 21st Century 
Clean Transportation Plan to upgrade the nation’s transportation system, improve 
resilience and reduce emissions." The proposed tax is a simplified version of “carbon 
taxation” policies, which aim to tax energy producers and oil companies based on the level 
of pollution they produce; “cap and trade” was a similar policy idea but with more 
complicated implementation. 

The tax will be phased in over five years and levied against oil companies, with the 
revenue to help fund clean energy initiatives like expanding high-speed rail systems and 
also to increase national infrastructure spending. The appeal of this flat-tax on oil is its 
simplicity — there is nothing complicated about charging oil companies $10.25 per barrel 
of oil, meaning there’s no way for them to shirk the charge. 

Supporting the tax would lend candidates some environmental bonafides, but might be 
seen as a backdoor tax on the middle-class. Though paid for by oil companies, the price 
is expected to be passed along to consumers through higher prices. The tax is expected 
to increase the price of gasoline by 25 cents per gallon. 

• Funding Fin. Reg. Like it Matters 

Obama proposes to double the budget for Wall Street regulators SEC and CFTC over ten 
years, beginning with an 1 1 percent increase for SEC and 32 percent for CFTC in 
2017. Clinton has a lot to like in this particular section - she’s the only candidate who has 
defended Dodd-Frank and is campaigning on proposals to strengthen current regulations, 
including through greater budgets for regulatory agencies. Leaders for both regulators 
have complained that their responsibilities far outstrip their budget. 

The proposal is more realistic than the oil tax, although not necessarily something that will 
definitely be enacted. The SEC has called for increased funding recently. SEC chairman 
Mary Jo White asked at a House Financial Services Committee hearing in November for 
$1.8 billion in funding for fiscal 201 7. In a time when Republicans are looking to reduce 
regulatory burdens against banks, an increase in regulators’ budgets highlights the 
difference in priorities on Wall Street. 

• Boosting R and D 

The budget increases R&D funding by four percent for a total of $152 billion in 2017; 
among changes are a doubling of clean energy research and funding a $1 billion cancer 
“Moonshot” research program aimed at eliminating the disease. 

• A pprenticeship Training Fund 

The budget establishes a $2 billion mandatory Apprenticeship Training Fund - meant to 
double the number of apprenticeships across the United States. Only HRC has talked 
about the need for increasing the number of apprenticeships in the country during the 
election, favoring a tax-credit policy rather than direct funding. 

Congressional Prospects 

Obama’s proposal is not only a prelude to battle. Lawmakers and the administration will have to 
strike some sort of deal to keep the government running when the current fiscal year 
ends on_ Sept. 30 — most likely a continuing resolution to keep the lights on through the 

election and early into 2017. In a sign that Obama isn’t looking for a knock-down spending fight 
this year, the president’s proposal abides by the discretionary caps for fiscal 2017 set by last 
year’s bipartisan budget deal. 

Congressional leadership may have a fight on its hands even without Obama making waves - if

the Freedom Caucus membership decides to make its displeasure on the budget known then it 
could cause rancor amongst the GOP. In a year when the party is desperate to project an 
image of capable leadership, in part by passing a complete budget for the first time since 1997, 
a blow-up between Ryan and the back-benchers would amount to nothing less than 
catastrophe. 

At a more granular level, Obama’s blueprint is a grab-bag of Democratic priorities. The 
administration is once again calling for expanding early education in his 2017 budget, asking for 
more pre-K grants, a child care expansion and a small boost to Head Start. The budget boosts 
spending for Obamacare Medicaid expansion by $2.6 billion over a decade, designed to be an 
enticement to the 19 holdout states that have yet to take effect. 

Republicans and the Budget 

The Republicans have a different plan for the budget this year, naturally. Speaker Ryan has 
stated that he intends to pass the budget and all 12 appropriations through the house — a feat 
that hasn't been accomplished in two decades. 

Speaker Ryan has 
stated that he intends to pass the budget and all 12 appropriations through the house - a feat 
that hasn't been accomplished since 1997. Although Ryan and the GOP House leadership 
hope to gain the faith of the American people back by bringing about the return of regular order, 
they face a tight calendar and the political implications of an election year -- not to mention 
internal opposition in the form of the Freedom Caucus. Should the back-benchers feel their 
concerns aren’t being adequately addressed, they may try to disrupt the passage of 
appropriations bills. The care and feeding of these members on budget matters may be turn 
out to be one of the toughest challenges Ryan will face this year.

Upbeat tax talk is as common this time of year as predictions that this year the Cubs will 
win the World Series this fall. The word is that Messrs. Ryan and McConnell want to run a 
smooth, efficient, maybe even a productive ship this year on the theory that voters will 
reward the GOP in November and that they will forget the record of the last seven years. 
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The Speaker and the President have had a recent meeting and mini-meeting of the minds 
on taxes. That might create the right climate for passage of broad tax reform. 

But really the gravitational pull is not toward gravitas, but away from the center, away from 
the Hill itself. The GOP presidential nominee might very well have to run against any 
bipartisan ("Washington") compromise on tax policy, making for an embarrassing 
intraparty policy conflict at the time the leadership most needs to project unity. 

Amid the turbulence of the broader campaign, where do the various tax discussions in the 
Hill stand, what bills night come up for votes, is there anything that might pass?

Forms of Reform under Discussion 


• Comprehensive -- Defined as involving a bipartisan trade-off between lowering taxes 
and broadening the base; closing exemptions, deductions, credits, etc. Both Democratic 
candidates have outlined plans to reduce loopholes, such as the "Romney loophole" and 
the "Bermuda loophole," which allow very rich Americans to avoid paying their fair share. 

• Corporate — Many of the issues with the corporate tax system could be addressed 
through international tax reform, because so many companies earn capital abroad. 
However, corporate tax reform at home deals with issues like taxing dividends and leveling 
the playing field between small and large businesses. 

• International - Deals with foreign earnings of American firms abroad. Specifically, 
current international tax reform aims at preventing inversions and coming up with a more 
successful way to tax foreign capital earned by American companies, as well as finding 
ways to encourage companies to move profits home from abroad. 

Forums for Tax Reform 


• Ways & Means: Kevin Brady became Chair of the Committee in November 2015. He 
reportedly hopes to have an international tax reform proposal out of Ways and Means this 
year. He says he wants to allow American companies to bring their foreign profits back 
and invest at home and to lower the corporate tax rate to less than 20 percent. 

Brady gave the opening statement at a hearing on “Reaching America’s Potential.” For 
what it's worth, he laid out six goals for his committee in the coming months -- and they are 
ambitious: 


■ Tax reforms to boost investment and job creation; 

■ Welfare reforms to help more people join the workforce and achieve the 
American dream. 

■ Health reforms to truly make health care more affordable and accessible; 

■ Trade expansion to open more foreign markets to American goods and services; 

■ Entitlement reforms to strengthen Medicare and Social Security for the long haul 
and; 

■ Government reforms to boost efficiency and effectiveness instead of stifling jobs 
and higher wages. 


Brady’s statement that tax reform will come up in the coming weeks, coupled with Ryan’s 
recent visit with Obama (specifically to find areas of cooperation), may indicate a broad- 
based reform package making its way forward in 2016. Another interesting bullet point is 
trade expansion, despite McConnell’s promise that TPP won’t be voted on before 
November. 

• Senate Finance: The Senate Finance Committee has its focus set on bipartisan 
working groups designed to produce tax reform on multiple levels -- individual, corporate, 
and international. However, there have been many challenges and stalemates along the 
way because of the stringent partisanship currently ailing the Senate. 
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This election has been defined, more so than others, by the massively diverse set of tax 
policies proposed by each candidates - from flat taxes, capital gains reforms, financial 
transaction taxes and more. Sen. Hatch, Chair of Finance, has already called for reform 
efforts in 2016, targeting international corporate rates specifically - but it’s possible that 
Brady is trying to shift him and others toward more ambitious proposals. Any high profile 
move Ryan makes here will likely be a controlling factor on tax policy. 

• Between the Branches — Speaker Ryan and Pres. Obama met yesterday to discuss a 
variety of issues, one of which was related to the Earned Income Tax Credit. Both hope to 
expand the credit to include low-earning workers who DON'T have children. It's unclear 
how successful their cooperation will be, but at the very least, they share a common goal. 

Politico portrayed the meeting as campaign kabuki: “Rather than cut any deals with 
Obama, Ryan’s hoping to spend 2016 developing what he’s calling a detailed GOP 
agenda on poverty, taxes, health care and other issues he’s hoping will factor into the 
presidential campaign and provide a blueprint for House Republicans as they grapple with 
a new president next year.” It’s not surprising to see this given the pressure this election 
will put on the new Speaker. He needs to set a strong foundation for his own future, and 
helping Obama score a tax touchdown on him is not on the top of his list of objectives. 

During a statement before he met with Obama, Ryan said “We will take our conservative 
principles and we will apply those conservative principles to the problems of the day to 
offer our fellow citizens solutions to the problems in their daily lives .... These are not 
going to be things that we will be able to accomplish with this president still in the White 
House. It is an agenda for what we will do next year with a Republican president to get our 
country back on track. This is what 201 6’s all about. It’s going to be a year of ideas.” 

Political Realities 

William Gale and Aaron Krupkin, researchers at Brookings, recently wrote a paper titled 
“Major Tax Issues in 2016;” Keeping in mind both the current political climate and the 
probable environment for legislation in 2016, the two researchers write that 
“Comprehensive tax reform is easy to talk about, but hard to do. The pursuit of sweeping 
tax simplification is a noble goal, but quixotic.” 

At the end of the day 201 6 is an election year and any legislative proposals that come 
forward during it will reflect that. There are many exciting possibilities for tax reform in 
2016, but there is also no reason to think that the political gridlock that has defined 
Washington for so long will ease up enough while both parties vie for control of the country 
by drawing contests.

Congratulations, team. Last night's narrow win in Iowa provided a big moral victory 
and took some of the win out of the challenger's sails. It also means that, for at least 
several weeks, the Democratic nomination contest will continue apace. And it is likely 
that Wall Street regulation will likely remain one the campaign's central issues. 

At the heart of this debate is the Dodd-Frank Act (DFA). Public opinion is still 
influenced in the main by memories of the 2008 financial crisis and the recession that 
followed, so the candidates' views on DFA get special attention. 

Below, we re-examine these views and try to clear up the misconceptions that make it 
hard for voters to identify the candidate best able to defend the protections that DFA 
provides millions of American consumers, investors, and workers.

The assertion that DFA doesn’t do enough to rein in Wall Street has become some 
sort of progressive shibboleth that as misleading as it is short-sighted and self- 
defeating. 

Polling shows the American public believes strong financial regulation is critically 
needed (74 percent of Democrats, 56 percent Independents, 46 percent 
Republicans, 64 percent all voters). Polling has also shown that 66 percent of 
Americans are either “not very familiar” with or have “never heard of” Dodd-Frank. 

It is difficult for reasonable dialogue to be conducted in an environment made up of 
strong support for regulatory reform on one hand and a lack of knowledge of what is 
in DFA on the other. 

Any public debate on DFA is hampered by the complexity of the issues involved. 
Additionally, there is a perception that it has failed in its objectives. Beyond the fact 
that the law isn’t even fully implemented, major financial institutions have already 
begun restructuring in ways that indicate the law is working properly. But how many 
voters know this? 

Has Dodd-Frank Worked? 


The Great Recession and the resulting Dodd-Frank Act changed the trajectory of the 
financial industry. The law isn't perfect but it is having a stabilizing effect. Some of 
the biggest firms on Wall Street - MetLife, CitiGroup, General Electric -- have shrunk 
since the law was enacted and as a direct result of its regulations. Those that 
haven't shrunk are under even more pressure to break up or reduce their size now 
than they were before Dodd-Frank. 

The candidates are split concerning whether or not DFA is an full and sufficient 
model for regulating financial markets. While HRC wants to preserve and protect the 
progress made by DFA while bolstering certain parts of the law, while Sanders 
considers the law to be well intentioned yet deeply flawed. However, questions 
should be raised about judging the DFA’s efficacy right now - each candidate is 
forming an opinion on the act despite the fact that DFA hasn’t even reached maturity 
yet - only about 70 percent of DFA provisions have been implemented. Beyond the 
implementation gap is the issue that the results of financial reform cannot be seen 
overnight. A piece of legislation as large and multifaceted as Dodd-Frank might take 
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a decade to ripen. 

Even as the greatest effects of DFA remain to be see, recent events indicate that 
DFA is working as it was intended to. Any candidate who claims that DFA is in need 
of major overhaul needs to answer this question: What pressing need is there to 
overturn a law that has, to this point, largely accomplished its overarching 
objectives? 

2016 Candidates and Dodd-Frank 

The candidates in this year's primaries have given voters two choices: stick with 
Dodd-Frank and add some tweaks or repeal it/change it fundamentally. There is only 
one candidate in the former group - HRC. Every other candidate, including Bernie 
Sanders, intends to greatly change Dodd-Frank, or get rid of it all together, if 
elected. With that choice in mind, it is necessary to remember how monumental 
Dodd-Frank was and the political climate that it was passed in - one with a 
Democratic majority in both houses. 

DFA enjoyed widespread support in the years immediately following its 
passage; Clinton needs to ring the alarm bells that her opponents intend to kill off an 
effective tool for regulating Wall Street for the sake of trying out unproven strategies 
that are built more on ideology than policy. 

Obviously, most Republican candidates would prefer to do away with Dodd-Frank 
completely as it is greatly disliked by their biggest supporters. Bernie Sanders 
proposes something similar to Glass-Steagall, but also wants to create a list of the 
banks that are "too-big-too-fail" and "break them up." He outlined his intentions in 
legislation he proposed to Congress back in May 2015. Bloomberg Politics notes, 
"Similar to legislation he introduced in previous years, when Democrats controlled 
the U.S. Senate, the bill has little chance of advancing." 

So voters can decide on strengthening a law that is already working to reign in Wall 
Street's risks or abandoning it for either less regulation or poorly aimed regulations. 
Considering the historical record of these other reform ideas, how can voters be 
expected to take those suggestions seriously?

Ordinarily this time of year, you would perhaps start to spot leaks or hear 
scuttlebutt about the president's spending plans for the next fiscal year, in 
anticipation of the statutory February White House budget rollout. No one 
noticed when the administration announced it would miss next week's legal 
budget submission deadline. 

With FY17 toplines set in the omnibus bill passed last month, you may hear 
little in the Beltway about the budget anytime soon (although the Chair did 
announce plans yesterday to introduce a budget resolution this year, to the 
surprise of many, including Majority Leader McConnell). 

Even on the campaign trail in the Granite State, with its famously flinty tax-o- 
phobes, nary a word is heard about the debt, let alone defaulting it, not this 
year.

What is 
our medium-long term fiscal outlook, what would the impact on it of the 
candidates' proposals be, and what fiscal issues are most likely to arise in the 
primary debate?

CBO 10-year Deficit Projections 

The CBO reported last week that it expects the annual deficit to grow from its 
current $450 billion to $1 .3 trillion by 2016. Candidates issuing calls for 
increased spending, against this backdrop, may be called to account. 

Perhaps in recognition of this, both HRC and Sen. Sanders have recently and 
admirably detailed how they would use executive actions to enact parts of their 
revenue packages without Congressional support. Both have proposed 
extensive new spending plans as part of their primary platform, however, it may 
be time for the candidates to get serious about the fiscal viability of these plans 
from a fiscal perspective. 

Clinton -- Fiscal Stimulus? 


HRC has proposed a tax package that will raise federal revenue by $500 billion 
over ten years, to be used for a $350 billion “College Compact” plan, for tax 
deductions on health care spending, and to fund an ambitious infrastructure 
investment package. Her spending plans are split between those which provide 
short-term economic stimulus and those which are aimed at providing longer- 
term boost. Her $250 billion plan to increase infrastructure investment in the 
country - paid for by reviving the “Build America Bonds” program and federal 
revenue - works on two fronts. 

First, hiring middle-class workers in construction, engineering, and the trades 
the plan puts more money into the hands of people who tend to spend that 
money quickly. Second, improving roads, bridges, and tunnels in America the 
plan will make future transport of goods more reliable, speedy, and safe, all 
calculated to spur economic growth. 

The “College Compact” aims to forgive student loans, lower college tuition, and 
make community colleges tuition-free. By removing the burden of debt from 
young graduates, HRC hopes to free those people up to begin consuming at a 
higher rate. The current home-ownership rate for young Americans is 
distressingly low largely due to their debt burden after college, HRC would 
rather young Americans take debt on in an equity-building purchase than 
spend thirty years repaying their college degree. 

The Sanders Health Care Tax Bill 


Sanders’ $14 trillion spending plan, his “Medicare for AN” proposal, would 
require the single largest tax hike in the nation’s history, bringing taxes on the 
wealthy to levels not seen since Reagan. These taxes, the size of which 
already makes them non-starters even among Democrats in Congress, are to 
be used to enact single-payer healthcare legislation - legislation which didn’t 
even get a vote during a Democratic majority in Obama’s first term. 

Sanders must hope that the economic efficiency of a single-payer health care 
plan, which finds its savings in the reduced role of middle-men and insurance 
companies, will result in savings passed onto Americans - Americans who will, 
in their turn, spend those savings in the economy at large. 

He has found political success in his promise to make colleges and universities 
in America tuition-free. The impetus behind this plan is similar to that of Mrs. 
Clinton - students with lower debt burdens are going to spend a greater portion 
of their income on food and entertainment, as well as on equity-investments like 
homes. 

Campaign Impact 
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The CBO’s federal budget projections released last week indicated that the 
annual federal deficit will grow to $1 .3 trillion by 2026. It’s unlikely that the CBO 
report will be linked to the candidates' spending plans in any meaningful way. 
And to be fair, each candidate has put forward proposals to raise revenue 
equivalent to the costs of their plans (or at least to the extent that their own 
analyses can be trusted); this is often a rarity amongst politicians running for 
office and they should be applauded for doing so. Because of this, both 
campaigns can claim that their proposals will not raise the federal deficit - it’s 
unlikely that those claims will remain unchallenged in the future. 

Tax Foundation Analysis 

Recent analyses by the Tax Foundation, a group which uses dynamic scoring 
methods to judge revenue, have found that Clinton’s plan will reduce economic 
output by 1 percent over a decade, while Sanders’ proposals will lower GDP by 
a staggering 9.5 percent. Dynamic scoring is a controversial method of 
analyzing revenue estimates - it takes into account the supposed deleterious 
effects caused by tax increases and attempts to adjust growth the reflect those 
effects. 

A CRS report published in 2014, however, stated that “A review of statistical 
evidence suggests that both labor supply and savings and investment are 
relatively insensitive to tax rates.” 

While each campaign will be inclined to argue that any analysis which mentions 
economic contraction as an effect of their plans is based on improper 
economics, it may not matter to voters whether they’re right or not. American 
voters have always been tax-averse but will pay for what they want. Maybe the 
biggest yet-unanswered question: do they want another overhaul of he nation's 
healthcare enough to pay a new record in tax increases?

Pre-primary endorsements from Party leaders in tight contests are rare 
and sometimes understated. To wit, President Obama remarks this week

The Fed's Statement 


The Federal Open Market Committee (FOMC) of the Federal Reserve 
decided yesterday not to raise rates in January. Last month, the Fed 
voted to raise interest rates for the first time in nine years, setting its rate 
target between 0.25 and 0.5 percent. Today's statement reaffirmed this 
decision, noting that recent market turbulence had not stayed the Fed 
from its plan to continue “only gradual increases in the federal funds 
rate.” Speculation and hope are rife that the FOMC will hold off raising 
rates in March and wait until June. 

But the statement today indicated no change in the Fed’s plan for 
previously outlined rate increases, four 0.25 percent increases this year, 
with total increases of one percent this year and next. However, the 
FOMC is largely comprised of dovish voters, who may change tack if 
current market corrections continue. 

Market Reaction 


The Dow Jones Industrial average is down from 17.759 on December 16 
to 1 5,951 today; the S&P 500 has declined from 2,073 to 1 ,879 over the 
same period. The 

Fed however expressed confidence in continuing economic growth, 
calling low inflation and the decline in energy prices “transitory” and 
predicting 2 percent inflation in the medium-term as energy prices rise 
again. 

In a nod to beleaguered investors, the Committee wrote that it "... is 
closely monitoring global economic and financial developments and is 
assessing their implications for the labor market and inflation, and for the 
balance of risks to the outlook.” So the Fed has, unusually, 
acknowledged the global scope of its deliberations. FOMC also indicated 
a focus on “labor market indicators [which] will continue to strengthen." 

For now, though inflation is running just 0.4 percent, well below its two 
percent target, the Fed has not disavowed its plan to raise rates four 
times this year. This cannot be welcome to global equine markets. 
Domestic and global capital markets have already lost roughly ten 
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percent since the December rate hike. Fed policy may be having a 
decelerating effect on growth and so could be a marginal drag on 
Democratic prospects.

The FOMC is made up of rotating board of seven voting members taken 
from Board of Governors members as well as regional bank officials; 
these members rotate on an annual basis at the first meeting of each 
year.

New members this year are James Bullard, Esther George, Loretta Mester, and Eric 
Rosengren. The FOMC consists of 12 voting members, with two nominees awaiting Senate confirmation. 
A shift in the balance of power between hawks and doves may occur but the doves hold a slim majority for 
now. 


Code Breaking 

Fed watchers have made an art form out of reading between the lines of these policy releases, even the 
most benign of which can cause huge swings in markets (the Dow dropped over 200 points in the wake of 
today’s release). Fed statements are famously difficult to parse but one point was unmistakable: the Fed is 
keeping a close eye on the labor market -- employment and participation rates, wages, etc. -- as a leading 
indicator for inflation and overall growth perhaps more than any other variable. 

Campaign Consequences 

None of the candidates has commented on today’s release, not surprisingly, but the policy may draw ire 
from some on the right, who oppose fiat rate-targeting (though it took no action today) and the left, where 
lowering rather than raising rate is preferred (except for holders of fixed income securities). 

Sen. Sanders, true to his reputation of standing far outside the Democratic fold, has long opposed the Fed 
for being too involved with the bankers they are meant to be regulating. Sanders has called for reform 
measures at the Fed, including prohibiting people serving on bank boards from serving on the Fed at the 
same time. 


The Fed was confident that economic growth would continue on its steady pace, indicating strength in labor 
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markets and downplaying both financial market reactions and diving commodities prices. The FOMC sets 
monetary policy on a long-term basis; the full ramifications of their decisions aren’t felt until months or years 
out, so any contention that the economy is strong enough to handle higher interest rates is essentially an 
endorsement of macroeconomic policy in the last few years. Democratic candidates will need to hammer 
this point home - but it is yet to be seen if voters will understand the message that Democratic policies are 
responsible for the sunny outlook for the American economy, especially compared to Western Europe, 

Latin America, and Asia. 

Below is the first sentence of the FOMC statement from yesterday, edited to reflect changes from last 
month's statement:

Information received since the Federal Open Market Committee met in Octo December suggests 
that e conomic activity has b ee n e xpanding at a mod e rat e pac elabor market conditions improved 
further even as economic growth slowed late last year. Household spending and business fixed 
investment have been increasing at sek4moderate rates in recent months, and the housing sector 
has improved further; however, net exports have been soft and inventory investment slowed. A range 
of recent labor market indicators, including ongo istrong job gains and dec li ning unemp l oyment, 
shows further improvement and conf i rms that underuti l izat i on of l abor resources has d i minished 
appr e ciab l y s i nc e e ar l y this y e ar , points to some additional decline in underutilization of labor 
resources. Inflation has continued to run below the Committee's 2 percent longer-run objective, partly 
reflecting declines in energy prices and in prices of non-energy imports. Market-based measures of 
inflation compensation remain l ow; somc declined further; survey-based measures of longer-term 
inflation expectations have edged down are little changed, on balance, in recent months.

It’s wonderful to be back in Exeter. Thank you, Danny, for that introduction. And thank you all for coming out 
today. I’ve been traveling all over New Hampshire, and everywhere I go - from Dover to Nashua to Glen to 
Windham - people ask great questions. It must come from being the first primary state. So today, I want to 
talk for just a little bit, and then I want to hear what’s on your mind. 


This election is about the choices we have to make as a country, and how they’ll shape our children’s and 
grandchildren’s futures. I believe that, in America, if you work hard and do your part, you should be able to get 
ahead and stay ahead. That’s the basic bargain that’s always set our nation apart. And I want to make sure 
we keep that bargain and strengthen it, so it holds true for this generation and the next. 


Thanks to your hard work - and the hard work of people across the country - America has come back from 
the worst recession of our lifetimes. We’re standing again. But we’re not yet running the way we should. 
Corporate profits are near record highs - but most paychecks have barely budged. Costs for everything from 
childcare to prescription drugs are rising faster than wages. It’s no wonder so many Americans feel like the 
deck is stacked in favor of those at the top. 
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We’ve got to do better. We’ve got to get incomes rising again, so more hard-working families can afford a 
middle-class life. We need strong growth... fair growth... and long-term growth. That’s how we’ll achieve 
lasting prosperity - by building an economy that we ail have a stake in, and that works for everyone . 


If we can do that, we’ll make being middle class mean something real and important again. If we can do that, 
we'll restore the middle class as a place where aspiration thrives, instead of a place where, too often, dreams 
are dashed because opportunity is out of reach. And we can start by putting one of the most important 
opportunities - the shot at a high quality college education - back into the hands of everyone who wants to 
work for it. Today, I’m announcing my plan to make college affordable and available to every American. 


For millions of Americans, a college degree has been the ticket to a better life. My grandfather worked his 
entire life in a lace mill - but my dad made it to college and was able to start his own small business, and that 
made a huge difference in our lives. Then my parents scrimped and saved for years, so they could send me 
to a school across the country. They knew that they were setting me on the path to a better future. College 
still holds that promise today. A lot has changed in this country - but that hasn’t. 


Across America, parents who never had a chance to go to college themselves dream of that aspiration the 
moment their kids are born. High-schoolers - even middle-schoolers - are taking college prep courses and 
studying for the SAT. Full-time workers are spending time at night taking course on-line to earn certificates or 
badges, or going to community college at night, to increase their knowledge and skills so they can move up the 
job ladder, even if that means heading straight from an eight-hour shift to a pile of homework. If that’s what it 
takes to get a better job - to give their kids better than they had - then they’ll do it. 


But here’s the problem. States are slashing education budgets. Colleges keep raising prices. In-state tuition 
and fees for public colleges increased by 55 percent between 2003 and 2012. But your incomes didn’t rise by 
that much, did they? So families are left facing a painful choice. Either you say, “We just can’t afford it,” and 
pass up on all the opportunities that a degree can offer - or you do whatever it takes to pay for it, even if that 
means going deeply into debt. 


And while the return on investment of a college degree is still worth it over a person’s lifetime, more and more, 
student debt is holding people back from getting a strong start. Forty million Americans have student loans. 
Together, they owe more than a trillion dollars. New Hampshire’s students are carrying the highest debt in the 
country. And millions of Americans are delinquent or in default. Even if they’re doing everything they can to 
pay their loans, they just can't keep up. 


The cost of this debt is real - not just on balance sheets, but in people’s lives and futures. I’ve talked to 
people who have so much student debt, they’ve put off buying a house, changing jobs, starting a business - 
even getting married. I’ve met parents and grandparents who’ve co-signed loans and end up draining their 
savings or ruining their credit - all because they did what parents and grandparents are supposed to do - 
help out the next generation. 


There are students who take out loans to pay for an expensive degree from a for-profit institution - only to find 
little support to help them complete the degree or they graduate and discover that, when it comes to finding a 
job, their degree isn’t worth what they thought it was. 


The 40 percent of students who never finish college are left with debt and no degree to show for it - the worst 
of both worlds. And that non-completion rate should trouble to all of us. It’s the highest in the developed 
world. It is time for us to show some tough love with our colleges and universities that year after year allow 
more of their students to fail than to graduate. 
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College is supposed to help people achieve their dreams. But more and more, it’s pushing people’s dreams 
further out of reach. And that’s just wrong. It’s a betrayal of everything college is supposed to represent - 
and everything families have worked so hard to achieve. 


This is also about our national competitiveness. The rest of the world is working as hard as they can to out-do 
us. China plans to double the number of students enrolled in college by 2030, which means they’ll have nearly 
200 million college graduates. That’s more than our entire workforce! American workers can out-work and 
out-innovate anyone in the world - as long as they get the training and education they need to compete. 


So we need to make some big changes. We need to transform how much higher education costs - and how 
those costs get paid. For too long, the burden has been left to families to bear the crushing cost of soaring 
prices, underinvestment, and too little accountability. 


It’s time for a new college compact, where everyone does their part. We need to make a quality 
education affordable and available to everyone willing to work for it - without saddling them with 
decades of debt. 


I’ve been traveling the country for months, talking to students and families, educators, legislators, and experts 
of every stripe - including young progressive activists who’ve put the issue of debt-free college and college 
affordability at the top of the national agenda. 


And today, I’m announcing my plan to put college within reach for everyone. We’re calling it the New College 
Compact. And we’re posting it on our website, Facebook, Medium, Snapchat - just about everywhere we can 
think of. I hope you’ll check it out. But for now, here are the basics. 


Under the New College Compact, no family - and no student - will have to borrow to pay tuition at a public 
college. 


Schools will have to control their costs and show more accountability to their students. 


States will have to meet their obligation to invest in higher education. 


The federal government will make a major new investment in this promise and will never again profit off student 
loans. 


And everyone who has student debt will be able to refinance it at lower rates. 


That’s my plan. It’s ambitious - and we should be ambitious. But it’s also achievable. And it would make a big 
difference in people’s lives. 


My College Compact comes down to two main goals. 
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First, we’ll make sure that cost won’t be a barrier. 


Under my plan, students will never have to take out a loan to pay for tuition at an in-state public university to 
get a 4-year degree. Tuition will be affordable for every family. We will make sure the federal government and 
the states step up and pay the costs, so the burden doesn’t fall on families alone. 


But these days, tuition isn’t enough. The cost of living at college has been creeping up too. So students who 
qualify for Pell Grants will be able to use them for living expenses and students that have to take out loans to 
pay for living expenses will be assured that the rates will be reduced because the federal government will no 
longer be allowed to profit from their student loans. 


For those who go to community college, it will be free- that’s President Obama’s plan and we’re making it ours 
too. If students start at a community college and then transfer to a 4-year school, we’ll make sure their credits 
count towards a 4-year degree and the transition is seamless. We’re also offering special help to college 
students who are parents, because when you help a parent with the supports they need to get an education, 
including quality child care, you’re helping their kids, too through a two-generation approach to learning. 


We’re going to work with historically black colleges and universities, because they serve some of America’s 
brightest students, who need the most support and too often have gotten the least of it. And we’re going to 
help pay for college for students who agree to national service. If you’re willing to tutor America’s kids or clean 
up our parks, the least we can do is support your education. 


Our second big goal is to make sure that debt won’t hold anyone back. 


For the millions of Americans who already have student debt, my plan will give you the chance to refinance at 
lower interest rates. If you can refinance your mortgage or your car loan, you should be able to refinance your 
student loan. It’s just wrong that people are locked into college loans at 8, 9, even 1 0 percent. 


If you do still end up taking out a loan - for example, to go to a private college or graduate school- we’ll cut 
your interest rates, so the government never makes a profit off your loan. 


We’ll make it easier to enroll in income-based repayment programs, so you’ll never have to pay more than 10 
percent of what you make. 


We’re going to help borrowers who are in default get back on their feet. And we’ll crack down on predatory 
schools and lenders and bill collectors. If you defraud students, overcharge veterans, or mislead borrowers, 
we’re going to do everything we can to stop you. 


There’s a lot more in my College Compact - from encouraging innovations like online learning and 
apprenticeships, so students can earn their degree in less time and move straight into a job, and can refresh 
their skills throughout their lifetimes ... to strengthening the G.l. Bill, so more of our veterans can get their 
degree... to making sure colleges spending federal dollars on things that benefit students, like teaching and 
research - not marketing campaigns or big salaries for administrators. 


I plan to make college affordability a major issue in this campaign - because it’s a major issue for millions of 
American families. Here’s the bottom line. An education shouldn’t be something just for those at the top. And 
it shouldn't be a burden. An education should be affordable - and available - to everyone. 
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I remember how proud my parents were when I graduated college. I remember how proud Bill and I were to 
see Chelsea graduate - I’ll never forget how grown-up she looked that day. And even though my new 
granddaughter is already growing up faster than I’d like, I can’t wait to see her walk across a stage someday 
and receive her diploma. And I know that mothers and fathers and grandparents across the country feel the 
exact same way.

EXETER NB/V HAMPSHIRE 
MONDAY. AUGUST 10. 2015 


It’s wonderful to be back in Exeter. Thank you, Danny, for that introduction. And thank you all for coming out today. I’ve 
been traveling all over New Hampshire, and everywhere I go - from Dover to Nashua to Glen to Windham - people ask 
great questions. It must come from being the first primary state. So today, I want to talk for just a little bit, and then I want 
to hear what’s on your mind. 


This election is about the choices we have to make as a country, and how they’ll shape our children’s and grandchildren’s 
futures. I believe that, in America, if you work hard and do your part, you should be able to get ahead and stay ahead. 
That’s the basic bargain that’s always set our nation apart. And I want to make sure we keep that bargain and strengthen 
it, so it holds true for this generation and the next. 


Thanks to your hard work - and the hard work of people across the country - America has come back from the worst 
recession of our lifetimes. We’re standing again. But we’re not yet running the way we should. Corporate profits are 
near record highs - but most paychecks have barely budged. Costs for everything from childcare to prescription drugs 
are rising faster than wages. It’s no wonder so many Americans feel like the deck is stacked in favor of those at the top. 


We’ve got to do better. We’ve got to get incomes rising again, so more hard-working families can afford a middle-class 
life. We need strong growth. . . fair growth. . . and long-term growth. That's how we’ll achieve lasting prosperity - by 
building an economy that we a! have a stake in, and that works for everyone . 


Today, I want to talk about one way we do that: bv making college affordable and available to every American. 


For millions of Americans, a college degree has been the ticket to a better life. My grandfather worked his entire life in a 
lace mill - but my dad made it to college and was able to start his own small business, and that made a huge difference in 
our lives. Then my parents scrimped and saved for years, so they could send me to a school across the country. They 
knew that they were setting me on the path to a better future. College still holds that promise today. A lot has changed in 
this country - but that hasn’t. 


Across America, parents are starting college funds the day their kids are born. High-schoolers - even middle-schoolers - 
are taking college prep courses and studying for the SAT. Full-time workers are going to night school, even if that means 
heading straight from an eight-hour shift to a pile of homework. If that’s what it takes to get a better job - to give their kids 
better than they had - then they’ll do it. 


But here’s the problem. States are slashing education budgets. Colleges keep raising prices. In-state tuition and fees for 
public colleges increased by 55 percent between 2003 and 2012. But your incomes didn’t rise by that much, did they? So 
families are left facing a painful choice. Either you say, “We just can’t afford it,” and pass up on all the opportunities that a 
degree can offer - or you do whatever it takes to pay for it, even if that means going deeply into debt. 
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And more and more, that debt is holding people back. Forty million Americans have student loans. Together, they owe 
more than a trillion dollars. New Hampshire’s students are carrying the highest debt in the country. And millions of 
Americans are delinquent or in default. Even if they’re doing everything they can to pay their loans, they just can’t keep 
up. 


The cost of this debt is real - not just on balance sheets, but in people’s lives and futures. I’ve talked to people who have 
so much student debt, they’ve put off buying a house, changing jobs, starting a business - even getting married. I’ve met 
parents and grandparents who’ve co-signed loans and end up draining their savings or ruining their credit - all because 
they did what parents and grandparents are supposed to do - help out the next generation. 


There are students who take out loans to pay for an expensive degree from a for-profit institution - then graduate and 
discover that, when it comes to finding a job, their degree isn’t worth what they thought it would. 


And the 40 percent of students who never finish college are left with debt and no degree to 
show for it - the worst of both worlds. And that non-completion rate should trouble to all of 
us. It’s the highest in the developed world. 


College is supposed to help people achieve their dreams. But more and more, it’s pushing people’s dreams further out of 
reach. And that’s just wrong. It’s a betrayal of everything college is supposed to represent - and everything families have 
worked so hard to achieve. 


This is also about our national competitiveness. The rest of the world is working as hard as they can to out-do us. China 
plans to double the number of students enrolled in college by 2030, which means they’ll have nearly 200 million college 
graduates. That’s more than our entire workforce! American workers can out-work and out-innovate anyone in the world 
- as long as they get the training and education they need to compete. 


So we need to make some big changes. We need to transform how much higher education costs - and how those costs 
get paid. For too long, families have had to bear the burden of soaring prices, underinvestment, and too little 
accountability. 


It’s time for a new college compact, where everyone does their part. We need to make a quality 
education affordable and available to everyone willing to work for it. 


I’ve been traveling the country for months, talking to students and families, educators, legislators, and experts of every 
stripe - including young progressive activists who’ve put the issue of debt-free college and college affordability at the top 
of the national agenda. 


And today, I’m announcing my plan to put college within reach for everyone. We’re calling it the New College Compact. 
And we’re posting it on our website, Facebook, Medium, Snapchat - just about everywhere we can think of. I hope you’ll 
check it out. But for now, here are the basics. 


Under the New College Compact, schools will have to control their costs and show more accountability to their students. 


States will have to meet their obligation to invest in higher education. 


The federal government will never profit off student loans. 


No family - and no student - should have to borrow to pay tuition at a public college. 
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And everyone who has student debt will be able to refinance it at lower rates. 


That’s my plan. It’s ambitious - and we should be ambitious. But it’s also achievable. And it would make a big difference 
in people’s lives. 


My College Compact comes down to two main goals. 


First, we’ll make sure that cost won’t be a barrier. 


Under my plan, you’ll never have to take out a loan to pay for tuition at an in-state public university. We’re going to make 
community college free - that’s President Obama’s plan and we’re making it ours too. We’re reforming Pell Grants, so 
students can use them for living costs as well as tuition. We’re offering special help to college students who are parents, 
because when you help a parent get an education, you’re helping their kids, too. 


We’re going to work with historically black colleges and universities, because they serve some of America’s brightest 
students, who need the most support and too often have gotten the least of it. And we’re going to help pay for college for 
students who agree to national service. If you’re willing to tutor America’s kids or clean up our parks, the least we can do 
is support your education. 


And second, well make sure that debt won’t hold anyone back. 


Under my plan, every borrower in America who already has student debt will get the chance to refinance at lower interest 
rates. If you can refinance your mortgage or your car loan, you should be able to refinance your student loan. 


If you do still end up taking out a loan - for example, to go to a private college - we’ll cut your interest rates, so the 
government never makes a profit off your loan. 


We’ll make it easier to enroll in income-based repayment programs, so you’ll never have to 
pay more than 1 0 percent of what you make. 


We’re going to help borrowers who are in default get back on their feet. And we’ll crack down 
on predatory schools and lenders and bill collectors. If you defraud students, overcharge 
veterans, or mislead borrowers, we’re going to do everything we can to stop you. 


There’s a lot more in my College Compact - from encouraging innovations like online learning and apprenticeships, so 
students can earn their degree in less time and move straight into a job. . . to strengthening the G.l. Bill, so more of our 
veterans can get their degree... to making sure colleges spending federal dollars on things that benefit students, like 
teaching and research - not marketing campaigns or big salaries for administrators. 


I plan to make college affordability a major issue in this campaign - because it's a major issue for millions of American 
families. Here’s the bottom line. An education shouldn’t be something just for those at the top. And it shouldn't be a 
burden. An education should be affordable - and available - to everyone. 


I remember how proud my parents were when I graduated college. I remember how proud Bill and I were to see Chelsea 
graduate - I’ll never forget how grown-up she looked that day. And even though my new granddaughter is already 
growing up faster than I’d like, I can’t wait to see her walk across a stage someday and receive her diploma. And I know 
that mothers and fathers and grandparents across the country feel the exact same way. 
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I want every young person in America to have their shot at that moment. I want every hard-working parent out there to 
get the chance to see his or her child cross a stage - or to cross it themselves.

"Cases, Histories, Case-Histories." Peter Brooks 8i Robin West 


The legal "case" would seem to have affinities with the medical and psychoanalytic "case history," and perhaps also the use of specific cases by 
historians, or even writers of fiction. What is a "case-history"? What is intended by writing the history of a case? How does it relate to the cases 
presented in legal opinions, or to historical or fictional accounts of problematic persons and situations? 

In general, the case-history seems to make a claim to tell a story that is exemplary, that may set a precedent, from which others can learn 
something of further application. What creates exemplarity in legal, historical and fictional discourses? What kinds of reading do cases demand? 
What sort of "application" do they ask for? If a U.S. Supreme Court opinion typically ends: "It is so ordered," are there cognate imperatives in 
other kinds of cases? 

Benjamin Cardozo once claimed that from the "sordid stories of litigants" would emerge the "shining truths of the law": noble words, but both the 
shining truths and the sordid stories, and perhaps especially the relation between them, would seem to merit discussion.

I supervised and mentored Mae Podesta for several years as she moved around Africa in progressively 
more responsible positions for the Clinton Health Access Initiative (CHAI). 


She began as a 24-year-old volunteer in Lesotho, a difficult country with the highest AIDS incidence in 
the world. Mae impressed government leaders and her own peers as she developed an effective 
pediatric AIDS treatment initiative. 


I next assigned her to Ethiopia with one other associate, where they provided the leadership and energy 
to establish what rapidly became CHAI’s largest and most successful country program. From two young 
volunteers, the program grew to more than 100 employees in about a year. 


As a measure of Mae’s impact, when I next asked her to go to Liberia, I met heavy resistance from 
Minister of Health Adhanom Tedros who threatened to intervene directly with President Clinton to keep 
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Mae in Ethiopia. Now Minister of Foreign Affairs, Tedros continues to hold Mae in high regard.

(1 ) Bring in healthcare staff for 30 day periods- the stress and the 


ability to only wear personal protective equipment for short periods 
of time due to the heat wears down people very quickly and leads to 


errors in judgment and clinical decision-making. We would limit each 


team to 30 days- fresh legs, fresh minds and limited exposure to 


protect the teams will produce positive outcomes. Mandatory inservice 


prior to coming would be required and the CDC has a training program 
for volunteers starting this month. 


(2) Develop a "par level" of supplies, equip, including food and 
water for patients and staff, all necessary equip required to treat 
the patients in order to ensure that each facility has the necessary 


supplies. We propose to also provide oversight of this supply chain. 
We would work closely with the MOH to oversee the distribution of 


those supplies and assure they meet the determined par levels. 


(3) We propose to have an agreement with the MOH that we would work 


in concert with the MOH to ensure the distribution of medical teams 
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and supplies coming into the country. We are proposing to work in 
partnership with the MOH regarding the ebola problem which for 
example would allow the MOH to focus on rebuilding the health system, 
getting staff back to work and treating the other patients in the 
country while we focused on ebola. 

(4) We are proposing to have a sponsor- Clinton Foundation- which 
would help secure the partners needed and that has a proven track 
record in Liberia. We have had preliminary contact with the Clinton 
Foundation who think this is a good plan but want the plan to be 
approved by you as a co-operative effort between the Foundation and 
the MOH.

Why it's Possible to Reject the Klan and Still Support Racism 


By Rev. Dr. William J. Barber, II and Jonathan Wilson-Hartgrove 

If Donald Trump is telling the truth, he only recently learned that David Duke, former 
Grand Wizard of the Ku Klux Klan, is an avowed segregationist. Apparently, the KKK 
and its history have faded from many white Americans’ memory. Jeffrey Lord argued 
on national television this week that the Klan is an invention of “the left.” As native sons 
of the South, we could forgive these men their ignorance. (“Bless their hearts. They 
ain’t from around here,” is the polite way to say it.) But we can neither forgive nor 
ignore the way 400 years of white supremacy have been naively reduced to whether a 
candidate will disavow the support of a hate group leader. Racism lives on in policies 
that perpetuate racial disparities, with or without the KKK. 

For those unfamiliar with Southern history, white supremacists in the South have a 
long history of disavowing the KKK. Strom Thurmond disavowed them in 1964, even 
as he filibustered the Civil Rights Bill in the US Senate. White Citizens Councils 
disavowed them while they fought desegregation in Mississippi. George Wallace 
publicly disavowed Klan violence in Alabama, but hired Klansman Al Lingo to oversee 
his state’s Highway Patrol. 

No one wants to be associated with the KKK in polite company today. But almost no 
one wanted to be publicly associated with them fifty years ago either. 

Nor sixty years before that. Here in North Carolina, Democrats waged a take-over of 
state government in 1898, seeding a propaganda campaign to incite racial fears and 
arming the vigilante Red Shirts. But no sooner than they had regained power, 
Democratic leaders disavowed all violence and called for civility and a restoration of 
order. 

Racial disparities in America have not persisted since the end of the Civil War 
because people believe in the ideology or the tactics of the KKK. Inequality continues 
because we have never finished the work of Reconstruction. 

“Forty acres and a mule” was the promise to formerly enslaved people during the First 
Reconstruction, recognizing that their success would require an economic base. But 
black representatives in Reconstruction legislatures were clear that more was 
needed; they demanded equal access to education, voting rights and equal protection 
under the law. The Klan’s violence didn’t end Reconstruction. While terror intimidated 
both black and white progressives, it took the denial of African-American voting rights 
and regressive legislative action to usher in the era of Jim Crow. While white 
Southerners have often been willing to resort to terror to maintain control, they disavow 
violence whenever power is securely in their hands. 

We have learned that nothing challenges white supremacy more than the people 
joining hands across dividing lines to confront race-based policy. In the summer of 
2013, over one thousand black, white and brown North Carolinians--rich and poor, 
Republican, Independent and Democrat — were arrested in the largest state 
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government-focused civil disobedience campaign in US history. Our movement noted 
that the same Constitutional provision that prohibits KKK influence in state government 
also guarantees all citizens the right to instruct our legislators about matters affecting 
the general welfare. A Superior Court judge agreed, dismissing charges against us 
and affirming our right to publicly disavow race-based policies. 

Some Republicans have suggested they cannot support Trump if he refuses to 
disavow the KKK. But the question we should ask of every politician is, Do you also 
disavow policies that perpetuate racial inequality and disparity. Because it is possible 
to reject the Klan and still support racism. We need more than trite disassociation; we 
need true political transformation. 

We cannot reconstruct democracy in America without disavowing efforts to 
resegregate public schools through voucher programs, neighborhood schools, and 
attacks on public funding. In order to address disparities in our criminal justice system, 
we must also disavow the racially charged War on Drugs, mandatory minimum laws, 
and the death penalty. More black people died this year because of state governments 
refusing to expand Medicaid than at the hands of police officers. We must disavow 
policies that deny a living wage while 62 million Americans struggle to survive on less 
than 15 dollars an hour. 54% of African-Americans earn less than a living wage, and 
many Southern states do not have a minimum wage 150 years after the end of 
slavery. We must also disavow the inherent racism that fuels fear and hate mongering 
by politicians toward Latinos and Muslims. 

Every aspect of institutional racism must be disavowed to complete the work of 
Reconstruction in America, but maybe none is more important than the current attack 
on voting rights. In the midst of the first Presidential campaign since the Supreme 
Court’s S/ie/bydecision gutted the Voting Rights Act, we must disavow the racially 
gerrymandered districts and voter suppression laws, many of which are in play for the 
first time during this primary season. Nothing could be more racist than the cynical 
attempt to maintain white control in a nation where whites are quickly becoming one 
among many minorities by suppressing people of color’s voting power. 

These are not conservative or liberal issues; they are moral issues that deserve the 
same outrage that Americans on the left and the right have expressed about the KKK. 

It’s past time for a grown up conversation about race in America. Let’s stop talking 
about whether Trump will, has or should disavow the KKK and start asking who will 
disavow the policies that perpetuate racial disparities and prevent us from achieving 
freedom and justice for all.

Thinking along very similar lines. 

On Saturday, September 5, 2015, Brent Budowsky < brentbbi@webtv.net > wrote: 

For a variety of economic, social and political reasons I would suggest that HRC 
support an increase in social security benefits for recipients below a certain net 
worth threshold, and finance it by a combination of a small tax on Wall Street trades, 
and if necessary a graduated increase in the social security tax for those earning 
above a certain income. Sometime soon I will write a column suggesting this and 
wanted to give you a heads-up and suggest HRC advocate this. 

In brief: 

1. Economic and social reasons: Seniors living on fixed incomes are among the 
most hard-pressed groups in America today. Their interest bearing yields on bank 
accounts, etc. lag far behind the real cost of living increases and their Social Security 
COLA's have been lagging behind the real inflation rate for many years, leaving them 
falling further and further behind. 

I would emphasize that a majority of seniors who would benefit from a social security 
increase are women, because they live longer, and because in most cases for their 
entire working careers they were receiving unequal pay compared to men while 
they were paying into the system. 

HRC and most politicians do not appreciate the severity of this from the point of 
view of poor and middle income seniors. They do not have a real-life or intuitive 

understanding of what it is like to pay ever-rising costs of groceries, and medicine that is not covered by 
insurance, and other necessities whose prices rise while fixed incomes decline in relative terms, because they 
are either wealthy and/or live in worlds 

inhabited without much daily interaction with fixed income seniors struggling with this in their daily lives. 

An increase in social security benefits financed as I suggest would have a net 
stimulative effect to the economy and increasing economic equality and social equity. 

2. Financing: I like the idea of a small tax on Wall Street transactions which would 
raise substantial revenue without imposing material hardship on traders. Bernie 

has proposed this, to use the money for his free public college proposal. The problem 
with the free public college proposal, which I like in principle, is that it is virtually 
impossible to adequately restrain tuition costs, which needs to be done, but without 
doing this the transaction-tax-for-tuition trade would largely subsidize higher 
tuition and detracting from the benefit to students. 

By contrast, a transaction tax whose revenues went into the social security fund to 
fund an increase in social security benefits would be a straight trade that would 
support higher benefits. To address a legitimate issue, a combination of some 
means testing plus the transaction tax could enable this formula to strengthen 
long term social security financing while simultaneously financing some increase 
in benefits. We could simply take the revenue gain from the transaction tax plus 
the social security financing gain from the means test and divide the financing 
gains between one part increase benefits and the other part enhancing the stability 
of the system. 

3. Democratic politics. Right now Bernie Sanders, Elizabeth Warren and some 
other progressives support increasing benefits. I agree with them on principle and 
policy and would advise HRC to join and potentially lead this. This would rally 

the Democratic base, divert some attention from you-know-what, and be the kind 
of initiatives Democrats should pursue for Democratic principles behind a highly 
popular Democratic government program that we should aggressively champion, 
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and not defensively back away from. 

When I write this column, if HRC opposes this, I would simply agree with Bernie 
and Elizabeth supporting it and would not mention HRC either way. If HRC supports 
this I would banner and give high praise to her leadership. 

4. Democratic-Republican politics: I do not believe it is enough to merely repeat 
that we oppose Republicans who want to cut social security. That is fine as far 
as it goes, but is timid and stale and tends to ring like demagoguery and does not 
ring man bells with seniors because they have heard it before and we are merely 
arguing against a negative event that they know is unlikely in fact to happen. 

By contrast, a call for an increase in social benefits would resonate with voters 
because it would involve a specific amount for the proposed increase that all 
seniors would immediately understand, view as directly improving their lives 
in measurable ways, and serve as one motivating issue for a potential mandate 
election that would have an outstanding chance of being enacted if HRC is elected, 
especially with more Democrats elected to the House and Senate with her. 

Additionally, if an increase in benefits were financed in whole or part by a Wall 
Street transaction tax, we would draw a stark contrast with Republicans on both 
ends of the trade where Democrats have the high ground and Republicans are 
vulnerable. We support social security in ways they do not; we will finance this in 
a way that ask Wall Street to do their fair share in an age where there is great 
wealth on Wall Street and a need for economic fairness. 

This can but need not be accompanied with populist anti-Wall Street rhetoric, 
that is a political call. Res ipsa loquitur, the thing will speak for itself, they want 
to privatize social security and turn it into a new Wall Street profit center; we want 
to protect Social Security and increase benefits for poor and middle class recipients. 

5. Senior voters. Democrats have developed a growing weakness with senior 
voters that this would directly address. And again I would emphasize that a majority 
of these beneficiaries are women, who simply live longer than men, and begin with 
a baseline of having worked for wages that were unequal in most cases for their 
entire careers while they were working. 

Politics and policies are both about choices. These are the choices I would 
recommend for HRC.

Her Ferguson comments were so well received, despite criticism for their tardiness, because she said something new and 
unique. It made her look like a leader. I echo Dan's concern that something too generic will look like she's merely checking the 
box, particularly as a paper statement. If the goal is only to tell the press immediately that she supports the President, I think 
Dan's suggestion of a tweet tonight followed by something more thoughtful at the event tomorrow, makes sense to me. The 
press might only care about her backing the President, but I imagine there are some vocal constituencies that will look very 
carefully at the entire statement and whether it shows personal concern and thought.

RE: Substance Abuse Policy Roll Out 


On Thursday, October 1st, YOU will be participating in an event in Boston with the Attorney General of 
Massachusetts, Maura Healey (recently elected in January 2015), who has already endorsed YOU, and 
the Mayor of Boston, Martin Walsh, who is close to making an endorsement. Walsh specifically 
requested this event. The three of YOU will participate in a community forum on a panel, with two 
other panelists selected by Walsh’s office. 


This Memorandum provides YOU with (1) background on substance abuse in Massachusetts, on AG 
Healey and Mayor Walsh’s recent activities in this area, and areas of overlap between their priorities and 
YOUR substance abuse initiative; (2) a refresher on the architecture of and rationale for YOUR 
substance abuse initiative; and (3) Q&A. 


I. BACKGROUND ON SUBSTANCE ABUSE MASSACHUSETTS AND MAYOR WALSH & 
ATTORNEY GENERAL HEALEY 


Substance Abuse in Massachusetts 


As in other parts of the country, misuse of prescription drugs — and drug addiction in general — is a 
significant problem in Massachusetts. Some statistics: 


About 1 in 5 young people in Massachusetts have misused a prescription drug. 
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The state’s heroin epidemic claimed 1,000 lives in 2014. Heroin overdose fatalities are up 45% in 
Massachusetts since 2005. 


In Boston, drug overdoses increased 76% between 2010 and 2012. Opioid and heroin use are perceived 
as the most significant problems. 


There are three recent state-wide developments in the area of substance abuse that are worth noting. 
First, this past summer, Massachusetts Governor Charlie Baker announced that he will establish 100 
new addiction-treatment beds within a year. This underscores the continued problem with shortages of 
treatment capacity in the state. Second, in August 2014, Massachusetts passed a law under former 
Governor Deval Patrick that federal leaders in drug policy (including Senator Markey) say they are 
looking to as a model. The bill, which passed the Massachusetts legislature with bipartisan support, 
requires insurers to pay for up to 14 days of inpatient care for addiction treatment and detox, and forbids 
insurers from requiring prior authorization. It also includes new overdose reporting requirements, 
addiction specialists in some courts, and an authorization for the state commissioner of public health to 
classify a drug as dangerous for up to a year, and impose certain restrictions on it. 


Finally, this Thursday (the day of YOUR event), the Massachusetts Senate is expected to vote on a 
comprehensive opioid prevention bill, S.2010. The bill would require schools throughout the state to 
screen students in grades 7 to 10, for signs of addiction. (We considered including something similar in 
YOUR substance abuse initiative, but ultimately did not, because we worried about a proposal that 
sounded too much like mandatory drug testing in schools. That said, there is appeal to requiring 
universal assessments of school-aged children to see if they are using drugs or developing addictive 
behaviors. In 201 1, the American Academy Pediatrics recommended that pediatricians provide 
substance abuse screenings (not tests) to adolescents during routine clinical visits). The proposed 
Massachusetts Senate bill also would encourage prescribers to prescribe alternatives to opioids for pain 
management, and allow patients to limit their own access to the addictive drugs. 


Mayor Walsh 


Mayor Walsh is a recovered alcoholic. When he ran for mayor two years ago (he had been a state 
representative from 1997 through 2013), he spoke often about his 18 years of recovery from 
alcoholism. His campaign included staff members and volunteers who were also in recovery, and he is 
strongly supported by the recovery community. 


In 2014, Mayor Walsh announced a collaboration between the City of Boston and the Blue Cross Blue 
Shield of Massachusetts Foundation to produce a study on the supply of treatment and recovery services 
in Boston for those with substance use disorders. The study, published in May 2015, is currently serving 
as a road map for the Mayor’s Office on Recovery Services (ORS) — an office that Walsh established, 
and which he claims is the first-ever municipal governmental unit dedicated to addiction and recovery 
services. 


The report found that Boston’s rate of substance abuse is roughly comparable to that in other regions in 
Massachusetts — 11.3% of the population (based on respondents’ indication of having abused illicit 
drugs or alcohol in the past year). It also found that Boston has a better per-capita supply of treatment 
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and recovery beds than other areas in the state, at 152 beds per 100,000 residents. However, these 
programs are at 97% capacity and the wait time is currently over 3 weeks, due to the fact that so many 
people from outside of Boston use its services. The report found that at any given time, as many as half 
of the residential treatment beds in Boston are filled by people who live outside of the city. 


The report recommended augmenting the number of beds for detox and residential treatment in the city; 
creating a “more cohesive and integrated continuum of care” for people who leave in-patient treatment, 
to reduce relapse; creating a central source of information on available in-patient and out-patient 
services; and payment reform. 


In other news, Mayor Walsh launched a needle-collection program in Boston this past May. It included 
a new 24-hour hotline and a mobile app, which residents can use to report loose needles, and a team 
dedicated to discarding needles from streets, parks, and public places. Within 1 month, the team found 
2,000 needles. 


NOTE that Mayor Walsh opposes legalization of marijuana for recreational use. The issue is expected 
to be put to a state referendum in Massachusetts in 2016, and Walsh has said he will lead a crusade 
against it. He sees marijuana as a dangerous “gateway” drug. Governor Baker and Attorney General 
Healey also oppose legalization of marijuana, but are less likely to lead a charge against it. Many 
pundits expect the referendum to pass, as strong majorities of voters approved measures that 
decriminalized possession of small amounts of marijuana in 2008, and authorized its medical use in 


2012 . 


AG Healey 


Attorney General Healey made combatting prescription drug abuse, the heroin epidemic, and drug 
addiction a key part of her candidacy for Attorney General in 2014 (note, she is the nation’s first openly 
gay AG). 


She emphasized: 

Strengthening the state’s prescription drug monitoring program — increasing resources for it; making it 
interoperable with PDMPs of nearby states; and having it more integrated with electronic health records; 

Better intelligence collection and law enforcement in drug-trafficking “hot spots”; 

More resources for prescriber education; 

Reforming the criminal justice system to focus on substance abuse and mental health treatment, over 
incarceration; 

Education and early intervention. 


Since becoming AG, Healey has prosecuted cases relating to heroin trafficking and to people writing 
fake prescriptions, requested information from the manufacturer of Narcan about recent price spikes, 
sued an Andover-based center for charging patients fees for Suboxone (which would have been covered 
by MassHealth insurance), and is looking at strengthening the state’s prescription drug monitoring 
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program. She has also created a team that is researching issues relating to insurance coverage and parity. 


Innovative Pilot Program in Gloucester. Mass. 


About 40 miles from Boston, in Gloucester, Mass., the police department began a pilot program this 
past June which has now gained national attention, and which Mayor Walsh has said he is considering 
implementing in Boston. 


The program — called “PAARI” (Police Assisted Addiction and Recovery Initiative) - allows any opioid 
addict to walk into the Gloucester police station, surrender their drugs and related paraphernalia, and not 
be arrested. Instead, individuals with substance use disorders are fast-tracked into a recovery program. 
Gloucester police officers, in conjunction with other local partners/volunteers, work to find recovery 
spots for anyone who comes forward — and to date, PAARI has partnered with 50 addiction recovery 
institutions across the country, and placed over 200 people into treatment. No one is turned away, 
regardless of their income, their insurance, or where they are from. And when an individual arrives at 
the station seeking help, they are assigned an “angel” — someone usually in recover themselves, to stand 
by their side and help them through the process. 


Chief of Police, Leonard Campanello, says that cities and towns across the country have expressed 
interested in replicating PAARI’ s model. Apparently, 26 police departments are starting to implement a 
version of the program locally. 


Related Recent Development in New Hampshire 


On Tuesday September 29, Governor Hassan and state officials gathered to announce a new program in 
New Hampshire to hand out free naloxone kits -the opioid antidote that can prevent an overdose from 
becoming fatal - to families and friends of people at risk of an overdose . The New Hampshire 
legislature recently passed a bill to exempt people from criminal prosecution if they report an overdose 
and make it easier for the patient to take naloxone, and Governor Hassan is now building an awareness 
campaign. YOU could mention that you are aware of New Hampshire’s recent decision to expand 
access to naloxone, and that YOU want it to be more widely available in all states. 


Areas of Overlap Between Walsh/Healev and YOUR Plan 


Expanding treatment services and supporting people throughout recovery. Governor Walsh 
seeks to expand the supply of treatment and recovery services in Boston — he commissioned a high- 
profile study on the city’s supply of in-patient beds last year, and he is implementing a plan to enhance 
them and shorten wait lists. YOUR plan similarly seeks to ensure there is an adequate supply of 
treatment facilities and providers in every state — as YOU note, only 10% of the people suffering from a 
substance use disorder receive treatment. Walsh also advocates for increased coordination between 
inpatient and outpatient programs in order to make sure people who have been treated do not relapse. 
This is also a high priority in your initiative. YOU recognize that recovery lasts a lifetime. 
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Strengthening prescription drug monitoring programs. AG Healey has focused on strengthening 
Massachusetts’ PDMP to make the program interoperable with nearby state programs, and to have it 
draw on electronic health records. Note that in Massachusetts, enrollment is mandatory for all 
prescribers, but utilization of the system is optional in many instances. The same is true in many other 
states, and YOUR initiative encourages states to make use of the program mandatory before writing a 
prescription. 


Exploring opportunities related to prevention and early intervention. Both Mayor Walsh and AG 
Healey think preventative education and programming is imperative. In March, Mayor Walsh announced 
“Too Good for Drugs,” a new school-based drug prevention program designed to reduce the use of 
alcohol, tobacco, and illegal drugs. This pilot program will be installed in seventh grade courses to 
promote positive social skills and character. One of YOUR key goals is also prevention: as YOU have 
said, preventative education and early intervention programs — particularly those which focus on peer 
mentors, community role models, and after school activities — do work. 


Ensuring that all first responders carry Naloxone. Mayor Walsh has called for all first responders 
in Boston to carry the opiate overdose reversal medication called naloxone (commonly known by its 
brand name, Narcan). All EMTs and paramedics from Boston EMS already carry the medication and have 
used it to successfully reverse countless overdoses, but Walsh’s proposal includes all members of the 
Boston Police and Fire Departments. This aligns with YOUR goal that naloxone be in the toolkit of all 
first responders Attorney General Healey has expressed concern about the cost of naloxone, and 
indicated interest in meeting with pharmaceutical companies and public health leaders to push for 
cheaper nasal naloxone products and to ensure first responders can restock supplies of the medicine. 


II. REFRESHER ON YOUR SUBSTANCE ABUSE INITIATIVE 


YOUR Initiative to Combat America’s Epidemic of Drug and Alcohol Addiction commits $10 billion 
over 10 years to enhancing access to treatment for persons with substance use disorders, as well as 
preventive education, resources for first responders, and other policy measures. 


The basic architecture of YOUR plan is as follows: 


YOU set forth five national goals in the area of drug and alcohol addiction — a statement of principles 
and commitment for what YOU think this country needs to do to tackle the drug addiction epidemic. 


Next, YOU call upon states to partner with the federal government by submitting proposals for how they 
will achieve locally the national goals you set. If a state submits a credible plan and it identifies how it 
will work with local government and nonprofit partners, it is eligible to receive funding from a new $7.5 
billion fund (the largest component of YOUR $10 billion initiative). The state must also commit to 
match $1 for every $4 it receives from the federal government. 


Finally, YOU identify several immediate actions that YOU would instruct or call upon the federal 
government to take and which do not require state collaboration. One is to increase the baseline 
Substance Abuse Prevention and Treatment Block Grant, currently funded at $1.8 billion a year and 
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distributed to the states by SAMSHA, by 25% (costing $2.5 billion over 10 years). 


The five new goals YOU set for the nation, and call upon the states as well as the federal government to 
work to achieve, are: 


Treatment: YOU articulate a national imperative that every person in America who suffers from drug 
or alcohol addiction have access to affordable, comprehensive treatment. The gaps in access to 
treatment are undeniable: SAMSHA estimates that there are 23 million Americans currently suffering 
from a substance use disorder, but only 10% of these people receive care. 


One of the most important messages we think YOU can and will convey on this topic — both in the op-ed 
and factsheet — is that YOU view addiction as chronic disease that affects the brain. And similar to how 
those with heart disease or diabetes need continuing courses of treatment to manage their chronic 
conditions, people suffering from substance use disorders need ongoing care and support. Depending 
on their condition, they may need ongoing regimes of medication assisted treatment (methadone or 
suboxone), mental health counseling, peer support, or other treatment. We have to ensure that there is 
an adequate supply of these treatment facilities and providers, and that treatment is covered or 
affordable. If we expect people suffering from drug and alcohol addiction to overcome their illness 
through one-off interventions — e.g., a multi-day hospital stay for detox — we will not make a meaningful 
difference in this epidemic. 


Prevention: YOU state that every adolescent should receive some form of quality, locally tailored 
preventive education or programming — whether it be school-based or community based. Although the 
DARE education program, which involves police officers visiting schools and coaching students to “say 
no” to drugs, has been found by multiple studies to be unsuccessful at changing behavior, that does not 
mean we can give up on prevention. Some preventative education and early intervention 
programs — particularly those which focus on peer mentors, community role models, and after school 
activities — do work. DARE itself is undergoing a make-over, having instituted a new curriculum in 2009 
called “Keepin’ it Real” based on some of the more recent evidence about what works. 


Naloxone: YOU set a goal that naloxone, a rescue drug that can prevent overdoses from being fatal, be 
in the toolkit of all first responders. 


Prescribers: YOU say we should require that every prescriber of a controlled substance have a 
minimum amount of training in addictive diseases, so that they are educated about the potency for the 
substances they are prescribing to lead to addiction. In the vast majority of states (one estimate is all but 
4 states), there is no training requirement as a prerequisite to getting a state license to write 
prescriptions for controlled substances. YOU call on every state to impose such a training 
requirement — i.e., a rule that prescribers need 10 hours of ongoing education and training, every 3 
years, in this area. YOU also state that doctors and pharmacists should be required to consult state 
prescription drug monitoring programs — which are in place in 49 states, but are not mandatory in most 
of them — before writing a prescription. These systems enable prescribers to see a patient’s drug use 
history and recognize whether he or she is at risk of addiction. 


Criminal Justice Reform: YOU prioritize treatment and rehabilitation over incarceration for low-

level and nonviolent drug offenders. And YOU would use the significant savings to the criminal justice 
system from the reduction in incarceration to, in part, fund YOUR $10 billion treatment initiative. 


To arrive at the policy framework in the factsheet, we consulted numerous public health professionals; 
advocates in the addiction and recovery community; elected officials’ staff; and other stakeholders. 
Some of our most informative discussions were with an expert from the Kennedy Forum, a Board 
Member from the American Society of Addiction Medicine, practitioners at Montefiore Hospital, an 
individual from the National Alliance for Mental Illness (NAMI), and the director of an advocacy 
organization called the Parity NOW Coalition. We also worked with the legislative directors for 
Senators Tim Kaine, Tammy Baldwin, Joe Manchin, Sheldon Whitehouse, and Congressman Butterfield. 


III. Q&A 


Q: Aren’t you just throwing more federal money at the problem of drug and alcohol 
addiction — without making any meaningful differences in the way we deliver treatment, or in 
coverage under health insurance? 


My Initiative to End Drug and Alcohol Addiction is ambitious and it is bold: it commits $10 billion in 
new federal resources, over 10 years, to tackling our substance abuse epidemic. 


It requires states to step up and partner with the federal government, and to figure out solutions on 
treatment, prevention, prescriber training, and criminal justice, that work for their specific populations. 
It doesn’t impose any top-down or one-size-fits all model because the needs are different across 
different regions, states, and communities. 


And there are strong accountability components built into this Initiative. First, to receive federal 
funding, states have to put forth credible plans with meaningful roadmaps to how they will deliver on the 
national goals. Second, they have to commit $1 for every $4 from the federal government — which will 
impose quality control in how states spend the money. 


Q: The DARE Education Program is widely seen as a failure. Why are you investing more 
federal dollars in prevention programming for teens when it doesn’t work? 


We have a national epidemic of drug and alcohol abuse on our hands, and the problem starts with our 
youth. One in four teenagers has abused a prescription drug. We cannot give up on preventive education 
and early intervention. We need to do everything we can to send the right message to our youth, and try 
to intervene early and change behaviors and attitudes, before dangerous patterns set in. 


We also know that preventative education and programming can work when done correctly. There are 
proven, evidence-based solutions we can build on. The Substance Abuse and Mental Health Services 
Administration has a national registry of programs that have been clinically evaluated and found to work. 
LifeSkills Training, a program typically focused on middle-schoolers, is one such example. And other 
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interventions — ones that focus on involving peer mentors, community role models, resilience building, 
and after-school and community service — can also work to change behavior and send the right message. 


DARE itself has been undergoing an overhaul in recent years to update its curriculum according to 
evidence-based models. We cannot give up on prevention. 


Q: Is this going to lead to an expensive new insurance mandate — i.e., an expensive new 
insurance benefit for people who are addicted to drugs to be able to take more drugs, like 
methadone? 


My Initiative does not involve any new insurance mandate. Instead, I call on every state to look at the 
gaps in access to treatment in their communities, and to come up with strategies for closing those 
gaps — for example, by expanding in-patient and out-patient treatment infrastructure, supporting recovery 
communication organizations, expanding provider training, and making other changes to their laws or 
policies. 


On insurance coverage, my Initiative commits to implementing and enforcing the 2008 Mental Health 
Parity and Addiction Equity statute, which requires insurance plans to cover substance use disorders in 
the same way they cover most other medical conditions. The Initiative directs federal agencies to more 
aggressively inspect and where appropriate, bring enforcement actions against insurers that are not in 
compliance. And it commits to promulgating federal guidance to states and consumers on how to file 
complaints. 


Q: What are you doing for veterans? 


There is no question that veterans are one of the populations most in need of better treatment and 
recovery support for their mental health illnesses, and for drug and alcohol addiction. These are 
individuals who bravely served our country, and we owe them the best possible healthcare upon their 
return. That includes comprehensive healthcare for mental health and substance use disorders. 


So first, my plan will work with states to greatly build out the treatment infrastructure so that every 
single person in the state has access to comprehensive, affordable treatment for substance use 
disorders. That includes veterans, and it includes access to both in-patient supply and out-patient 
programs. In a state like New Hampshire, the only state in the continental U.S. where there is no full- 
service VA hospital, veterans need to find in-patient care for mental health or substance use disorders at 
other hospitals or residential facilities in the state, or outside the state. My initiative calls upon every 
state to come up with a credible plan for how it is going to build out its supply infrastructure to serve its 
population — including veterans. 


Second, my plan would immediately promote better prescriber practices in Medicare and in the 
Veterans Administration. It would direct the Department of Veterans Affairs and Centers for Medicare 
& Medicaid Services to promulgate guidelines that identify treatments for pain management other than 
opioids, so that prescribers in the VA can consider those alternatives particularly for patients without 

chronic physical pain. This will help promote better practices from the outset — to avoid inadvertently 
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fueling addiction. 


I also think we need better patient education, and I am looking at policies that would guarantee that.

ABSTRACT 

The mayor's ambivalence underscores the practical political problem faced by Clinton these days. 

At this stage in her troubled presidential campaign, Hillary Clinton could certainly use support from a popular 
urban mayor with close ties to labor and the recovery community. 

And so she searches for the key to Boston Mayor Marty Walsh's heart. 

During this week's visit to Boston, Clinton is scheduled to discuss substance abuse issues with Walsh and 
Attorney General Maura Healey — two Massachusetts Democrats with high voter approval ratings. Clinton 
already has Healey's endorsement. But Walsh is uncommitted and said to be torn between Clinton and Vice 
President Joe Biden, who has not yet announced a decision about a presidential run. 

Right now, there's no plan for any private meeting between Clinton and Walsh. But a presidential campaign often 
accused of not being very smart was at least smart enough to find an issue that Walsh, a recovering alcoholic, 
cares deeply about. He still attends Alcoholics Anonymous meetings after two decades of sobriety. And the local 
recovery community provides not just moral support to Walsh, but political backing. So Walsh's personal interest 
in the subject of addiction coincides with Clinton's recently announced $10 billion plan to target drug and alcohol 
abuse. 

But it will take more than a "plan" to win him over. 
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As one Walsh adviser put it, "The key to Marty Walsh is when he thinks you really do understand issues that 
affect people who are afraid their kids will never be able to buy a house." In other words, Walsh, a former labor 
leader, relates to the average citizen living from paycheck to paycheck, not to the Clinton Foundation world of 
multimillion-dollar foreign donors and sky-high speaking fees. 

According to another Walsh aide, the Thursday event was set up at the request of the Clinton campaign with the 
understanding that no mayoral endorsement should be expected. While Clinton is still seen as the party's likely 
nominee, her campaign remains mired in controversy over her decision to store e-mail on a private server during 
her tenure as secretary of state. Meanwhile, Walsh has a close personal relationship with Biden. 

Walsh's ambivalence underscores the practical political problem faced by Clinton these days. So far, all the 
passion on the Democratic side comes from the left, which has embraced Vermont Senator Bernie Sanders. On 
Clinton's side, emotion runs flat, leaving an opening for Biden. 

That's true in Massachusetts, too, despite strong past loyalties to Bill and Hillary Clinton. Indeed, during the 2008 
presidential primary season, the Bay State was ground zero for a fierce fight between Hillary Clinton supporters 
and those backing Barack Obama. 

In that contest, Clinton had the late Mayor Thomas M. Menino in her corner. In his book published shortly before 
his death last October, Menino took some credit for helping Clinton pull off a come-from-behind victory over 
Obama in the 2008 New Hampshire primary. While it's questionable how much a Boston mayor can really do in 
New Hampshire, Menino did send his political army across the border. When Clinton next won the Massachusetts 
primary, again with help from Menino's organization, Menino declared, "This is still Clinton country. Our campaign 
wasn't about speeches. It was about work." After her loss to Obama, Clinton continued to cultivate a relationship 
with Menino. 

But now there's a new mayor in charge. For Walsh, the personal connection is all about a candidate's ability to 
understand the world he represents. It's a humble world filled with people struggling to overcome adversity — like 
the network of former drinkers and drug users, to which the mayor still belongs. 

That's not a political button to be pushed. It's his life, and whoever Walsh endorses will understand that.

WASHINGTON — “Reaching a strong deal in Paris starts with us," Los Angeles Mayor Eric Garcetti 
said, promoting the Mayor's National Climate Action Agenda , a consortium he co-founded with 
Philadelphia Mayor Michael Nutter and Houston Mayor Annise Parker. This consortium joins other 
major organizations like the Covenant of Mayors , C40 , and ICLEI in representing cities and 
regions at the COP21 climate summit in Paris. With good reason. Cities and regions are a major 
part of the climate problem, producing over 70 percent of the world's energy-related carbon 
emissions. In Paris, however, they are positioning themselves as the solution. 

But the COP is not the only major global policy agenda that local leaders need to pay attention to. 
There are two other UN policy development processes that will shape “the new urban agenda” and 
affect the sustainable development of U.S. and European cities in the coming decades: the 
Sustainable Development Goals and Habitat III . Mayors and other regional leaders need to pay 
attention to these processes too, because much of their impact will be felt at the city level. And 
what's more, subnational engagement can help ensure that these international processes lead to 
implementable policies, not just lofty goals...

Q13. "Helping small businesses grow and create jobs." What about "helping start and grow small businesses'? (A small business friend of mine 
told me it was never his goal to create jobs. It was always his goal to make money. The jobs just come along. . .) 

Q16. The list of 21st century jobs here is very specific -- technology, biotech and clean energy -- and not very blue collar. Are we confident this 
is the right list? 

Q26. "Making sure families can afford college". My understanding is that the issue of paying off college loans is far more inclusive than the 
prospective question of paying for college. Have you guys looked at this before? 

Q27/28 and also Q38/39. "Wall Street, the wealthy and big corporations get all the breaks.." I think it's very important here and Q38/39 to 
separate these three prospective "enemies" to see the relative power of each. Elizabeth Warren obviously focuses on Wall Street and this would 
likely be the "phoniest" ground for HRC. Obama has focused a lot on the wealthy - or those at the top - and both HRC and WJC have been 
somewhat ambivalent about too much "class warfare". In the past, HRC's populism has been most focused on the third category - big 
corporations. I think it would be very helpful to know if we get as much punch (particularly with our friends in Iowa) from taking on big 
corporations - on their own, not as part of this list.

Fair Housing Is a Bedrock Civil Rights 
Protection: The Supreme Court Must Preserve 
the Discriminatory Impact Standard 

Fair housing is a bedrock civil rights protection, crucial to our nation's core values of equal 
opportunity, human dignity, and just democracy for all. In the face of deeply entrenched 
patterns of residential segregation and exclusion, Congress enacted the Fair Housing Act to 
provide for fair housing throughout the United States. The Act has helped to free many 
communities from discrimination and connect millions of Americans to opportunity. Due to a 
variety of factors - some influenced by government, some not - many neighborhoods and 
communities do not reflect the diversity of our nation. Congress passed the Fair Housing Act 
in April 1968, in the immediate aftermath of the assassination of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 

The U.S. Supreme Court is deciding whether the Fair Housing Act will continue to protect 
people from all housing policies that discriminate in practice, absent proof of intentional 
discrimination. The Court heard arguments in the case called Texas Department of Housing and 
Community Affairs v. The Inclusive Communities Project on January 21. A decision by the Court 
is expected by June 2015. 

This is the third time the Justices have reached out to address the unjustified discriminatory 
impact standard under the Fair Housing Act. (The previous two cases were settled by the 
parties before the Court reached a decision.) That does not mean the result is a foregone 
conclusion. It takes only four of the Court's nine Justices to agree to hear a case, but a 
majority of five to decide the outcome of a case. Court watchers believe four members of the 
Court (Justices Ruth Bader Ginsberg, Stephen Breyer, Sonia Sotomayor, and Elena Kagan) 
are likely to uphold the discriminatory impact standard under a strong and effective Fair 
Housing Act. Observers fear that the Court's four most conservative members (Chief Justice 
John Roberts and Justices Antonin Scalia, Clarence Thomas, and Samuel Alito) could vote to 
weaken fair housing. As is often the case with civil rights questions, Justice Anthony Kennedy 
is likely to cast the deciding vote, and may write the controlling opinion. 

The following analysis is based on the "friend of the court" brief filed by the Lawyers' 
Committee for Civil Rights Under Law and other civil rights advocates, including The City 
Project, in the Inclusive Communities Project case. The brief focuses on the discriminatory 
impact standard and racially segregated neighborhoods where many people reside, isolated 
from high-performing public schools, good jobs, safe parks and streets, a clean, healthy 
environment, and reliable public services. 

Summary 

Congress recognized that comprehensive legislation would need to target both intentional 
discrimination and seemingly neutral policies that have unjustified discriminatory impacts 
based on race, color, or national origin when it enacted the Fair Housing Act in 1968. Each 
form of discrimination was instrumental in creating and perpetuating the entrenched 
residential segregation the Act sought to eliminate. The lower courts agree that the Act's 
stated purpose to end discrimination requires a discriminatory effect standard; an intent 
requirement would strip the statute of all impact on de facto segregation. 

The Fair Housing Act's prohibition of unjustified disparate impact remains a powerful and 
necessary tool for dismantling discriminatory practices and barriers to equal opportunities on 
a community-wide basis. While public attitudes towards residential segregation have 
improved in important respects, racial isolation continues to persist in ways that make the 
disparate impact inquiry necessary. 

Conduct prohibited by the Act - both intentional acts and seemingly neutral practices - has 
produced and perpetuated racially segregated neighborhoods. Residential isolation has 
effects across generations that continue to limit the opportunities available to our children 
and grandchildren. Social science evidence confirms the determination of Congress that 
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segregation is harmful and integration is beneficial to educational achievement, access to 
employment, personal, public, and environmental health, and other keys to a fulfilling life. 

Although Attitudes About the Value of Integration Have Improved, Residential Segregation 
Persists 

Approximately half of all high-poverty census tracts in the nation are dominated by a single 
racial or ethnic group. African Americans and Latinos represent 12% and 16% of the 
population respectively, yet they make up much smaller percentages of the residents in low- 
poverty census tracts. This segregation affects everyone, as it isolates people from 
opportunity that would enable their economic mobility and limits greater economic 
participation. African Americans are more racially isolated than any other racial group, with 
75% of African Americans nationwide residing in only 16% of census block groups. With only 
one exception (the most affluent Asians), people of color at every income level live in poorer 
neighborhoods than do non-Hispanic white people with comparable incomes. 

Patterns of segregation and exclusion prevent people from living in communities that they 
can afford, that would connect them to greater opportunity, and that are consistent with their 
preference for integration and diversity. 

Residential Segregation Impairs Educational Integration and its Benefits. Equal housing opportunity 
is closely linked with educational diversity and achievement. Compelling evidence 
demonstrates that attending integrated schools is associated with a host of positive 
educational and life outcomes. Low-income, students of color perform better academically in 
diverse school settings, with improvements resulting from significant peer effects and the 
reduction of resource disparities. In addition, research has found that students of all racial 
backgrounds tend to perform better academically (measured by grades, test scores, and 
high school and college graduation rates) in racially integrated schools, compared to those 
who attend schools that are racially and socioeconomically isolated. 

Residential Segregation Impedes Access to Economic Mobility. Today, segregation continues to 
impede access to employment and other resources, such that poverty remains entrenched 
and mobility out of reach to many people of color. 

Residential Segregation Is Associated with Adverse Health and Environmental Effects. Racially or 
ethnically isolated communities are much more likely to experience environmental hazards 
and adverse health impacts than are integrated communities, in a way that neither housing 
preferences nor income and wealth gaps adequately explain. Residents of segregated 
communities are significantly more likely to experience high-volume releases of toxic 
chemicals, to breathe high concentrations of harmful air pollutants, and to live in chronically 
substandard, lead-painted housing. Communities of color are less likely to benefit from 
reliable municipal services or to enjoy access to grocery stores, private-practice healthcare 
facilities, and green spaces, such as parks and sports fields. Environmental justice is the 
enviromental arm of the civil rights movement. 

Grave public health impacts - including asthma, cancer, diabetes, and infant mortality, as 
well as psychosocial phenomena like violent crime and post-traumatic stress disorder - are 
now widely viewed as environmentally mediated consequences of residential segregation. 

Federal Courts of Appeals Unanimously Uphold the Disparate Impact Standard 

By 1988, when Congress amended the Act, the federal courts of appeals for nine circuits had 
found the disparate impact standard necessary to enforce the statute. Congress knew this, 
and intended to prohibit unjustified discriminatory impacts. 

Today, the federal courts of appeals in eleven circuits - every circuit to consider the question 
- have found the disparate impact standard necessary to enforce the Fair Housing Act. These 
courts unanimously recognize that prohibiting unjustified facially neutral policies that have 
significant racially discriminatory effects is necessary to achieve the integrated residential 
patterns sought by Congress. 

Linder the disparate impact standard, courts assess discriminatory effects, whether the 
discrimination is justified, and whether there are less discriminatory alternatives for the 
challenged practice. The inquiry into intent, bigotry, or motive under the intentional 
discrimination standard is insufficient to achieve equal opportunity and human dignity. Effect, 
and not intent, is the touchstone for finding a violation, in part because clever people may 
easily conceal their intent and motivations, but more importantly, because thoughtlessness 
can be as disastrous and unfair as the perversity of a willful scheme. Conduct that has the 
necessary and foreseeable consequence of perpetuating discrimination can be as harmful as 
purposefully discriminatory conduct. 

Even if the problem of residential segregation is race based, most fair and effective solutions 
can be race neutral. On the margins, any remedies that do employ race-conscious measures 
can be strictly scrutinized on a case-by-case basis. 

Conclusion 
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Without the disparate impact analysis, government and other actors would be able to pursue 
cleverly concealed, intentionally discriminatory acts and policies, as well as seemingly neutral 
policies no matter how harsh the impact, how unjustified the action, and how readily available 
the non-discriminatory alternatives. The adverse consequences of such a ruling would cause 
harm for generations. The Fair Housing Act demands that we remain conscious of the long- 
term legacy and effects of historical patterns of housing segregation. To eliminate 
discriminatory impact claims from the Fair Housing Act and other civil rights laws would 
fundamentally dismantle our nation's civil rights protections. The civil rights struggle 
continues to protect equal opportunity, human dignity, and just democracy for all in and out 
of court.

He is talking with Jamie Galbraith, a college classmate who he's known for about 40 years, this evening 
about how they might help reinforce our Plan A messaging to Tsipras-namely, that while Tsipras has his 
political imperatives domestically so too does Merkel and he needs to come forward with a credible reform 
plan. Angelides said in the event of an exit, he wanted to be helpful and offered to help mobilize the Greek- 
American community to provide assistance. 

Dukakis offered to mobilize Greek-American community for whatever purpose. Noted he doesn't know of 
anyone who has strong ties to Tsipras directly. I emphasized our focus now is on Plan A of getting a deal done, 
and for him to dig deep into networks and think of anyone who can help move Tsipras. In longer-run, he had 
idea of lending American expertise to help Greece overcome skepticism about ability to implement reforms 
(e.g. former IRS to help them collect taxes). We agreed to stay in touch.

Dear Heather, 

During our conference call yesterday, I asked whether we could make use of Tony Atkinson's new book as we did with Thomas 
Piketty's. You commented, quite rightly, that the analogy is not perfect: Tony is in no position to travel around. I actually had 
something a little different in mind, not worth taking time for then. So I'll take a little time now. 

The particular thing about Tony's book is that it is built around 15 or so concrete policy proposals. I was wondering if WCEG 
could have an internal discussion about whether there were 1 or 2 or 3 of them that we thought could be useful in the U.S. 
context, worth getting discussed in detail. If so, we could fund the right person or group to do the work necessary to flesh it or 
them out, numbers, costs, etc. 

Just by way of example, right now everybody seems to worry about the possibility that the robots are about to make human 
labor obsolete. I don't think that's imminent but, if it were in the offing, maybe the proper soluition would be top establish a 
sovereign wealth fund that would own a fraction of the robots and be able to provide income to replace disappearing wages. 
That's one of Tony's proposals: what could it look like in the U.S. context? On the other side, he's fond of financing a capital 
grant, say $10K, to be paid to every citizen at age 18, financed out of a beefier inheritance tax. I don't much care for that one, 
but maybe others in WCEG like it.. If so, it needs work. 

Does this appeal to you and others at WCEG? Give it a thought.

I hope we get to meet up on Friday evening. 

I am going to give you the broad brush strokes of much going on with Earl and me. More than you may want to 
know 

We decided a few months ago that we would move from Los Angeles, 

Our work lives have started to wind down and we feel we are ready for a quieter place with less hubbub and 

less financial 

stress. 

We decided to move to a wonderful little town in the Blue Ridge Mountains of North Carolina called Asheville. It 
is filled with artists, musicians, progressive activists and wonderful restaurants. 

It is on many lists of best places... I have some family there that range in age from 8 to 77 years old. We like 
them very much. 

We bought a little home and planned our move for October 1st. 

About a month ago, I flew to Asheville to spend some time dealing with issues related to the house. I had to 
close escrow, order water, electric, gas, cable, phone, internet. Meet with a contractor to order some changes 
for the house. 

The day I arrived, I got a phone call that Earl was in a serious car accident. 

He was T-boned by a large Lexus . His car was totaled. They had to pry him out of the car. 

He went to the Emergency Room and had a lot of tests. He was sore, bruised, had a terrible headache from a 
concussion and a strained neck but was lucky not to have been more seriously hurt. 

He was very shaken emotionally and also in some shock. A friend came over to our place and stayed overnight 
with him to watch for problems due to his head injury. It later turned out that he had sustained a traumatic brain 
injury. (TBI) 

It gets more complicated. ..When they did a CT scan of his head at the ER, it showed that he had a brain 
tumor. 

The tumor had nothing to do with the accident but was a freakish unexpected find as a result of the accident. 

Given this report, we have tried to stay fairly calm. I flew back to Los Angeles to go to the various specialists 
with him. He is seeing a world class neurosurgeon and neurologist. 

All I can say is life turns on a dime! 

That car accident may end up being a gift. They found the tumor while it is small and before it grew to 

adversely 

affect him. 

The preliminary outlook is good. After a bunch more tests and MRI's 
our neurosurgeon gave us some good news last week. 

The tumor is very probably benign. 

They will watch it for 6 months. 

They will do another MRI to see whether it has grown and how fast it is growing. 

If it does not grow they will likely leave it and monitor it closely. 

If it grows they will remove it before it can negatively affect any neural pathways. 

But for now, Earl is still contending with the trauma of the accident. 

While he should eventually have a FULL recovery from the brain injury, doctors say it can take quite a bit of 
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time. 

He can not drive as long as he is dealing with TBI issues. When ready to drive he will need a new car to 
replace the one that was totaled. 

The neurologist says it will be several months or as much as a year for him to be back to himself. We are 
learning about patience. 

He has difficulty looking at bright light and tolerating loud noise, he can not use a computer for more than a 
few minutes at a time because he gets severe headaches, he has some balance issues and his thinking is a 
bit foggy as is his memory. 

I have been doing all of the driving to appointments. ..as well as serving as patient advocate. 

Lawyers, 

Insurance agent 
Imaging Center 
Neurologists 
Neurosurgeons 

Specialists in Traumatic Brain Injuries. .etc. 

We finally cleaned his personal things out from the towed car ( seeing the car was truly disturbing) 

We are deeply RELIEVED that the darkest scenario really does not seem likely and 

are very GRATEFUL to be near world class doctors as well a a community of friends to support us. 

Personally, I am exhausted. This is a lot to handle. 

I am dealing with the work regarding moving out of Los Angeles, getting our house in North Carolina organized 
via long distance and Earl's medical situation. I feel like I am running on empty. 

All the doctors agree that Earl can fly so as of now we are going forward with our plan to move to Asheville, 
North Carolina 
October 4th. 

We get these reminders of how fragile life is and how we can not take things for granted.

HRC is going to call into Chris Hayes' show this afternoon to do her tax hit. How does this look to you guys? 

Right now, the super-wealthy and big corporations are using every trick in the book to game the system and 
avoid paying billions in taxes.

And the differences between us pale 
compared to what we see on the other side. But we do have differences. 

I’m a progressive who likes to get things done. I measure every policy by whether it’s going to actually 
make life better for working families.

How Europe’s Refugee and Euro Crises 
are Linked

BERLIN — Ever since the euro crisis began six years ago, Germany’s leadership has repeatedly 
emphasized that EU member states have to solve their own problems. As far as many Germans 
were concerned, the euro crisis was a debt crisis that was caused by fiscal irresponsibility in 
individual member states such as Greece. While many elsewhere have argued that the euro crisis 
cannot be resolved until there is a mutualization of eurozone debt, Germans feared this would take 
the pressure off the crisis countries to undertake necessary structural reforms. 

However, the rhetoric has changed since last summer, when it became apparent that a million 
people would seek asylum in Germany in 201 5. Instead of emphasizing self-reliance, German 
politicians and officials can now be heard talking up a collective responsibility to solve European 
problems. They say the refugee crisis, which European heads of government will discuss in Brussels 
this week, is a European problem — not, as Hungarian Prime Minister Viktor Orban said, a “German 
problem.” In other words, in the context of the refugee crisis, they are now saying what many 
elsewhere have long been saying about the euro crisis. In the euro crisis, it was the indebted 
southern member states that wanted Germany to show “solidarity.” Now, however, as hundreds of 
thousands of refugees seek to make their way to Germany, it is Germany that needs “solidarity” from 
other member states — in the form of accepting their “fair share” of asylum seekers...

" Who (if Anyone) Should be Liable for Injuries from Generic Drugs? " 


Abstract : Two recent Supreme Court decisions (PLIVA, Inc. v. Mensing (2011), and Mutual Pharmaceutical v. Bartlett (2013)), have 
essentially removed the threat of liability from generic drug manufacturers. In this paper, we consider three possible liability 
regimes in two simple models of drug market competition and safety research. Specifically, we compare the Everyone Liable (EL) 
regime, where generics face the same liability as branded manufacturers, the No Liability for Generics (NLG) regime, resulting 
from PLIVA and Mutual, where generics face no liability, and a third. Branded Fully Liable (BFL) regime, where a branded 
developer faces liability from injuries caused by a generic version of a drug it has developed. We find that the BFL regime 
generally provides the most efficient incentives to identify side effects and develop an efficient warning. Flowever, the BFL regime 
can lead to overconsumption of the generic drug by patients who should not take the drug at all. For this reason, the EL regime 
may be preferable for a drug where the danger of side effects may outweigh the clinical value, as was alleged in Mutual 
Pharmaceutical v. Bartlett. We find that the NLG regime that resulted from the recent Supreme Court decisions is unlikely to be 
optimal, because it is dominated by BFL when the consumption decision is not important, and inferior to EL when it is very 
important.

Just a suggestion based on my very painful experience.

A policy question. I do go to lunch with my first year students, but I had forgotten that the law school would reimburse for the 
lunches. So the students have been paying for their own meals. I would be delighted to take advantage of the school's policy, 
but I'd be reluctant to institute it mid-semester when 20 of the 36 students in my class have already paid their own way (four 
lunches with five students at each.) 

Would it be possible for me to embrace the policy retroactively, so that I could give $15 to each student who has already gone to 
lunch with me and paid his/her way? The students have selected relatively pricey restaurants, so each has spent $15 or more at 
the lunch. Unfortunately, I didn't save the receipts, as I didn't realize I'd need them. (I don't need to be reimbursed for my own 
lunch; it's just that I don't want some students to feel that they were inequitably treated.) Another option, of course, which I'll 
likely follow if I can't get reimbursement, is to pony up $300 of my own to reimburse these students, so I can take advantage of 
the policy for the remaining sixteen students in my class.

Dear Colleagues: 

I am writing to remind you of two programs designed to encourage you to spend additional quality time 
with our students outside the classroom, or at least in a more festive manner inside the classroom. 

1 . “Take Your First-Year Students to Lunch” Program 

This is an initiative that was launched two years ago and that I have re-upped for this year. This is an 
invitation to all first-year faculty (not just small section profs) to take their first year students to lunch. The 
maximum reimbursement for the faculty member and the student is $15 per person. 

The purpose of this program is to facilitate faculty lunches with small groups of first-year 
students. Please note that this does not replace — it supplements — the program for faculty first-year, 
small section parties. 

To be reimbursed, faculty should save both the credit card receipt and the original restaurant receipt 
(i.e., the one that actually includes the food order), write the name of the program (“Take Your Students 
to Lunch”), and the names of all attendees on the back of the receipt, and give the receipts to one’s 
faculty assistant for processing. 

2. End-of-Semester Parties 

This program has existed for some time. The school will pay up to $250 toward an end-of-semester 
party for each class. (We recognize that this means that large classes are disadvantaged but we need 
to draw the line; so it is clear, no expenses over $250 will be reimbursed, though you may be able to 
take such amounts as a deduction on your taxes.) Typically these involve the delivery of pizza or 
cookies and soda/water in the last, or close to last, class. The $250 cannot be used to pay for alcohol. 
To be reimbursed, faculty should save both the credit card receipt and the original receipt showing the 
substance of the order (i.e., the one that shows the pizza or soda ordered), write the name of the 
program (“End of Semester Party”) and the names of the course and faculty member(s) on the back of 
the receipt, and give the receipts to one’s faculty assistant for processing.

"Each of us has to grapple with some hard truths about race and justice in America. ..When one stops and 
realizes a third of all Black men face the prospect of prison during their lifetimes, what devastating consequences 
that has for their families, and their communities, and all of us.” 

"We have allowed our criminal justice system to get out of balance. And I personally hope that these tragedies 
give us the opportunity to come together as a nation to find our balance again.” 

"I’m very pleased that the Department of Justice will be investigating what happened in Ferguson or Staten 
Island. Those families and those communities and our country deserve a full and fair accounting as well as whatever 
substantive reforms are necessary to ensure equality, justice, and respect for every citizen. ..I support the President’s 
announcement of a task force on policing.” 
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"We all know there are decent, honorable, brave police officers out in our communities every single day, 
inspiring trust and confidence rather than fear and frustration. So let’s learn from the best examples. Let's invest in 
what works."

Before I begin today, I want to say a few words about the pain and frustration that many Americans are feeling about our criminal 
justice system. I know that a lot of hearts are breaking, and we are asking ourselves, ‘Aren’t these our sons? Aren’t these our 
brothers?’ 


I’m very pleased that the Department of Justice will be investigating what happened in Ferguson or Staten Island. Those families 
and those communities and our country deserve a full and fair accounting as well as whatever substantive reforms are necessary 
to ensure equality, justice, and respect for every citizen. 


Now, more broadly, each of us has to grapple with some hard truths about race and justice in America. Because despite all the 
progress we’ve made together, African-Americans, most particularly African-American men, are still more likely to be stopped 
and searched by police, charged with crimes, and sentenced to longer prison terms. And, when one stops and realizes a third of 
all Black men face the prospect of prison during their lifetimes, what devastating consequences that has for their families, and 
their communities, and all of us. The United States has less than five percent of the world’s population, yet we have almost 
twenty-five percent of the world’s total prison population. Now, that is not because Americans are more violent or criminal than 
others around the world. In fact, that is far from the facts. But it is because we have allowed our criminal justice system to get out 
of balance. 


And I personally hope that these tragedies give us the opportunity to come together as a nation to find our balance again. All over 
the country, there are creative and effective police departments demonstrating that it is possible to keep us safe and reduce crime 
and violence without relying on unnecessary force or excessive incarceration. And we all know there are decent, honorable, 
brave police officers out in our communities every single day, inspiring trust and confidence rather than fear and frustration. So 
let’s learn from the best examples. Let’s invest in what works. Let’s make sure that federal funds to state and local law 
enforcement are used to bolster best practices, rather than buy weapons of war that have no place on our streets or contribute to 
unnecessary force or arrests. 


And I support the President’s announcement of a task force on policing that will make recommendations in about 90 days. He’s 
proposed funding for technology and training, which are important steps. But as we move forward, we can’t leave it to 
presidents, governors, mayors, police commissioners and chiefs. 


The most important thing each of us can do is to try even harder to see the world through our neighbors’ eyes. To imagine what it 
is like to walk in their shoes, to share their pain and their hopes and their dreams. These tragedies did not happen in some far- 
away place. They didn’t happen to some other people. These are our streets, our children, our fellow Americans, and our grief. 
Now being here in Massachusetts, a place that has always called itself a commonwealth, I see a history where people slowly but 
surely overcame the obstacles to living in common, recognizing we are all in this together, we can all do better.

BACKGROUND: Hillary Clinton has dedicated her life to ensuring that hardworking Americans can succeed. In uncertain times, 
families need faith that opportunity for their children and grandchildren is alive and well. Hillary Clinton wants the American 
Dream to be a real possibility for every child and every family across our nation. 


Hillary Clinton knows that tomorrow’s shared success starts with today’s child, and her dedication to children 
began long before she ever entered public office. In fact, her first job out of law school was for the newly-formed 
Children’s Defense Fund, an organization she would later chair. 

Hillary Clinton has worked to expand access to early childhood education for children of lower-income 
families. As First Lady of Arkansas, Hillary Clinton introduced her husband to the HIPPY program, which expanded 
early childhood education to economically disadvantaged children. In the Senate, Clinton partnered with Kit Bond in 
an effort to expand voluntary full-day pre-K for children from low-income families. Today, as part of the Too Small to 
Fail Initiative to improve the health and well-being of children five and under, Hillary Clinton is working to close the 
"word gap” for kids in low-income families who often have smaller vocabularies than their classmates. 

Hillary Clinton has worked to increase health coverage for millions of children in low-income and working 
families through the State Children’s Health Insurance Program, a program she helped created as First Lady. In the 
Senate, Hillary Clinton looked for ways to strengthen the program, introducing bills to allow states to expand it. 

Hillary Clinton’s record proves she believes that every American should be able to earn an equal day’s pay for 
an equal day’s work. As a Senator, Hillary Clinton introduced the Paycheck Fairness Act and was an original 
cosponsor of the Lilly Ledbetter Fair Pay Act. 

In the Senate, Hillary Clinton supported increasing the minimum wage and voted repeatedly to protect and 
increase it. She was an original cosponsor of the Fair Minimum Wage Act of 2007, and authored the 2006 and 2007 
Standing with Minimum Wage Act to tie Congressional salary increases to an increase in the minimum wage. 

As a Senator, Hillary Clinton supported progressive tax policies that required millionaires to pay their fair 
share. She opposed tax cuts for the wealthiest Americans and corporations in 2001 and 2003, and she supported a 
variety of middle-class tax cuts, including tax credits for student loan recipients, and keeping in place the tax cuts for 
those who make under $250,000 a year.

HILLARY CLINTON’S RECENT STATEMENTS ON THE MIDDLE CLASS 


In her many public appearances over the past year, Hillary Clinton has continued to advocate for the middle class by 
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In a speech to a women-focused event for Democrat Tom Wolf, "Clinton focused on ‘hard-working families’ 
and restoring America’s luster and a strong middle class with ‘a fresh start.”’ According to Politico, Clinton gave one 
of her strongest political speeches since her 2008 campaign ended in June 2008 as she headlined a women-focused 
event for Democratic gubernatorial Tom Wolf in Pennsylvania. Clinton focused on "hard-working families” and 
restoring America’s luster and a strong middle class with "a fresh start,” as well as women’s pay equity and her gauzy 
first days as a new grandmother. For the first time in months, Clinton’s public talk was neither a dry recitation of 
public policy nor a self-reflection about her tenure as secretary of state.” [Politico , 10/9/14] 

Clinton’s language at a women-focused event for Democrat Tom Wolf was "some of her strongest about 
rebuilding the middle class." According to Politico, "The remarks were some of her strongest about rebuilding the 
middle class. They came after she was accused of being out of touch for her comment in June about being ‘dead broke’ 
when she left the White House, and for giving paid speeches at exorbitant prices.” [Politico , 10/9/14] 

The theme of Clinton’s speech at an event for Pennsylvania gubernatorial candidate Tom Wolf was working 
families. According to BuzzFeed, "The thread running through Clinton’s message here in Pennsylvania, the state she 
won six years ago in a primary against Barack Obama, was working families — a theme she teased repeatedly 
throughout her speech with populist undertones, mentions of her granddaughter, and stories about her own trips as 
a child to Scranton, where Clinton’s father, Hugh, was born to a working-class immigrant family.” [BuzzFeed , 9/9/ 
14] 


In Pennsylvania, Clinton criticized the power of corporations, siding with middle-class families. According to 
the Wall Street Journal, "Though she and her husband have raised more than $1 billion from U.S. companies and 
corporate officials over the last two decades, Mrs. Clinton signaled that she sided with everyday families struggling to 
pay bills and keep afloat. Corporations, she said, ‘seem to have all the rights, but none of the responsibilities of people 
She decried practices that pay women less than men for the same work and took aim at politicians who’ve belittled 
women’s rights. ‘A 20 th century economy will not work for 21 st century families,’ she said." [Wall Street Journal , 9/ 
9/14] 

Hillary Clinton’s speeches are revealing a theme that she would fight to restore and re-open the middle 
class. According to TPM, "The notion of ‘upward mobility’ was central to Clinton's message to the New American 
audience in May. She described it as ‘time-tested wisdom’ that was ‘at the heart of what I believe is the basic bargain 
of America.’... Here is how Clinton described that basic bargain of America, as she sees it, in May: ‘No matter who you 
are or where you come from, if you work hard and play by the rules, you’ll have the opportunity to build a good life for 
yourself and your family.’" [TPM , 9/22/14] 

Hillary Clinton’s speeches are revealing a theme that she can address income inequality and gender 
inequality. According to TPM, “So income inequality has been a big part of the message. But it's also been married to 
inequality between the sexes. At both the New American and CAP events, the same factoid made an appearance: 

That three-quarters of jobs that rely on tips — like ‘waiters, bartenders and hairstylists' as she said on both occasions 
— are held by women.... And she said Thursday that these issues should be used to mobilize voters — in the 2014 
midterms and moving forward.” [TPM , 9/22/14] 

In recent speeches, Clinton has taken a tougher stance on big business, likely in “an effort to find the balance 
between populism and her familiar centrism" she may need in 2016, according to Reuters. According to Reuters, 
"Long viewed as an ally by Wall Street, likely 2016 presidential contender Hillary Clinton has increasingly been 
taking banks and big business to task while on the campaign trail for Democrats across the country.... This is a change 
of tone for the former New York senator, who faced criticism for her Wall Street ties as recently as September, after 
appearing with Goldman Sachs [GS.NJ chief executive Lloyd Blankfein. Allies and analysts see it as an effort to find 
the balance between populism and her familiar centrism that Clinton may need in order to broaden her appeal in a 
potential 2016 Democratic primary contest." [Reuters , 11/2/14] 

During a New Hampshire midterm event, Clinton discussed expanding economic opportunity and raising the 
minimum wage. According to the Boston Globe, "Clinton spoke in New Hampshire about expanding economic 
opportunity, raising the minimum wage, and protecting women's rights. She acknowledged that, across the country, 
there is ‘a lot of anxiety and insecurity.' But the former secretary of state and US senator from New York struck a 
hopeful note: She bookended her remarks talking about her new granddaughter and said seeing another generation 
in the family focuses the mind on what’s important. Clinton said she and her husband were raised to believe the 
American Dream was within your reach if you worked hard. ‘You should not,' Clinton told a packed gymnasium, 'have 
to be the grandchild of a governor or a senator or a former secretary of state or a former president to believe that the 
American Dream is in your reach.’” [Boston Globe , 11/2/14] 

In midterm campaign appearances, Clinton has been echoing populist notes. According to Bloomberg, Clinton 
"has been sounding more populist notes of late as a campaign-trail advocate for Democratic candidates who are on 
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the ballot next week. That's an important turn as she contemplates a run for president in 2016 because Clinton's 
biggest weakness among Democrats, and some Republicans, is the perception that she's too close to Wall Street and 
corporate America.... And the more anti-corporate tone is pleasing to the ears of liberals who have pined for Senator 
Elizabeth Warren, a scourge of Wall Street banks, to challenge Clinton for the Democratic nomination. And, they say, 
it's a message Clinton can use against Republicans because many in the GOP have turned wary of Wall Street and big 
corporations since the 2008 financial crash." [Bloomberg , 10/27/14] 

During a midterm appearance in New York, Clinton clarified earlier comments about companies and job 
creation, while maintaining the same theme: "Clinton’s for the little guy." According to Bloomberg, "Days after 
Republicans feasted on her claim that corporations don't create jobs, Hillary Clinton tried Monday to ‘be absolutely 
clear about what I've been saying for a couple of decades.’ ‘So-called trickle-down economics has failed,’ Clinton said 
as she stumped for Representative Sean Patrick Maloney in New York. ‘Our economy grows when businesses and 
entrepreneurs create good-paying jobs here in an America where workers and families are empowered to build from 
the bottom up and the middle out-not when we hand out tax breaks for corporations that outsource jobs or stash 
their profits overseas.’ While campaigning Friday for Massachusetts gubernatorial candidate Martha Coakley, Clinton 
created a stir-and drew criticism from Republicans-by saying, ‘Don’t let anybody tell you that it’s corporations and 
businesses that create jobs.’. ..The cleaned-up message, though, hits at the same theme: Clinton's for the little guy.” 
[Bloomberg , 10/27/14] 

While campaigning for Democrats in the midterm election, Clinton frequently tells voters that "everyone 
deserves a second chance, a third chance." According to a CNN, an investigation into Clinton's most common lines on 
the trail found that Clinton frequently tells voters, "‘Everyone deserves a second chance, a third chance...’ Clinton has 
focused a great deal on economic populism on the stump, an issue other Democrats thinking about seeking the 
presidency in 2016 have started to tweak Clinton on. ‘Everyone deserves a second chance, a third chance to keep 
going and to make something of themselves,' Clinton said in Iowa earlier this year. ‘That was one of the most 
important lessons of my life.’ Clinton usually uses the line to encourage compassion from a crowd, and to show that 
she has compassion, too.” [CNN , 10/28/14] 

In a San Francisco speech, Clinton revealed some of what may be her economic message: “Who’s on your side? 

’’ According to the Washington Post, “Here in San Francisco on Monday, Clinton gave a spirited call to arms to 
Democrats as she road-tested what is likely to be her economic message if she runs again. The November midterms, 
she said, come down 'to a simple question: Who’s on your side?’ She sounded close to her party’s populist marrow 
when she decried the erosion of economic security for many working Americans, and a long way from her tone-deaf 
remark earlier this year about being ‘dead broke’ when she and Bill Clinton left the White House in 2000. 'It's time to 
elect leaders who will fight for everyone to get a fair shot at the American dream,’ Hillary Clinton said.”

Hillary Clinton’s speeches are revealing a theme that she could finish the economic recovery begun by 
Obama. According to TPM, "Clinton seems to have a handle of the line she wants to toe: Obama saved us from worse 
economic struggles [as his defenders have been saying for years), but the work isn't over. Implicit, of course, is that 
she — if she runs — would finish the job. ‘We haven't seen a full recovery from the economic crash,’ Clinton said 
Thursday at CAP. ‘When the president came in, he deserves an enormous amount of credit for staunching the 
bleeding and preventing a further deterioration and getting us out of that ditch we were in. But we know unless we 
change our policies, a lot of the benefits are not going to be broadly shared.’ ‘It's not just about more jobs for more 
people and better paying jobs,’ she said.

In an interview with PBS this summer, Hillary said : “Bill and I have had terrific opportunities, both of us. ..have 
worked hard, but we’ve been grateful for everything that we’ve been able to achieve, and sadly that’s just not true for 
most Americans today. ..It’s important that we all try to figure out what we’re going to do, and that’s what I’ve done 
my entire life, fighting for a higher minimum wage, or family leave. ..equal pay for equal work. ..I think my record 
speaks for itself."

Lame- Duck Period Brings Lame Attacks 

During the lame-duck session of Congress following the midterm elections and the new Republican Congressional majorities, 
and before the new year of their antics begins, Republican strategists have set themselves to attacking Hillary Clinton in a 
classically Karl Rove style, without the substance to make a salient argument. 


Although these lame-duck-period attacks lack the substance to connect with Americans in a serious way, the strategic nature of 
the attacks demands examination. The right wing is propping up lines of attacks on Clinton’s speaking engagements and other 
points in an attempt to tear down Hillary Clinton’s message of renewing American upward mobility. This is a classic Karl 
Rove strategy of attacking an individual’s strength, rather than a weakness. 


The right wing has pushed over a half-dozen storylines attacking Clinton for her public speaking engagements in the weeks 
following the mid-term elections and has tried to drive multiple other story lines in order to create a false disconnect between 
Clinton and middle-class America. One Washington Times columnist even used Clinton’s speaking engagements and her 
financial successes as evidence to declare her potential candidacy "doomed," before she even makes a decision. 


Why Make These Attacks 

In my November 6 memo detailing Clinton’s emerging themes of economic opportunity and advancing the middle class, I 
noted the rise of these themes and their connections with a cynical electorate. 


"It is no doubt that Clinton herself resonates well with the American people based on exit polling. For example, an exit poll 
conducted by CNN showed that ‘83 percent of Democrats think that she would make a good President.’ Over 40 percent of 
midterm voters said Clinton would make a good president, higher than for any of the four potential 2016 Republican candidates 
also asked about in the NBC News national exit poll , A largely overlooked piece of exit polling suggests, in consideration of 
Clinton’s recent themes, why Americans are gravitating to her vision. When asked about their expectations for the life of future 
generations, 48 percent responded they expected life to be worse, 27 percent about the same and only 22 percent expected life for 
future generations to be better." 


At a time when record numbers of voters are unsure whether or not things will be better for the next generation than the current 
one, Clinton’s message of a renewed American upward mobility is connecting. Clinton’s extensive record of fighting for mobility 
and to advance the middle-class becomes a prime target for the Republican apparatus nationwide looking to attack her strengths. 


Correcting The Record 

Even as the right wing attempts to disparage Clinton’s deep connection with the American middle class as a means to dilute her 
message of a renewed American upward mobility, the reality of Clinton’s personal story, her vision, and her record remains 
unshakeable. 


Clinton's Personal Story 

Hillary Clinton was raised in a middle-class, suburban home in Illinois. Raised as a Republican, she made her own decisions 
about politics and policy to best fight for increased opportunities and a level playing field for all Americans. Long before she 
entered political life, she took her first job as an attorney for the Children’s Defense Fund, following her passion for 
opportunity and equality. 


Clinton's Vision 
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As she campaigned across the country this fall, Clinton laid out her core principles for advancing the middle class, saying , 
"Our economy grows when businesses and entrepreneurs create good-paying jobs here in America and workers and families are 
empowered to build from the bottom up and the middle out." 


She argued against "tax breaks for corporations that outsource jobs or stash their profits overseas.” 


Clinton's Record 

Hillary Clinton has worked to expand access to early childhood education for children of lower-income 
families. As First Lady of Arkansas, Hillary Clinton introduced her husband to the HIPPY program, which expanded 
early childhood education to economically disadvantaged children. In the Senate, Clinton partnered with Kit Bond in 
an effort to expand voluntary full-day pre-K for children from low-income families. Today, as part of the Too Small to 
Fail Initiative to improve the health and well-being of children five and under, Hillary Clinton is working to close the 
"word gap” for kids in low-income families who often have smaller vocabularies than their classmates. 

Hillary Clinton has worked to increase health coverage for millions of children in low-income and working 

families through the State Children's Health Insurance Program, a program she helped created as First Lady. In the 
Senate, Hillary Clinton looked for ways to strengthen the program, introducing bills to allow states to expand it. 

Hillary Clinton’s record proves she believes that every American should be able to earn an equal day’s pay 

for an equal day’s work. As a Senator, Hillary Clinton introduced the Paycheck Fairness Act and was an original 
cosponsor of the Lilly Ledbetter Fair Pay Act. 

In the Senate, Hillary Clinton supported increasing the minimum wage and voted repeatedly to protect and 
increase it. She was an original cosponsor of the Fair Minimum Wage Act of 2007, and authored the 2006 and 2007 
Standing with Minimum Wage Act to tie Congressional salary increases to an increase in the minimum wage. 

As a Senator, Hillary Clinton supported progressive tax policies that required millionaires to pay their fair 
share. She opposed tax cuts for the wealthiest Americans and corporations in 2001 and 2003, and she supported a 
variety of middle-class tax cuts, including tax credits for student loan recipients, and keeping in place the tax cuts for 
those who make under $250,000 a year. 

o Clinton said "that inherited wealth and concentrated wealth is not good for America,” and she has 
consistently voted against repealing the estate tax on millionaires, doing so in 2001, 2002, and 2006. 

Hillary Clinton supported working families going through difficult times through no fault of their own. In 

the Senate, she was a bipartisan leader in the fight to extend emergency unemployment benefits. 


Conclusion 

It is important, now more than ever, not to cede one of Clinton’s greatest strengths - her passion for advancing the middle class 
and renewing American upward mobility - to the right-wing talking points factory and its efforts to sow seeds of mistrust on the 
left. Democrats must not allow the right wing to mount a new "swift-boat" campaign for 2016. 


BACKGROUND 


Clinton On The Middle Class 


HILLARY CLINTON’S RECENT STATEMENTS ON THE MIDDLE CLASS 


In her many public appearances over the past year, Hillary Clinton has continued to advocate for the middle class by 
sharing her vision all over the country: 

In a speech to a women-focused event for Democrat Tom Wolf, "Clinton focused on ‘hard-working families’ 
and restoring America’s luster and a strong middle class with ‘a fresh start.”’ According to Politico, Clinton "gave one 
of her strongest political speeches since her 2008 campaign ended in June 2008 as she headlined a women-focused 
event for Democratic gubernatorial Tom Wolf in Pennsylvania. Clinton focused on ‘hard-working families’ and 
restoring America’s luster and a strong middle class with ‘a fresh start,' as well as women's pay equity and her gauzy 
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first days as a new grandmother. For the first time in months, Clinton’s public talk was neither a dry recitation of 
public policy nor a self-reflection about her tenure as secretary of state.” [Politico , 10/9/14] 

Clinton’s language at a women-focused event for Democrat Tom Wolf was "some of her strongest about 
rebuilding the middle class." According to Politico, "The remarks were some of her strongest about rebuilding the 
middle class. They came after she was accused of being out of touch for her comment in June about being 'dead broke' 
when she left the White House, and for giving paid speeches at exorbitant prices.” [Politico , 10/9/14] 

The theme of Clinton’s speech at an event for Pennsylvania gubernatorial candidate Tom Wolf was working 
families. According to BuzzFeed, “The thread running through Clinton's message here in Pennsylvania, the state she 
won six years ago in a primary against Barack Obama, was working families — a theme she teased repeatedly 
throughout her speech with populist undertones, mentions of her granddaughter, and stories about her own trips as 
a child to Scranton, where Clinton’s father, Hugh, was born to a working-class immigrant family.” [BuzzFeed ,9/9/ 
14] 


In Pennsylvania, Clinton criticized the power of corporations, siding with middle-class families. According to 
the Wall Street Journal, "Though she and her husband have raised more than $1 billion from U.S. companies and 
corporate officials over the last two decades, Mrs. Clinton signaled that she sided with everyday families struggling to 
pay bills and keep afloat. Corporations, she said, 'seem to have all the rights, but none of the responsibilities of people 
...’ She decried practices that pay women less than men for the same work and took aim at politicians who’ve belittled 
women’s rights. ‘A 20 th century economy will not work for 21 st century families,’ she said." [Wall Street Journal , 9/ 
9/14] 

Hillary Clinton’s speeches are revealing a theme that she would fight to restore and re-open the middle 
class. According to TPM, "The notion of ‘upward mobility’ was central to Clinton's message to the New American 
audience in May. She described it as 'time-tested wisdom' that was 'at the heart of what I believe is the basic bargain 
of America.’... Here is how Clinton described that basic bargain of America, as she sees it, in May: 'No matter who you 
are or where you come from, if you work hard and play by the rules, you’ll have the opportunity to build a good life for 
yourself and your family.’” [TPM , 9/22/14] 

Hillary Clinton’s speeches are revealing a theme that she can address income inequality and gender 
inequality. According to TPM, "So income inequality has been a big part of the message. But it’s also been married to 
inequality between the sexes. At both the New American and CAP events, the same factoid made an appearance: 

That three-quarters of jobs that rely on tips — like 'waiters, bartenders and hairstylists’ as she said on both occasions 
— are held by women.... And she said Thursday that these issues should be used to mobilize voters — in the 2014 
midterms and moving forward.” [TPM , 9/22/14] 

In recent speeches, Clinton has taken a tougher stance on big business, likely in "an effort to find the balance 
between populism and her familiar centrism" she may need in 2016, according to Reuters. According to Reuters, 
"Long viewed as an ally by Wall Street, likely 2016 presidential contender Hillary Clinton has increasingly been 
taking banks and big business to task while on the campaign trail for Democrats across the country.... This is a change 
of tone for the former New York senator, who faced criticism for her Wall Street ties as recently as September, after 
appearing with Goldman Sachs [GS.NJ chief executive Lloyd Blankfein. Allies and analysts see it as an effort to find 
the balance between populism and her familiar centrism that Clinton may need in order to broaden her appeal in a 
potential 2016 Democratic primary contest." [Reuters , 11/2/14] 

During a New Hampshire midterm event, Clinton discussed expanding economic opportunity and raising the 
minimum wage. According to the Boston Globe, "Clinton spoke in New Hampshire about expanding economic 
opportunity, raising the minimum wage, and protecting women's rights. She acknowledged that, across the country, 
there is ‘a lot of anxiety and insecurity.' But the former secretary of state and US senator from New York struck a 
hopeful note: She bookended her remarks talking about her new granddaughter and said seeing another generation 
in the family focuses the mind on what’s important. Clinton said she and her husband were raised to believe the 
American Dream was within your reach if you worked hard. ‘You should not,’ Clinton told a packed gymnasium, ‘have 
to be the grandchild of a governor or a senator or a former secretary of state or a former president to believe that the 
American Dream is in your reach.’” [Boston Globe , 11/2/14] 

In midterm campaign appearances, Clinton has been echoing populist notes. According to Bloomberg, Clinton 
"has been sounding more populist notes of late as a campaign-trail advocate for Democratic candidates who are on 
the ballot next week. That’s an important turn as she contemplates a run for president in 2016 because Clinton's 
biggest weakness among Democrats, and some Republicans, is the perception that she's too close to Wall Street and 
corporate America.... And the more anti-corporate tone is pleasing to the ears of liberals who have pined for Senator 
Elizabeth Warren, a scourge of Wall Street banks, to challenge Clinton for the Democratic nomination. And, they say, 
it's a message Clinton can use against Republicans because many in the GOP have turned wary of Wall Street and big 
corporations since the 2008 financial crash." [Bloomberg , 10/27/14] 
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During a midterm appearance in New York, Clinton clarified earlier comments about companies and job 
creation, while maintaining the same theme: "Clinton’s for the little guy." According to Bloomberg, "Days after 
Republicans feasted on her claim that corporations don't create jobs, Hillary Clinton tried Monday to ‘be absolutely 
clear about what I've been saying for a couple of decades.’ ‘So-called trickle-down economics has failed,’ Clinton said 
as she stumped for Representative Sean Patrick Maloney in New York. ‘Our economy grows when businesses and 
entrepreneurs create good-paying jobs here in an America where workers and families are empowered to build from 
the bottom up and the middle out-not when we hand out tax breaks for corporations that outsource jobs or stash 
their profits overseas.’ While campaigning Friday for Massachusetts gubernatorial candidate Martha Coakley, Clinton 
created a stir-and drew criticism from Republicans-by saying, ‘Don’t let anybody tell you that it’s corporations and 
businesses that create jobs.’. ..The cleaned-up message, though, hits at the same theme: Clinton's for the little guy.” 
[Bloomberg ,10/27/14] 

While campaigning for Democrats in the midterm election, Clinton frequently tells voters that "everyone 
deserves a second chance, a third chance." According to a CNN, an investigation into Clinton's most common lines on 
the trail found that Clinton frequently tells voters, "‘Everyone deserves a second chance, a third chance...’ Clinton has 
focused a great deal on economic populism on the stump, an issue other Democrats thinking about seeking the 
presidency in 2016 have started to tweak Clinton on. 'Everyone deserves a second chance, a third chance to keep 
going and to make something of themselves,’ Clinton said in Iowa earlier this year. ‘That was one of the most 
important lessons of my life.’ Clinton usually uses the line to encourage compassion from a crowd, and to show that 
she has compassion, too.” [CNN , 10/28/14] 

In a San Francisco speech, Clinton revealed some of what may be her economic message: “Who’s on your side? 

’’ According to the Washington Post, “Here in San Francisco on Monday, Clinton gave a spirited call to arms to 
Democrats as she road-tested what is likely to be her economic message if she runs again. The November midterms, 
she said, come down ‘to a simple question: Who's on your side?’ She sounded close to her party’s populist marrow 
when she decried the erosion of economic security for many working Americans, and a long way from her tone-deaf 
remark earlier this year about being ‘dead broke’ when she and Bill Clinton left the White House in 2000. 'It's time to 
elect leaders who will fight for everyone to get a fair shot at the American dream,’ Hillary Clinton said.” [Washington 
Post, 10/21/14] 

Hillary Clinton’s speeches are revealing a theme that she could finish the economic recovery begun by 
Obama. According to TPM, "Clinton seems to have a handle of the line she wants to toe: Obama saved us from worse 
economic struggles [as his defenders have been saying for years), but the work isn't over. Implicit, of course, is that 
she — if she runs — would finish the job. ‘We haven't seen a full recovery from the economic crash,’ Clinton said 
Thursday at CAP. ‘When the president came in, he deserves an enormous amount of credit for staunching the 
bleeding and preventing a further deterioration and getting us out of that ditch we were in. But we know unless we 
change our policies, a lot of the benefits are not going to be broadly shared.’ ‘It's not just about more jobs for more 
people and better paying jobs,’ she said. ‘It's making sure that the people themselves get to keep those benefits and 
build that future back that they are so desperate to see for themselves.”' [TPM , 9/22/14] In an interview with 
PBS this summer, Hillary said : "Bill and I have had terrific opportunities, both of us. ..have worked hard, but we’ve 
been grateful for everything that we’ve been able to achieve, and sadly that’s just not true for most Americans 
today. ..It’s important that we all try to figure out what we’re going to do, and that’s what I’ve done my entire life, 
fighting for a higher minimum wage, or family leave. ..equal pay for equal work. ..I think my record speaks for itself.” 

At a speech at the Aspen Ideas Festival in June, Hillary said : "At the end of the day, we’re all on the same team. 
We’re on the American team. And we’ve got to do a better job of getting our economy growing again and producing 
results and renewing the American Dream so that Americans feel that they have a stake in the future and that the 
economy and the political system is not stacked against them, because that will erode the trust that is at the basis of 
our democracy.” 


Women, Peace, and Security 


Hillary Clinton made promoting women’s rights a signature part of her tenure as Secretary of State. She elevated their role in 
peacekeeping efforts and helped inaugurate Georgetown's Institute for Women, Peace, and Security. Recently, she spoke 
about security through inclusive leadership , saying, "Today marks a very important next step. Shifting from saying the right 
things to doing the right things. Putting into action the steps that are necessary to not only protect women and children but to 
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find ways of utilizing women as makers and keepers of peace." As Secretary of State, Hillary Clinton fought to do just that. 


Elevated Role of Women as Peacekeepers 


Under Hillary Clinton, "tradition-bound” bureaus and agencies were pushed "to think differently about the role of 
women in conflicts and peacemaking." In her book Hard Choices, Secretary of State Hillary Clinton wrote, "We had to push 
tradition-bound bureaus and agencies to think differently about the role of women in conflicts and peacemaking, economic and 
democratic development, public health, and more. I didn’t want [the Office of Global Women’s Issues] to be the only place where 
this work was done; rather I wanted it to be integrated into the daily routine of our diplomats and development experts 
everywhere." [Hard Choices, pg. 567, 2014] 


Sec. Clinton "funded aid programs to train women leaders in developing countries for government, civil society, and 
peace negotiations.” "Last week, Georgetown University inaugurated a new Institute for Women, Peace, and Security to research 
the role of women in mitigating global conflicts. The institute was first announced by former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton, 
who made promotion of women’s rights a signature part of her tenure. Clinton funded aid programs to train women leaders in 
developing countries for government, civil society, and peace negotiations. Ambassador Melanne Verveer, who will head the 
Georgetown institute - and ran Clinton’s office for Global Women’s Issues - clearly hopes to build on that legacy in her new role."

Sec. Clinton promoted investing in women and girls because they "build peace and prosperity and political stability 
for everyone.” "The United States is committed to making women and their advancement a cornerstone of our foreign policy not 
just because it’s the right thing to do. Investing in women and girls is good for societies, and it is also good for the future 
prosperity of countries. Women drive our economies. They build peace and prosperity and political stability for everyone — men 
and women, boys and girls." [Statement on International Women’s Day, state.gov , 3/8/12 ] 


Sec. Clinton: "When women participate in peace processes, they tend to focus discussion on issues like human rights, 
justice, national reconciliation, and economic renewal.” In her book Hard Choices, Secretary of State Hillary Clinton wrote, 
"When women participate in peace processes, they tend to focus discussion on issues like human rights, justice, national 
reconciliation, and economic renewal that are critical to making peace. They generally build coalitions across ethnic and 
sectarian lines and are more likely to speak up for other marginalized groups. They often act as mediators and help to foster 
compromise. Yet despite all that women tend to bring to the table, more often than not they’re excluded. Of the hundreds of peace 
treaties signed since the early 1990s, fewer than 10 percent had any women negotiators, fewer than 3 percent had any women 
signatories, and only a small percentage included even a single reference to women. So it’s not too surprising that more than half 
of all peace agreements fail within five years." [Hard Choices, pg. 571, 2014] 


Sec. Clinton pushed equal participation for women in peace efforts in countries affected by war, insecurity, and 
violence. According to the State Department website, the National Action Plan on Women, Peace and Security [NAP] "seeks to 
ensure that women participate equally in preventing conflict and building peace in countries threatened and affected by war, 
violence, and insecurity. The Department’s implementation of the NAP demonstrates its commitment to furthering the 
promotion of gender equality in service of U.S. foreign policy and national security." ["Department of State Implementation of the 
United States National Action Plan on Women, Peace, and Security,” state.gov , 8/15/12 ] 


Sec. Clinton: "We must support women and girls” if we want to support "stable, peaceful societies worldwide." "So if we 

want to support strong democracies, thriving economies, and stable, peaceful societies worldwide, we must support women and 
girls. And that means focusing on a wide range of issues - from working to improve women’s leadership in industries where 
they are currently underrepresented, as Australia has pledged to do in the mining and construction industries, to enforcing and 
strengthening laws that guarantee women’s equal political participation, as Senegal has committed to do, to addressing once and 
for all the problem of nationality laws that discriminate against women and leave they and their families vulnerable to abuse and 
exploitation." [Remarks at the Equal Futures Partnership Launch, state.gov , 9/24/12 ] 


Coordinated National Action Plan on Women, Peace, and Security 


Sec. Clinton coordinated the development of the National Action Plan on Women, Peace, and Security with USAID and 
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the Defense Department. In her book Hard Choices, Secretary of State Hillary Clinton wrote, "I spent years trying to get 
generals, diplomats, and national security policymakers in our own country and around the world to tune in to this reality. I 
found sympathetic allies at the Pentagon and in the White House, including Under Secretary of Defense for Policy Michele 
Flournoy and Admiral Sandy Winnefeld, Vice Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. State, USAID, and Defense got to work on a 
plan that would change the way diplomats, development experts, and military personnel interact with women in conflict and 
postconflict areas. There would be new emphasis on stopping rape and gender-based violence and empowering women to make 
and keep peace. We called it a National Action Plan on Women, Peace, and Security. In December 2011, President Obama issued 
an executive order launching the plan.” [Hard Choices, pg. 572, 2014] 


Under Sec. Clinton’s leadership, America developed "its national action plan to promote the essential role of women 
when it comes to securing peace." According to a Courier-Journal op-ed by Kentucky state legislator Mary Lou Marzian, "With 
the leadership of Secretary of State Hillary Clinton, America joined the ranks of more than 30 countries in developing its national 
action plan to promote the essential role of women when it comes to securing peace. All of this started with a movement of 
women that has risen up across the globe and has been developing through the United Nations." [Mary Lou Marzian, Courier-

The National Action Plan better coordinated U.S. efforts to implement a UN resolution on women and 
peacekeeping. According to a State Department fact sheet, "In this process, the United States has reaffirmed its support for [UN

advance our efforts. The plan will include regular consultation with civil society groups in countries affected by conflict in 
recognition of their knowledge and expertise in the promotion of peace. We also will continue to partner with other countries, 
bilaterally and multilaterally, in support of 1325 principles." ["The United States and UN Security Council Resolution 1325:

Made Fighting Sexual Violence a Peacekeeping Priority 

Sec. Clinton achieved consensus in the UN to make ending sexual violence a priority for global peacekeeping 
missions.

The National Memo: Ready For 2016? Too Bad

By hard pundit law, nonstop media coverage of the 2016 presidential campaign begins on the morning after the 
2014 congressional elections — approximately 18 months before normal Americans want to hear about it. 


However, like the “countdown” to major sporting events, it’s also a cable TV ratings booster. With politicians and 
pundits eager to score TV face time, it’s also cheap and easy to produce. 


So ready or not, here comes Campaign 2016. 


For a monthly magazine like Harper’s to jump the gun by two weeks requires considerable enterprise. “STOP 
HILLARY,” the magazine’s November 2014 cover insists. “Vote No to a Clinton Dynasty.” 


First, a quibble about terminology. A dynasty, properly speaking, is a multi-generational, inherited thing. In an 
American context, it’s legitimate to speak of the Roosevelts, Kennedys and Bushes as dynastic families parlaying 
inherited wealth into political power. 


As author Doug Henwood sniffishly points out, however, Bill and Hillary Clinton are what French aristocrats call 
“arrivistes” — nobodies from nowhere who climbed the power ladder through what he calls the “neoliberal” 
strategy of “nonstop self-promotion.” 


That this cavil would apply to virtually all American politicians seems not to have occurred to Henwood, whose 
loathing of the couple transcends such mundane considerations. To him, the whole case for Hillary Clinton’s 
candidacy “boils down to this: She has experience, she’s a woman, and it’s her turn. It’s hard to find any 
substantive political argument in her favor.” 


Maybe so, maybe not. But then Henwood, writing from the left, seems not to have looked very hard. His essay 
begins and ends with the appraisals of Dick Morris, perhaps America’s least credible political prognosticator. 
Indeed, the author acknowledges in a footnote that Morris’s “pronouncements on both Bill and Hillary should be 
taken with a substantial grain of salt.” 


Even Fox News let Morris go after his forecast of a Mitt Romney landslide went awry. So why feature the man at 
all? 
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For that matter, why am I bothering with Henwood ? 


Two reasons. First, personal disappointment that such slipshod work could appear in Harper’s. Twenty years 
ago, the magazine stuck its journalistic neck out to publish my article and book Fools for Scandal: How the Media 
Invented Whitewater. 


Second, because Henwood’s piece signals the inevitable return of what I call the “Clinton Rules.” Particularly 
when it comes to the couple’s background in darkest Arkansas, no allegation of wrongdoing, regardless of how 
conclusively disproved, has ever disappeared from the national news media. 


That such shoddy standards have become well-nigh universal in American political journalism is no excuse. 
Because everybody involved back in 1 996 understood that calling out The New York Times — which originated 
and sustained the Whitewater hoax — was a serious business, Harper’s actually dispatched a fact checker to 
Little Rock, where we spent several days bulletproofing the manuscript. 


Clearly, no such effort went into Henwood’s essay. 


Basically, the author has performed a simple trick: putting leftward spin on GOP talking points from the 1990s. 
Because everybody’s either forgotten the details or never knew them, it’s possible to make long discredited 
charges of corruption against both Clintons sound plausible again. 


Whitewater, Henwood assures readers, definitely “was not nothing.” 


What it may have been, however, he appears to have no clue. The most basic facts elude him. No, the late Jim 
McDougal’s doomed Madison Guaranty savings and loan did not finance the Clintons’ real estate investment. 
They were never “investors in McDougal’s [other] schemes.” 


Maybe Henwood would better understand the Clintons’ surprising “escape from the Whitewater morass” if he 
grasped that they were basically the victims, not the perps. 


Here’s how Kenneth Starr’s prosecutor Ray Jahn put it in his closing argument at poor, mentally ill Jim 
McDougal’s trial: 


“Why isn’t the President of the United States on trial?. ..Because he didn’t set up any phony corporations to get 
employees to sign for loans that were basically worthless... The president didn’t backdate any leases. He didn’t 
backdate any documents. He didn’t come up with any phony reasons not to repay the property. He didn’t lie to 
any examiners. He didn’t lie to any investors.” 


As for Susan McDougal, yes, it’s true she served 18 months for civil contempt after refusing to testify to a 
Whitewater grand jury in what she saw as a partisan perjury trap. However, it’s also true — if seemingly unknown 
to Henwood — that after Starr’s prosecutors charged her with criminal contempt, she testified for several days in 
open court, and was acquitted. 


Ancient history, yes. But history. The Ray Jahn quote, for example, comes directly from Joe Conason’s and my 
book The Hunting of the President. 
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Regarding Henwood’s pronouncement that it’s “ideologically dubious” of Hillary Clinton to “make friends with her 
Republican colleagues,” readers can judge for themselves. 


However, a journalist who chooses to question a presidential candidate’s character by dragging up 20-year-old 
controversies owes it to readers to know two or three things about them.

Diana Walker’s skill documenting life behind the scenes in Washington D.C. stems directly from her dedication to 
subjects and her often subtle approach to photography.

“I hardly ever spoke unless spoken to — I was not there for myself and I wanted them to ignore me,” she adds. “I 
used to rewind the film looking down and away from them so that I wouldn’t catch their eye or make them think 
they had to speak to me.” 


Walker worked as TIME’S White House photographer for 20 years, capturing five presidencies. In that time, she 
also documented luminaries such as Steve Jobs with the same intimacy she often portrayed in the oval office. 


Starting in 1993 within the White House’s walls, Walker documented Hillary as she moved from her roles as First 
Lady, Senator, Presidential Candidate and, later, Secretary of State. 


“To have the opportunity to photograph somebody for 20 years is such a gift to a photographer,” Walker says, 
“Hillary Clinton, it seems to me, means a lot to women today. I think that she represents the opportunities for 
women in our country.” 


Walker photographed Clinton for TIME up until October 201 1 , when she captured the now-iconic photograph of 
the Secretary of State putting on her shades to check her phone in the belly of a military C41 aircraft. The 
photograph later inspired the meme Texts from Hillary. 


Is she responsible for Hillary becoming an online icon of cool? “I would love to have that reputation, ” Walker 
says, laughing. “I think we would all like to be cool at some stage in our lives.”

STATEN ISLAND, N.Y. - The election is still two years away, and a lot can change in that time, but GOP Rep. 
Michael Grimm said he already knows who the most formidable Democratic candidate will be: Hillary Clinton. 


"I think it's going to be very difficult for the Republicans to beat Hillary Clinton," Grimm (R-Staten Island/Brooklyn) 
told the Advance Editorial Board, where he appeared with Democratic challenger Domenic M. Recchia Jr. "So I 
think that a lot of work has got to go into it." 


But Hillary is only one obstacle for the Republicans, Grimm said. The other problem is within the party itself, with 
presidential primaries pulling candidates further and further rightward. 


"If we continue to have primaries that push the Republican Party so far to the right, then we'll never win the 
presidency again," Grimm said. "We can't do that. We cannot be so far to the right that we're not inclusive, and 
we're losing out on the 70 percent of Americans that are either center-right or center-left, who are somewhat 
independent." 


Said Grimm, "That's the biggest issue I see for the Republican Party." 


Recchia is already four-square behind Hillary for president, even though the former Secretary of State, U.S. 
Senator from New York and First Lady has yet to declare her candidacy for 2016. 


"I support Hillary," he said. "Let's see her be the first woman president. I think it would be great." 


But Grimm said Hillary also faces a big challenge on the road to the White House: "The debacle and absolute 
atrocity of Benghazi." 


"I think the cover-up of Benghazi is going to be a big issue," Grimm said, referring to the attack on the U.S. 
Diplomatic Mission there. "And just a lot of the failures that have happened as Secretary of State, it's going to be 
a big issue for Hillary Clinton." 


But even with that being said, Grimm added, "The Republicans still have to come up with someone that's 
electable. And getting through that primary process, I think, is the biggest challenge to the Republican Party." 
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"I think Hillary's electable," Recchia said. "I think she'll be able to overcome those issues."

Chuck Todd hopes the media has "grown up" and will avoid sexist coverage of Hillary Clinton's potential 2016 
presidential run. 


In the final installment of Media Matters' three-part interview series with Todd, the new Meet the Press host 
discusses the challenges facing media outlets covering a possible Clinton White House bid. 


During her 2008 presidential run, Clinton faced near-constant sexism from the press. Asked whether things 
might be different if Clinton chooses to run in 2016, Todd explained he'd "like to think the media's grown up 
about that." Nonetheless, he cautioned, "Identity politics can sometimes bring out the worst in people on the left 
and right." 


According to Todd, the Clintons' decades-long presence in the public eye presents challenges for both her 
potential campaign and for reporters that might eventually cover it. 


In a September interview with PBS host Charlie Rose, Todd said that the press often misrepresents the idea that 
there is a "Clinton fatigue problem," explaining that the "fatigue" actually rests with the press and not people in 
the Democratic Party, with whom the former secretary of state is very popular. Todd expanded on those 
comments to Media Matters, saying that media outlets need to avoid "'been there, done that' disease." 


Todd said that outlets need to utilize their long history of covering Clinton while being wary of "preconceived 
notions" and employing a "fresh set of eyes." 


Clinton herself recently lamented the tendency of the press to focus on "the best angle, quickest hit, the biggest 
embarrassment" at the expense of more substantive news. Todd agreed with Clinton, saying that "what gets the 
attention and what gets clicks" for political reporters is "the gotcha moment." But he added that "the media isn't 
doing it on their own." Pointing to the proliferation of opposition research on both sides, Todd said that while it 
used to be utilized by the press merely to highlight hypocrisy, it's turned into "where's every negative thing I can 
find." 


'So it doesn't matter how responsible 70 percent of the journalism community is," Todd said. "There's always a 
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30 percent chunk that is willing to just take whatever's handed them." He added, "it doesn't matter if the 
mainstream media is responsible when you have the 10,000 other outlets to get below-the-belt stuff out, right?" 


The first part of the interview series covered Todd's thoughts on the media's handling of scandals and crises. 
Part two focused on Todd's goals for Meet the Press. 


Relevant transcript from Todd's Media Matters interview has been published with each part. 


Answers covered in part three are below: 


MEDIA MATTERS: Now, you talk about 2016. Hillary Clinton criticized the press just recently for making it harder 
for qualified candidates who want to serve in office and run. She said that rather than giving people information 
so they can make decision -- so they can be decision-makers, the press is overly focused on, quote, "the best 
angle, quickest hit, the biggest embarrassment." 


TODD: Right. 


MEDIA MATTERS: Do you think the press focuses too much on that kind of politics of destruction and not 
enough on policies? 


TODD: Well, I definitely think it -- 


MEDIA MATTERS: And how does that affect — 


TODD: Well, here's the thing. I think that there's an array of press out there that does everything. I think that 
what gets the attention and what gets clicks, is what? Right? Is sort of the gotcha moment, right? But what I'm 
curious about -- every candidate that complains about this, are they going to not have opposition researchers 
feeding the press? I mean, I'm not saying -- look, the press should be grown up enough to say, "Well, what am I 
doing?" But this is a two-way street. We're destroying the process together here. The media isn't doing it on their 
own. 


MEDIA MATTERS: No. And you're obviously -- you have a whole hour to get more in-depth on things -- 


TODD: That's right, so I don't have this issue that -- 


MEDIA MATTERS: But it is something that's out there -- 


TODD: But my feeling is -- 


MEDIA MATTERS: No? 
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TODD: Opposition research - look, here's what's happened. Right? The world of opposition research used to be 
an attempt to find out what in somebody's background can we make the case that they're sort of, they're 
hypocritical on Issue X. You know, that they haven't practiced what they've been preaching. Right? Which is, on 
one hand -- that's essentially what it was about. But it's now turned into basically, where's every negative thing I 
can find? And there's always an outlet to get it out there. 


So it doesn't matter how responsible 70 percent of the journalism community is. There's always a 30 percent 
chunk that is willing to just take whatever's handed them. And just to take viral video and post it as fact, or just to 
take tracker video and just put it out there. So, I agree with her statement. I think that the entire process — and I 
start with the oligarchs, the billionaires that are like, we're spending -- those guys are spending more money 
collectively in these races than the campaigns themselves, OK? I think it starts there. 


So, you're an average public -- you're somebody that would like to get involved in public service. Here's the 
system you may be climbing into. You have issues you care about, but a super PAC may decide what issues you 
get to debate. You don't. 


MEDIA MATTERS: Sure. 


TODD: That's number one. Number two, let's say you've been successful in your community -- whatever you've 
been doing. Working in the public space, working in the private space, whatever it is. Your personal reputation is 
going to get scrubbed, shall we say. Let me be kind about this. Everybody's past has something that may look 
bad in a moment, even if it wasn't that bad at the time. And all of that gets drug out. So you have the very real 
possibility that your personal reputation could be in tatters by the end of the campaign. And if you lose, you've 
got to go back to your old job. And can you effectively do it? It becomes almost like, it's very risky now for your 
personal reputation, just because of the way opposition research works now, the way the press has less and less 
sort of, filter, in basically -- and again, it doesn't matter if the mainstream media is responsible when you have 
the 10,000 other outlets to get below-the-belt stuff out, right? 


So, now you're this candidate, so you have to weigh that. Oh, and then let's say you get to the Senate and 
Congress, and you find out unless you're in leadership, you have no say. You have no ability to actually get 
legislation passed anymore, the way the system is worked. And then you end up finding out that whoever you 
hire, they're going to be with you for two years, and then they're going to flip, go across the street, and become 
a lobbyist and make 10 times your salary. OK? 


That's the definition of a system on the brink of breaking. Because what you then do is, you then end up with 
candidates -- you have a harder time -- the smartest, most successful people suddenly think public service is too 
much of a risk, and there's too little reward. 


MEDIA MATTERS: Oh yeah, and so a lot of people are staying out -- 


TODD: So they pass -- correct. So, that's when I say I agree with her. But to lay the blame just at the feet of the 
press? We've got a whole lot of other players. 


MEDIA MATTERS: Now, another thing about Clinton that you mentioned, you said about "Clinton fatigue" that it's 
a press corps problem and that it really -- 


TODD: The press have it. Press fatigue, not the public, yeah. 
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MEDIA MATTERS: How do you think reporters — 


TODD: Well, I think it's a huge issue. 


MEDIA MATTERS: How do you think reporters who are already bored, maybe, with fatigue, could affect news 
coverage? And can she -- 


TODD: It can happen. 


MEDIA MATTERS: -- get a fair shake? 


TODD: Look, this is a constant question, so I have a little test I do with myself. And I try to self-check, and I try to 
get people who work for me to self-check. Which is what I call, don't get "been there, done that" disease. OK? It 
happens a lot in politics. And when you have "been there, done that" disease, then you just assume that an 
African-American can't win Southern states, or you just assume -- you know what I mean? You make 
assumptions that were true until they're not. Right? The beauty of a democracy is that eventually, everything that 
you think you know changes. And then there is a new "everything you need to know," and then it changes, right? 

I mean, you can just sometimes look at it just on -- do you know almost every state in the union has been a swing 
state at one point in time? Right? And it just ~ because things change. Everything changes. It's constantly 
changes. Now, it happens incrementally, and then all of a sudden, a decade later, you look back and went, "Oh 
my god. New Jersey's no longer a swing state. It's solid blue." Well, that isn't the way it started in 1992. Anyway, 
but that's just doing, you know, -- so -- 


MEDIA MATTERS: How does this affect Hillary [unintelligible] - 


TODD: How this affects Hillary is, I think there's going to be — 


MEDIA MATTERS: -- with this approach by the press? 


TODD: -- a lot of a reporters who feel like they've been covering the Clintons -- and look, some of us have, in 
some form or another -- for 24 years. 


MEDIA MATTERS: Sure. 


TODD: Right? You have a built-up history. That's -- a good thing to have is history. At the same time, it can also 
lead to preconceived notions about somebody. And so I think that every news organization should say to 
themselves, "You need a" -- on somebody -- you need -- I think you need that history -- that matters -- and you 
need a fresh set of eyes. Right? You need a little bit of both. Now -- and this is then a challenge then for the 
Clinton campaign, is they also have preconceived notions about the media. 


MEDIA MATTERS: Yes.

MEDIA MATTERS: You mean the last time she ran?

If you were to say what was the one -- here was the most polished - think about 
Bill Clinton, right? Here was the most polished politician who understood 20th century media as well as anybody -

with the -- you know, you're traveling -- a different set of travelling press corps and every print reporter carrying 
a camera, you know what I mean?

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TODD: Well, what I was saying is that this was a part of, does she match with where the Democratic Party is 
today, ideologically? Right? That was about where I think the Democratic Party is certainly to the left of where 
she was in '07. Now, you can argue that she has been sort of on political hiatus domestically, right? That she has 
been -- when you are serving as secretary of state, you actually are not allowed to be in the political realm, 
right? 


MEDIA MATTERS: Right. 


TODD: You are not allowed to be in campaigns, things like that. So I think that was the statement I made. I know 
some of the critics -- it's always funny to me sometimes when people want to get mad at a reporter for something, 
they do the same thing that they get mad at reporters for doing, which is, they don't look for context. They just 
want to criticize the sound bite, rather than saying, "Well, what was the full context of what they were talking 
about?" And of course the second, third, and fourth sentences were about, where is ideologically the Democratic 
Party today? Is it closer to Elizabeth Warren or is it closer to Hillary Clinton? 


MEDIA MATTERS: So it wasn't so much that she was a woman, the first woman, it was more about -- 


TODD: Well, right. But the point is, she is able to overcome what I think are some potentially stark ideological 
differences -- 


MEDIA MATTERS: Because she would be the first woman? 


TODD: I'm sorry, I think somebody's on -- the ability to elect the first woman president. And the enthusiasm that's 
truly there in the rank-and-file inside the Democratic Party I think can overcome the ideological differences that 
are inside of the party, that she could have. And that's why I said if she were running, if it weren't the 
phenomenon of, "OK, let's break this glass ceiling," there'd be more focus and attention and more concern 
perhaps in the progressive community about her ideological instincts. I think she's instinctually probably not 
necessarily where the progressive movement wants to go. 


MEDIA MATTERS: How about - let me ask you this, and I know we're probably running out of time -- 


TODD: And that's where -- that's the common -- that's the point I was trying to make. 


MEDIA MATTERS: I want to get as many questions in as I can, because I appreciate your time. 


TODD: Yeah, I have about three minutes, [inaudible] 


MEDIA MATTERS: How about the sexist claims of coverage about her in 2008? Do you think there'll be more of 
that or will that kind of tone down? 


TODD: Look, I don't know. I think that's always an -- if -- 1 don't have a good answer on that. You have to put 
yourself -- 1 have not walked in the shoes of somebody who's had treatment like that, right? So, I feel like I'm not 
an expert on deciding what's sexist and not sexist. I'd like to think that there isn't going to be sexist coverage.

Identity politics can sometimes bring out the worst in people on the left 
and right. But I think for the most part -- 1 would like to think that in the mainstream media, you're not going to see

been a lot of -- Fox has got a lot of inaccuracies out there and piled on. 60 Minutesobviously had a big mistake 
last year -- 


TODD: I can only defend what we've reported and what we've done.

BARRON'S INTERVIEW 

Why Beijing’s Troubles Could Get a Lot Worse 

Bank rate cuts and anticorruption campaign are unlikely to stave off woes, says Anne Stevenson-Yang.

Few foreigners know China as intimately as Anne Stevenson-Yang does. She has spent the bulk of her 
professional life there since first arriving in 1985, working as a journalist, magazine publisher, and software 
executive, with stints in between heading up the U.S. Information Technology office and the China operations of 
the U.S. -China Business Council. She’s now research director of J Capital, an outfit that works for foreign 
investors in China doing fundamental research on local companies and tracking macroeconomic developments. 

Among other things, J Capital conducts trips for hedge fund managers, U.S. corporate executives, and bankers 
all over the Middle Kingdom, relying on Stevenson-Yang’s roster of government officials, Communist Party 
leaders, financiers, small- business operators, and ordinary citizens to take the pulse of economic and political 
condition.

An American, Stevenson-Yang, 56, is fluent in Mandarin, although her husband, a former People’s Liberation 
Army intelligence officer, and their two adult children sometimes mock her accent. For Stevenson-Yang, who 
toted Chairman Mao Zedong’s Little Red Book in high school, her years in China have given her a skeptical view 
of the nation’s miraculous growth. Her disenchantment arises from the stark inequality of wealth and opportunity, 
the thuggishness of the Communist elite, and the amount of chicanery and accounting fraud engaged in by 
Chinese companies and government organs. Read on to find out why she thinks that China has entered the 
early stages of slowing expansion, severe credit problems, and potential instability. 

Barron’s: Investors seem far more concerned about Europe’s sinking into economic despond than slowing 
growth in China. Are they whistling past the graveyard? 

Stevenson-Yang: I think so. China, for all its talk about economic reform, is in big trouble. The old model of 
relying on export growth and heavy investment to power the economy isn’t working anymore. 

Sure, the nation has been hugely successful over recent decades in providing its people with literacy, a decent 
life, basic health care, shelter, and safe cities. But starting in 2008, China sought to counter global recession 
with huge amounts of ill-advised investment in redundant industrial capacity and vanity infrastructure 
projects — you know, airports with no commercial flights, highways to nowhere, and stadiums with no teams. The 
country is now submerged by the tsunami of bad debt that begets further unhealthy credit growth to service this 
debt. The recent lowering of benchmark deposit rates by the People’s Bank of China won’t accomplish much 
because it won’t offer more income to households. It also gave China’s biggest banks the discretion to raise their 
deposit rates back up to old levels, which would give them a competitive advantage 

How bad can the situation be when the Chinese economy grew by 7.3% in the latest quarter? 

People are crazy if they believe any government statistics, which, of course, are largely fabricated. In China, the 
Heisenberg uncertainty principle of physics holds sway, whereby the mere observation of economic numbers 
changes their behavior. For a time we started to look at numbers like electric-power production and freight traffic 
to get a line on actual economic growth because no one believed the gross- domestic-product figures. It didn’t 
take long for Beijing to figure this out and start doctoring those numbers, too. 

I put much stock in estimates by various economists, including some at the Conference Board, that actual 
Chinese GDP is probably a third lower than is officially reported. And as for the recent International Monetary 
Fund report calling China the world’s biggest economy on a purchasing-power-parity basis, how silly was that? 
China is a cheap place to live if one is willing to eat rice, cabbage, and pork, but it’s expensive as all get out once

you factor in the cost of decent housing, a car, and health care. 

I’d be shocked if China is currently growing at a rate above, say, 4%, and any growth at all is coming from 
financial services, which ultimately depend on sustained growth in the rest of the economy. Think about it: 
Property sales are in decline, steel production is falling, commercial long-and short-haul vehicle sales are 
continuing to implode, and much of the growth in GDP is coming from huge rises in inventories across the 
economy. We track the 400 Chinese consumer companies listed on the Shanghai and Shenzhen stock markets, 
and in the third quarter, their gross revenues fell 4% from a year ago. This is hardly a vibrant economy. 

How bad do you see things getting? 

I hate to wear sackcloth, since in late 201 1 I became quite bearish and yet a sharp dose of government stimulus 
managed to steady the economy. By our calculations, since June the central government directly and indirectly 
has added more than $400 billion of stimulus and relaxed lending terms for housing purchases. Yet, every 
spasm of new stimulus seems less and less effective in boosting the economy. 

So most likely, China is sinking into a deflationary recession that’s increasing in speed and may take some time 
to run its course. Investors have lost faith in the property market, which alone comprises about 20% of GDP, 
when taking into account the entire supply chain, from iron-ore production to construction to related financial 
services and appliance sales. Employment and wage compensation will suffer. Consumption will continue to 
suffer. There’s even an outside possibility that China’s economic miracle could end up in a fiery crash landing, if 
a surge in banking-system loan defaults outruns government regulators’ attempt to contain such a credit crisis 
and restore financial confidence. 

What are some of the other signs of economic malaise? 

A big one is increasing capital flight from China on the part of wealthy Chinese, and corporations using phony 
trade invoicing and other ploys to get around the country’s capital controls. This trend so far has been masked 
by the influx of hot money into China to take advantage of its higher money-market rates, strong foreign direct 
investment, and, of course, China’s positive trade balance. 

But something curious is happening. In the third quarter, China’s vaunted foreign-currency reserve balance 
actually declined by $100 billion, to $3.89 trillion. Sales of luxury foreign brands are faltering. Clearly, a lot of 
wealthy Chinese are rushing to cut back on in-country assets and get money offshore. If one has the ability to 
own a house in Sydney over an apartment in suburban Shenzhen, the choice is obvious. 

Rampant capital flight could turn into a rout given the ridiculous concentration of wealth in China, cutting the 
seemingly impregnable foreign reserves dramatically. 

Any other worries? 

The giant government economic-stimulus programs since 2008 are rapidly losing their effectiveness. The reason 
is simple. Much of the money has been squandered in money-losing industrial projects and vanity infrastructure 
spending that make no economic sense beyond supplying temporary bump-ups in GDP growth. China is riding 
an involuntary credit treadmill where much new money has to be hosed into the economy just to sustain ever- 
mounting bad-debt totals. Capital efficiency, or the amount of capital it takes to generate a unit of GDP growth, 
has soared as a result. 

And what about the much-predicted popping of the Chinese real estate bubble? 

It is already under way, though in seeming slow motion. Government price data, such as its 70-city report, aren’t 
all that helpful since the numbers are cherry-picked and manipulated. But we do know that sales volume has 
been dropping this year. 

The Chinese home real estate market, mostly units in high-rise buildings, is truly bizarre. Many Chinese regard 
apartments as capital-gains machines rather than sources of shelter. In fact, there are 50 million units in China 
that are owned but vacant. The owners won’t rent them because used apartments suffer an immediate haircut in 
value. 

It’s as if the government created a new asset class that no one lives in. This fact gives lie to the commonly held 
myth that the buildout of all these empty towers and ghost cities is a Chinese urbanization play. The only city folk 
who don’t own housing are the millions of migrant laborers continuously flocking to Chinese cities. Yet, they can’t 
afford the new housing. 
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What would be the impact of a significant drop in Chinese housing prices? 

We’ve talked about housing’s immense weight in national GDP. Likewise, a huge proportion of financial assets in 
China both in the banking and shadow-banking system are exposed to the real-estate market. All of China’s 
major corporations are speculating on residential real estate with either cash reserves or borrowed money. Who 
wants to build, say, a shipbuilding plant when a company thinks it can make a lot more speculating in the housing 
market? 

Families have more than half of their wealth in housing, including the less affluent in recent years who have 
taken to buying fractional shares in luxury apartments and town houses. Local governments, which rely on land 
sales to developers and real estate transfer taxes for something like 35% of their revenue, would be in a bad 
way in a housing-price bust. The psychology bolstering the housing market is changing despite all the efforts of 
the government to control prices. People are starting to realize that housing isn’t a one-way street to future 
wealth, and selling pressures are starting to build. 

Conventional wisdom holds that China has plenty of levers it can pull to stave off severe economic contraction 
and any debt crisis. Do you agree? 

Not really. Take, for example, the $3.9 trillion foreign-currency reserves that we discussed. Many people regard 
it as a giant piggy bank that can be tapped at will to rectify any financial problem. But the reserve is only good for 
defending the yuan and is a lot less liquid than many people realize. And as we pointed out, capital flight could 
dramatically diminish the size of the reserve. 

Interestingly, liquidity seems to be a growing problem in China. Chinese corporations have taken on $1.5 trillion 
in foreign debt in the past year or so, where previously they had none. A lot of it is short term. If defaults start to 
cascade through the economy, it will be more difficult for China to hide its debt problems now that foreign 
investors are involved. It’s here that a credit crisis could start. 

Bad debt in China never seems to get written down. The huge pile of nonperforming bank loans that Beijing 
assumed earlier in the millennium in order to be able to take its major banks public still sits on the balance 
sheets of various asset-management companies. 

All that the government can do is hose down economic problems with more and more cash. Certainly, such 
investment has proved a powerful tool, but you shouldn’t mistake wanton money creation with omnipotence. 

You don’t put much stock in the rhetoric of President Xi Jinping’s administration about economic reform, giving 
wider sway to free-market principles, and bolstering Chinese consumer spending. 

I see such moves as unlikely to occur anytime soon. [Beijing] will be hampered in carrying out such policies by 
special-interest groups and the Xi patronage network’s desire to maximize their slice of what may well be a 
diminishing pie. China has to invest more and more at falling rates of return just to keep growth going. Thus, by 
necessity, consumption has to decline as a proportion of GDP. 

Can you expand on your feelings on Xi Jinping and his first two years in power? He has captivated the foreign 
press with his seemingly unassuming manner, glamorous entertainer wife, and the wide diplomatic swath he cut 
at the Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation summit in Beijing. 

In my opinion, the press is somewhat guilty of willing suspension of disbelief on developments in China. Xi’s 
agenda of Confucian [moral] purification has nothing to do with opening up the economy or social reform. He 
wants to bolster the power of the Communist Party and tamp down the cynicism about the system that is 
increasing in China. This explains in large part his bellicosity in the South China Sea, quashing of dissent on the 
Internet and elsewhere, and heavy-handed attacks on non-Han populations like the Uighurs. He openly disdains 
Western democratic values. 

Of the same piece is China’s attacks on foreign companies and brands on the grounds of claimed antimonopoly 
practices, discriminatory pricing, corruption, and inadequate product quality. Chinese state-owned companies 
and firms in which party members are invested, however, are largely exempt from such scrutiny. In a state 
economy like China’s, the playing field is increasingly tilted so ultimate gains go to Chinese companies. 

As for Xi’s much-ballyhooed anticorruption campaign inside China, it offends me that international media depict it 
as a good-governance effort. What’s really going on is an old-style party purge reminiscent of the 1950s and 
1960s with quota-driven arrests, summary trials, mysterious disappearances, and suicides, which has already 
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entrapped, by our calculations, 100,000 party operatives and others. The intent is not moral purification by the Xi 
administration but instead the elimination of political enemies and other claimants to the economy’s spoils. 

OK, Anne, on that happy note, let’s conclude.

Turing Commits to Modest Price Reduction on a Drue 
By ANDREW POLLACKNOV. 3, 2015 

Turing Pharmaceuticals, which ignited a firestorm by acquiring a 62-year-old drug and increasing its price fiftyfold overnight, said 
on Tuesday that it would lower the price somewhat by the end of the year and take steps to broaden financial support to 
patients. 

But the company, in a meeting on Tuesday in Washington with some of its critics, did not say how much the price would be 
lowered. In an interview with an H.I.V. activist this week, however, Martin Shkreli, the former hedge fund manager who founded 
and runs Turing, said the reduction would be on the order of 10 percent, an amount not likely to mollify many people. 

"Since acquiring Daraprim three months ago, our top priority has been to ensure that patients who need Daraprim have ready, 
affordable access to it," the company said in a letter given to the groups it met with on Tuesday. 

Sean Dickson, a member of one of the groups, said in an interview after the meeting that he welcomed the company's intention 
to fix the problems caused by the price increase but said the group was dissatisfied with the lack of specifics. "We don't have any 
concrete understanding of the revised price or changes to patient assistance programs," said Mr. Dickson, who is manager for 
health care access at the National Alliance of State & Territorial AIDS Directors. 

Daraprim, which won regulatory approval in 1953, is the main drug used to treat toxoplasmosis, a parasitic infection that can 
cause serious neurological and other problems in babies, people with AIDS and others with compromised immune systems. 

Turing, a start-up based in New York, paid $55 million to acquire Daraprim and raised the price from $13.50 a tablet to $750. When 
the move came to light in mid-September, it stoked outrage about drug prices and made Mr. Shkreli, 32, an object of scorn. Within 
days, he said he would lower the price, but did not say when or by how much. 

Mr. Shkreli has argued that Daraprim is still underpriced compared to modern drugs that treat serious diseases and that Turing 
will use the money from the higher price to develop better drugs for toxoplasmosis. 

Even at the higher price, he has said, the drug will not be a burden on health care spending because it is so rarely used. Fie has 
also said that many of the pills are sold for a penny apiece under federally mandated discount programs and that patients never 
go without the drug for financial reasons. 
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But some doctors say the higher price has made it difficult for them to obtain the drug. 

National guidelines for treating toxoplasmosis in people with AIDS were revised last month to suggest other options when 
Daraprim, known generically as pyrimethamine, was not available. 

Dr. Rebecca Zadroga, an infectious-disease specialist at Hennepin County Medical Center in Minneapolis, said she had to choose 
a different, possibly less effective therapy aimed at making sure the infection did not flare up again in a young man recently 
treated for toxoplasmosis in his brain. 

"I'm in a holding pattern with a third-line drug hoping it works and he doesn't have further problems," Dr. Zadroga said, adding 
that the man was only now regaining the ability to walk and would have to remain on the maintenance therapy for months 

When the price had not been reduced a month after Mr. Shkreli's promise, more than 150 organizations sent Turing an open letter 
urging it to rescind the price increase and to broaden patient access programs. Representatives of several of those groups, 
including the HIV Medicine Association, the Infectious Diseases Society of America and the Treatment Action Group, met with Mr. 
Shkreli and other Turing executives on Tuesday. 

The Turing executives handed them a letter in response to the open letter. Among other points, it said the company's patient 
assistance program would be expanded to offer Daraprim free to people with incomes up to 500 percent of the federal poverty 
level. A program from a former owner of the drug covered people with incomes up to only 200 percent of the federal poverty level. 

Mr. Shkreli declined a request for comment about the meeting. 

He was more forthcoming in an interview with Josh Robbins, an H.I.V. activist and blogger. In that interview, posted on Monday, 
Mr. Shkreli said he would most likely lower the price a "modest" amount, perhaps 10 percent, maybe by Thanksgiving and 
definitely by Christmas. 

He said that the issue was not so much the list price, since patients typically do not pay that, but rather the cost to hospitals of 
stocking the drug. Those hospitals not eligible for the discounted penny-per-pill price had to pay up to $75,000 for a bottle of 100, 
even though most hospitals see no cases of toxoplasmosis in any given year. 

"Why the heck should they buy a $75,000 bottle from us and sit there and watch it collect dust?" Mr. Shkreli said. 

He said that while he expected big hospitals to pay the full price, Turing would offer substantial discounts, perhaps 25 to 50 
percent, to smaller hospitals. He also said Turing would come out with a smaller bottle, with perhaps 30 pills, to lower the cost 
of stocking the drug.

John -- Sorry for the late response, though hopefully this will get to you before dinner, which I think is at 8. I've 
been with the Afghans almost all day on the Hill and elsewhere, without access to my BB. Ghani's speech there 
was excellent; I'll send you a separate email with Congressional highlights. 

Thanks very much for checking in, and for attending the dinner last night as well. I know both Ghani and 
Abdullah really appreciated your presence. As I mentioned to you last night, the visit has been overwhelmingly 
positive, both on messaging/optics, and substance. The only negative aspect was a somewhat muted Afghan 
disappointment to the President's decision on troops -- though they welcomed the flexibility in 2015, they did not 
want the WH's reiteration of a commitment to an Embassy-based presence by the end of 201 6. But I hope 
they've now concluded that it's only in their interest to spin the decision as a positive, though you may want to 
ask Ghani his honest reaction to that and how he plans to message the POTUS decision in Kabul. 

So I think the key messages for Ghani tonight are: 

- Trip Achievements: Thanks for the excellent address to the Joint Session today; it was exactly what Congress 
and US stakeholders wanted to hear in terms of expressed appreciation and a commitment to get your own 
house in order to be a good partner. As you heard, Congress particularly appreciated your message on such 
issues as a commitment to women's rights and economic sustainability, including anti-corruption. You and 
Abdullah did an excellent job or revitalizing the partnership and demonstrating the credibility and durability of the 
unity government. How do you plan to message what you achieved in this trip once you return home? 

~ Necessity of Urgent Action/Implementation and Prioritization: As you likely heard from the USG participants, 
coming out of this trip is time for urgent action. You accomplished quite a bit the last week in Kabul, and now is 
the time to go back to Kabul and demonstrate that the unity government can function well. Amongst everything 
you laid out, what are your top few priorities on your reform agenda, and what are the strategies for achieving 
them? Get your Cabinet nominees confirmed. Is there a plan for a unified political strategy to get all the 
candidates confirmed, given the experience the first round? Start getting your Ministries actually running and 
producing benefits for the Afghan people. Focus on building capacity there and empowering Ministries, rather 
than seeking to do everything out of the palace, which isn't sustainable. The best way you have to demonstrate 
that Afghanistan continues to deserve the investments of international partners -- both continued security and 
economic support — is to show that your government is well-functioning and producing results. [Kerry told them 
both to "act with the urgency that every week is like the week before you come to Washington," given after 
months of bickering, they finally nominated most of their remaining Cabinet Ministers, issued the electoral reform 
commission decree, and are close to completing an IMF program.] 

-- Unity Government: Leverage Abdullah's qualities and put him to work in helping to execute the government's 
initiatives, including on electoral reform now that the decree has been issued. Give him portfolios that he can 
oversee and help to implement. Make him vested in the government's functioning. And most importantly, truly 
consult with him, not just to fulfill the letter of your political agreement, but its spirit. [Abdullah was quite gracious 
about Ghani while here, even in private, but has raised repeated concerns about lack of consultation by Ghani 
on multiple key issues. And Ghani appears to be increasingly imperious and temperamental, firing people on the 
spot without replacements, not delegating, and micro-managing. His circle of close advisors has shrunk to only 2 
or 3, and even those fear him and likely don't speak fully honestly to him. The decree establishing the authorities 
for the CEO's office has still not been agreed by Ghani.] 

-- Reconciliation: If Pakistan isn't successful in pressuring the Taliban senior leadership to come to the table in 
the coming weeks, what's the back-up plan for reconciliation? How do you best manage expectations on this 
account? [Ghani raised expectations unrealistically when he told the press about imminent talks which hadn't 
been confirmed by the Pakistanis. If the Taliban talks don't materialize, we still want to leave open the political 
window with Pakistan that has resulted from Ghani's quite courageous outreach, but Ghani instead suggests that 
he will issue ultimatums and threaten Pakistan if they don't produce talks nor stem the spring offensive, which is 
likely to acutely test the ANSF.] 

Hope that's helpful. Let me know if you'd like to talk about any of this before.

Amid voter ID battle, Democrats launch PAC for 
secretary of state races

Democrats, who are locked in a battle against voter ID and a series of Republican election law changes, are launching a new 
effort to win secretary of state races in 2014. 


Leading that effort will be a new political action committee devoted to these races, called SoS (Secretary of State) for 
Democracy. The PAC is the brainchild of longtime Democratic strategist Steve Rosenthal and former AFSCME political 
director Larry Scanlon. 


Secretaries of state generally have control over the implementation of election laws. They can also approve the language on 
ballot measures, for example, and oversee recount processes. Despite these powers, secretary of state races are genuinely 
not very expensive, meaning a well-funded outside group could have significant impact for far less money than is required 
in a governor's race, for example. 

Republicans currently hold 29 of the 50 secretary of state offices, including 23 of the 39 that are chosen by voters, 
according to data from the Republican State Leadership Committee. (Three secretaries of state are chosen by state 
legislatures, and eight more are appointed. Also, a few elected lieutenant governors serve as secretaries of state.) 

Rosenthal says Democrats need to start emphasizing these races as much as Republicans have in recent years. 

“They tend to be an afterthought, but people have a lot at stake in terms of ballot access, ballot issues, and a range of issues 
that secretaries of state are deciding," Rosenthal said. 


The PAC will focus its efforts on five or six key secretary of state races in 2014 — potentially in states like Ohio, New Mexico, 
Colorado and Arizona — in an effort to regain some ground lost to Republicans in recent years. 


The PAC will do both independent expenditures — paid media — and assemble a team of consultants in each state that is 
chosen. 


Among the potential backers of the new PAC are labor groups like SEIU and AFSCME, as well as the Democratic women's 
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group Emily's List. (Secretary of state is one of the most popular elective offices for women.) 

In addition to the policy implications, winning secretary of state races can have future political implications; secretary of 
state is a popular political stepping stone to higher office. 

This year alone, current and former secretaries of state are running in top Senate races in Georgia, Kentucky, Michigan 
and West Virginia. They are also running for governor of Arizona and Colorado.

Reproductive Health Delivery in Isolated Community 

By Amina Evangelista Swanepoel - Project Leader

Firstly. Thank you. 


Your generosity has allowed us to not only continue serving thousands of women 
and girls in Puerto Princesa City, you have also allowed us to expand our services to 
other areas of our province that are very difficult to reach. 


The most notable of these is Balabac, an island off the coast of Southern Palawan. 
The island is actually closer to Sabah, Malaysia and has been all but forgotten by the 
Philippine government due to its isolation. Balabac is extremely challenging to get to. 
The trip involves land travel for six hours, then a six hour boat trip, then a two hour 
hike. After this grueling trip, we finally reached our destination, Sitio Melville, the 
most southern point of Balabac Island. The area has no electricity and although there 
is a spring, the water is contaminated and many of the children suffer from worms. 
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A huge crowd of people desperate for medical care were waiting for us. It was easy 
to spot mothers in the crowd. They were the women and girls with at least two or 
three children with them. Once we had taught interested women about their birth 
spacing options, they were most interested in our contraceptive implants. These 
implants are inserted into a woman’s forearm with the aid of local anesthesia, and 
then the woman is protected from pregnancy for three years. 


On a previous visit to Mangsee in October 2015, the team’s very first client who 
decided that she wanted an implant was only 30 years old yet had 11 children. 
Another girl, only 1 7, came carrying her four-month-old while her three-year-old 
walked behind her. She wanted an implant, but when she took the prerequisite 
pregnancy test, it came out positive. She was, for the fourth time in her young life, 
pregnant. 


When we went to Balabac the first time, we weren’t sure if women would want 
implants, so we only brought 20. Once we had explained how implants protected 
against pregnancy, there was a high demand for them, and we inserted all 20. For 
this trip, we brought 60 implants with us, and again, demand exceeded our supplies. 
We inserted all 60 implants to 60 women and girls. Once we had run out, there were 
still 33 women and girls who wanted means of pregnancy prevention. We gave 13 
women DMPA injections, which prevent pregnancy for three months, and gave the 
rest of the women oral contraceptive pills. 


Because of cultural norms, for many girls in Balabac, their first period comes only 
months before their first pregnancy. Girls are “married” off at young ages in this 
community, sometimes to boys their own ages, but sometimes to men up to 30 or 
40 years older. Local Community Health Centers do not have the personnel and 
resources needed to reach more rural areas. As a result of the lack of education, 
services and resources, pregnancies are unhealthily frequent. There are no 
obstetricians and only a few midwives in the area, so most women and girls, even 
those with high risk pregnancies, give birth at home, unattended by a skilled birth 
attendant. 


While in Balabac, we met a woman who had delivered a baby five years previously 
via caesarian. She was ready to give birth again, but she and her partner did not have 
the money to go to mainland Palawan or to Sabah. She feared that she would not be 
able to deliver vaginally since her previous delivery had been a caesarian. Fortunately 
we were able to assist her with the delivery and she did end up delivering her baby 
safely without any need for medical intervention. 




Reproductive healthcare needs to be more accessible: the demand for services far 
outweighs the supply. Women in places like Balabac have no choice but to have 
child after child, even when they don’t want and cannot support more. Women 
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should be able to choose if or when to get pregnant and have children. 


Thanks to your support, there are now 80 women and girls in Balabac who will not 
have another pregnancy for up to three years. Other women and girls now know 
how to use other methods of contraception. We plan to visit more isolated areas so 
that we can continue to improve the lives of women and girls who so desperately 
need the help. Stay tuned.

I originally flagged FIRC's Maddow remarks as potentially problematic in part because 
her wording closely linked her to two unfavorable policies of the past even as no one 
in the community was asking her to "own" them. Given that, my recommendation 
would be to make this statement about just her, her evolution, and her record — not 
bring in WJC. 

Relatedly, if we release a statement tonight, it will very clearly be in response to the 
Maddow interview. To the extent we can, I advocate for owning that so that we can 
clean this up completely, rightly position her as a champion of LGBT issues, and 
make sure we move on from any discussion of looming amendments or her being 
involved in passing either DADT or DOMA. Without getting into the weeds, can we 
say that the broader point is that the country is in a different place now on LGBT 
issues — and thank goodness it is — and that she's so happy each policy has been 
placed in the dustbin of history? 

Last thought: I have raised this a few times to a smaller number of people on this 
thread but will flag this for the larger group as well. At Keene State College, she 
specifically cited friends playing a part in her evolution, which we echo here. That's 
fine, IMO, and quite believable. But if I were a reporter and wanted to keep the 
evolution story alive, I would start asking which friends she was talking to and ask us 
to provide them. Not a problem per se, but I think it is worth flagging now so we 
aren't caught by surprise later.

STATEMENT 

In 2013, when the Supreme Court was considering whether to uphold the Defense 
of Marriage Act (DOMA), Bill and I explained publicly how and why we became 
strong supporters of marriage equality. Bill, who signed DOMA nearly twenty 
years ago after an overwhelming vote in Congress, called the law a discriminatory 
vestige of a less tolerant America and urged the Court to strike it down. I added my 
voice in support of marriage equality “personally and as a matter of policy and 

law.” As I said then, LGBT Americans are full and equal citizens and they deserve 
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the full and equal rights of citizenship. Like so many others, my personal views 
have been shaped over time by people I have known and loved, by my experience 
representing our nation on the world stage, my devotion to law and human rights, 
and the guiding principles of my faith. That’s why, as a Senator, I pushed for laws 
that would extend protections to the LGBT community in the workplace and that 
would make violence towards LGBT individuals a hate crime. And as Secretary of 
State, I put LGBT rights on the global agenda and told the world that “gay rights 
are human rights and human rights are gay rights.”

Bill Clinton: It’s time to overturn DOMA 


The writer is the 42nd president of the United States. 

In 1 996, 1 signed the Defense of Marriage Act. Although that was only 
17 years ago, it was a very different time. In no state in the union was 
same-sex marriage recognized, much less available as a legal right, but 
some were moving in that direction. Washington, as a result, was 
swirling with all manner of possible responses, some quite draconian. 
As a bipartisan group of former senators stated in their March 1 amicus 
brief to the Supreme Court, many supporters of the bill known as 
DOMA believed that its passage “would defuse a movement to enact a 
constitutional amendment banning gay marriage, which would have 
ended the debate for a generation or more.” It was under these 
circumstances that DOMA came to my desk, opposed by only 81 of 
the 535 members of Congress. 

On March 27, DOMA will come before the Supreme Court , and the 
justices must decide whether it is consistent with the principles of a 
nation that honors freedom, equality and justice above all, and is 
therefore constitutional. As the president who signed the act into law, I 
have come to believe that DOMA is contrary to those principles and, in 
fact, incompatible with our Constitution. 

Because Section 3 of the act defines marriage as being between a man 
and a woman, same-sex couples who are legally married in nine states 
and the District of Columbia are denied the benefits of more than a 
thousand federal statutes and programs available to other married 
couples. Among other things, these couples cannot file their taxes 
jointly, take unpaid leave to care for a sick or injured spouse or receive 
equal family health and pension benefits as federal civilian employees. 
Yet they pay taxes, contribute to their communities and, like all couples, 
aspire to live in committed, loving relationships, recognized and 
respected by our laws. 

When I signed the bill, I included a statement with the admonition 
that “enactment of this legislation should not, despite the fierce and at 
times divisive rhetoric surrounding it, be understood to provide an 
excuse for discrimination.” Reading those words today, I know now 
that, even worse than providing an excuse for discrimination, the law is 
itself discriminatory. It should be overturned. 

We are still a young country, and many of our landmark civil rights 
decisions are fresh enough that the voices of their champions still echo, 
even as the world that preceded them becomes less and less familiar. 
We have yet to celebrate the centennial of the 19th Amendment, but a 
society that denied women the vote would seem to us now not unusual 
or old-fashioned but alien. I believe that in 2013 DOMA and opposition 
to marriage equality are vestiges of just such an unfamiliar society. 

Americans have been at this sort of a crossroads often enough to 
recognize the right path. We understand that, while our laws may at 
times lag behind our best natures, in the end they catch up to our core 
values. One hundred fifty years ago, in the midst of the Civil War, 
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President Abraham Lincoln concluded a message to Congress by posing 
the very question we face today: “It is not ‘Can any of us imagine 
better?' but ‘Can we all do better ?’ ” 

The answer is of course and always yes. In that spirit, I join with the 
Obama administration, the petitioner Edith Windsor , and the many 
other dedicated men and women who have engaged in this struggle for 
decades in urging the Supreme Court to overturn the Defense of 
Marriage Act.

Lessons from the Massachusetts Defeat 


The Massachusetts Senate race is a watershed event that has enormous implications for this political year. The media is 
intent on making it a referendum on President Obama and his health care refonn plan. But that interpretation of the 
results is just flat wrong. 

President Obama maintains a fairly robust 55% approval rate in Massachusetts. And while it is true that the polling 
indicates that the “Obama Health Reform Plan” as a general concept is not very popular there, the individual components 
of reform continue to have substantial levels of public support - both in Massachusetts and around the country. 

The fact is that if you see enough TV spots saying that the “Obama health care plan” will cost jobs, take away your 
freedom, and cut your Medicare (all factually wrong) - you start to believe it. Because of the massive length of the health 
care battle, the pro-health care reform forces, have simply been outgunned on TV by the big insurance companies and the 
Chamber of Commerce (mainly funded by the big insurance companies) that have pockets of infinite depth. 

On the other hand, if you ask people if they want to end the ability of insurance companies to use preexisting conditions 
to deny care; make health insurance available at affordable prices to everyone; require insurance companies to spend the bulk 
of their premiums on health care instead of profits and CEO salaries; or give people the alternative of a public option — you 
get very strong support. 

Add to that the fact that 98% of people in Massachusetts have health insurance because of their own state based health 
care reform — and almost 80% are happy with their health insurance — and it’s clear that the race there was not at all a 
referendum on health care reform. 

There are however major critical lessons for Democrats in the Massachusetts defeat: 

Lesson #1. The big take away: don ’t run a bad campaign. The Coakley campaign made four critical errors any one of 
which, by itself, probably cost her the election. 

First, they did not follow the first law of the Obama campaign to “leave no stone unturned”. Coakley went on vacation in 
the Caribbean after her primary victory. She didn’t campaign and she didn’t raise money. When the campaign’s pollsters - 
the respected firm of Lake Research - proposed doing a tracking poll after the primary, they were told there was no money. 
As a result, the campaign was caught flat footed as Brown began to surge. 

The reason you leave no stone unturned in a campaign, it to account for the unexpected. Yes, Coakley was 20 points up 
on Brown after the primary, but if the campaign was not asleep at the switch it would have discovered the Brown surge 
while it could still be stopped. 

Second, the campaign allowed Brown to define himself - and Coakley — for swing voters. When Brown began a wave 
of advertising between Christmas and New Years, it went unanswered. The moment Brown began to surge, the campaign 
should have hit back and defined him as a shill for the Big Banks and insurance companies - not the attractive, charismatic 
outsider he appeared to be to many voters. 

Third, the campaign allowed their candidate to be perceived as the elite insider - and ceded to Brown the role of 
crusading outsider. Democrats win when they appear to be what they ought to be - populist agents of change - not 
competent insider technocrats. That is particularly true when people are angry at the status quo. 

Forth, unbelievably, the campaign had no field program. It was left to the heroic efforts of Organize for America (OFA) 
to try to save the day by improvising a field program in the last week and a half. More than anything else, Coakley lost 
because of a wave of Republican turnout. Until OFA arrived there was no apparatus in place to increase Democratic turnout. 

That borders on political malpractice. OFA did everything it could. Over the last weekend OFA made over 1.2 million turn 
out calls to potential Democratic voters. But great field programs - particularly door to door programs that are the most 
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effective means of boosting turnout — must be organized with several months of lead time - not a week and a half. 

OFA proved once again how invaluable it is to the Democratic Party. Were it not for their efforts - and the Obama trip 
to Massachusetts - Coakley could have been routed in a blowout that would have shaken Democratic confidence to its 
foundation. 

Even with all of these problems, Coakley might have still pulled it out had Brown himself not been an exciting, engaging, 
energetic candidate with an interesting history who ran a flawless campaign. In the end, elections are about the candidate 
and their campaigns. People vote for people; and to the voters the quality of their campaigns is a powerful symbol of the 
qualities of the candidate. 

Lesson #2: There is a great deal of anger in America that is focused first and foremost on people’s own 
economic prospects and frustration that change appears so difficult. Democrats have to do everything in our power 
to deliver jobs. And we must focus that anger at the people who caused the economic meltdown and are delaying 
fundamental change: the insurance companies, the Big Wall Street banks, the energy companies. 

The fact of the matter is that when people are angry, if you don’t focus that anger on the people who really caused their 
problems — they will focus it on the people in charge - in this case Democrats - even if they were not mainly to blame. 

It was the financial sector - Wall Street speculators, the Big Banks, the insurance companies - that caused the worst 
economic disaster since the Great Depression. And the Republicans - and their “markets uber alles” philosophy made it all 
possible. 

Democrats must have a clear, populist frame to win elections in 2010. In Massachusetts the campaign began to talk 
about the President’s proposal to tax Wall Street in the final hours, but it was too late. Coakley had allowed herself to be 
framed as an insider, technocrat versus a crusading populist outsider - even though Brown will in fact go to Washington and 
vote down the line for the big insurance companies and Wall Street Banks. 

To appeal to independent voters we do not have to be “more moderate” or “measured” as some have argued. 

We must be bolder and more populist. 

And the problem is not - as one commentator argued last night - a frustration with the “fiscal overreach” of 
the Democrats. The problem is that we have not produced enough jobs. Democrats must pass a large jobs program 
now, and the deficit can’t stand in the way. And let’s remember, it was George Bush who turned a Clinton surplus into 
more debt that all other previous President’s combined. 

Lesson #3: We have to keep our base inspired and mobilized -- to make change and to win elections. The 

Massachusetts special election taught the same lesson as the Democrats’ catastrophic loss in 1994 - we have to inspire our 
voters to go to the polls. Democrats lost control of Congress in 1994 because our voters stayed home. 

In Massachusetts the right wing base was infused with excitement over the possibility of taking progressive icon Ted 
Kennedy’s Senate seat - and hobbling Obama’s agenda in the Senate. The Democratic base was not inspired by the 
relatively bland Coakley and has been generally dispirited by the difficulty of passing health care, Lieberman’s sabotage of the 
public option - and the general recognition that Barack Obama can not simply wave a wand and make change. 

The insurance companies, Wall Street banks and energy companies haven’t just rolled over and played dead. They have 
put up tough - tooth and nail battles - to defend the status quo. 

Though I don’t believe that the shape of the health care bill would have likely been a great deal different, there is no 
question that President Obama would be in better political shape with the base of the Democratic Party if he had been a more 
forceful advocate of the public option — and appeared more forceful in taking on Wall Street. 

On the other hand, Progressive leaders across America need to direct their own frustration at the forces that are 
defending the status quo and standing in the way of the Obama agenda. They need to take personal responsibility for rallying 
the base against our true enemies - Wall Street, the insurance industry, the energy companies and the Republicans — not 
encouraging cynicism and disaffection of base voters. That sense of frustration lead directly to a victory for Brown and 
now we are stuck with one more huge impediment to change in the U.S. Senate. 

Lesson #4: Democrats must do whatever is necessary to pass a good health care reform now . The President, 

House Speaker and Senate Majority Leader have all pledged to do just that. The absolute worst response to the Republican 
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victory in Massachusetts would be to cut and run. We have to muster our forces and do whatever is necessary to get it 
done. 

Bad enough that the late Senator Edward Kennedy’s seat is now in the hands of a Republican that does not share his 
progressive values. We must do whatever is necessary to assure that the fulfillment of his life long dream of health care for 
all is not thwarted as well. 

That will probably require that some portion of the bill be passed through the budget reconciliation process that requires 
only 5 1 votes, now that the Senate no longer has 60 members who caucus with the Democrats. If so, so be it. 

The idea that a minority of 41 members of the Senate can thwart the will of the majority is fundamentally undemocratic 
in the first place. 

In fact, the Senate needs to change its rules to eliminate the abusive use of filibusters that now effectively require 60 
votes to pass any significant piece of legislation. 

The Massachusetts loss was a set back for the Progressive agenda. But it is in times of adversity that voters get to test 
the mettle of leaders and political parties. Time to square our shoulders, stand up straight, and show America that we 
can really make fundamental change.

PowerPAC List 

I am attaching a list of organizations that have been vetted by PowerPAC. You may remember meeting 
with Andy Wong about a year ago. Andy is a very talented and strong campaign strategist who has deep 
experience assessing the capacity of local groups, providing technical assistance, coordination, etc. So if 
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he says a group can deliver, I have some level of confidence. He is also working closely with Marvin 
Randolph who is equally strong and talented with a focus specifically on registration and turnout in African 
American communities. 

Large Latino and Immigrant Voter Effort 

In addition to the PowerPAC group, there is a large, coordinated effort targeting Latino and immigrant 
voters in CO, NV, and FL. 

There is a small coalition of national groups coordinating this, with the field being led by Center for 
Community Change Action. When we met about a year ago, you mentioned that the Center for 
Community Change is known for other things more than electoral work. A number of people have been 
vetting this project and kicking the tires. They have a strong field director and have departed from the 
usual format of such efforts. There is going to be much more standardization and centralization of the field 
work than is usually the case when multiple organizations work together. Even though a number of 
organizations are participating in each state, the staff working on voter registration and turnout will have 
centralized supervision and metrics. I feel there is some level of decent vetting that has happened here.

Obama to Declare Carbon Dioxide Dangerous Pollutant If Elected 
By Jim Efstathiou Jr. 

Oct. 16 (Bloomberg) -- Barack Obama will classify carbon dioxide as a 
dangerous pollutant that can be regulated should he win the 
presidential election on Nov. 4, opening the way for new rules on 
greenhouse gas emissions. The Democratic senator from Illinois will 
tell the Environmental Protection Agency that it may use the 1990 
Clean Air Act to set emissions limits on power plants and 
manufacturers, his energy adviser, Jason Grumet, said in an interview. 
President George W. Bush declined to curb C02 emissions under the law 
even after the Supreme Court ruled in 2007 that the government may do 
so. If elected, Obama would be the first president to group emissions 
blamed for global warming into a category of pollutants that includes 
lead and carbon monoxide. Obama's rival in the presidential race, 
Republican Senator John McCain of Arizona, has not said how he would 
treat C02 under the act. Obama "would initiate those rulemakings," 
Grumet said in an Oct. 6 interview in Boston. "He's not going to 
insert political judgments to interrupt the recommendations of the 
scientific efforts." Placing heat-trapping pollutants in the same 
category as ozone may lead to caps on power-plant emissions and force 
utilities to use the most expensive systems to curb pollution. The 
move may halt construction plans on as many as half of the 1 30 
proposed new U.S. coal plants. The president may take action on new 
rules immediately upon taking office, said David Bookbinder, chief 
climate counsel for the Sierra Club. Environment groups including the 
Sierra Club and Natural Resources Defense Council will issue a 
regulatory agenda for the next president that calls for limits on C02 
from industry. 'Hit Ground Running 1 "This is what they should do to 
hit the ground running," Bookbinder said in an Oct. 10 telephone 
interview. Separately, Congress is debating legislation to create an 
emissions market to address global warming, a solution endorsed by 
both candidates and utilities such as American Electric Power Co., the 
biggest U.S. producer of electricity from coal. Congress failed to 
pass a global-warming bill in June and how long it may take lawmakers 
to agree on a plan isn't known. "We need federal legislation to deal 
with greenhouse-gas emissions," said Vicki Arroyo, general counsel 
for the Pew Center on Global Climate Change in Arlington, Virginia. 

"In the meantime, there is this vacuum. People are eager to get 
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started on this." Bush Fought Court Burning coal to generate 
electricity produces more than a third of energy-related carbon 
dioxide emissions and half the U.S. power supply, according to the 
Energy Department. Every hour, fossil-fuel combustion generates 3.5 
million tons of emissions worldwide, helping create a warming effect 
that ''already threatens our climate," the Paris-based International 
Energy Agency said. The EPA under Bush fought the notion that the 
Clean Air Act applies to C02 all the way to the Supreme Court. The law 
has been used successfully to regulate six pollutants, including 
sulfur dioxide and ozone. Regulation under the act "could result in 
an unprecedented expansion of EPA authority," EPA Administrator 
Stephen Johnson said in July. The law "is the wrong tool for the 
job." Proponents of regulation are hoping for better results under a 
new president. Obama adviser Grumet, executive director of the 
National Commission on Energy Policy, said if Congress hasn't acted in 
18 months, about the time it would take to draft rules, the president 
should. EPA Authority "The EPA is obligated to move forward in the 
absence of Congressional action," Grumet said. "If there's no action 
by Congress in those 18 months, I think any responsible president 
would want to have the regulatory approach." States where coal-fired 
plants may be affected include Nevada, Utah, New Mexico, Texas, 
Montana, Minnesota, Illinois, Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Virginia, 
Georgia and Florida. The alternative, a national cap-and-trade program 
created by Congress, offers industry more options, said Bruce Braine, 
a vice president at Columbus, Ohio-based American Electric. The 
world's largest cap-and-trade plan for greenhouse gases opened in 
Europe in 2005. Under a cap-and-trade program, polluters may keep 
less- efficient plants running if they offset those emissions with 
investments in projects that lower pollution, such as wind- energy 
turbines or systems that destroy methane gas from landfills. McCain 
'Not a Fan 1 "Those options may still allow me to build new efficient 
power plants that might not meet a higher standard," Braine said in 
an Oct. 9 interview. "That might be a more cost- effective way to 
approach it." McCain hasn't said how he would approach C02 regulation 
under the Clean Air Act. McCain adviser and former Central 
Intelligence Agency director James Woolsey said Oct. 6 that new rules 
may conflict with Congressional efforts. Policy adviser Rebecca Jensen 
Tallent said in August that McCain prefers a bill debated by Congress 
rather than regulations "established through one agency where one 
secretary is getting to make a lot of decisions." "He is not as big 
of a fan of standards-based approaches," Arroyo said. "The Supreme 
Court thinks it's clear that there is greenhouse-gas authority under 
the Clean Air Act. To take that off the table probably wouldn't be 
very wise." How new regulations would affect the proposed U.S. coal 
plants depends on how they are written, said Bill Fang, climate issue 
director for the Edison Electric Institute, a Washington- based 
lobbying group for utilities. About half of the proposed plants plan 
to use technologies that are 20 percent more efficient than 
conventional coal burners. Stopped Construction "Several states have 
denied the applicability of the Clean Air Act to coal permits," Fang 
said in an Oct. 10 interview. In June, a court in Georgia stopped 
construction of the 1 ,200-megawatt Longleaf power plant, a $2 billion 
project, because developer Dynegy Inc. failed to consider cleaner 
technology. An appeals board within the EPA is considering a challenge 
from the Sierra Club to Deseret Power Electric Cooperative's air 
permit for its 110-megawatt Bonanza coal plant in Utah on grounds that 
it failed to require controls on C02. One megawatt is enough to power 
about 800 typical U.S. homes. "Industry has woken up to the fact that 
a new progressive administration could move quickly to make the United 
States a leader rather than a laggard," said Bruce Nilles, director 
of the group's national coal campaign.

News that President Bush is teaming up with the oil companies to push for a big fight over offshore drilling 
shouldn't surprise anybody. This is a fight that the oil companies and Republicans have been preparing for. 

Bush needs to win a fight both to boost himself and John McCain. They figure a fight over high gas prices is their 
best bet and they could be right. But it is a high stakes gamble-teaming up with oil companies and Bush is 
something we can turn into a disaster for McCain and the GOP. 

Oil companies are among the least popular corporations in America. They are right up there with banks, 
insurance companies and airlines as corporations that frustrate everybody. The rising cost of gas hasn't made 
them more popular. 

In response, these companies spend hundreds of millions of dollars on advertising that has nothing to do with 
selling gas. Instead they portray themselves as good corporate citizens who are investing in solar and wind- 
power research. They are trying to re-brand themselves as 21st-century "energy companies" instead of the heirs 
of Valdez and ExxonMobil. 

Now, polling is beginning to show that a rising share of the public is ready to drill, drill, drill-threatening to 
destroy precious and unique wildlife areas like the Arctic refuge and create more oil spills along the Gulf coasts. 
Worse, drilling is a distraction from real changes like massive investments in wind and solar power. 

In February, Pew asked the public in a poll whether they favor drilling in the Arctic refuge. At that time 42 percent 
favored and 50 percent opposed. Now, in July, 50 percent favor drilling and only 43 percent oppose. That's a 
12-point change since the February survey and a 28-point swing since a March 2002 Gallup poll (where 35 
percent favored and 56 percent opposed). 

The shift is something to be concerned about-progressives are losing ground with the public on drilling. These 
are alarming gains in sympathy for the plans of Big Oil. 

This change isn't because the idea has gotten better-Arctic drilling might cut gas prices by a mere 4 cents a 
decade from now. It is because of a sophisticated communications campaign by the oil companies and the 
Republican Party that is mostly met with silence by the other side-by our side. 

To date the environmental movement hasn't mustered the campaign to push back against the oil companies. 
And, a populist anti-oil effort hasn't come together despite the fledgling attempts by truckers protesting high fuel 
prices or a war that, in the words of Alan Greenspan and others, was certainly in part about oil. The failure of the 
green groups certainly calls into question the value of a billion dollars of infrastructure that can't kick ass when it 
needs to. 

The alternative messaging that is emerging needs focus and a big echo chamber from progressive allies. Terms 
like SPRO need to be discarded. 

A large emergency campaign is needed to beat back Big Oil. The campaign should be as much about the 
economy as it is about conservation and clean energy. High gas prices are the wind filling the sails of the drilling 
fanatics. This is the theme the Republicans are tapping into today. It shouldn't be ignored. 

The first task for this effort would be to create a message-frame that attaches all of the negatives of Big Oil 
companies to the drilling proposals under consideration. These efforts should be framed as "the oil company 
plan." The "oil company plan" has four parts: more oil drilling, higher gas prices, no new energy sources and 
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wars in the Middle East to protect oil. If you can't talk about war and economic challenges as part of the problem 
with oil than you aren't getting the job done. 

Another key element of the effort would be to propose our own alternative energy plan as big as anything else 
out there. The time is now for a big hairy audacious goal. 

Ironically one of the voices who has emerged to critique our addiction to oil has been T. Boone Pickens--the 
iconic Texas oilman and stalwart conservative. His $58 million advertising campaign features his direct-to-camera 
testimonial saying, "As an oilman, I know we can't drill our way out of this problem." 

Politically, winning this debate-or at least stopping the oil companies from winning-is a strategic imperative for 
progressives in the 2008 election. Bush and McCain have picked this fight for a reason--it looks like one they 
can win. And a winning fight that drags the Democratic candidate into an anti-populist stance while making Bush/ 
McCain into champions is exactly what they need right now. 

The result would be a big win for Big Oil with John McCain in the White House. 

On energy issues, McCain and Bush share an agenda aimed at helping Big Oil. McCain has repeatedly voted 
against and skipped votes on renewable energy and increased fuel efficiency. 

McCain has received more than $1 .3 million from the oil & gas industry according to a Campaign Money Watch 
analysis of data from the nonpartisan Center for Responsive Politics Center. 

Like Bush, McCain is surrounded by Big Oil lobbyists. At least 22 staffers or fundraisers for McCain's campaign 
have lobbied for Big Oil. They have represented 5 of the 9 oil companies in the 2008 Fortune 200. 

It shouldn't be a surprise that McCain is buddy-buddy with Big Oil. According to the Center for American 
Progress Action Fund, McCain's tax plan gives nearly $4 billion in tax breaks to the top five American oil 
companies. 

But this scheme by Bush, McCain, the oil companies and the Republicans has an Achilles' heel. A big bear hug 
of Big Oil and George W. Bush by John McCain can be a death blow if progressives do their job. This is as much 
an opportunity as it is a challenge. 

All of this points to the imperative of getting organized now. You can't win if you don't play and right now our team 
isn't on the field. That needs to change. ..fast.

The Ebola virus disease epidemic in West Africa ultimately spurred an unprecedented response, yet also revealed the 
incoherence and inequity of the global health system. During a roundtable conversation, panelists will discuss the current 
state of the epidemic; the weaknesses in the preparedness of national governments, international organizations, and civil 
society organizations to detect and respond to the epidemic; the critical factors that explained these failures; and the reforms 
that are needed to keep populations secure against future epidemic threats. 

Panelists will include: 

J. Stephen Morrison, PhD, is senior vice president at the Center for Strategic and International Studies (CSIS) and director 
of its Global Health Policy Center. Dr. Morrison writes widely, has directed several high-level commissions, and is a 
frequent commentator on U.S. foreign policy, global health, Africa, and foreign assistance. He currently serves on the 
Harvard Global Health Institute and London School of Hygiene & Tropical Medicine’s Independent Panel on the Global 
Response to Ebola. Dr. Morrison served in the Clinton administration, as committee staff in the House of Representatives, 
and taught for 12 years at the Johns Hopkins School of Advanced International Studies. He holds a Ph.D. in political science 
from the University of Wisconsin and is a magna cum laude graduate of Yale College. 

Patrick W. Kelley, MD, DrPH, is the Director of the Board on Global Health at the Institute of Medicine (IOM) of the US 
National Academies of Sciences, Engineering, and Medicine. Dr. Kelley has overseen a portfolio of IOM expert consensus 
studies and convening activities on subjects as wide ranging as: the evaluation of the US President’s Emergency Plan for 
AIDS Relief (PEPFAR), the US commitment to global health, sustainable surveillance for zoonotic infections, cardiovascular 
disease prevention in low- and middle- income countries, interpersonal violence prevention in low- and middle-income 
countries, and microbial threats to health. One of his current responsibilities is to oversee the Global Health Risk 
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Framework initiative of the National Academy of Medicine. He also managed for over eleven years a unique capacity- 
building effort, the African Science Academy Development Initiative, which strengthened the capacity of eight African 
academies to provide independent, evidence-based advice their governments on scientific matters. Prior to coming to the 
National Academies, Dr. Kelley served in the US Army for more than 23 years as a physician, residency director, 
epidemiologist, and program manager. Dr. Kelley obtained his MD from the University of Virginia and his DrPH in 
epidemiology from the Johns Hopkins School of Hygiene and Public Health. 

Lawrence O. Gostin, JD, LL.D. (Hon.), an internationally acclaimed scholar, is University Professor, Georgetown 
University’s highest academic rank conferred by the University President. Prof. Gostin directs the O’Neill Institute for 
National and Global Health Law and was the Founding O’Neill Chair in Global Health Law. He currently serves on the 
Harvard Global Health Institute and London School of Hygiene & Tropical Medicine’s Independent Panel on the Global 
Response to Ebola and the National Academy of Medicine’s Commission on a Global Health Risk Framework for the 
Future.

1 1 99SEIU Executive Board met and voted today to give George authorization to vote on the SEIU International 
endorsement recommendation. There was a catch in the discussion though. Many of the 1 199 Eboard meeting 
voiced concern around where the Secretary is on the minimum wage increase to $15 rather then $12. The 
EBoard asked George as a part of endorsement recommendation to raise this issue up during the SEIU 
International endorsement vote. It is unclear whether that means George will be voting for or against HRC on 
this issue at the meeting on Tuesday. There is a lack of clarity around this issue for both SEIU International, me 
and to some extent 1 1 99SEIU. 

I have spoke with Peter Colavito who spoke with Tim Foley. Peter reiterated that HRC's position on the minimum 
wage was not a part of their test for endorsement. It was emphasized that she supports the Fightfor$ 1 5 
movement. 

George is connecting with Mary Kay now and we should know more soon. I will keep you posted. Heather, if 
you'd like to do some investigating as well, please feel free (its funky). There is a press story out there that 1 199 
vote to withhold endorsing. ..that has been told to me by 1199 to be inaccurate. But they are also not proactively 
clarifying this in the press either, which is odd.

1) Two groups we haven't heard from recently are personnel and VP. Thought we might want to get an update from them. 

2) Carol, Sonal, and I chatted yesterday about how the policy memos should be formatted. They said they were going to put 
together a draft strawman and circulate for comments. That would ensure some consistency in what the different groups 
are doing. Might be worth them saying a word or two about that. 

3) There's been some discussion about how all of the different groups will share their work product. The agency review 
teams are supposed to circulate 2 page memos on Oct. 1 or 2; the policy teams are supposed to finish their drafts by end 
of the month; Todd's executive order team is doing their own review; etc. Not sure that tomorrow's call is necessarily 
conducive to this discussion, but since a lot of the work thus far has occurred in silos, we should figure out a general 
process for sharing information. We should also figure out how the board review of all of this will occur and under what 
time frame. 

4) On the operations front, we're meeting today with DOJ on security clearances. I can report on that, as well as some 
conversations we've had with the campaign on facilitating movement of some of the operations components (systems and 
personnel) to the transition. And I think we can tell people to stop fundraising for a while, since we've met our initial goal 
of $300,000. 

5) You also might want to give everyone a preview of what you'd like to accomplish at next Friday's meeting, and what paper 
people should prepare.

• North Carolina: Over last two days, we've seen movement across black and white voters. 

• Florida: Our drop was concentrated among white voters (men and women) 

One caveat to the numbers above: 

• We are modeling to an extremely conservative (i.e. young) universe in all three Midwestern states (younger than 08). In early vote we have 
seen some signs that the universe could be a little older.

Monica Lewinsky is trying to make lemonade out of 16-year-old lemons. Good for her, and good, ultimately, for 
us. 


Not so good, of course, for Hillary Clinton’s nascent presidential campaign, but not fatal either. Lewinsky’s 
decision to reemerge as a public figure, this time committed to alleviating the scourge of cyberbullying, is 
awkward. 


Still, it is inevitable, even without Lewinsky front and center, that Bill Clinton’s deplorable conduct in office will 
come up as a topic during his wife’s campaign, assuming she gets to the general election this time. The earlier 
it’s talked about, the more old-newsy the whole mess will seem by the time Clinton’s opponents try to make it 
relevant. 


In the meantime, Lewinsky is making an important point about the role of the Internet and accompanying modern 
technology as an accelerant in the destruction of personal reputation and the associated harm caused by online 
exposure. 


“Overnight, I went from being a completely private figure to a publicly humiliated one. I was Patient Zero,” 
Lewinsky said in a speech Monday to Forbes’s Under 30 Summit in Philadelphia. “The first person to have their 
reputation completely destroyed worldwide via the Internet.” 


Lewinsky’s “Patient Zero” claim is more than a little overblown. Even without the medium of the Internet, without 
the Drudge Report to break the news on the Web or dial-up connections to let readers access the Starr report in 
all its detail, the story would have emerged, and it would have been huge. 


Ask Donna Rice and Gary Hart. As Matt Bai has recently reminded us, Hart’s presidential campaign was 
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instantaneously destroyed and Rice’s name became a household word, back when a mouse was a rodent and 
blog was a typo. 


“Somehow, political and personal lives had collided overnight to create what was, in hindsight, the first modern 
political scandal, with all the attendant satellite trucks and saturation coverage and hourly turns in the narrative 
that Kafka himself could not have dreamed up,” Bai writes in his book “All the Truth Is Out: The Week Politics 
Went Tabloid.” 


In truth, politics has always had its tabloid aspect. Grover Cleveland’s critics chanted “Ma, Ma, where’s my pa?” 
referring to an illegitimate child during the 1884 presidential campaign. And reputations have always been 
susceptible to overnight ruin. 


But Lewinsky is also correct when she says that “the experience of shame and humiliation online is different than 
offline. There is no way to wrap your mind around where the humiliation ends — there are no borders.” 


She described how it felt “to watch yourself — or your name and likeness — be ripped apart online . . . For me, 
that was every day in 1998. There was a rotation of worsening name-calling and descriptions of me. I would go 
online, read in a paper or see on TV people referring to me as: tramp, slut, whore, tart, bimbo, floozy, even spy 
The New York Post’s Page Six took to calling me, almost daily, the Portly Pepperpot. I was shattered.” 


This is where Lewinsky’s effort can be most helpful. Few of us, thankfully, will be subjected to a Lewinsky-level 
public shaming. But many of us, and many of our children, will suffer the cyber slings and arrows of Internet- 
enabled humiliation and abuse. 


Since Lewinsky’s moment, the mechanisms for humiliation and the venues for abuse have multiplied. Imagine 
Linda Tripp with a webcam and smartphone. Imagine the episode in the age of Twitter and Facebook. 


Lewinsky says she was moved to come forward by the experience of Rutgers freshman Tyler Clementi, who 
committed suicide after his roommate secretly taped and streamed video of Clementi kissing another man. 


“Having survived myself, what I want to do now is help other victims of the shame game survive too,” Lewinsky 
said. “What we need is a radical change in attitudes — on the Internet, mobile platforms and in the society of 
which they are a part.” 


Indeed, the response to Lewinsky’s speech — and to her decision, either courageous or foolhardy, to join Twitter 
— only serves to underscore the ugliness she decries. “#HereWeGo,” Lewinsky wrote in her maiden tweet, and 
so the Twitterverse did, in all its predictable coarseness. 


If Lewinsky’s solution to this “compassion deficit” feels unformed — well, she’s not the only one who is struggling 
with how to re-civilize society. Simply going public may be Lewinsky’s greatest service. A parent trying to comfort 
a teenager victimized by cyberbullies can point to Lewinsky and say: If she can survive, so can you.

WASHINGTON -- Sen. Elizabeth Warren says she isn't running for president. At this rate, however, she may have 
to. 


The Massachusetts Democrat has become the brightest ideological and rhetorical light in a party whose 
prospects are dimmed by ~ to use a word Jimmy Carter never uttered -- malaise. Her weekend swing through 
Colorado, Minnesota and Iowa to rally the faithful displayed something no other potential contender for the 2016 
presidential nomination, including Hillary Clinton, seems able to present: a message. 


"We can go through the list over and over, but at the end of every line is this: Republicans believe this country 
should work for those who are rich, those who are powerful, those who can hire armies of lobbyists and lawyers," 
she saidFriday in Englewood, Colo. "I will tell you we can whimper about it, we can whine about it or we can fight 
back. I'm here with (Sen.) Mark Udall so we can fight back." 


Warren was making her second visit to the state in two months because Udall's re-election race against 
Republican Cory Gardner is what Dan Rather used to call "tight as a tick." If Democrats are to keep their majority 
in the Senate, the party's base must break with form and turn out in large numbers for a midterm election. Voters 
won't do this unless somebody gives them a reason. 


Warren may be that somebody. Her grand theme is economic inequality and her critique, both populist and 
progressive, includes a searing indictment of Wall Street. Liberals eat it up. 


"The game is rigged, and the Republicans rigged it," she said Saturday at Carleton College in Northfield, Minn. 
The line drew a huge ovation -- as did mention of legislation she has sponsored to allow students to refinance 
their student loans. 


Later, Sen. Al Franken, D-Minn. -- a rare Democratic incumbent who is expected to cruise to re-election next 
month -- gave a heartfelt, if less-than-original, assessment of Warren's performance: "She's a rock star." 


In these appearances, Warren talks about comprehensive immigration reform, support for same-sex marriage, 
the need to raise the minimum wage, abortion rights and contraception - a list of red-button issues at which she 
jabs and pokes with enthusiasm. 


The centerpiece, though, is her progressive analysis of how bad decisions in Washington have allowed powerful 
interests to re-engineer the financial system so that it serves the wealthy and well-connected, not the middle 
class. 


On Sunday, Warren was in Des Moines, Iowa, campaigning for Democrat Bruce Braley, who faces Republican 
Joni Ernst in another of those tick-tight Senate races. It may be sheer coincidence that Warren chose the first-in- 
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the-nation nominating caucus state to deliver what The Des Moines Register called a "passion-filled liberal 
stemwinder." 


There once was consensus on the need for government investment in areas such as education and 
infrastructure that produced long-term dividends, she said. "Here's the amazing thing: It worked. It absolutely 
worked." 


But starting in the 1980s, she said, Republicans took the country in a different direction, beginning with the 
decision to "fire the cops on Wall Street." 


"They called it deregulation," Warren said, "but what it really meant was: Have at 'em, boys. They were saying, in 
effect, to the biggest financial institutions, any way you can trick or trap or fool anybody into signing anything, 
man, you can just rake in the profits." 


She went on to say that "Republicans, man, they ought to be wearing a T-shirt. ... The T-shirt should say, 'I got 
mine. The rest of you are on your own.'" 


The core issue in all the Senate races, she said, is this: "Who does the government work for? Does it work just 
for millionaires, just for the billionaires, just for those who have armies of lobbyists and lawyers, or does it work 
for the people?" 


So far this year, Warren has published a memoir, "A Fighting Chance," that tells of her working-class roots, her 
family's economic struggles, her rise to become a Harvard Law School professor and a U.S. senator, and, yes, 
her distant Native American ancestry. She has emerged as her party's go-to speaker for connecting with young 
voters. She has honed a stump speech with a clear and focused message, a host of applause lines and a 
stirring call to action. 


She's not running for president apparently because everyone assumes the nomination is Clinton's. But everyone 
was making that same assumption eight years ago, and we know what happened. If the choice is between 
inspiration and inevitability, Warren may be forced to change her plans.

For Jay Leno, nothing tops “men behaving badly” jokes. Or 4,000 of them. 

Leno made more than 4,600 jokes about former President Clinton — more than any other public figure — during 
his tenure as host of the “The Tonight Show,” according to a study conducted earlier this year. 
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“That was the golden age of comedy,” Leno told ITK on Sunday, as he was honored in Washington with the Mark 
Twain Prize for American Humor at the John F. Kennedy Center for the Performing Arts. 


“Men behaving badly is the best, because nobody’s dying. It’s not a 9/1 1 ,” Leno told us when we asked about 
Clinton, who became the topic du jour in 1998, when news broke of his sex scandal with Monica Lewinsky. 
“There’s nothing funnier than that. Plus, all the hypocrisy that goes with that.” 


“I think every comedian will probably tell you they did more jokes about that than almost any subject, because it 
was perfect,” Leno said. The 64-year-old comic, who stepped down from his 22-year late-night gig in February, 
explained, “Drunken pilot not on the plane: hilarious. Drunken pilot on the plane: not really funny at all. ... And 
it’s the same thing with this. Nobody died. Nobody was injured. So it’s good fodder.” 


Leno told nearly 1 ,000 more jokes about Clinton than he did about former President George W. Bush, who came 
in second on a list of his top political joke targets compiled by the Center for Media and Public Affairs at George 
Mason University. Former Vice President Gore, President Obama and former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton 
rounded out the top five. 


Leno says he’s met Bill Clinton “many times,” and the ex-commander in chief never expressed any displeasure 
about being a favorite punch line. “He’s got a pretty thick skin,” Leno says, although, “I’m sure he didn’t 
appreciate all of them.”

GOP Solution To 'War On Women': Women

Republicans say the Democrats’ “war on women” line is fake. But their fear of it is real. 


More than a dozen female Republican lawmakers gathered last week with GOP operatives to hold a broad discussion on conservative 
ideas to empower female voters. 


The party launched a program earlier this year to place more women in Republican campaigns. 


And the three big national party committees have teamed up to respond to Democratic attacks. They even showcased women who work 
for the party at the top of their latest talking points. 


With the Senate up for grabs in 2014 and Democrats promising to make women’s issues the centerpiece of the campaign, the GOP has 
spent the last year coming up with these new ideas to blunt a repeat of 2012, when key Senate races slipped through their fingers amid 
controversial Republican comments about rape. 


The strategy faces its first big test Tuesday, when a coalition of Republican committees will release its response to a Democratic push to 
make “fair pay” a campaign issue designed to appeal to women. 


“Republicans have a good alternative to the Democrats’ deceptive war-on-women ploy, and we’re mobilizing to ensure Republican elected 
officials and candidates are armed,” said Republican National Committee national press secretary Kirsten Kukowski. “Democrats were 
successful in their war-on-women messaging last election because we didn’t fight back. We need to turn the table, tell voters the 
Democrats are being deceptive and bring our viewpoints to the table, which is exactly what we’re doing.” 


She added that the big difference this year is that Republicans will be “out in front of the Democrats on their messaging.” 
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Still, Republicans face significant hurdles, this year and in the long run. 


House Republican Conference Chairman Cathy McMorris Rodgers is the only GOPwoman in leadership in either chamber. There are also 
fewer female Republican candidates running than in past election cycles. 


And, Republicans have had to teach their male candidates and incumbents how to talk to women — an embarrassing moment for the party 
when news broke of the tutoring sessions. 


Republican presidential nominee Mitt Romney lost women to President Barack Obama by 1 1 percentage points in the 2012 election, including 
a 38-point advantage among unmarried women. Earlier this year, a CNN/ORC International poll found that 55 percent of Americans surveyed 
believe Republicans don’t understand women. Among women, that number rose to 59 percent, and it increased to 64 percent among 
women over 50. 


Republican strategist Katie Packer Gage, who focuses on these issues at her firm Burning Glass Consulting, said the party is making 
improvements. She pointed to RNC Chairman Reince Priebus' swift condemnation of Mike Huckabee earlier this year after he made 
comments that Democrats think women can’t control their libidos. 


“When women hear that, they think — wow, the Republican Fhrty is worth listening to because they speak out against sort of buffoonish 
comments like that,” Gage said. 


The Republican National Committee, the National Republican Senatorial Committee and the National Republican Congressional Committee will 
blast a joint memo Tuesday on how the party supports equal pay for equal work and calling Democrats’ tactics a “desperate political ploy,” 
ahead of Obama signing two executive actions on equal pay and Senate Democrats’ vote on the Paycheck Fairness Act. 


“All Republicans support equal pay for equal work,” wrote Kukowski, along with NRCC communications director Andrea Bozek and NRSC 
press secretary Brook Hougesen. “And while we all know workplace discrimination still exists, we need real solutions that focus on job 
creation and opportunity for women. Not more regulations that cut flexibility and cut bonuses.” 


Senate Democrats are expected to try to overcome a Republican-led filibuster on pay equity legislation. Though predicted to be 
unsuccessful, the move will allow Democrats to go into the upcoming two-week recess bashing the GOP as being anti-woman. 


Democrats aren’t immune to criticism on fair pay. White House spokesman Jay Carney faced tough questions Monday when asked about an 
American Enterprise Institute analysis that found the median salary for female White House staff 12 percent lower than their male 
counterparts. 


Still, Democratic party operatives and consultants were highly skeptical that Republicans can make inroads with female voters. They pointed 
to Republican policy positions and comments from leaders like Senate Minority Leader Mitch McConnell opposing the equal pay legislation. 


“Republicans can change their rhetoric, but they can’t change their records on women’s issues — especially on bread-and-butter issues 
like paycheck fairness,” Democratic Congressional Campaign Committee Chairman Steve Israel said in a statement. “When the Republican 
platform is to oppose pay equity, block the Violence Against Women Act, and limit women’s access to health care, there is no spin on earth 
to make their agenda seem anything but hostile to women.” 


The Republican offensive has been more than a year in the making. 


Several Republican political committees have been meeting regularly to come up with a strategy to be more forward leaning on messaging 
on women’s issues. The RNC has also led an effort to recruit more women to work on campaigns and put together a database that allows

them to increase the number of female surrogates. 


Republican lawmakers are also getting in on the action. Sen. Deb Fischer (R-Neb.), McMorris Rodgers and roughly a dozen other female 
lawmakers huddled in the Capitol on Wednesday with outside advisers on women’s issues. Equal Employment Opportunity Commission 
Commissioner Victoria Lipnic; Independent Women’s Forum Executive Director Sabrina Schaeffer; Christina FHoff Sommers, a scholar at AEI; 
Nicole McCleskey of Fbblic Opinion Strategies; and Kellyann Conway, president and CEO of the polling company inc./WomanTrend, were the 
strategists who met with the lawmakers. 


“Clearly, there is more work to be done, but it is important that people recognize that Republicans are about empowering them,” McMorris 
Rodgers said, noting that she is working on putting together legislation on updating some laws to reflect the current workforce. 


The National Republican Congressional Committee has also stepped up its focus on women creating Roject GROW, which is focused on 
attracting female candidates. 


NRCC’s Andrea Bozek said that it’s “definitely a long-term effort.” So far, they’ve got 14 female “Young Gun” candidates. 


The NRCC has also helped pair male lawmakers, like Pennsylvania Reps. Pat Meehan and Keith Rothfus, with McMorris Rodgers and Rep. 
Ann Wagner (R-Mo.), respectively, to do events in their districts. And it has worked with male lawmakers and candidates who want to do 
women-oriented events. 


Meanwhile, the NRSC has called in operatives to its campaign school, like S.E. Cupp, who assisted with media training on how to respond to 
Democrats. 


“We work with Republican senatorial candidates on a wide range of topics during training. Democrats have made clear that their playbook is 
to scare and divide through claims of a ‘war on women,' so obviously we’ve discussed their tactics with Republican candidates,” said 
Flougesen.

U.S. Must Forge New Ties With Iraq to Tackle ISIS Threat 

Iraq's change of leadership must be a pivot point for the country, the region and the United States 

President Obama and Secretary Kerry played their cards right not to undertake a broad scale air campaign against 
the advancing forces of the Islamic State of Iraq and Syria (ISIS) so long as Nouri al-Maliki held on as Prime 
Minister. Maliki had governed in such an overtly anti-Sunni fashion that the Sunni tribes in the north had come to 
hate him more than they feared ISIS. Regardless of what we had claimed, those American bombs would not have 
read “ISIS.” They would have read “Sunni” — strengthening the extremists. Withholding a broader air campaign 
gave leverage to those in Baghdad, including us, who were pushing for Maliki to step down. 

Maliki’s reluctant departure and the appointment of Haider al-Abadi as Prime Minister must be a pivot point — for 
the leaders of Iraq, the region and the United States. Kurdish leader Masoud Barzani is no doubt right when he 
says it’s the last chance for Iraq. 

The Obama Administration and our military acted swiftly and decisively to save the Yazidis who fled to a 
mountaintop to avoid slaughter by ISIS. But that human drama powerfully displays the brutality and fanaticism of 
ISIS. It is building a self-described Islamic state in the heart of the Middle East, spanning Syria and Iraq with 
broader designs in the region. It is a base for thousands of Western jihadi recruits, some of whom will return home 
with destructive intent and deadly new skills. In the view of intelligence officials, ISIL sees conflict with the United 
States as inevitable. 

ISIS came out of nowhere for most Americans: another group of fanatics in a dizzying array of warring factions 
unleashed by the Arab uprisings. But it’s essential that we understand this force more clearly because ISIS’s future 
will affect ours. 

ISIS, born under the banner of Al-Qaeda, was chased out of Iraq by Sunni groups which did not want its brand of 
fanaticism controlling their lives or defining their Islamism. It retreated to Syria, and deepened the civil war 
there. Seeing the anger among Iraqi Sunnis due to Maliki’s overtly sectarian rule in Iraq, ISIS saw an opportunity. 
It moved deep into northern Iraq — but this time with the support of many of those same Sunnis tribes. 

President Obama has authorized U.S. airstrikes against ISIS under narrowly defined circumstances: in support of 
the humanitarian mission and to prevent ISIS from overrunning Baghdad and Erbil — based on the fact that there 
are many Americans in these cities to protect. We are also providing assistance to both the Kurdish peshmerga 
and the Iraqi forces. 

But the President has not authorized broader strikes. As long as Maliki was Prime Minister, Iraqi Sunnis would 
have seen American strikes as Maliki’s bombs, driving them further into the arms of ISIS. But the President told 
Tom Friedman of the New York Times that we do have a strategic interest in pushing back ISIS. He told Friedman, 
“We’re not going to let them create some caliphate through Syria and Iraq, but we can only do that if we know that 
we’ve got partners on the ground who are capable of filling the void.” 

Maliki is now gone. The opportunity now exists to have partners on the ground. The path ahead will not be easy, 
but it is discernable. There are some things we must do: 

Help Abadi form a strong, inclusive government, with meaningful outreach to Sunnis and Kurds. 

Work with Abadi to begin the reforms that will convince others that inclusion is real, not just rhetorical — for 
example, appointing someone with strong support in the Sunni tribes as defense or interior minister 
Support reform of the Iraqi Security Forces, depoliticizing them and restoring professionalism. 
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Reach out energetically to our regional partners. This is as decisive an opportunity for Saudi Arabia, Jordan, 
Turkey, and the UAE as it is for us. The Saudis have close ties to Iraq’s Sunni tribes, but have been unwilling to 
call upon those relationships as long as Maliki was at the helm in Baghdad. 

Work with the new Iraqi government and our regional partners to regain the support of Sunni groups in the 
north. They know the perils of life under ISIS all too well. Sunnis will best expel poisonous Sunnis. That will 
require both a political and a military strategy. It will happen only if they feel safe and believe they are 
legitimately part of Iraq’s future. 

American air power will not defeat ISIS alone. There will need to be motivated Iraqi forces on the ground that 
will confront the extremists, but they will need to be backed up by vigorous American air and other support 
over a sustained period. 

All of this does not need to be done by tomorrow, or next week or next month. For now, ISIS is focused on 
establishing its safe haven in the center of the Middle East; it will turn to its more distant enemies a bit later. What 
does need to be done by the President — very soon — is to explain this gathering threat to the American people. 
Today, public support for our means — an ongoing campaign of airstrikes — cannot be sustained by our stated 
ends, protecting our civil servants in Erbil and Baghdad. While some conservatives will attack the President for 
not doing enough, the greater danger is that the American people and Members of Congress will question why 
we’re engaged at all in another Iraq military adventure. The President needs to alert Americans to the threat ISIS 
poses to our friends in the region and to us. 

This also means that Iraq cannot be separated from the vexing problem of Syria. When pressed in Iraq, ISIS will 
fall back to the safe zone they have there. But our natural allies in Syria — those who oppose both ISIS and Assad 
— are weaker now than ever. A strategy to blunt ISIS compels us to accelerate and strengthen support for groups 
in Syria who oppose both, including some whose ideology is uncomfortable to us but not threatening. 

This is all a dense and difficult thicket for us to traverse. But a door has opened with Maliki’s involuntary 
departure. If we don’t barrel through that door, bringing the American people and our partners with common 
interests along, it will slam shut and the future will he more dangerous for us.

A Complicated Optimist 
SEPT. 9, 2014 

My father, who died last week at 91, had a complex life that typified that of Jewish men of his generation. But of course 
when you know someone well, you see just how unusual that life is. Or was. 

Murray was born in the Bronx to immigrants from Austria and Romania. (The borders have since shifted — several times.) 
The family was poor and became more so during the Depression. ("We were happy with a boiled potato and some sour 
cream," he'd yell at me when I'd refuse to clean my plate.) 

He enlisted in the Army when he turned 18, and was recommended for Officer Candidate School; his raw intelligence was 
instantly obvious to everyone who met him. He was denied admission, which he suspected was a result of anti-Semitism. 
And he was probably right. 

He'd never sit down and talk about his war years in detail. I asked his mother about them, and mine too, but he'd told no 
one much of anything. 

But 10 years ago I sat and listened while a friend of mine — a near-stranger to him — teased out the story. (I'm not a bad 
reporter. But he was my father and not easy to approach.) He landed in France sometime after D-Day, trudged into Belgium 
and finally Germany where, in 1945, as part of a nearly helpless squadron of G.I.s, he stumbled across a "small" 
concentration camp with "a couple of thousand inmates," abandoned by fleeing Germans and all starving to death. 

I’ll spare you the grim details he told us (and they're plenty gruesome), but the troops baby-sat for these former prisoners, 
sharing what little food they could spare with the few who were most likely to survive, until more Americans arrived and 
rescued them all. By then there was little to distinguish the liberators from the captives. 

And so it took me nearly 50 years to get the answer to "what did you do in the war. Daddy?" 

Murray weathered the Depression, the war, and missed opportunities: He was too impatient to take advantage of the G.l. 
bill, and went straight to work as a "jobber" in the fur industry, a position he stayed in for 40-odd years, always employed 
within the blocks bordered by 28th and 30th streets and Seventh and Eighth avenues. (These blocks were once excellent 
places for kosher vegetarian food — "dairy" restaurants — and real frankfurters; no longer.) He married a talented woman 
who ultimately developed a career of her own as an administrator in an insurance company; she became my mom, and 
she's sleeping in her bedroom as I write this in her den. 

Something made Murray more or less permanently angry, always on the edge of rage; he'd never say what. He was dogmatic 
and unyielding, and would say of our family, "This isn't a democracy; it's a dictatorship." He acted as if he really believed 
that. (That was not popular, nor was it intended to be.) He could be unsympathetic to people who were treated as badly as 
or even worse than Jews, whose suffering he saw as unparalleled. And so, starting around 1964 — I was 14 then — we 
disagreed about and fought over just about everything. 

There was another side though. Murray combined thrift, discipline, fierce loyalty and generosity in unexpected ways. He'd 
put money in the hands of homeless people who weren't asking for it. He bragged that he loved paying taxes. ("If I'm paying 
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more taxes, it's because I'm making more money.") He supported his two younger brothers on and off and ultimately he 
could not deny his children much of anything, at least financially. He retired 25 years ago, managed his money well, took 
good care of himself and my mother, and never looked back. That was my dad. 

He was stubborn, not necessarily a bad thing. When his oldest and then youngest brother died before each was 50, of heart 
disease most likely brought on by smoking and obesity (they were men of impressive girth), he became determined to beat 
the odds. He gave up smoking and began to lose weight. (As any ex-smoker can tell you, this is a very tough combination.) 
He began a program of daily vigorous walking long before it was in fashion. 

And so he lived long enough to give doctors the tools they needed to keep his most likely killer, heart disease, at bay (he 
had triple bypass surgery 15 years ago), and kept his Type 2 diabetes in check with insulin and diet. He ultimately 
succumbed, I believe, to complications of Parkinson's. We all believed he'd bought himself 10 or 20 years of life with that 
stubbornness, andthat'san incredible thing. I'm proud of that. 

To the end, there was nothing dishonest about Murray, and though he could be withdrawn, for the most part almost 
everything was on the surface: love, hatred, joy, anger, humor, wisdom, generosity and a seemingly boundless capacity for 
optimism. 

That was the quality I treasure the most. He could never, not for one second, believe that things were going to get worse; he 
was always certain they'd get better. It wasn't long ago, years after he stopped being able to walk unaided, that he 
announced that he and a physical therapist were working on "getting me to walk again." His muscles wracked by 
Parkinson's, just a few weeks ago he told me he was going to work on "at least" standing again. And this man was not 
demented. He was just a cockeyed optimist, as the song has it. 

Though I'm happy I seem to have inherited some of that, I don't know where it came from. I didn't know his parents well — 
his father died when I was 3, and to say that his mother, my grandma Sarah, was not the most communicative woman in 
the world would be an understatement — but to me that optimism was the most powerful, memorable and positive thing 
about my dad. The funny thing is that he was almost always right: for him, compared to most humans, things really did 
work out well. How great is that?

The fall of the northern city of Kunduz to the Taliban ignited serious concerns about the 
ability of the Afghan National Security Forces to maintain stability in their country. While 
Afghan forces recaptured Kunduz with international support, Taliban forces continue to 
pressure other northern cities while carrying out operations elsewhere. 

The government in Kabul and its backers are re-evaluating how security is provided. 
President Obama announced a reversal of his decision to remove all U.S. combat 
troops from Afghanistan by the end of 2016, saying that 5,500 would remain. While that 
decision had been under long discussion, it seems that Kunduz forced the issue. 
Meanwhile, pro-government factional leaders are urging Afghan President Ashraf 
Ghani to rearm local militias against the Taliban. Many analysts say predatory actions 
by existing militias were part of the problem in Kunduz. 

Since the takeover, reports of human rights abuses and humanitarian problems are 
emerging from Kunduz, and the Afghan government and international community seem 
ill-prepared to deal with the humanitarian crisis. 

Finally, the fall of Kunduz was a blow to Afghanistan's "national unity" government, 
which so far has given the impression of being more focused on internal rivalries than 
on its core responsibilities. How did divisions within the government contribute to the 
fall of Kunduz? And might the city's ordeal prompt better internal coordination?

The State Department is asking a federal judge for a one-month extension to finish releasing the final batch of 
former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton's emails, a State official confirmed Friday. 

The Department asked for more time to comply with a court order mandating the monthly release of Clinton's 
35,000 work emails that followed a Freedom of Information Act lawsuit. Linder the court's timeline for release, 
State was supposed to make public the final batch of documents - which will be the largest in terms of page 
volume - on Jan. 31. Instead they're seeking an extension through Feb. 29. 

"[Tjhe Department asked the court for a one month extension, to February 29th, to finish our production of 
former Secretary Clinton's emails," State deputy spokesperson Mark Toner said in an emailed statement. "State 
Department staff have been working extremely hard to process these emails and we are committed to getting 
them out. The court's goal for this month's production represented the largest number of pages to date." 

The news comes just days after the intelligence community inspector general told lawmakers that intelligence 
agencies had discovered classified information in Clinton's emails that's even more sensitive than "top secret" - 
the highest classification of national security information in government. Clinton has consistently maintained that 
none of the messages were marked classified when she sent them.

Team, 

Yesterday we attended Banobras' (the federal development bank) Sub-committee meeting in which the City's 
Bordo Poniente landfill project was approved to receive federal funds and financing from the Bank. 

The presentation of the Bordo Poniente project during this meeting was contingent upon receiving the final 
approval of the Investment Unit of the Treasury Secretary (Federal Tax & Budget Secretary). This approval has 
not yet been received due to minor pending issues with the cost-benefit Concept Document. However, due to the 
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importance of this project, the Sub-committee board accepted the project under these circumstances. 

The City's Finance Secretary and the Banobras' Water, Energy and the Environment Manager, have been 
leading these discussions that have been ongoing with the Director of Banobras, the Energy Regulatory 
Commission, and other federal offices. 

We are happy to communicate that the final outcome of this meeting was the approval of the Bordo Poniente 
project to receive a federal grant. The final amount has not been decided but it may be around 26 million USD 
(please keep this confidential). 

This approval continues to be contingent upon receiving the approval from the Investment Unit, but a general 
exhort from the board was made to accelerate this review and approval of the project. 

Today we were part of the attendees of the meeting with the Investment Unit to discuss the final comments to the 
project document and the approval will be issued early next week. 

The final meeting of the Banobras Committee to assign the funds to the city will be held on Dec. 14th. 

That puts the City in the position of releasing the tender in the third week of December or first days of January, 
most likely the latter since the end of the year is a lazy time.

GOVERNOR PERRY BACKED AND SIGNED LAW THAT WOULD BAR VETERANS FROM USING THEIR ID 

TO VOTE UNDER NEW LAW 

Texas Veteran Talks Perry's Slap in the Face, as Perry talks military in Iowa 

EAST DALLAS, Texas - As Governor Rick Perry tours Iowa, talking a lot about his own military history, a 
veteran in Texas wants people to know that Fterry's rhetoric doesn't meet his record. Specifically, Perry 
backed and signed a new voter ID law in the state that would prohibit veterans from using their ID card from 
the Department of Veterans Affairs to vote, even though it is a government-issued photo ID. 

"Given that Governor Perry is talking up his veteran status in Iowa, and taking constant hits at our 
Commander in Chief, one would think he has a pretty good record when it comes to those who served," said 
Allen Vaught, an Iraq War Veteran, who was awarded a Purple Heart, "lowans, and Americans at 
large should know, however, that Governor Perry put partisan politics above the rights of veterans by 
recently signing a Voter ID Law in Texas that prohibits veterans from using their Department of Veterans 
Affairs ID card to vote." 

Vaught added, "Governor Fterry knows full well that a Veterans ID Card is a legitimate, government-issued 
ID. In some cases, it’s the only government ID a veteran has. Veterans fought to protect our democracy. 
Yet, Governor Fterry's ill-conceived voter ID law will ensure that some veterans don’t get to participate in the 
democracy they fought to preserve. That doesn’t earn the respect of any man or woman in uniform that I 
know. I’d urge the press to dig into Rick Perry’s record on veterans issues. They’ll find his record doesn’t 
stand up to his blustery rhetoric.” 

In Iowa this week, Perry said that he was running for President to "make sure that every young man and 
woman who puts on the uniform of this country respects highly the president of the United States," while 
repeatedly mentioning his service in the Air Force. 

But, just back in May, Perry backed and signed a law he declared an "emergency item" under his powers as 
governor. That law would require voters to present ID when voting. The bill specifically left out ID from the 
Department of Veterans Affairs, even though it is a government ID, with a photo, like any driver's license or 
passport. 

Ann McGeehan, director of the Texas Secretary of State's elections division, said last week that photo ID 
cards issued by the U.S. Department of Veterans Affairs are not acceptable forms, under the new law. 

Allen Vaught served in Iraq from April 2003 until March 2004 and commanded one of the first units to enter 
Fallujah where he served as the city’s “de facto” mayor. After being transferred to Sadr City, Allen was 
injured in combat operations and awarded the Purple Heart. He was honorably discharged from the Army as 
a result of his injuries. He served in the Texas House of Representatives from 2007-201 1 .

DEBT-FREE COLLEGE - Tomorrow (Wed.), Elizabeth Warren is giving a major address at 
The Shanker Institute entitled, "The Affordability Crisis: Rescuing the Dream of College for 
the Working Class and the Poor." It is a pretty comprehensive speech that touches on many 
of the issues and points that we have been developing (with a harder hitting bent on the 
Dept of Ed's lack of enforcement of bad actors in the for-profit sector). Interestingly, 
however, while she says that every student should have a "debt free option" to attend 
college, her policy proposals to get there are first directed at the states: (1) states should 
invest more in higher ed; and (2) states should start refinancing student loans. She does 
say the federal government has a role to partner with states and fix the Pell grant program, 
but she doesn't really lay out a comprehensive plan of how we are going to get to a "debt 
free option" for every student. 

I do, however, think that it will get quite a lot of attention and while we can still say our plan is 
coming later, the pressure will continue to mount. I'm attaching her full speech as an FYI. 
Also, as an FYI, I'm headed to DC to do meetings with higher ed groups on Thursday and 
Friday - and so this may generate some buzz. 

PAID LEAVE - Bernie's folks have been calling my friends in the paid leave world to let them 
know that he will be giving a major speech on paid leave and introducing legislation on paid 
leave on Thursday. No one has leaked it to me yet, but I assume it will be at least as 
comprehensive as Gillibrand's FAMILY Act. I'll let you know when I learn more.

General Mills is going to label for genetically modified ingredients in all of its products sold in the U.S., a move the company 
says is necessary in order to comply with Vermont's mandatory GMO labeling requirement while Congress continues to 
work on a national standard. 

The Golden Valley, Minn. -based food giant announced the move today, saying that the change needs to be made now in 
order to meet Vermont's July 1 implementation deadline. 

"We can't label our products for only one state without significantly driving up costs for our consumers and we simply will 
not do that," Jeff Harmening, chief operating officer of U.S. retail, wrote in a blog post on the company's website. "The 
result: consumers all over the U.S. will soon begin seeing words legislated by the state of Vermont on the labels of many of 
their favorite General Mills products." 

However, Harmening said the company is still going to work with the rest of the industry to get Congress to pass a law to 
set a national standard. 

"With the Vermont labeling legislation upon us, and with the distinct possibility that other states will enact different labeling 
requirements, what we need is simple: We need a national solution." 

The announcement from General Mills marks the second major food company to decide to label its products nationally. The 
Campbell Soup Company made public its plans to do the same in January. It also follows a failed effort Wednesday by 
Senate Agriculture Committee Chairman Pat Roberts to pass a bill that would preempt GMO labeling laws in Vermont and 
other states from taking effect. 

While lawmakers and the food industry have agreed to continue to work on federal legislation, it's unclear if a compromise 
short of labeling on packages will gamer enough support from Democrats to gain passage.

The Environmental and Social 
Responsibility Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution

Only a sweeping Constitutional Amendment can save us from a global 
environmental disaster beyond our imagination.

It's time to sweep aside all the illusions: 


*That the national environmental organizations have a secret plan to save the 
environment but just haven't told us yet 

'That local acts of environmental sanity in a few dozen urban areas will make a 
dent on the global degredation of the life-support-system of the planet

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*That "new technologies" will solve the problem 

*That individual acts of recycling and "conscious consumerism" will change what 
is being produced 

'That good guy corporate leaders will eventually turn around the massive impact 
that global corporations have been having in undermining Nature's balance 

*That political sanity will prevail if only we get a new president (remember when 
you thought that about Obama? Are you now thinking it will happen with 
Hillary?) 

Illusion after illusion after illusion. 

We are up against a global economic and political system that has only gotten 
worse and worse over the course of the 45 years since Earth Day 1970. 
Consciousness has grown, small battles have been won, and the people who 
worked so hard on both fronts deserve our commendation. But don't deceive 
yourself: the situation of the planet has gotten worse and worse, and it will 
continue to do so until we have a movement capable of fundamentally changing 
our economic and political system. 

The reason: most of the mega-corporations of the world must constantly expand 
in order to survive in a competitive global marketplace. As long as the corporate 
leadership has a fiduciary responsibility to maximize the investments of their 
stockholders, they have no choice but to make profits their "bottom line." True, 
they can sometimes use token environmental steps to assuage the consciences of 
some of their investors, customers or clients, but only to the extent that those can 
be shown to contribute to their old bottom line of money and power. 

Individually, many people in these corporations are very decent human beings, 
and some go home from work and contribute to environmental causes. But they 
know they will lose their jobs if they don't promote the old bottom line. And to do 
that, many of those corporations will have to extract resources from the earth in 
the cheapest possible way, engage in environmentally destructive processes in 
extracting, refining, and producing their goods, moving their operations to other 
corners of the globe where environmental restrictions are less constraining and/ 
or workers' pay easier to restrict to low levels, safety conditions less rigorously 
enforced. In the process, air, water, and ground land will be increasingly 
polluted and we and our children and grandchildren will pay the consequences. 
Sadly, many of the very people who care most about these issues will nevertheless 
provide the funding for candidates in 2016 who are too timid to address these 
issues, or too misguided, but instead will insist that "growth" is the golden calf 
which must be worshipped (as though the earth were a bottomless cookie jar and 
one could take without restraint or worry about future generations). 

But there is a solution to all this. Partly it involves a new consciousness that is 
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already developing in which we come to see the earth not primarily as a 
"resource" to use for human benefit, but as a sacred source of life that deserves to 
be responded to with respect, love, awe, wonder and radical amazement, and 
come to see ourselves as part of the earth and able to feel and mourn the assaults 
on it in ways similar (not exactly the same, but close) to the ways we would 
experience an Islamic State ISIL or Boku Haram fundamentalist terrorist 
hacking off one of our limbs. When we can feel that pain, we will stop eating 
cows and other forms of meat and allowing forests to be cut down so that cows or 
other animals can be grown for consumption. We will join efforts to get our 
governmental bodies, universities, religious and civic institutions, and anywhere 
we have investments or savings accounts to disinvest in corporations with 
dubious environmental practices, and we will refuse to buy their services or 
products. 

But that can't be enough. If most oil companies are among the worst polluters, 
you still have to get to work and there are no mass transportation options, you 
may feel bad but you'll continue to buy the oil from one polluter or another. If 
organic food is only available at higher prices than the more polluted foods, but 
your children are hungry and you have been one of the tens of millions of 
Americna workers whose wages have not grown significantly plus now you have 
to buy various electronics to keep your children from being seen as bizarre if they 
don't own what "everyone else" is giving their kids, you'll sacrifice a little on 
organic foods and eat ones that may or may not in the long run cause a variety of 
health problems. 

Moreover, the 1% of the richest people in the advanced industrial countries have 
so much more disposable income than almost everyone else that the economic 
marketplace will respond far more to their interests than the interests of tens of 
millions of others. The consumer marketplace doesn't respond on the basis of one 
consumer one vote, but rather one dollar one vote. And the top 1% owns more of 
those dollars than the 50% of Americans earning below the median income level. 

A first step is to promote a New Bottom Line, so that every corporation, 
government policy, our legal system, health care system, educational system, and 
every other major system is judged efficient, rational and productive to the extent 
that they maximize love and caring, environmental sustainability and 
responsibility, ethical behavior and generosity, enhance our capacities to treat 
other human beings not merely instrumentally to achieve fulfillment our own 
personal needs but as sacred beings, and our capacities to transcend a narrow 
utilitarian or instrumental approach to nature and instead respond to the Earth 
and to the universe with awe, wonder and radical amazement at the grandeur 
and preciousness of all that is (of which we each are an important part). This 
New Bottom Line is a way of making whatever "new story" or "new 
consciousness" become a reality in our daily lives. But to make that happen, we 
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need to translate this New Bottom Line into specific programs. 

That's why we at Tikkun and the interfaith (but also secular-humanist and 
atheist-welcoming) Network of Spiritual Progressives have developed two key 
programs that can make a major difference: The ESRA and the Global Marshall 
Plan. 

The ESRA 

The ESRA (Environmental and Social Responsibility Amendment to the US 
Constitution) has the following planks: 

1. It bans all private money from state and federal elections and permits only 
public funding, thereby eliminating the huge advantage that the super-rich have 
to shape the Congress, the presidency, and the various state legislatures. This is a 
far more powerful step than allowing the Congress to set limits on money 
donations by overturning "Citizens' United" decision of the Supreme Court. 

ESRA also does make clear that corporations are not "persons" with rights that 
are granted to human beings in the Constitution and that money is not a form of 
speech protected by the Constitution. 

2. It requires the wealthier corporations (those with incomes of over $50 million/ 
yr— but excluding all the small businesses) get a new corporate charter once every 
five years which will only be granted to corporations that can prove a satisfactory 
history of environmental behavior and social responsibility— to a panel of 
ordinary citizens who will also hear the testimony of people from around the 
world who have had their lives impacted by the behavior of the corporation being 
reviewed. The system of "regulatory agencies" doesn't work— the regulated 
corporations have succeeded in getting their own leaders, lobbyists or other 
loyalists, appointed to these agencies by presidents of both major parties— so the 
ESRA extends to ordinary citizens (with environmental experts as consultants) 
the ability to decide the fate of corporations just as our legal system now gives 
those citizens the right to decide the fate of fellow citizens facing crimes that 
might even lead to a death sentence. The ESRA specifies a set of areas that the 
panel must consider, but it can also bring in other environmentally relevant 
considerations. This part of the ESRA applies to all corporations selling goods or 
services in the US (whether based here or not) as well as US corporations 
operating only outside the US, and it provides a massive incentive to corporations 
to change their corporate behavior (because with the ESRA, the environmentally 
sensitive people within corporations will be able to insist to their corporate 
leadership and to investors that they risk losing their license to function and 
hence the investments of their stock holders totally unless they dramatically 
change their practices to be dramatically and demonstrably less destructive to 
the environment). 

3. It requires every school from k-to graduate or professional levels to teach 
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environmental practices, latest information, skills both in working with and 
protecting Nature but also in empathic communication, caring for everyone on 
the planet, and learning how to organize and use democratic and nonviolent 
methods for protecting the earth and humanity's future. 

4. It overturns any treaty or trade agreement (including the currently secretly 
negotiated TPP that Obama and the Republicans in Congress have sought to give 
"fast track" approval) which can be shown to be destructive to the wellbeing of 
the environment or to working people or is judged by a court to stand in conflict 
with the intent or specifics of the ESRA. It also requires corporations which seek 
to move assets or operations out of the US to provide reparations and 
compensation to the people of the area in which it previously had been operating. 
And all terms of the ESRA apply equally to any firms to which these larger firms 
subcontract. 

Though it is written more like legislation than like previous constitutional 
amendments, a necessity given the propensity of the corporate-oriented Supreme 
Court to declare unconstitutional Congressional legislation and past Supreme 
Court decisions that limit corporate political and economic power, the 
Constitution does NOT specify what form an amendment can or cannot take. 

And while the Congress in the next few years (probably until post 2020 elections 
and the subsequent reapportionment and redrawing of electoral districts that 
might then be possible) is unlikely to pass this amendment, it may become easier 
for our movement to win support of State Legislatures which could call a 
Constitutional Convention to consider this and related potential amendments. 

The Domestic and Global Marshall Plan 

I wish I could say that this would be enough, but it needs another piece. No 
matter how effective this will be in the U.S., as long as people around the world 
are facing starvation or extremes of poverty, they will have a massive incentive to 
cut down the forests and sell their minerals and produce in environmentally 
destructive ways to sell their products in the international capitalist marketplace. 
So it becomes a major environmental measure to eliminate global poverty, 
homelessness, inadequate education and inadequate health care— so that people 
do not have to choose between the short term survival interests of their families 
on the one hand and the long term environmental safety of their children on the 
other. Hence the need for the Domestic and Global Marshall Plan (download the 
full 32-page brochure at www.tikkun.org/ gmp ) . 

The Domestic and Global Marshall Plan (GMP) calls upon the US to take the 
leadership by example in convincing all the top 20 industrial powers to dedicate 
1-2% of their gdp each year for the next twenty to eliminate (not reduce or 
ameliorate, as the Millenium goals and other UN summits aim at) poverty, 
homelessness, hunger, inadequate education, inadequate health care, and to

repair the environmental damage caused by 150 years of irresponsible forms of 
industrialization pursued by self-described capitalist, socialist and communist 
societies. 

The plan is too detailed to lay out fully here, which is why I am urging you to 
read it at www.tikkun.org/ gmp . But its key elements avoid the past failures of 
aid programs. It ensures that monies will go to working people and poor people 
in localities, not to national elites of political or economic power or to US 
corporations using the money to adance their own interests. It overturns all trade 
arrangements that have led to impoverishment of local farmers around the world 
to the benefit of the advanced industrial countries, particularly the U.S. It 
eliminates all loans from US and other banks and private agencies to poor 
developing countries. It creates local and international governing bodies 
composed of social change activists and cultural and spiritual leaders in the 
relevant recipient countries. It encourages and seeks to develop an 
understanding that homeland security is best served by a spirit of generosity 
(embodied in this GMP) rather than by military, economic, political or cultural 
domination. And much more. If implemented as described, it would end the 
immigration crisis faced by the US and Europe, because people would no longer 
have to risk their lives to get to the advanced industrial countries as their only 
way to get income sufficient to provide for their families without having to sell 
their children into prostitution or to engage in the international drug trade. 

Congressman Keith Ellison of Minneapolis has introduced a House Resolution to 
support this proposed GMP. 

What you can do is to build support for the ESRA and GMP in every possible 
place where you interact with others. You can seek to get them endorsed by your 
civic or religious organization, the social change organization to which you are 
affiliated, your union or professional organization, your universities and local 
school districts, the local branch of the political party to which you belong, your 
city council, state legislature, and representatives to Congress. And you can join 
our organization, the Network of Spiritual Progressives and work with us on a 
concerted campaign to save the environment. Do so 

at www.spiritualprogressives.org/join (you do NOT have to believe in God or 
be part of a spiritual community to be a spiritual progressive— you just have to 
want the New Bottom Line I've discussed above).

STATEMENT OF PROGRESSNOW NM ON NEWS THAT CONGRESS EXPANDS VOTER 
SUPPRESSION INVESTIGATION INTO NEW MEXICO 


Albuquerque - ProgressNow New Mexico's Executive Director Pat Davis issues this statement on the 
news that a Congressional committee has expanded its investigation into voter suppression into New 
Mexico after ProgressNow NM exposed improper training of poll challengers by a GOP official and 
improper coordination between the party and non-profit True The Vote. 

"We thank Congressman Cummings for recognizing the important challenge efforts like those we 
exposed, and others exposed across the country, are having on our elections. This is welcome 
news coming on the heels of Attorney General King's announcement of a similar investigation 
announced last week. Though Congressman Pearce has said he endorses these illegal tactics, 
we encourage the rest of our congressional delegation to stand up for fair elections and support 
this important inquiry. We also continue to implore Governor Martinez, as our state's highest 
ranking elected Republican, to repudiate these tactics and support these investigations, especially 
now that voters have already begun voting." 


ProgressNow New Mexico made national news when it released secretly recorded video of a 
Republican party official training poll challengers in illegal voter challenge techniques. The video has 
been viewed more than 50,000 times. Just days later, we returned to another training session and 
were denied entry by True The Vote's state leader telling us, on tape, that the training was only open to 
Republicans. Non-profit organizations, like True The Vote, are not permitted to work on a partisan 
basis. 

We contacted Cong. Cummings office and shared these videos after learning of his investigation. 
Cummings specifically cites ProgressNowNM's work as justification for expanding the investigation. 

New Mexico Attorney General Gary King announced an investigation into voter suppression in New 
Mexico after we released these videos. 

Despite these investigations, True The Vote released additional training videos this past weekend. 
They continue to teach improper poll challenger tactics to participants.

Cummings Ramps Up Investigation of Voter Suppression Allegations 
Calls on True the Vote to Produce Documents on 
Plan to Challenge Voters on Election Day 


Washington, DC (Oct. 18) — Today, Rep. Elijah E. Cummings, Ranking Member of the House Committee on Oversight and 
Government Reform, sent a new letter to Catherine Engelbrecht, President and Founder of True the Vote, requesting 
documents relating to the group’s plan to deploy hundreds of thousands of personnel across the country on Election Day to 
challenge access to the polls for people they believe should not be allowed to vote. 


“There have been reports from multiple states during the past two years that your organization is targeting predominantly 
minority communities and coordinating with the Republican Party in an attempt to intimidate legitimate voters,” wrote 
Cummings. 


Cummings’ letter follows a previous letter on October 4, 2012, requesting documents relating to allegations that True the 
Vote and its affiliated organizations have been challenging the registration of thousands of legitimate voters across the 
country based on insufficient, inaccurate, and faulty evidence. Cummings’ letter notes that True the Vote has declined to 
produce a single document. 


“If you are truly committed to transparency in our nation’s voting process — and if you continue to deny that your 
organization is challenging thousands of legitimate voters across the country for partisan political purposes — then you should 
have no reason to withhold documents from Congress about your activities,” wrote Cummings. 


Cummings’ letter details new information raising questions about whether True the Vote is hiding its true agenda. For 
example, after a report was issued last week documenting how the group is deploying personnel in predominantly African 
American and Hispanic communities in North Carolina, True the Vote appears to have shut down access to its internal 
website about where its personnel will be deployed on Election Day. 


Cummings’ letter also provides new information about voter suppression allegations in Texas in 2010. Contrary to claims by 
True the Vote that there were no instances of voter intimidation, Harris County Senior Assistant County Attorney Doug Ray 
reported to Cummings’ staff that “King Street Patriots and True the Vote volunteers were not fully exonerated for acts of 
intimidation while serving as poll watchers in 2010.” 


Ray said “there were in fact several incidents in which voters complained that True the Vote volunteers were ‘hovering,’ and 
standing too close to voters to allow them to cast a confidential ballot.” When Ray visited True the Vote’s offices in Harris 
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County, he found maps on the wall with push pins indicating that the polling places True the Vote was targeting were 
primarily in minority precincts. 


Cummings’ letter also raises new questions about “mounting evidence” that True the Vote is coordinating closely with 
Republicans. It cites financial contributions to the Republican State Leadership Committee, admissions by Engelbrecht 
that she is working to supply the Republican Party with volunteers, and reports that True the Vote officials in New Mexico 
are conducting secret voter training programs that exclude Democratic volunteers. 


Cummings asked Engelbrecht to provide documents by October 31, 2012, relating to where True the Vote is targeting its 
personnel, voter roll lists that it plans to use to challenge voter eligibility, and materials the organization uses to train its 
volunteers.

Judge orders 'rolling' release of Clinton's State Department emails

A federal judge has rejected the State Department’s plan to release most of Hillary Clinton’s emails as secretary of state in one large batch, insisting 
that the agency parcel out releases of the records over time. 

U.S. District Court Judge Rudolph Contreras announced Tuesday his plans to order a “rolling production’’ of the emails just hours after the State 
Department proposed that it not be required to make the records public until January 2016, a lawyer involved said. 


At a brief hearing on a Freedom of Information Act lawsuit brought by Vice News, Contreras did not set a specific date by which State must begin 
releasing the emails. 

However, the judge gave the government one week to provide a schedule for the periodic release of records, Vice News lawyer Jeffrey Light 
said after the session. 

Contreras also gave State one week to say exactly when it plans to release a portion of the records relating to the deadly attack on U.S. facilities 
in Benghazi, as well as other Libya related issues. State officials have previously pledged to release those emails “soon,” but have never offered a 
specific date. 

The Libya-related records were turned over to a House committee in February. 

Clinton, who announced her candidacy for president last month, confirmed in March that she only used a private email account during her four 
years as secretary. She said she turned over 55,000 pages of emails from that account to the State Department in December in response to an 
October request from State officials. 

Clinton said she turned over all messages that were arguably work-related, but decided to delete a roughly equal number of messages that her 
lawyers determined were personal or private in nature. 

The State Department could also face deadlines to disclose portions of the records in other FOIA suits. Last week, a judge ordered State to release 
records from Clinton’s top aides on specific topics by September. It’s unclear whether the requests in that case, brought by conservative group 
Citizens United, would encompass some of the Clinton emails.

Study of the Senate Permanent Subcommittee on Investigations’ Investigation and Report on the JPMorgan 
Chase London Whale Trades 

The Senate Permanent Subcommittee on Investigations began their investigation into the so-called London 
Whale trades after the high profile losses forced CEO Jamie Dimon to face congressional inquiry before the House 
Financial Services and Senate Banking Committees. What appears to be a bipartisan investigation led by Sens. Levin, 
Coburn, and McCain raises the most important question of congressional investigations- why did the subcommittee 
decide that this incident was worthy of a nine-month investigation? I believe a look into the scope, conduct, and 
potential motives of the investigation can help establish if it was a laudable use of congressional investigatory power 
and resources, a means to coax federal regulators on key policy provisions, or perhaps an avenue to further pillory an 
industry that had become a politically profitable whipping boy. Especially at a time when key elements of the Dodd 
Frank Wall Street Reform and Consumer Protection Act, such as the Volcker Rule authored by Sen. Levin, were in 
crucial stages of drafting or implementation, it is important to assess whether the investigation and subsequent report 
were conducted in pursuit of genuine congressional and public interests or with other motives and objectives.

This morning, the White House released an update to the big data working group’s May 2014 report on big data, describing progress in 
implementing the working group’s recommendations throughout the government. As part of that process, the Council of Economic Advisers 
released a new study on big data and differential pricing. 


Differential pricing is the practice of charging different prices to different customers. Economic textbooks typically refer to this as “price 
discrimination.” Everyday examples include discounts for senior citizens at the movie-theater and higher priced tickets for last minute business 
travelers. 

Economists have studied differential pricing for many years , and while big data seems poised to revolutionize pricing in practice , it has not 
altered the underlying principles. Perhaps surprisingly, those principles suggest that differential pricing is often good for both firms and their 
customers. When prices reflect a buyer’s ability to pay, sellers can often serve customers who would otherwise get priced out of the market, as 
with need-based financial aid for college students. Price differences can also reflect the cost or risk of serving different customers, which can 
discourage inappropriate risk -taking and expand the size of the market. 

The benefits of differential pricing indicate that it can play an important positive role in the overall economy. However, our report also explains how 
discriminatory pricing can pose difficult trade-offs and present serious concerns about fairness, especially when consumers are unaware of how 
sellers are using information about them, or when pricing is based on factors outside of individuals’ control. One way to limit to unfair or inaccurate 
applications of big data in this context is to give consumers increased visibility into the types of information that companies collect, and more control 
over how it is used, as proposed in the President’s Consumer Privacy Bill of Rights. 

Big data allows companies to collect more information about customers and use it to create new kinds of measures, raising the likelihood 
differential pricing will become more common and more personalized over time. Our review of differential pricing online revealed that companies 
are presently experimenting with three broad pricing strategies: (1 ) experiments that randomly manipulate prices to learn about demand; (2) 
efforts to steer consumers towards particular products without altering their prices; and (3) using big data to customize prices to individual 
buyers. Research on the prevalence of these pricing practices suggests that experiments and steering are common at some web sites, while 
cases of personalized pricing remain limited. Nevertheless, there is some evidence that personalized pricing could prove very profitable, 
providing strong incentives for companies to continue experimenting with these tools. 

Our report also finds evidence that big data and related technologies can empower individual buyers. In the online environment, for example, many 
Internet browsers have privacy settings that allow users to control their personal information. Buyers can also use tools like price tracking and 
comparison web sites, or even a simple search engine, to seek out the best available price. For example, the chart below shows the relative 
frequency of Google searches on the term “best price” and how it is strongly correlated with the holiday shopping season. Partly because of 
these tools, and the competition they foster, Americans are using the Internet to shop in rapidly growing numbers .

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Differential pricing in high-stakes transactions such as employment, insurance or credit provision can raise substantial concerns regarding privacy, 
data quality and fairness. In these settings, big data may facilitate discriminatory pricing strategies that target consumers based on factors outside 
their own control, or run afoul of antidiscrimination provisions in existing laws such as the Fair Credit Reporting Act or Civil Rights Act. Here too, 
however, big data can be a tool that works for consumers. For example, where the law protects specific groups against discriminatory pricing, big 
data can be used to conduct audits for disparate impact that help detect problems, both before and perhaps after a discriminatory algorithm is used 
on real consumers. 

Given the speed at which both the technology and business practices are evolving, the CEA report on Big Data and Differential Fficing provides 
only a first look at a set of issues that will keep economists , engineers and policy makers busy for many years. The long-run challenge in this 
area is to promote the use of big data and differential pricing where they help to expand markets, while preventing unfair discrimination based on 
sensitive information that consumers may not understand they have revealed.

Dear Trustees, 

As you know, the OCR received a complaint concerning the College's handling of a sexual misconduct matter and opened 
an investigation in January 2014. We learned an hour ago that as a followup to the White House's Task Force 
announcement yesterday, the OCR will be publicizing the list of all pending investigations. We expect that there will be 
over 50 schools on the list, and Knox will be among them. 

In anticipation of such an announcement, we (in conjunction with our attorneys) had prepared a campus communication 
and FAQ document for release, and it will go out shortly. I have attached these two documents, which constitute our 
public response. If you receive any inquiries, please refer to those two documents. 

While I cannot predict what the OCR will ultimately determine, we are confident that our current policies, procedures and 
education/prevention efforts are all best practices, and I will update you on those efforts in the next few days so that you 
are aware of all we are doing. 

I am available for any questions -- feel free to call. I know that this is a sensitive season, given admission deposits. 

However, we feel it is important to get ahead of the OCR announcement, which was driven by the White House release of 
its report yesterday . We are briefing admission counselors with information on all our efforts to address sexual violence on 
campus and they will have that information at their fingertips in the event that parents or prospective students inquire.

The key point is that this is not an Obama ask, but a Hillary 
ask. And the Clintons won't forget what their friends have done for them. It would 
be helpful to feel out what path, if any, we have to get them to yes. This will probably 
take some pushing.

Hi John - Dave tells me you two talked today about our progress towards MEETS in California - sounds also as though you agree 
with Commissioner Florio of the CPUC that this can be transformative of EE policy. 

Of course I think you're right - and once we show the way anyone will be able to deploy this. This is of course what we've been 
working towards - we think it can unleash an EE gold rush. But till we show it, the problem is "proving there's gold at Sutter's 
Mill." In that vein a few words on where we are. 

Basically we're well along in a procurement process leading to a PPA. We've gotten over the staff work in the utility - and are 
now confronting decision loops. 

So we're close. We've been careful to keep the regulators briefed. It's clear they are intrigued - I think they want the chance to 
say yes, subject of course to their own review. 

But this is actually the time of maximum uncertainty. We have to survive the "final internal utility reviews." That will involve 
internal meetings in which our concept is presented by a subordinate, to a boss who has never heard of it before. The boss will 
of course have several decades of "standard thinking" in his or her head, and about 15 minutes in a presentation of a list of 
proposed projects to say "yes" or "no". In fact we're in a situation in which every new person can say no, but no one person can 
say yes. Except of course for the CEO. 

You know enough about MEETS to understand why a utility CEO will want to say yes - but first it has to get to his or her desk. Best 
key in these situations is an internal champion (could be the CEO). In our lead case, the internal champion who encouraged us to 
begin, was recruited away from the utility. 

If our approach seems strategic from a US policy perspective, then it is important that the approach hits this "at scale" 
milestone. For this purpose I'd like to brainstorm with you this process of "internal champions." 

Would you have a few minutes to talk, Thursday or Friday? I'll make myself available at your convenience either day.

When you hear about the new health reform law these days, too much talk is focused on the political. 

What I've found is that most Americans just want to know how this new law helps their families stay healthy -- and how it 
reduces their costs.

Very scattered thoughts, starting with a few things I've read and seen that made me think "Ah, this 
should be her message":

Her most important job right now is to inspire people, and generate enthusiasm. And she will not 
succeed by playing the pragmatist to Bernie's idealist. No young person - no any person - who isn't 
the most committed voter will head out to the polls or knock on doors for someone who tells them that 
they should have more realistic expectations for what politics can achieve (even though they should!). 
In 2008, we would purposely bait her into playing the wet blanket so we could turn around and whack 
her for it. The line from the New Hampshire primary night speech, "In the unlikely story of America, 
there has never been anything false about hope" was a direct retort to Hillary's line about Obama 
"giving everyone false hopes." And it was devastating. 

Far more effective has been what she's been doing recently - saying that Bernie is a single issue 
voter and that there are a lot more issues at stake than Wall Street. This idea that class is the only 
divide and economic issues are all that matter is a very white male centric view of the world (a Bernie 
Bro view, if you will). It also reminds me of the hilarious joke that Brian Buetler keeps making every 
time some asshole says something horribly racist about Obama or sexist about Hillary or prejudice 
about immigrants and Muslims - oh, let's not blame them, they're just economically anxious. 

People are of course economically anxious, and Bernie is tapping into that very well. But that's only 
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half the equation. They're also being told to blame other groups for all their problems - blacks, gays, 
immigrants, Muslims, women, political correctness, etc. Fighting that intolerance and divisiveness is 
just as important as fighting inequality - arguably more so in this election because Trump has made it 
the defining issue. And she is way better equipped and qualified to make that argument than Bernie 
is. That's true because she's a woman. That's true because she was America's chief diplomat. That's 
true because she's fought for these issues her entire life. 

As far back as Audacity of Hope, Obama often talked about our ability to coexist peacefully in a 
shrinking world as a central challenge of the 21st century. Bill Clinton used to talk about 
interdependence on one another as our central mission. 

Hillary can pick up the mantle here in a very inspiring way. She just has to tweak it and be careful that 
it doesn't sound like she's listing off interest groups - here's my black speech, here's my Latino policy, 
here's my woman's event, etc. She needs to combine her policies with her record with a vision of the 
country and the world where we're stronger together than we are divided against each other. That's 
different than "stronger together than we are on our own," which would be more of a Bernie/Obama 
'12 message that's all about right-wing economics. This is an evolution of that message that's 
primarily a response to the intolerance and bigotry of Trump and the right. 

She should be talking about love and kindness. She should be talking about mutual respect and 
tolerance. She should be talking about rebuilding the bonds of community and rebuilding friendships, 
not just between nations, but between people all over the world. Not just compassion for compassion's 
sake - but because we're stronger when we're pulling together' when everyone feels like they're part 
of the team. 

It reminds me of one of my favorite passages from any speech - Cuomo's 84 convention address: 

"It's an old story. It's as old as our history. The difference between Democrats and Republicans has 
always been measured in courage and confidence. The Republicans -- The Republicans believe that 
the wagon train will not make it to the frontier unless some of the old, some of the young, some of the 
weak are left behind by the side of the trail. "The strong" -- "The strong," they tell us, "will inherit the 
land." 

We Democrats believe in something else. We democrats believe that we can make it all the way with 
the whole family intact, and we have more than once. Ever since Franklin Roosevelt lifted himself from 
his wheelchair to lift this nation from its knees -- wagon train after wagon train -- to new frontiers of 
education, housing, peace; the whole family aboard, constantly reaching out to extend and enlarge 
that family; lifting them up into the wagon on the way; blacks and Hispanics, and people of every 
ethnic group, and native Americans -- all those struggling to build their families and claim some small 
share of America. For nearly 50 years we carried them all to new levels of comfort, and security, and 
dignity, even affluence. And remember this, some of us in this room today are here only because this 
nation had that kind of confidence. And it would be wrong to forget that."

jobs in nearly 5 years, the next President will need to have a good handle 
on the economy, but McCain admits that he "doesn't really understand 
economics" and will have to read Alan Greenspan's book to learn the ropes. 

4. [GROUP 2 OHIO, 3 NEVADA] [ECONOMIC FUNDAMENTALS] With a housing 
market in crisis, increasing prices, stagnant wages and the first drop in 

jobs in nearly 5 years the next President needs to understand the real 
challenges facing our economy. But, like George Bush, McCain insists that 
"the fundamentals of our economy will remain strong" and that we're not 
headed for a recession. 

5. [GROUP 1 OHIO, 4 NEVADA] [OUT OF TOUCH WEALTH] McCain defended his 
opposition to a minimum wage increase by noting that he had forgone a pay 

raise in recent years and claiming this had caused a hardship for his 
family. But McCain makes over 160,000 dollars a year and is worth up to 30 
million dollars. 

6. [GROUP 2 OHIO, 3 NEVADA] [OUTSOURCING AND TRADE] McCain says that 
American manufacturing jobs that have moved overseas are (quote) "never 
coming back" (end quote) but he still thinks globalization is a (quote) 

"opportunity" (end quote) for American workers. McCain is a strong 

proponent of free trade; he supported free trade with China and NAFTA, which 
he claims has created millions of jobs. 

7. [GROUP 1 OHIO, 4 NEVADA] [ENERGY] McCain has taken nearly half a 
million dollars from the oil industry and his campaign chairman is a 

lobbyist for Saudi Arabia. He has voted repeatedly to give billions in tax 
breaks to oil companies already making record profits. Last year he killed 
legislation that would have funded 13 billion dollars in investments in 
renewable energy by eliminating tax breaks and subsidies for Big Oil. 

8. [GROUP 2 OHIO, 3 NEVADA] [HEALTHCARE] On the issue of health care, 

McCain is indistinguishable from Bush. McCain supported Bush's veto of a 

bill to extend health insurance to 10 million kids, and he has repeatedly 
voted to cut billions from Medicare. His health care plan, like Bush's, 
would give insurance companies more power to deny people coverage or jack up 
premiums. 

9. [GROUP 1 OHIO, 4 NEVADA] [LOBBYISTS] McCain rails against lobbyists 
on the campaign trail but he has 59 of them raising money for his campaign, 
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far more than any other presidential candidate. His campaign manager is a 
former lobbyist for telecom companies the industry McCain oversees on the 
Commerce committee and his campaign chairman made millions lobbying for 
Saudi Arabia 

10. [GROUP 2 OHIO, 3 NEVADA] [FLIP-FLOPS] McCain says he is a straight 
talker, but he has changed many of his positions to run for president. He 
voted against the Bush tax cuts, but now he supports them. He said he would 
never overturn Roe v. Wade, but now he wants eliminate a woman's right to 
choose. He wrote legislation to give illegal immigrants citizenship, but 

now he won't even say if he would vote for his own bill. 

WE SUGGEST CUTTING THESE MESSAGES. 

11. [BUSH 3RD TERM] McCain would be nothing more than a 3rd Bush term. 
He has voted with Bush 90 percent of the time overall and 100 percent of the 
time on Iraq. Like Bush, he would keep our troops in Iraq for decades. 

McCain supported Bush's veto of the children's health care bill, Bush's plan 

to privatize social security Bush's tax cuts for millionaire and big 
corporations. 

12. [SECURITY] McCain says he would follow Osama bin Laden to the Gates 
of Hell, but when asked how he plans to capture bin Laden, he dodges the 
question. McCain still insists that Iraq is the central front in the war on 

terror. His plan to keep troops in Iraq for 100 more years will keep our 
military stretched too thin to fight al Qaeda and other terrorists in 
Afghanistan or elsewhere. 

13. [OUT OF TOUCH NO WEALTH] McCain is out of touch with American 
families. He opposed increasing the minimum wage from 5 to 7 dollars but 
supports putting seniors' retirement funds at risk by privatizing Social 
Security. He wants to extend the Bush tax cuts for millionaires and big 
corporations and he even supported Bush's veto of the Children's health care 
bill. 

14. [TAXES] Most economists support a short-term stimulus plan targeted 
at the middle class, but instead of backing measures aimed at helping middle 
class Americans, McCain's solution is to make Bush's tax cuts for those 
making over 200,000 dollars permanent and to cut taxes on big corporations 
by another 30 percent. 

15. [SOCIAL SECURITY] McCain not only supported George Bush's plan to 
privatize Social Security, he traveled the country with Bush to try to help 

sell it. The Bush/McCain plan would slash guaranteed benefits and risk 
seniors' retirement funds in the stock market while adding a trillion 
dollars to our national debt. 

16. [ENDLESS WAR NO BUSH] Not only does McCain wants to send even 
more troops to Iraq and keep them there for 100 years or more, he would drag 
us into other conflicts in the Middle East. He admits that if he becomes 
president there will be more wars and he says we may have to bomb Iran. 

17. [IRAQ STRAIGHT HIT] McCain said the war in Iraq would be easy and 
that we would be greeted as liberators. He has voted with Bush on Iraq 100 
percent of the time, proposes sending even more troops to Iraq, building 
permanent bases like the ones we have in Korea and Germany and keeping our 
forces there for 100 years or more.

Very scattered thoughts, starting with a few things I've read and seen that made me 
think "Ah, this should be her message": 

1 . The awesome DREAMer video you guys put out 

2. The race speech

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4. The Love and Kindness story 

Her most important job right now is to inspire people, and generate enthusiasm. And she 
will not succeed by playing the pragmatist to Bernie's idealist. No young person - no any 
person - who isn't the most committed voter will head out to the polls or knock on doors 
for someone who tells them that they should have more realistic expectations for what 
politics can achieve (even though they should!). In 2008, we would purposely bait her 
into playing the wet blanket so we could turn around and whack her for it. The line from 
the New Hampshire primary night speech, "In the unlikely story of America, there has 
never been anything false about hope" was a direct retort to Hillary's line about Obama 
"giving everyone false hopes." And it was devastating. 

Far more effective has been what she's been doing recently - saying that Bernie is a 
single issue voter and that there are a lot more issues at stake than Wall Street. This 
idea that class is the only divide and economic issues are all that matter is a very white 
male centric view of the world (a Bernie Bro view, if you will). It also reminds me of the 
hilarious joke that Brian Buetler keeps making every time some asshole says something 
horribly racist about Obama or sexist about Hillary or prejudice about immigrants and 
Muslims - oh, let's not blame them, they're just economically anxious. 

People are of course economically anxious, and Bernie is tapping into that very well. But 
that's only half the equation. They're also being told to blame other groups for all their 
problems - blacks, gays, immigrants, Muslims, women, political correctness, etc. Fighting 
that intolerance and divisiveness is just as important as fighting inequality - arguably 
more so in this election because Trump has made it the defining issue. And she is way 
better equipped and qualified to make that argument than Bernie is. That's true because 
she's a woman. That's true because she was America's chief diplomat. That's true 
because she's fought for these issues her entire life. 

As far back as Audacity of Hope, Obama often talked about our ability to coexist 
peacefully in a shrinking world as a central challenge of the 21 st century. Bill Clinton 
used to talk about interdependence on one another as our central mission. 

Hillary can pick up the mantle here in a very inspiring way. She just has to tweak it and 
be careful that it doesn't sound like she's listing off interest groups - here's my black 
speech, here's my Latino policy, here's my woman's event, etc. She needs to combine 
her policies with her record with a vision of the country and the world where we're 
stronger together than we are divided against each other. That's different than "stronger 
together than we are on our own," which would be more of a Bernie/Obama '12 message 
that's all about right-wing economics. This is an evolution of that message that's 
primarily a response to the intolerance and bigotry of Trump and the right. 

She should be talking about love and kindness. She should be talking about mutual 
respect and tolerance. She should be talking about rebuilding the bonds of community 
and rebuilding friendships, not just between nations, but between people all over the 
world. Not just compassion for compassion's sake - but because we're stronger when 
we're pulling together' when everyone feels like they're part of the team. 

It reminds me of one of my favorite passages from any speech - Cuomo's 84 convention 
address: 

"It's an old story. It's as old as our history. The difference between Democrats and 
Republicans has always been measured in courage and confidence. The Republicans -- 
The Republicans believe that the wagon train will not make it to the frontier unless some 
of the old, some of the young, some of the weak are left behind by the side of the trail. 
"The strong" - "The strong," they tell us, "will inherit the land." 

We Democrats believe in something else. We democrats believe that we can make it all 
the way with the whole family intact, and we have more than once. Ever since Franklin 
Roosevelt lifted himself from his wheelchair to lift this nation from its knees - wagon train 
after wagon train -- to new frontiers of education, housing, peace; the whole family 
aboard, constantly reaching out to extend and enlarge that family; lifting them up into the 
wagon on the way; blacks and Hispanics, and people of every ethnic group, and native 
Americans - all those struggling to build their families and claim some small share of 
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America. For nearly 50 years we carried them all to new levels of comfort, and security, 
and dignity, even affluence. And remember this, some of us in this room today are here 
only because this nation had that kind of confidence. And it would be wrong to forget 
that."

Report on Childless EITC

In Tuesday's Budget the President will be proposing an expansion of the Earned Income Tax Credit for childless households. The 
attached report by the Council of Economic Advisers, the National Economic Council, the Office of Management and Budget, and 
the Treasury Department explains the new policy and analyzes its impact on poverty, incomes, and more broadly. The Executive 
Summary is pasted below and the report is available online at http://www.whitehouse.gov/sites/default/files/docs/ 
eitc report.pdf . 

Executive Summary 

The Earned Income Tax Credit (EITC) is among the Nation's most significant tools for reducing poverty and encouraging people to 
enter the workforce. Expansions of the EITC and the refundable Child Tax Credit (CTC) enacted during this Administration benefit 
16 million families with 30 million children and have helped lift about 1.4 million Americans out of poverty. Altogether, the EITC 
and the refundable CTC now support 32 million working families, lifting 10.1 million people, including 5.3 million children, out 
of poverty. In addition, research has consistently found that the EITC also boosts incomes by increasing employment, with one 
recent study finding that the EITC leads about 1 in 10 parents who would not otherwise be working to enter the labor force. As a 
result, its full effects on poverty and hardship may be even greater than its direct effects. 

Workers without qualifying children, however, miss out on these anti-poverty and employment effects of the EITC. The EITC 
available to workers without children and non-custodial parents (the "childless worker EITC") is small and phases out at very 
low incomes. As such, it provides little assistance to childless individuals at or near the poverty line and little incentive to enter 
the workforce. Moreover, the current age restrictions prevent workers younger than 25 from claiming the childless worker EITC, 
excluding young workers living independently from their parents from its pro-work effects. This represents an important missed 
opportunity. For individuals at this formative stage of life, encouraging employment and on-the-job experience could help 
establish patterns of labor force attachment that would persist throughout their working lives. 

The President has proposed to address these problems with the current childless worker EITC by doubling the maximum credit to 
about $1,000 and increasing the income level at which the credit is fully phased out to about $18,000 (roughly 150 percent of the 
Federal poverty line for a single adult). The proposal would also make the credit available to young adult workers age 21 and 
older and would raise the EITC's upper age limit from 65 to 67, harmonizing it with the recent and scheduled increases in the 
Social Security full retirement age. 

The President's proposal would: 

• Directly reduce poverty and hardship for 13.5 million low-income workers struggling to make ends meet. 

o Under the President's proposal, 7.7 million workers would be eligible for a larger EITC, while 5.8 million workers 
would be newly eligible for the credit. (See State-by-State estimates in the appendix.) 

o Those newly eligible would include 3.3 million working young adults age 21 to 24, 300,000 older workers age 65 or 
66, and 2.2 million workers with incomes above the current cut-offs. 

o The increase in the credit would lift about half a million people above the poverty line and reduce the depth of 
poverty for 10 million more. 

o Non-custodial parents likely comprise 1.5 million or more of those benefiting from the proposed EITC expansion. By 
boosting these parents' incomes - and encouraging work - the expansion may benefit their children as well. 

• Encourage and support work, especially among a number of groups with falling or low labor force participation rates. 

o Research has consistently found that the EITC for families with children increases employment, especially among 
single mothers, with the 1980s and 1990s EITC expansions pulling more than half a million people into the labor 
force. 

o Many experts, including conservative economists, believe a more robust childless worker EITC could replicate these 
successes, and a UK tax credit available to childless adults did raise labor force participation among that group. 

o Researchers have found that the EITC for families with children has larger effects on work in areas of the country 
where it is more widely known. A more robust EITC would not only provide a larger financial incentive for work, it 
would also probably be more salient, and so its pro-work impact might increase more than proportionately. 

o The proposed EITC expansion would target a number of groups with low or declining labor force participation rates 
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or for whom there are other compelling reasons to strongly subsidize work. These include: men without a college 
education, whose labor force participation rates have been falling for decades, along with their wages; women 
without dependent children, who comprise a significant share of low-wage workers; young adults not enrolled in 
school; workers with disabilities; and older workers. 

• Take an important step toward tax reform by shifting resources from unproductive tax loopholes to reducing poverty and 
supporting work. 

o Since the 1970s, the tax code has gone from increasing to reducing poverty for families with children, but it still 
increases the poverty rate among childless households. The President's proposal would make significant progress 
toward realizing the principle that the tax system should not push people into or deeper into poverty. 

o The President is proposing to pay for the EITC expansion by closing tax loopholes that let some high-income 

professionals avoid income and payroll taxes that everyone else has to pay. Addressing these loopholes was also a 
part of Chairman Camp's tax reform proposal released last week. The President is proposing to devote the savings 
from these provisions to lowering tax rates and cutting taxes for low-income workers, an important step toward 
reforming the tax code. 

Historically, the EITC has enjoyed strong bipartisan support, with EITC expansions signed into law by every President since the 
EITC was first enacted under President Ford, and under both Democratic and Republican Congresses. More recently, 
policymakers and experts from both parties have increasingly advocated expanding the childless EITC. (See the box on page 16.) 
The President's proposal to expand the EITC for childless adults would build on the EITC's success by increasing the return to 
work for 13.5 million current workers, increasing incentives for other non-parents and non-custodial parents to enter the 
workforce, and reducing poverty and hardship.

Mike & Co. - 

One week ago, the House passed a bill that could alter and perhaps ease the way state and local infrastructure 
is financed in the capital markets, when HR. 2209, a bill to "require the appropriate Federal banking agencies to 
treat certain municipal obligations as level 2A liquid assets, and for other purposes" was adopted by the House 
with a voice vote. 

Thought the bill has flown below the media radar, it is significant. Municipal obligations, including bonds, are at 
the heart of infrastructure investment in America. And infrastructure investment has been a large focus of this 
primary. Both Democratic candidates have proposed multi-hundred billion dollar infrastructure investment 
proposals. 

Details below...

Infrastructure is mostly funded at the state or local level through the use of municipal bonds. Between 2003 and 
2012, counties, states, and other localities invested $3.2 trillion in infrastructure through long-term tax-exempt 
municipal bonds, 2.5 times more than the federal investment. 

The Bill 


HR 2209 requires federal banking regulators to include municipal bonds under the Liquidity Coverage Ratio 
(LCR). The LCR is designed to ensure that financial institutions have the necessary assets available to handle 
a liquidity disruption. Local officials have said that if the new rules aren’t changed, it will saddle them with higher 
borrowing costs by eliminating incentives banks have to purchase their bonds. Without bonds, these 
governments will lose a significant source of their funding. Per Indiana State Treasurer Kelly Mitchell: “This bill 
helps ensure cash-strapped school districts and municipalities will continue to have access to bonds to finance 
projects they think are best for their communities.” 

Rep. Luke Messer, an Indiana Republican who wrote the bill: “Put simply, our bill requires the federal 
government to recognize the obvious, that our municipal bonds are some of the safest investments in the world 
and that we shouldn’t have rules that give preferential treatment to corporate bonds or other countries’ bonds 
over our own.” 

After passing the House with unanimous bipartisan support, a companion bill is expected to be introduced in the 
Senate this year. 

Municipal Bond Issue 

After the crisis of 2008, federal regulators adopted international banking standards that require banks to have 
enough "High-Quality Liquid Assets" to cover their cash outflows for 30 days in case of a future financial 
meltdown. Now, municipal bonds are not considered liquid assets and therefore cannot be included under the 
LCR. As a result, financial institutions have been discouraged from holding municipal debt, which means that 
cash strapped municipalities and school districts may eventually be forced to reduce or even stop work on 
projects financed with municipal bonds. 

Infrastructure Financing - Alternative Financing 

• Tax-exempt bonds: Exemption from federal taxes and many state and local taxes is possible through the use 
of municipal bonds. In recent years, with the increasing use of PPPs, barriers to this tax exemption have arisen. 
Treasury has reviewed relevant tax rules and based on their findings and have put forth a proposal for an 
expanded and permanent America Fast Forward Bond Program as an alternative to tax-exempt bonds. Based 
on the successful Build America Bond program, “would provide an efficient borrowing subsidy to state and local 
governments while appealing to a broader investor base than traditional tax-exempt bonds [and] would cover a 
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broad range of projects for which tax-exempt bonds can be used.” 

• Obama’s budget proposal: Obama has also put forth a plan to strengthen local and state government 
infrastructure projects. His plan relies on a new Federal credit program to support public-private partnerships 
within the Department of the Treasury. It will provide direct loans to US infrastructure projects developed through 
PPPs. The Obama Administration believes that private investment is crucial for infrastructure development 
moving forward, so there should be more flexibility in regards to what PPP is subject to. In addition to that, 
President Obama has proposed the taxable, direct-pay America Fast Forward bond program to help finance 
infrastructure. 

State Infrastructure Banks 


Local governments receive financing in a number of ways. Traditional sources such as tax revenues have been 
dwindling and local authorities have been relying on federal government loan programs, public-private 
partnerships, and State Revolving Funds (SRFs). State Infrastructure Banks (SIBs) are a subset of SRFs -- the 
funds act like a bank, because they don’t own the infrastructure asset, but act as a lender or guarantor to the 
project sponsor. Per Brookings: “SRFs rely on principal repayments, bonds, interest and fees to re-capitalize 
and replenish the fund as a perpetual source of debt financing.” 

SIBs generate more investment per dollar than traditional federal and state grant programs. They only exist in 
33 states and 10 of those SIBs are currently inactive. A large problem may be compliance with federal 
regulations. Brookings again: 

“We found that many SIB officials cite compliance with federal regulations as slowing down the investment 
process either because of environmental and contractual requirements or due to the lack of flexibility in projects 
that are not Title 23 or 49 eligible. For states with smaller projects, this may be prohibitively costly compared to 
the advantage of using the low-cost SIB financing.” 

Just being called a bank subjects SIBs to regulations that commercial banks are subject to. SIBs are non-for- 
profit organizations with a goal of increasing infrastructure investment, so they don’t quite fit into the category of 
the average bank. SIBs may be more successful outside this classification. 

For or Against Dodd-Frank 

Before Dodd-Frank, particularly in the case of relatively small municipalities, many underwriters forged long-term 
relationships with municipalities and would provide financial advice before and after a bond issuance. With 
Dodd-Frank, that relationship changed, with a new “municipal adviser” category that must register with the SEC 
and be regulated by the Municipal Securities Rulemaking Board (MSR). Now, it is widely illegal to provide advice 
to governmental entities concerning the issuance of municipal bonds, the use of financial derivatives, and the 
investment of the proceeds of a bond issue to, or on behalf, of a municipal entity or an obligated person unless 
the adviser is registered with the SEC. 

HR 2209 appears to address a problem within Dodd-Frank, but it is unclear if it vitiates the law materially. At 
face value, it appears to be more a technical fix. Dodd-Frank expanded regulations for banking institutions, but 
the entities that fund state and local governments are far unlike the TBTF institutions that Dodd-Frank was 
meant to regulate. 

Groups like Americans for Financial Reform oppose HR 2209: “While we sympathize with the belief that municipal 
debt was incorrectly treated under the initial LCR rule, we believe that it is inappropriate to classify such debt as 
a Level 2A asset. AFR therefore opposes this bill unless a more appropriate liquidity classification is used.” AFR 
has previously said it supports treating municipal bonds as more liquid and does not approve the type of 
classification used in HR 2209, because it goes too far in its treatment of municipal debt as level 2A liquid assets 
and specifically with micromanaging regulators with this kind of detail and they prefer a Level 2B classification. 

The bill could provide relief for smaller institutions, so that they can fund infrastructure investment more easily. In 
terms of Dodd-Frank, it is yet to be decided if it is simply a necessary tweak or a criticism. 

Looking Ahead 

HR 2209 could end up being an important issue in the national infrastructure discussion. It brings up questions 
about how far a state or local government can go before its activities begin to resemble an actual bank. With the 
growth of PPPs, the private sector is being even more integrated into the process - should those companies be 
given tax exemptions, as well?

A Peculiar Package of Proposals 

Kashkari argued in the alternative that Dodd-Frank needs to be used and/or needs to be reformed. He says the 
law as written does not solve the TBTF problem. He also wants regulators to use the yet-untried tools at their 
disposal under the law. “While significant progress has been made to strengthen our financial system, I believe 
the [Dodd-Frank] Act did not go far enough." He then laid out three ideas meant to end TBTF once and for all. 
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• break up large banks into smaller, less connected, less important entities; 

• turn what remains of the large banks into public utilities by forcing them to hold so much capital that they can’t 
fail; and 

• tax leverage throughout the financial system "to reduce systemic risks wherever they lie." 

• Break up the Banks 

From the perspective of current laws, breaking up big banks is already a policy avenue available to regulators. 
The Federal Reserve, through the Financial Stability Oversight Council, can elect to take a number of actions to 
deal with banks that it feels are both systemically important and organized in an unstable way. Section 121 of 
the Dodd-Frank Act gives the Board of Governors these powers. 

So this first proposal - break up big banks - has been covered here before but just for the sake of argument... 
which banks need to be broken up most urgently? Few commentators believe there is an imminent threat 
demanding action. 

Unsurprisingly, the Fed doesn’t believe that banks are so hopeless that they need to be dissolved. That doesn’t 
mean it’s not a possibility under current legislation, however. 

• Make Banks “Utilities” 


The second proposal is to push capital requirements for banks so high that they “essentially turn into public 
utilities.” Kashkari never explains how exactly high capital reserves turn banks into utilities, but that’s for another 
time. 

He is voicing his support for one of the oldest forms of banking regulations that we still use and use far more now 
in the Dodd-Frank era - he wants banks to hold more capital. Supporters of the law may be heartened by his 
full-throated endorsement of the law on this score. 

• Cribbing from Clinton? 

The third proposal was just about lifted out of Secretary Clinton’s plan to regulate Wall Street — though the 
reporting on the speech doesn’t much mention it much. It is reasonable both from a policy and a political 
perspective. But he doesn't provide further details about his proposal after first outlining it. 

Kashkari contra Yellen 

Fed Chair Yellen has been an outspoken proponent of existing banking regulations, making it known that while 
the job of regulators is not done yet. we’re in a much better situation now than we were before DFA. During her 
testimony before House Financial Services, Yellen fielded a question about why she had not yet broken up big 
banks, saying: “...we [at the Fedjvare using our powers to make sure that a systemically important institution 
could fail, and it would not be -- have systemic consequences for the country. We're doing that in a whole variety 
of ways.” 

The ways Yellen is referring to include enforcing Liquidity Coverage Ratios, capital reserve requirements, and a 
rule passed last November forcing the biggest banks to issue long-term debt equal to 18 percent of risk- 
weighted assets. 

Evidently it's not enough. But it is nonetheless uncommon for a newly minted Federal Reserve Bank President to 
taking to task the Chair of the Federal Reserve’s Board of Governors.

The Customs Bill: Comity on the Hill 

The Senate cleared the first overhaul of the Customs and Border Protection (CBP) agency in more than a 
decade in a 75-20 vote last Thursday, sending the bill to the President and ending months of wrangling over the 
measure. The Trade Facilitation and Trade Enforcement Act of 2015 (H.R. 644) retools CBP to increase its 

focus on blocking illegal trade and ensuring that legal trade moves smoothly. 

The major facets of this legislation are: 

• new protections on intellectual property rights 

• new tools to fight currency manipulation 

•. a permanent extension of the Internet Tax Freedom Act 

Said Senate Finance ranking member Ron Wyden: “This bill is about coming down hard on the trade cheats 
who are ripping off American jobs, and the truth is past trade policies were often too old, too slow or too weak for 
our country to fight back." 

Wyden was perhaps the most outspoken Democrat in support of the bill, continuing his role as a strong backer 
of free trade legislation. He was a key factor in getting Trade Promotion Authority legislation passed through 
Congress last summer, splitting from some of his colleagues in voicing support for that act. 
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Unusual Coalition 


27 Democrats. 47 Republicans, and 1 Independent voted affirmatively . Industry groups including the National 
Retail Federation, as well as the U.S. Chamber of Commerce were supportive of the legislation. National 
Association of Manufacturers’ president Jay Timmons said “if senators want to grow manufacturing in the United 
States, then they should pass this bill immediately.” 

Notable “Nay” votes include Sens. Durbin and Reid, who both expressed disappointment that the legislation was 
a “watered down” version of a bill previously passed by the Senate. ”1 like that [Senate] version, and that strong 
language on currency manipulation,” Durbin said - that language required Commerce to consider “undervalued” 
currencies to be equivalent to countervailable subsidies. “The conference report that’s back to us now and 
before the Senate at this moment is a much different bill." 

Purpose and Provisions 

House and Senate negotiators agreed on a final customs bill in December. The House passed the measure 
256-158 but the legislation stalled in the Senate over a provision added in conference that permanently extends 
a moratorium on Internet access taxes. 

That provision is perhaps the most reported on section in the bill - it’s almost certainly the most popular - it 
applies to localities, states, and the federal government itself. Sen. Lamar Alexander cited it though as 
explanation for his “nay” vote: "the federal government shouldn't be telling the states what their tax structure 
should be." 

Another important provision, known as the ENFORCE Act, would require the CBP to more aggressively 
investigate complaints that companies are evading anti-dumping or countervailing duties on imports by 
mislabeling or disguising the shipments. 

The bill includes a new Trade Enforcement Fund to bring trade cases through the WTO, to investigate the 
implementation of trade requirements by other countries, and to respond to complaints of trade violations. It also 
creates a nine-member Advisory Committee on International Exchange Rate Policy, whose members must be 
comprised of individuals from the private sector who are selected by both chambers of Congress and the 
President (three members each). 

Currency Manipulation 

Currency manipulation has been a long-standing concern of American policy-makers and a particularly 
contentious issue in global trade relations; claims that China has been chronically undervaluing its currency 
have made the news for a number of years. Advocates for stricter enforcement of currency manipulation 
provisions claim that undervalued currencies operate similarly to export subsidies - a prohibited practice within 
the World Trade Organization. 

The final bill dropped a Senate provision that would have required the Commerce Department to treat 
undervalued currency as an illegal subsidy under U.S. countervailing duty law. This provision would have 
opened the door for compensatory tariffs to be levied against goods which originate from countries which are 
found to purposely undervalue their currency in order to boost their exports. The bill does, however, include 
other measures that give the Treasury Department new tools to fight currency manipulation: 

• creates a special fund for the CBP to ensure trading partners follow the rules and to bring disputes before the 
WTO 

• increases funding to the National Intellectual Property Rights Coordination Center 

• establishes the Commercial Customs Operations Advisory Committee jointly between CBP and Treasury 

• requires CBP to investigate claims from other agencies of evasion of anti-dumping or countervailing duties. 

Relation to TPP 


Sen. Majority Leader McConnell has said that the Senate will not vote on the Trans-Pacific Partnership before 
the November elections, so it may come as a surprise to see a bill which deals with enforcing trade deals like 
TPP pass both houses of Congress. However this bill’s provisions for protecting IP rights, toughening 
countervailing duties, and tackling currency manipulation are a necessary prerequisite for agreements like TPP 
(or the far more nebulous TTIP). The new age of trade agreements will deal extensively in issues like 
intellectual property protection, trade in services, and high-tech product trading; types of commerce which are 
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far more difficult to regulate compared to the trade of physical goods. 

So, despite the fact that TPP won’t get a vote until after November (and perhaps not in 2016 at all), and may not 
pass even then, the protections set forward in the customs bill are necessary to allow American companies to 
continue to compete in the global marketplace. 

Price of Passage 

In order to include the permanent extension of the Internet Tax Freedom Act, McConnell had to promise that a 
vote would be held this year on the Marketplace Fairness Act. That legislation grants states greater authority to 
collect sales taxes from online businesses who sell products within their borders. While McConnell himself 
opposes the bill, it was the only way to get the customs bill (with the tax amendment attached) unstuck. 

Just because McConnell has promised it will be brought to a vote doesn’t mean it will be a smooth process - the 
Senate passed the Marketplace Fairness Act in 2013 with 69 votes, and most of the lawmakers who voted for it 
are still in the chamber. Some lawmakers like Kelly Ayotte, who is facing a tough reelection campaign this year, 
have vowed to fight tooth-and-nail against it. Despite these detractors in the Senate, the real battle may occur in 
the House, where two competing proposals have been brought forward.

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One thing the two parties agree is that international tax reform is a fiscally necessary issue to take up ~ 
that Uncle Sam is leaving hundreds of billions of dollars on the table overseas annually. But they would 
also generally agree that it is not going to get done this year. 

Under current law, those profits are subject only to federal taxes if they are returned, or repatriated, to the 
U.S. where they face a top rate of 35 percent. Many companies avoid U.S. taxes on those earnings by 
simply leaving them overseas. 

There is bipartisan activity on the issue in both houses of Congress. Obama has a major reform proposal 
on the table. So is this the year, in the year of surprises?

Reforms in the area of international tax deal with both the repatriation of foreign-derived profits and the 
issue of corporate inversions. Testifying today, Treasury Secretary Jack Lew encouraged the parties in 
Congress to overcome their differences on both, which he believes surmountable: “I just want to 
underscore the urgency of dealing with inversions . . . We can’t wait a year to deal with this,” Lew said during 
a Senate Finance hearing on the Obama administration’s budget. Congress could pass narrow legislation 
on inversions, he said, even if broader reform of the international system is preferable. 

Stirrings in the Senate 

Sen. Schumer also announced today that he is in contact with Speaker Ryan about coming to an 
agreement on repatriating corporate profits. They were unable to come to an agreement last year on a 
similar measure put forth as part of a larger reform effort. Schumer said today: “We’re trying to bridge 
over, of course, the divide between existing proposals. I remain at the table ready to work.” 

One of the key differences between the parties concerns whether the money raised from tax reform should 
be turn into government revenue for more spending, or used to pay down the debt or pass tax cuts. After 
the Senate Finance hearing yesterday, Chair Hatch said: “I'm actually working on international, but I just 
don't think it's going to get done this year, because, you know, let's face it, the Democrats are going to 
want to raise revenue. They want money to spend.” 

At that same hearing, Sen. Shelby pushed a corporate integration plan he is developing to eliminate the 
double taxation of corporate income by providing corporations a dividend deduction. He's awaiting a score 
by the Joint Committee on Taxation. Dividend deductions are usually quite expensive and regressive, so it 
will a feat to attract any Democratic support, especially for him. 

Brady's Push 

Meanwhile, Ways and Means Chair Kevin Brady has said that he wants a vote this year on moving the 
United States into a territorial tax system, which would permanently exempt US-based businesses from 
paying taxes on income earned abroad. He also wants to lower the corporate rate to 20 percent. In the 
face of these proposals it is difficult to see what sort of compromise can be found between Democrats and 
Republicans, as the former may be more preoccupied just keeping alive the idea that foreign profits should 
be taxed at all. “The goal of these reforms are not to generate more spending,” Brady said. “It’s to bring 
back real dollars to be reinvested in the United States.” 

Brady has been advocating for international tax reform since he took over Ways and Means. Last month, 
he spoke with Sen. Hatch and they were both committed to getting something done. Senior Republicans 
believe the country’s international tax problems — inversions and Europe going after revenues from U.S. 
companies among them — are urgent. But Brady strongly hinted that all that work would be aimed at 
setting things up for 2017, when Republicans want “pro-growth tax reform under a Republican president.” 
Perhaps that’s no huge shock, but it does seem to set up something of a disconnect, given all the talk of 
urgency. 

Brady and his supporters have been pushing the idea that American money is either being taxed by other 
countries or being taken over by foreign competitors in an inversion - typically, when an American 
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company incorporates abroad so its earnings are no longer subject to American taxes. Brady says the 
result is an erosion of our tax base and a lock-out effect of American capital being “trapped” abroad that 
can be solved by fixing our uncompetitive tax code. 

Presidential Proposal 

The President’s FY 2017 budget contains a surprising source of new revenue to pay for its spending 
programs - a major piece of international tax policy reform: a six-year, $478 billion public-works program for 
highway, bridge and transit upgrades, half of it to be financed with a one-time, 14 percent tax on U.S. 
companies’ overseas profits and a 19 percent rate thereafter. The issue of companies holding foreign 
profits at locations abroad, where they are exempt from taxation until repatriated, has vexed policy makers 
on both sides for some time. It’s estimated that these profits add up to nearly $2 trillion. 

The issue of companies holding foreign profits at locations abroad, thereby exempt from taxation unless 
those profits are brought home, has vexed policy makers on both sides for some time. Microsoft Corp., 
Apple Inc., Google Inc. and five other tech firms now account for more than a fifth of the $2.10 trillion in 
profits that U.S. companies are holding overseas. In keeping with the idea that Obama’s final budget is 
“more politics than policy,” these revenue-gaining proposals are meant to spark discussion more so than 
be a model for laws going forward.

Economic Checkup 

Fed Chair Yellen testified before House Financial Services this morning for the Federal Reserve’s bi- 
annual Monetary Policy Report. These appearances allow Yellen to explain the Fed’s, actually the 
Federal Open Market Committee (FOMC)’s, analysis and projections regarding America's economic 
performance as well as to signal the factors underlying its actions in the months ahead. 

The rate change in December 2015 was the first time the Fed raised rates since 2006 -- some worry 
that even a modest increase in rates at this juncture would further slow already 
limited economic growth after years of uncertainty. 

The Basics 


The bottom line: the FOMC won’t rollback rates in March and it’s not likely to raise them either. The 
Fed likes what it sees in the labor market, wage growth looks strong, and emerging market missteps 
continue to be a threat to the US economy but perhaps not an immediate one. The next rate move is 
almost certain to be an increase but it could wait until June or later. 

Yellen reiterated much of the FOMC statement from last month: the labor market remains strong, but 
shows some signs of remaining slack, that the low inflation we have seen is caused by “transitory” 
effects (low energy prices), and that global market uncertainty creates some level of risk for slow 
growth at home and abroad. Though Yellen did not make a prediction on how long these transitory 
market effects would last, a number of forecasts for oil prices show the dip lasting through 2016. 

Expanding on global growth issues, Yellen said "These developments, if they prove persistent, could 
weigh on the outlook for economic activity and the labor market, although declines in longer-term 
interest rates and oil prices could provide some offset," she added: "Foreign economic developments, 
in particular, pose risks to US economic growth." 

Partisan Review 


The GOP is generally critical of "accommodative" (lower) Fed rates. High-net-worth individuals 
benefit the most from high rates through dividends and interest from savings. Low rates allow more 
growth for the middle- and lower-classes at the risk of inflation, tacitly supporting Democrats’ 
progressive fiscal policy goals. Some conservative economists have gone so far as to blame low 
interest rates pushed by the Fed in the 1990’s for the market meltdown in 2007, claiming that cheap 
credit was the cause of the overheated housing market. 

Strong Labor Market 

Discussing the labor market in greater detail, Yellen pointed to the cumulative increase in employment 
since 2010 of 13 million jobs. The rate in January fell to 4.9 percent, 0.8 points below its level one 
year ago; measures of labor market conditions such as the number of people who are working part- 
time but want to move to full-time positions and the number of individuals who want to work but 
haven’t searched recently are also decreasing steadily. Regarding these broader labor market 
indicators Yellen testified that "... these measures remain above the levels seen prior to the 
recession, suggesting that some slack in labor markets remains. Thus, while labor market conditions 
have improved substantially, there is still room for further sustainable improvement." 

Forward Guidance 


As always, Yellen was careful not to give hints on what the Fed is planning to do in future meetings; 
speaking on the path forward for the Fed Funds rate Yellen said “Of course, monetary policy is by no 
means on a preset course. The actual path of the federal funds rate will depend on what incoming 
data tell us about the economic outlook, and we will regularly reassess what level of the federal funds 
rate is consistent with achieving and maintaining maximum employment and 2 percent inflation.” 

Yellen was asked about the chances of the FOMC rolling back the rate hike it announced in 
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December: "I do not expect the FOMC is going to be soon in the situation where it's necessary to cut 
rates If the FOMC delayed the start of policy normalization for too long, it might have to tighten policy 
relatively abruptly in the future to keep the economy from overheating and inflation from significantly 
overshooting its objective. Such an abrupt tightening could increase the risk of pushing the economy 
into recession." 

Comment on Dodd-Frank 


During the Q&A portion of her testimony, Yellen was asked about financial regulation, both in terms of 
breaking up the banks and enforcing the regulations brought on by Dodd-Frank. 

In response to being asked if the Fed is trying to break up the banks, she responded: "We are using 
our powers to make sure that a systemically important institution could fail, and it would not have 
systemic consequences for the country." Her answer was interesting, because she's not outright 
saying the banks will be broken up or reduced, just that the Fed is trying to ensure that even if they 
did fail, it wouldn't negatively effect the economy. 

Yellen was also asked about the burden of new Dodd-Frank regulations on banks. She responded: 
"For our part, we're focused on doing everything that we conceivably can to minimize and reduce the 
burden on these banking organizations. We've been conducting an EGRPRA review to identify 
potential burdens that our regulations impose." An EGRPRA review is connected to the Economic 
Growth and Regulatory Paperwork Reduction Act, which requires regulations imposed on financial 
institutions to be reviewed by the agencies at least once every 10 years. The purpose is to 
prevent burdensome regulations that could hinder a bank's ability to serve its customers. 

The Bottom Line 


Fed watchers make their living by trying to predict what the FOMC will or won’t do at their meetings, 
and on days when Yellen is scheduled to testify before Congress you can bet that they’re listening 
intently. While Yellen was careful not to project the Fed’s moves, the general sentiment in the 
markets is that FOMC won’t be raising rates at its March meeting. The CME Group FedWatch tool, 
which estimates FOMC rate hikes based on its futures prices, predicts a 95% probability that the Fed 
will maintain its current rate target in March. Some forecasters go even further -- expecting that the 
funds rate won’t be raised all year. 

Traders see the ongoing economic struggles of emerging economies, particularly in China, as 
evidence that the Fed won’t continue with its scheduled 4 rate hikes this year. Certainly, considering 
the testimony today that 1) continued emerging market uncertainty can weigh down the US economy 
and 2) that poor performance in the US economy would cause the Fed to change course on its rate 
hike schedule, a link between poor emerging market performance and fewer Fed rate hikes seems 
plausible. Certainly the trading on Fed fund futures indicates that the markets believe this is the 
case.

Today, President Obama submitted his eighth and final budget proposal to Congress. It tops 
the $4 trillion mark for the first time. Despite the historical tendency for lame duck presidential 
budgets to be treated as scrap paper -- this one won't even be accorded the courtesy of a 
hearing in House Budget -- there are a few noteworthy proposals and initiatives which, if nothing 
else, are likely to generate discussion on the Hill and off. 

That’s the real purpose of this budget -- to help frame the debate in 2016 about where America 
is headed what the nation's priorities should be. A number of the proposals in this budget 
resonate with issues and themes already being debated. Candidates in particular seeking to 
emphasize support for or opposition to the President have a new set of proposals at their 
disposal. 

What is new and noteworthy in the White House budget and what's next for it? Detail below.

The Obama Administration put forth a myriad of budget proposals revolving around a variety of 
issues. Below are thoughts on some of the most significant of these from a fiscal and financial 
regulatory perspective: 

• $10/Barrel Transportation Tax 

A perennial favorite of Democrats has made a return in the Obama budget: a $10.25 per 
barrel tax on oil, $319 billion in revenue from which will go toward funding “a 21st Century 
Clean Transportation Plan to upgrade the nation’s transportation system, improve 
resilience and reduce emissions." The proposed tax is a simplified version of “carbon 
taxation” policies, which aim to tax energy producers and oil companies based on the level 
of pollution they produce; “cap and trade” was a similar policy idea but with more 
complicated implementation. 

The tax will be phased in over five years and levied against oil companies, with the 
revenue to help fund clean energy initiatives like expanding high-speed rail systems and 
also to increase national infrastructure spending. The appeal of this flat-tax on oil is its 
simplicity — there is nothing complicated about charging oil companies $10.25 per barrel 
of oil, meaning there’s no way for them to shirk the charge. 

Supporting the tax would lend candidates some environmental bonafides, but might be 
seen as a backdoor tax on the middle-class. Though paid for by oil companies, the price 
is expected to be passed along to consumers through higher prices. The tax is expected 
to increase the price of gasoline by 25 cents per gallon. 

• Funding Fin. Reg. Like it Matters 

Obama proposes to double the budget for Wall Street regulators SEC and CFTC over ten 
years, beginning with an 1 1 percent increase for SEC and 32 percent for CFTC in 
2017. Clinton has a lot to like in this particular section - she’s the only candidate who has 
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defended Dodd-Frank and is campaigning on proposals to strengthen current regulations, 
including through greater budgets for regulatory agencies. Leaders for both regulators 
have complained that their responsibilities far outstrip their budget. 

The proposal is more realistic than the oil tax, although not necessarily something that will 
definitely be enacted. The SEC has called for increased funding recently. SEC chairman 
Mary Jo White asked at a House Financial Services Committee hearing in November for 
$1.8 billion in funding for fiscal 201 7. In a time when Republicans are looking to reduce 
regulatory burdens against banks, an increase in regulators’ budgets highlights the 
difference in priorities on Wall Street. 

• Boosting R and D 

The budget increases R&D funding by four percent for a total of $152 billion in 2017; 
among changes are a doubling of clean energy research and funding a $1 billion cancer 
“Moonshot” research program aimed at eliminating the disease. 

• A pprenticeship Training Fund 

The budget establishes a $2 billion mandatory Apprenticeship Training Fund - meant to 
double the number of apprenticeships across the United States. Only HRC has talked 
about the need for increasing the number of apprenticeships in the country during the 
election, favoring a tax-credit policy rather than direct funding. 

Congressional Prospects 

Obama’s proposal is not only a prelude to battle. Lawmakers and the administration will have to 
strike some sort of deal to keep the government running when the current fiscal year 
ends on_ Sept. 30 — most likely a continuing resolution to keep the lights on through the 

election and early into 2017. In a sign that Obama isn’t looking for a knock-down spending fight 
this year, the president’s proposal abides by the discretionary caps for fiscal 2017 set by last 
year’s bipartisan budget deal. 

Congressional leadership may have a fight on its hands even without Obama making waves - if 
the Freedom Caucus membership decides to make its displeasure on the budget known then it 
could cause rancor amongst the GOP. In a year when the party is desperate to project an 
image of capable leadership, in part by passing a complete budget for the first time since 1997, 
a blow-up between Ryan and the back-benchers would amount to nothing less than 
catastrophe. 

At a more granular level, Obama’s blueprint is a grab-bag of Democratic priorities. The 
administration is once again calling for expanding early education in his 2017 budget, asking for 
more pre-K grants, a child care expansion and a small boost to Head Start. The budget boosts 
spending for Obamacare Medicaid expansion by $2.6 billion over a decade, designed to be an 
enticement to the 19 holdout states that have yet to take effect. 

Republicans and the Budget 

The Republicans have a different plan for the budget this year, naturally. Speaker Ryan has 
stated that he intends to pass the budget and all 12 appropriations through the house — a feat 
that hasn't been accomplished in two decades. 

Speaker Ryan has 
stated that he intends to pass the budget and all 12 appropriations through the house - a feat 
that hasn't been accomplished since 1997. Although Ryan and the GOP House leadership 
hope to gain the faith of the American people back by bringing about the return of regular order, 
they face a tight calendar and the political implications of an election year -- not to mention 
internal opposition in the form of the Freedom Caucus. Should the back-benchers feel their 
concerns aren’t being adequately addressed, they may try to disrupt the passage of 
appropriations bills. The care and feeding of these members on budget matters may be turn 
out to be one of the toughest challenges Ryan will face this year.

Upbeat tax talk is as common this time of year as predictions that this year the Cubs will 
win the World Series this fall. The word is that Messrs. Ryan and McConnell want to run a 
smooth, efficient, maybe even a productive ship this year on the theory that voters will 
reward the GOP in November and that they will forget the record of the last seven years. 
The Speaker and the President have had a recent meeting and mini-meeting of the minds 
on taxes. That might create the right climate for passage of broad tax reform. 

But really the gravitational pull is not toward gravitas, but away from the center, away from 
the Hill itself. The GOP presidential nominee might very well have to run against any 
bipartisan ("Washington") compromise on tax policy, making for an embarrassing 
intraparty policy conflict at the time the leadership most needs to project unity. 

Amid the turbulence of the broader campaign, where do the various tax discussions in the 
Hill stand, what bills night come up for votes, is there anything that might pass?

Forms of Reform under Discussion 


• Comprehensive -- Defined as involving a bipartisan trade-off between lowering taxes 
and broadening the base; closing exemptions, deductions, credits, etc. Both Democratic 
candidates have outlined plans to reduce loopholes, such as the "Romney loophole" and 
the "Bermuda loophole," which allow very rich Americans to avoid paying their fair share. 

• Corporate — Many of the issues with the corporate tax system could be addressed 
through international tax reform, because so many companies earn capital abroad. 
However, corporate tax reform at home deals with issues like taxing dividends and leveling 
the playing field between small and large businesses. 

• International - Deals with foreign earnings of American firms abroad. Specifically, 
current international tax reform aims at preventing inversions and coming up with a more 
successful way to tax foreign capital earned by American companies, as well as finding 
ways to encourage companies to move profits home from abroad.

• Ways & Means: Kevin Brady became Chair of the Committee in November 2015. He 
reportedly hopes to have an international tax reform proposal out of Ways and Means this 
year. He says he wants to allow American companies to bring their foreign profits back 
and invest at home and to lower the corporate tax rate to less than 20 percent. 

Brady gave the opening statement at a hearing on “Reaching America’s Potential.” For 
what it's worth, he laid out six goals for his committee in the coming months -- and they are 
ambitious: 


■ Tax reforms to boost investment and job creation; 

■ Welfare reforms to help more people join the workforce and achieve the 
American dream. 

■ Health reforms to truly make health care more affordable and accessible; 

■ Trade expansion to open more foreign markets to American goods and services; 

■ Entitlement reforms to strengthen Medicare and Social Security for the long haul 
and; 

■ Government reforms to boost efficiency and effectiveness instead of stifling jobs 
and higher wages. 


Brady’s statement that tax reform will come up in the coming weeks, coupled with Ryan’s 
recent visit with Obama (specifically to find areas of cooperation), may indicate a broad- 
based reform package making its way forward in 2016. Another interesting bullet point is 
trade expansion, despite McConnell’s promise that TPP won’t be voted on before 
November. 

• Senate Finance: The Senate Finance Committee has its focus set on bipartisan 
working groups designed to produce tax reform on multiple levels -- individual, corporate, 
and international. However, there have been many challenges and stalemates along the 
way because of the stringent partisanship currently ailing the Senate. 

This election has been defined, more so than others, by the massively diverse set of tax 
policies proposed by each candidates - from flat taxes, capital gains reforms, financial 
transaction taxes and more. Sen. Hatch, Chair of Finance, has already called for reform 
efforts in 2016, targeting international corporate rates specifically - but it’s possible that 
Brady is trying to shift him and others toward more ambitious proposals. Any high profile 
move Ryan makes here will likely be a controlling factor on tax policy. 

• Between the Branches — Speaker Ryan and Pres. Obama met yesterday to discuss a 
variety of issues, one of which was related to the Earned Income Tax Credit. Both hope to 
expand the credit to include low-earning workers who DON'T have children. It's unclear 
how successful their cooperation will be, but at the very least, they share a common goal. 

Politico portrayed the meeting as campaign kabuki: “Rather than cut any deals with 
Obama, Ryan’s hoping to spend 2016 developing what he’s calling a detailed GOP 
agenda on poverty, taxes, health care and other issues he’s hoping will factor into the 
presidential campaign and provide a blueprint for House Republicans as they grapple with 
a new president next year.” It’s not surprising to see this given the pressure this election 
will put on the new Speaker. He needs to set a strong foundation for his own future, and 
helping Obama score a tax touchdown on him is not on the top of his list of objectives. 

During a statement before he met with Obama, Ryan said “We will take our conservative 
principles and we will apply those conservative principles to the problems of the day to 
offer our fellow citizens solutions to the problems in their daily lives .... These are not 
going to be things that we will be able to accomplish with this president still in the White 
House. It is an agenda for what we will do next year with a Republican president to get our 
country back on track. This is what 201 6’s all about. It’s going to be a year of ideas.” 

Political Realities 

William Gale and Aaron Krupkin, researchers at Brookings, recently wrote a paper titled 
“Major Tax Issues in 2016;” Keeping in mind both the current political climate and the 
probable environment for legislation in 2016, the two researchers write that 
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“Comprehensive tax reform is easy to talk about, but hard to do. The pursuit of sweeping 
tax simplification is a noble goal, but quixotic.” 

At the end of the day 201 6 is an election year and any legislative proposals that come 
forward during it will reflect that. There are many exciting possibilities for tax reform in 
2016, but there is also no reason to think that the political gridlock that has defined 
Washington for so long will ease up enough while both parties vie for control of the country 
by drawing contests.

Congratulations, team. Last night's narrow win in Iowa provided a big moral victory 
and took some of the win out of the challenger's sails. It also means that, for at least 
several weeks, the Democratic nomination contest will continue apace. And it is likely 
that Wall Street regulation will likely remain one the campaign's central issues. 

At the heart of this debate is the Dodd-Frank Act (DFA). Public opinion is still 
influenced in the main by memories of the 2008 financial crisis and the recession that 
followed, so the candidates' views on DFA get special attention. 

Below, we re-examine these views and try to clear up the misconceptions that make it 
hard for voters to identify the candidate best able to defend the protections that DFA 
provides millions of American consumers, investors, and workers.

The assertion that DFA doesn’t do enough to rein in Wall Street has become some 
sort of progressive shibboleth that as misleading as it is short-sighted and self- 
defeating. 
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Polling shows the American public believes strong financial regulation is critically 
needed (74 percent of Democrats, 56 percent Independents, 46 percent 
Republicans, 64 percent all voters). Polling has also shown that 66 percent of 
Americans are either “not very familiar” with or have “never heard of” Dodd-Frank. 

It is difficult for reasonable dialogue to be conducted in an environment made up of 
strong support for regulatory reform on one hand and a lack of knowledge of what is 
in DFA on the other. 

Any public debate on DFA is hampered by the complexity of the issues involved. 
Additionally, there is a perception that it has failed in its objectives. Beyond the fact 
that the law isn’t even fully implemented, major financial institutions have already 
begun restructuring in ways that indicate the law is working properly. But how many 
voters know this? 

Has Dodd-Frank Worked? 


The Great Recession and the resulting Dodd-Frank Act changed the trajectory of the 
financial industry. The law isn't perfect but it is having a stabilizing effect. Some of 
the biggest firms on Wall Street ~ MetLife, CitiGroup, General Electric -- have shrunk 
since the law was enacted and as a direct result of its regulations. Those that 
haven't shrunk are under even more pressure to break up or reduce their size now 
than they were before Dodd-Frank. 

The candidates are split concerning whether or not DFA is an full and sufficient 
model for regulating financial markets. While HRC wants to preserve and protect the 
progress made by DFA while bolstering certain parts of the law, while Sanders 
considers the law to be well intentioned yet deeply flawed. However, questions 
should be raised about judging the DFA’s efficacy right now - each candidate is 
forming an opinion on the act despite the fact that DFA hasn’t even reached maturity 
yet - only about 70 percent of DFA provisions have been implemented. Beyond the 
implementation gap is the issue that the results of financial reform cannot be seen 
overnight. A piece of legislation as large and multifaceted as Dodd-Frank might take 
a decade to ripen. 

Even as the greatest effects of DFA remain to be see, recent events indicate that 
DFA is working as it was intended to. Any candidate who claims that DFA is in need 
of major overhaul needs to answer this question: What pressing need is there to 
overturn a law that has, to this point, largely accomplished its overarching 
objectives? 

2016 Candidates and Dodd-Frank 


The candidates in this year's primaries have given voters two choices: stick with 
Dodd-Frank and add some tweaks or repeal it/change it fundamentally. There is only 
one candidate in the former group - HRC. Every other candidate, including Bernie 
Sanders, intends to greatly change Dodd-Frank, or get rid of it all together, if 
elected. With that choice in mind, it is necessary to remember how monumental 
Dodd-Frank was and the political climate that it was passed in - one with a 
Democratic majority in both houses. 

DFA enjoyed widespread support in the years immediately following its 
passage; Clinton needs to ring the alarm bells that her opponents intend to kill off an 
effective tool for regulating Wall Street for the sake of trying out unproven strategies 
that are built more on ideology than policy. 

Obviously, most Republican candidates would prefer to do away with Dodd-Frank 
completely as it is greatly disliked by their biggest supporters. Bernie Sanders 
proposes something similar to Glass-Steagall, but also wants to create a list of the 
banks that are "too-big-too-fail" and "break them up." He outlined his intentions in 
legislation he proposed to Congress back in May 2015. Bloomberg Politics notes, 
"Similar to legislation he introduced in previous years, when Democrats controlled 
the U.S. Senate, the bill has little chance of advancing." 

So voters can decide on strengthening a law that is already working to reign in Wall 
Street's risks or abandoning it for either less regulation or poorly aimed regulations. 
Considering the historical record of these other reform ideas, how can voters be 
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expected to take those suggestions seriously?

Ordinarily this time of year, you would perhaps start to spot leaks or hear 
scuttlebutt about the president's spending plans for the next fiscal year, in 
anticipation of the statutory February White House budget rollout. No one 
noticed when the administration announced it would miss next week's legal 
budget submission deadline. 

With FY17 toplines set in the omnibus bill passed last month, you may hear 
little in the Beltway about the budget anytime soon (although the Chair did 
announce plans yesterday to introduce a budget resolution this year, to the 
surprise of many, including Majority Leader McConnell). 

Even on the campaign trail in the Granite State, with its famously flinty tax-o- 
phobes, nary a word is heard about the debt, let alone defaulting it, not this 
year. 

The federal budget, deficits, and the debt have not yet gotten much air play yet 
this campaign. But if we lifted up the car hood, what would we see? What is 
our medium-long term fiscal outlook, what would the impact on it of the 
candidates' proposals be, and what fiscal issues are most likely to arise in the 
primary debate?

CBO 10-year Deficit Projections 

The CBO reported last week that it expects the annual deficit to grow from its 
current $450 billion to $1 .3 trillion by 2016. Candidates issuing calls for 
increased spending, against this backdrop, may be called to account. 

Perhaps in recognition of this, both HRC and Sen. Sanders have recently and 
admirably detailed how they would use executive actions to enact parts of their 
revenue packages without Congressional support. Both have proposed 
extensive new spending plans as part of their primary platform, however, it may 
be time for the candidates to get serious about the fiscal viability of these plans 
from a fiscal perspective. 

Clinton — Fiscal Stimulus? 


HRC has proposed a tax package that will raise federal revenue by $500 billion 
over ten years, to be used for a $350 billion “College Compact” plan, for tax 
deductions on health care spending, and to fund an ambitious infrastructure 
investment package. Her spending plans are split between those which provide 
short-term economic stimulus and those which are aimed at providing longer- 
term boost. Her $250 billion plan to increase infrastructure investment in the 
country - paid for by reviving the “Build America Bonds” program and federal 
revenue -- works on two fronts. 

First, hiring middle-class workers in construction, engineering, and the trades 
the plan puts more money into the hands of people who tend to spend that 
money quickly. Second, improving roads, bridges, and tunnels in America the 
plan will make future transport of goods more reliable, speedy, and safe, all 
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calculated to spur economic growth. 

The “College Compact” aims to forgive student loans, lower college tuition, and 
make community colleges tuition-free. By removing the burden of debt from 
young graduates, HRC hopes to free those people up to begin consuming at a 
higher rate. The current home-ownership rate for young Americans is 
distressingly low largely due to their debt burden after college, HRC would 
rather young Americans take debt on in an equity-building purchase than 
spend thirty years repaying their college degree. 

The Sanders Health Care Tax Bill 


Sanders’ $14 trillion spending plan, his “Medicare for AN” proposal, would 
require the single largest tax hike in the nation’s history, bringing taxes on the 
wealthy to levels not seen since Reagan. These taxes, the size of which 
already makes them non-starters even among Democrats in Congress, are to 
be used to enact single-payer healthcare legislation - legislation which didn’t 
even get a vote during a Democratic majority in Obama’s first term. 

Sanders must hope that the economic efficiency of a single-payer health care 
plan, which finds its savings in the reduced role of middle-men and insurance 
companies, will result in savings passed onto Americans - Americans who will, 
in their turn, spend those savings in the economy at large. 

He has found political success in his promise to make colleges and universities 
in America tuition-free. The impetus behind this plan is similar to that of Mrs. 
Clinton - students with lower debt burdens are going to spend a greater portion 
of their income on food and entertainment, as well as on equity-investments like 
homes. 

Campaign Impact 

The CBO’s federal budget projections released last week indicated that the 
annual federal deficit will grow to $1 .3 trillion by 2026. It’s unlikely that the CBO 
report will be linked to the candidates' spending plans in any meaningful way. 
And to be fair, each candidate has put forward proposals to raise revenue 
equivalent to the costs of their plans (or at least to the extent that their own 
analyses can be trusted); this is often a rarity amongst politicians running for 
office and they should be applauded for doing so. Because of this, both 
campaigns can claim that their proposals will not raise the federal deficit - it’s 
unlikely that those claims will remain unchallenged in the future. 

Tax Foundation Analysis 

Recent analyses by the Tax Foundation, a group which uses dynamic scoring 
methods to judge revenue, have found that Clinton’s plan will reduce economic 
output by 1 percent over a decade, while Sanders’ proposals will lower GDP by 
a staggering 9.5 percent. Dynamic scoring is a controversial method of 
analyzing revenue estimates - it takes into account the supposed deleterious 
effects caused by tax increases and attempts to adjust growth the reflect those 
effects. 

A CRS report published in 2014, however, stated that “A review of statistical 
evidence suggests that both labor supply and savings and investment are 
relatively insensitive to tax rates.” 

While each campaign will be inclined to argue that any analysis which mentions 
economic contraction as an effect of their plans is based on improper 
economics, it may not matter to voters whether they’re right or not. American 
voters have always been tax-averse but will pay for what they want. Maybe the 
biggest yet-unanswered question: do they want another overhaul of he nation's 
healthcare enough to pay a new record in tax increases?

The Fed's Statement 


The Federal Open Market Committee (FOMC) of the Federal Reserve 
decided yesterday not to raise rates in January. Last month, the Fed 
voted to raise interest rates for the first time in nine years, setting its rate 
target between 0.25 and 0.5 percent. Today's statement reaffirmed this 
decision, noting that recent market turbulence had not stayed the Fed 
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from its plan to continue “only gradual increases in the federal funds 
rate.” Speculation and hope are rife that the FOMC will hold off raising 
rates in March and wait until June. 

But the statement today indicated no change in the Fed’s plan for 
previously outlined rate increases, four 0.25 percent increases this year, 
with total increases of one percent this year and next. However, the 
FOMC is largely comprised of dovish voters, who may change tack if 
current market corrections continue. 

Market Reaction 


The Dow Jones Industrial average is down from 17.759 on December 16 
to 1 5,951 today; the S&P 500 has declined from 2,073 to 1 ,879 over the 
same period. The 

Fed however expressed confidence in continuing economic growth, 
calling low inflation and the decline in energy prices “transitory” and 
predicting 2 percent inflation in the medium-term as energy prices rise 
again. 

In a nod to beleaguered investors, the Committee wrote that it is 
closely monitoring global economic and financial developments and is 
assessing their implications for the labor market and inflation, and for the 
balance of risks to the outlook.” So the Fed has, unusually, 
acknowledged the global scope of its deliberations. FOMC also indicated 
a focus on “labor market indicators [which] will continue to strengthen." 

For now, though inflation is running just 0.4 percent, well below its two 
percent target, the Fed has not disavowed its plan to raise rates four 
times this year. This cannot be welcome to global equine markets. 
Domestic and global capital markets have already lost roughly ten 
percent since the December rate hike. Fed policy may be having a 
decelerating effect on growth and so could be a marginal drag on 
Democratic prospects. 

New FOMC Members 


The FOMC is made up of rotating board of seven voting members taken 
from Board of Governors members as well as regional bank officials; 
these members rotate on an annual basis at the first meeting of each 
year.

New members this year are James Bullard, Esther George, Loretta Mester, and Eric 
Rosengren. The FOMC consists of 12 voting members, with two nominees awaiting Senate confirmation. 
A shift in the balance of power between hawks and doves may occur but the doves hold a slim majority for 
now. 

Code Breaking 

Fed watchers have made an art form out of reading between the lines of these policy releases, even the 
most benign of which can cause huge swings in markets (the Dow dropped over 200 points in the wake of 
today’s release). Fed statements are famously difficult to parse but one point was unmistakable: the Fed is 
keeping a close eye on the labor market -- employment and participation rates, wages, etc. -- as a leading 
indicator for inflation and overall growth perhaps more than any other variable. 

Campaign Consequences 

None of the candidates has commented on today’s release, not surprisingly, but the policy may draw ire 
from some on the right, who oppose fiat rate-targeting (though it took no action today) and the left, where 
lowering rather than raising rate is preferred (except for holders of fixed income securities). 

Sen. Sanders, true to his reputation of standing far outside the Democratic fold, has long opposed the Fed 
for being too involved with the bankers they are meant to be regulating. Sanders has called for reform 
measures at the Fed, including prohibiting people serving on bank boards from serving on the Fed at the 
same time. 

The Fed was confident that economic growth would continue on its steady pace, indicating strength in labor 
markets and downplaying both financial market reactions and diving commodities prices. The FOMC sets 
monetary policy on a long-term basis; the full ramifications of their decisions aren’t felt until months or years 
out, so any contention that the economy is strong enough to handle higher interest rates is essentially an 
endorsement of macroeconomic policy in the last few years. Democratic candidates will need to hammer 
this point home - but it is yet to be seen if voters will understand the message that Democratic policies are 
responsible for the sunny outlook for the American economy, especially compared to Western Europe, 

Latin America, and Asia. 

Below is the first sentence of the FOMC statement from yesterday, edited to reflect changes from last 
month's statement:

Information received since the Federal Open Market Committee met in Octo December suggests 
that e conomic activity has b ee n e xpanding at a mod e rat e pac elabor market conditions improved 
further even as economic growth slowed late last year. Household spending and business fixed 
investment have been increasing at sekdmoderate rates in recent months, and the housing sector 
has improved further; however, net exports have been soft and inventory investment slowed. A range 
of recent labor market indicators, including ongo istrong job gains and dec li ning unemp l oyment, 
shows further improvement and conf i rms that underuti l izat i on of l abor resources has d i minished 
appr e ciab l y s i nc e e ar l y this y e ar , points to some additional decline in underutilization of labor 
resources. Inflation has continued to run below the Committee's 2 percent longer-run objective, partly 
reflecting declines in energy prices and in prices of non-energy imports. Market-based measures of 
inflation compensation remain l ow; somc declined further; survey-based measures of longer-term 
inflation expectations have edged down are little changed, on balance, in recent months.

An updated version of Contrived Threats v. Uncontrived Warnings has been posted to account for 
developments in the recent oral argument in King v Burwell. The article provides a general solution to 
the puzzles of contractual duress, unconstitutional conditions, and blackmail. Along the way, it explains 
why Justice Kennedy was right in oral argument to say that interpreting Obamacare to threaten to 
withhold tax credits from states that do not create their own exchanges should be rejected under the 
canon of avoidance. Indeed, even if such a threat were unambiguous, it should result in constitutional 
invalidation of that threat. However, he and other commentators are wrong to the extent they assume 
that the extent to which denying those tax credits would harm States can alone justify this conclusion. 
Rather, such a conclusion can only be justified (and fit with the pattern of constitutional precedent and 
underlying contract principles that this precedent incorporates) because any such threat to withhold tax 
credits would be a contrived threat rather than an uncontrived warning.

Here is a revised agenda for Wednesday. The most important change is that we've dropped autos. There is a lot to cover on 
stimulus and budget and we'll have no problem more than using the time with those. And the auto piece just isn't ready. 

Hopefully, and Josh can correct me if I'm wrong, if it's really on his mind we could have a preliminary oral discussion of the 
issues with him. 

We put stimulus first. We're going to have a recommended policy option that I'll send around later. We're not planning to 
discuss the issue of timing, although I assume Rahm will want to drive that. 

And the budget part of the presentation is the baseline plus three policy questions that do not depend on estimates of the costs of 
our programs: the timing of the tax increases on high-income households, the choice of a baseline (which is an issue for Blue 
Dogs), and a fiscal commission. 

Also, Dan and I had ideas on some written material we can get in to him in advance of the meeting. Basically a short memo, a 
stimulus PowerPoint that has the conceptual issues but not the proposal itself (which we'll be vetting up until the meeting), and 
probably the budget PowerPoint.

4. [GROUP 2 OHIO, 3 NEVADA] [ECONOMIC FUNDAMENTALS] With a housing market in crisis, increasing prices, 
stagnant wages and the first drop in jobs in nearly 5 years the next President needs to understand the real challenges facing 
our economy.

Last year he killed legislation that would have funded 13 billion dollars in investments in renewable energy by 
eliminating tax breaks and subsidies for Big Oil.

8. [GROUP 2 OHIO, 3 NEVADA] [HEALTHCARE] On the issue of health care, McCain is indistinguishable from Bush. 
McCain supported Bush's veto of a bill to extend health insurance to 1 0 million kids, and he has repeatedly voted to cut 
billions from Medicare. His health care plan, like Bush's, would give insurance companies more power to deny people 
coverage or jack up premiums. 

9. [GROUP 1 OHIO, 4 NEVADA] [LOBBYISTS] McCain rails against lobbyists on the campaign trail but he has 59 of 
them raising money for his campaign, far more than any other presidential candidate. His campaign manager is a former 
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lobbyist for telecom companies - the industry McCain oversees on the Commerce committee — and his campaign chairman 
made millions lobbying for Saudi Arabia 

10. [GROUP 2 OHIO, 3 NEVADA] [FLIP-FLOPS] McCain says he is a straight talker, but he has changed many of his 
positions to run for president. He voted against the Bush tax cuts, but now he supports them. He said he would never 
overturn Roe v. Wade, but now he wants eliminate a woman's right to choose. He wrote legislation to give illegal immigrants 
citizenship, but now he won't even say if he would vote for his own bill. 

I SUGGEST CUTTING THESE MESSAGES. 


12. [SECURITY] McCain says he would follow Osama bin Laden to the Gates of Hell, but when asked how he plans to 
capture bin Laden, he dodges the question. McCain still insists that Iraq is the central front in the war on terror. His plan to 
keep troops in Iraq for 1 00 more years will keep our military stretched too thin to fight al Qaeda and other terrorists in 
Afghanistan or elsewhere. 

13. [OUT OF TOUCH - NO WEALTH] McCain is out of touch with American families. He opposed increasing the 
minimum wage from 5 to 7 dollars but supports putting seniors' retirement funds at risk by privatizing Social Security. He 
wants to extend the Bush tax cuts for millionaires and big corporations and he even supported Bush's veto of the Children's 
health care bill.

Washington DC - With the release of a 30 second television ad, a new campaign was launched today to close the US prison at 
Guantanamo Bay. The campaign, called the National Campaign to Close Guantanamo, was launched with a press call with Retired 
Generals Bob Gard and John Johns, VoteVets.org Chairman Jon Soltz and former US Congressman and Director of the National

Congress to reject the scare tactics of Dick Cheney, and the far right, and shut down the Guantanamo. 

To combat the right-wing fear machine, the National Campaign to Close Guantanamo will run political ads and lead a grassroots 
campaign in both Washington and key Congressional districts. 

Former Vice President Dick Cheney, principal architect of the torture policy of which Guantanamo has become an international 
symbol, and his daughter Liz, have led a concerted right-wing smear campaign, using many of the same scare tactics that the 
former Vice President used to persuade Americans of the need to invade Iraq, are now attempting to stampede Members of 
Congress and the American public into keeping Guantanamo open. 

The first ad, which can be seen here , frames the political argument and will run on national cable for one week starting on 
Wednesday. 

"It is time for Congress to stopping listening to the scare tactics of the right and end the failed Bush/Cheney policy of holding 
prisoners at Gitmo," said former Congressman Tom Andrews, Executive Director of the National Campaign to Close Guantanamo. 
"We are launching this campaign to make sure that the voices of fear being led by Dick Cheney do not drown out the voices of 
reason that realize that Guantanamo is a failed policy and a black-eye for this nation." 

"It takes a strong person to keep America on the moral high ground while protecting this nation. Only a morally and 
intellectually weak person can toss all those considerations away so willy-nilly," said Iraq War Veteran and Chairman of 
VoteVets.org Jon Soltz. "The ironic part is that those who want to close Guantanamo want to be tougher on those who are guilty 
of plotting to kill Americans than do those who would keep it open. We want those terrorists tried, convicted, and if they’re not 
sentenced to death, sent to a Supermax prison to spend the rest of their days in the living hell of solitary confinement, away from 
the general population. Guantanamo only keeps these terrorists from facing true American justice." 

"As someone who has worn a military uniform and taken an oath to defend this country, I take nothing more serious than making 
sure our nation is safe," said Retired General Robert Gard. "1 can tell you that keeping Guantanamo open does not make our 
nation any more safe, in fact everyday it is open it makes our country less safe. It is time for Congress to stop playing politics 
and close Guantanamo."

Dear Mr. Podesta, 

I am writing to you as a concerned citizen looking for the support of the Democratic party in passing a law, designed by my 
Advanced Placement U.S Government class in New Jersey, related to civil rights cold cases. This law will create an 
independent review board that will facilitate the release of records on civil rights cold cases to the public, specifically those 
cases regarding violence against African-Americans in the South of the U.S. Currently, your campaign for Hillary Clinton 
polls well with the African-American population. This bill would be highly supported by the general African-American 
community, as it caters to several of their interests, and thus would help increase support for your campaign for the 
demographic.

Highlight of the morning was 
one of the hosts, whose stage name is "Foolish" asked a question, to which HRC 
replied "Well, Foolish, that is far from a foolish question." Awkward chuckles all 
around. 


We did 2 OTRs, both at very hip coffee shops a couple of miles outside of downtown

Thanks for getting back to me. On the litigation front, there is pending 
in the SDNY a further motion by KSA to be dismissed. We filed a response 
to that six weeks ago or so that got some significant attention in major 
part because it included transcripts of two days of interviews with 
Zacharais Moussaoui, the so-called 3 20th hijacker, 2 who is incarcerated in 
a supermax penal facility out West. Additionally, we filed a compendium 
of exhibits and other evidence that has been developed in recent years 
stregthening the families 1 case to the point where we think dismissal 
would be clearly improper. Oral argument is likely to be before the end 
of May. We cannot be sure when the judge will rule, but inasmuch as it is 
a motion on behalf of a sovereign, it would not surprise us if he ruled 
very soon after oral argument. In any case, because there are parallel 
claims against Islamic institutions closely linked to KSA and former Saudi 
officials that are already in the discovery phase, depositions of 
prominent Saudis are set to commence shortly, and we are confident the 
dispute will draw significant and sustained media attention over the next 
two years. This could also, however, be brought to a conclusion sooner if 
we are successful in our separate effort to encourage a political 
resolution of the dispute < an effort on which we have made some important 
progress, although about which I want to be careful not to overstate. 

In reaching out, we had in mind that politicization of the litigation is 
is not in the families 1 interest, but we see that conceivably happening in 
the likely escalation of Rand Pauhs charges about Saudi donations. We are 
also mindful of the increasing irritability of some of the 9/1 1 families, 
particularly ones we do not represent; this concern will be heightened if, 
as we suspect (and hope) our further discovery makes the case against KSA 
even stronger. Finally, we are aware that there is very likely going to 
be further media attention to the role of prominent Saudis in laying the 
foundation for violent jihadist attacks against the West. 

John, I see this, of course, through all my own lenses < those of someone 
who cares deeply about the families 1 cause. But I equally do not want 
this cause not to be misused for political purposes. Those of us who have 
been concerned about that politicization have had some thoughts about how 
to defang the issue and would be happy to knock those around with you or 
Cheryl if and whenever you like.

John, below is the draft statement that we discussed this morning for your review. After we 
receive your edits and if you are ok to proceed, we will send this to her in the morning with a 
note explaining the strategy. Our plan would be to release it mid-day tomorrow to get ahead of 
Sunday's shows. 

Former Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton released the following statement joining the Democrats on the 
House Select Committee on Benghazi in calling on Chairman Trey Gowdy to publicly release the hundreds of 
Benghazi-related emails that the State Department has already provided to the Committee. 

"The terrorist attacks in Benghazi were a tragedy for our nation and most of all for the families of the brave 
public servants we lost that day. As Secretary of State, I was ultimately responsible for my people's safety, 
and my greatest regret from my time as Secretary is that not all of them returned home to their families. That 
is why from the start I ordered everyone at the State Department to cooperate fully with every investigation 
and every attempt to learn lessons from this tragedy that could help better protect our people in the future.

Hi Steve, 

Here's an email to tee up our conversation today. On my list are these things: 

1) . Update you on the office search — the three attached docs explain what we've done to date, where we stand with a final 
suggested location, and how this fits in with our five-year staffing plan. 

(Steve will review the docs —I sent them to him right before our call, which he didn 't appreciate, but I explained in our conversation that I just 
wanted him to review the approach of the memo and the pricing outcomes. He thinks this is a good approach for the board but will get back 
with any specifics. The main thing we discussed is timing for board approval of a lease if things move more quickly with the sublandlord of the 
office space. 1/1/e discussed either a series of quick phone-only board meetings our perhaps a Unanimous Consent doc with the details of the 
lease to happen first by email, then a second meeting with all the other stuff the board needs to approve below.) 

2) . Update you on the separation agreement that Alex is working up— basically a doc that allows Equitable Growth and CAP to 
identify everything we need to deal with and sort it out methodically. 

(Steve really likes this idea but wants to ensure flexibility right up to the end, which is something Alex and Torey and I also agreed upon, so good 
to go here. I should have the initial draft of this doc in hand by the end of the month.) 

3) . Update you on Debbie's progress on several fronts— two questions for you about the financing of health care and retirement 
savings that she'd like to make sure are possible or practical. 

(Steve said we should benchmark to CAP on both bennies and one other organization to give the board a one-page feel for what's being decided. 
He thought the CAP bennies on retirement savings were appropriate but suggested that the different in health care costs given our shift to a 
smaller organization means we can 't expect to match apples to apples with CAP) 

4) . Discuss what else besides the preliminary 2016 budget and the office lease to discuss at the first board meeting— mainly 
whether the board wants to weigh in on the health care and retirement savings decisions 

(Steve said the main thing is to provide the board with comfort on the revenue side of the ledger as we can adjust our spending to meet 
contingencies, and the Sandlers can backstop if absolutely essential. He said a preliminary 2016 budget is okay, but would like it to be as non- 
preliminary as possible.) 
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5) . Update on Finance and Admin Manager search— a few worthy bites from our posting and one good candidate Debbie sent our 
way who I'm going to have a preliminary chat with later today. 

(Steve is very happy we may not have to pay a headhunter. I told him I'm talking to one promising candidate today, but added that out of about 
50 resumes received since we posted the job on our site and around the web there were only a handful of plausible candiates. He added to 
make sure the hire is a good culture fit given the importance of the position.) 

6) . 1023 update— I read thru it all one last time this morning and will send it back for filing by our lawyers with Fleather's sig this 
afternoon. 

(It is being filed today! He's happy, thought I think slightly annoyed at the time spent angling for an accelerated ruling request from the IRS.) 
And obviously anything else you'd like to discuss. 

(He suggested I keep him updated next week on the office lease situation as that might involve some further steps by the Sandlers to nail down 
the signing and deposit.)

Citations in Freddoso's anti-Obama book rife with misinformation 

Summary: The first few pages of David Freddoso's book, The Case Against Barack Obama, are marked by false and 
misleading assertions about Sen. Barack Obama, accompanied by dubious citations. A Media Matters review of the endnotes 
reveals that the rest of the book is little different from these first few pages, as throughout the book, Freddoso misrepresents 
or distorts his sources and even makes assertions that are actually refuted by sources he cites. 

The jacket cover for conservative author David Freddoso's The Case Against Barack Obama (Regnery) describes the book 
as "[s]ober, fair, and thoroughly researched — and all the more powerful and provocative because of it." As Media Matters 
for America documented , however, just the first few pages of Freddoso's book are marked by false and misleading 
assertions about Sen. Barack Obama, accompanied by dubious citations. A review of the endnotes in The Case Against 
Barack Obama reveals that the rest of the book is little different from these first few pages, as throughout the book, 
Freddoso misrepresents or distorts his sources and even makes assertions that are actually refuted by sources he cites. 

1. On pages 30-31 of his book, Freddoso cites page 124 of Chicago journalist David Mendell's book Obama: From Promise 
to Power (Amistad, August 2007) in characterizing a piece of ethics legislation Obama passed in 1998 as "relatively 
harmless," and claiming that the bill merely made Obama "look like a reformer." In fact, Mendell wrote something very 
different from what Freddoso claims. Fie did not in any way characterize the bill as "harmless," but instead noted that 
pushing the bill through the state Senate "was a tough assignment for a new lawmaker, since he was essentially sponsoring 
legislation that would strip away long-held privileges and perks from his colleagues," and that Obama received opposition 
from his colleagues regarding the ethics legislation. Mendell further wrote that Obama "worked the issue deliberately and 
delicately," and that upon its passage, the bill "essentially lifted Illinois, a state with a deep history of illicit, pay-to-play 
politics, into the modern world when it came to ethics restrictions." 

Freddoso writes: 

As [Illinois state Sen. Emil] Jones's political godson, and even long before the conversation about the United States Senate, 
Obama had the privilege of stealing important bills. Other senators had a name for this practice: "bill-jacking." 17 

Mendell records that as early as 1998, Jones had already done such favors at the prompting of Obama's liberal friends. Abner 
Mikva, a former congressman and federal judge, had recommended to Jones that he give Obama a popular piece of 
legislation barring political fundraising on state property and barring lobbyists and contractors from giving gifts to legislators. 
The bill had enough loopholes to be relatively harmless, but it was a step in the direction of reform. Jones gave it to Obama. 
Obama proposed it. It passed, 52-4. 18 The "Friends and Family" man, the old ward-heeler, was even capable of making 
Obama look like a reformer. 

From pages 123-124 of Obama: 

Legislatively, Obama managed to pass a decent number of laws for a first-term lawmaker in the minority party. His first 
major legislative accomplishment was shepherding a piece of campaign finance reform in May 1998. The measure prohibited 
lawmakers from soliciting campaign funds while on state property and from accepting gifts from state contractors, lobbyists 
or other interests. The senate's Democratic leader, Emil Jones Jr., a veteran African-American legislator from the South Side, 
offered Obama the opportunity to push through the bill because it seemed like a good fit for the do-good persona projected 
by Obama. Obama was also recommended to Jones by two esteemed Chicago liberals who had taken a liking to him: fonner 
U.S. senator Paul Simon and former congressman and federal judge Abner Mikva. Working on the bill was an eye-opening 
experience for the freshman senator. It was a tough assignment for a new lawmaker, since he was essentially sponsoring 
legislation that would strip away long-held privileges and perks from his colleagues. In one private session, a close colleague 
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angrily denounced the bill, saying that it impinged on lawmakers' inherent rights. But Obama worked the issue deliberately 
and delicately, and the measure passed the senate by an overwhelming 52-4 vote. "This sets the standard for us, and 
communicates to a public that is increasingly cynical about Springfield and the General Assembly that we in fact are willing 
to do the right thing," Obama told reporters immediately after the bill's passage. The bill was not a watershed event anywhere 
but Illinois. It essentially lifted Illinois, a state with a deep history of illicit, pay-to-play politics, into the modern world when it 
came to ethics restrictions. The bill gave Obama a legislative success, but his public criticism of Springfield's old-school 
politics did not sit well with some of his colleagues, who already considered the Ivy League lawyer overly pious. 

Indeed, Freddoso goes on to undermine his dismissive treatment of the legislation, describing it as a "real accomplishment" 
later in the book. From pages 93-94 of The Case Against Barack Obama : 

Obama's reform record is not a complete wash. His most notable accomplishment in Washington was the bill he co- 
sponsored with Republican senator Tom Cobum, the conservative junior senator from Oklahoma. The Federal Funding 
Accountability and Transparency Act of 2006 — also known as "Google for Government" — helped expose to the sunlight the 
congressional practice of "earmarking," in which members of Congress direct federal spending to parochial projects — 
swimming pools, bridges to nowhere — that often have no national importance or congressional authorization. 63 Coburn and 
Obama's bill, approved over the objection of some of Capitol Hill's worst porkers, really was a small victory for open 
government and bipartisanship. 

This was a real accomplishment for Obama in the name of reform — the second such accomplishment of his career after the 
Illinois ethics law. 

2. On page 61, Freddoso claims that "[ojnlookers faint at his [Obama's] speeches with alarming frequency compared to 
other campaigns," citing a February 18 item called "The Monday Morning Presidential Briefing," by Boston Herald police 
bureau chief Jessica Van Sack. But while Van Sack did address fainting at Obama rallies, she made no comparison to other 
campaigns, as Freddoso claims. 

Freddoso writes: 

There is undoubtedly a religious component to "Obamania." The Reverend Jesse Jackson, himself a former presidential 
candidate, commented that Obama is running a "theological campaign" — that "[a]t some point, he took off his arms and 
grew wings." At the University of Texas, crowds sang "Obama-leluja" at his approach. 4 Onlookers faint at his speeches with 
alarming frequency compared to other campaigns. 

From Van Sack's item, which included this graph under the subhead, "Hot Video of the Week": 

Attending a Barack Obama rally anytime soon? Don't forget the smelling salts. Obama's enthusiastic young followers are 
dropping like worshippers at a televangelist mega-sermon, as the video of a string of recent crowd-fainting incidents shows. 

3. Freddoso writes on page 83 that Obama "takes all the teeth" out his idea of a "merit-pay program" for teachers by 
"promising" that "the measure of 'merit' " will be determined "by some yet undiscovered measure to be chosen by teachers' 
unions." Freddoso's source for this claim is a July 5, 2007, Philadelphia Inquirer article on Obama's speech that day to the 
National Education Association. The article, however, does not say that Obama's merit pay measure will be "chosen by 
teachers' unions." Rather, the article reported what Obama said in his speech -- that he will work with teachers unions to 
develop a system. 

From page 83 of The Case Against Barack Obama : 

Obama has acquired an undeserved reputation for reform in education because he offers mild rhetoric about a merit-pay 
program for teachers. But he takes all of the teeth out of the idea by promising his allies that the measure of "merit" will not 
be determined by student achievement -- "arbitrary tests" — but by some yet undiscovered measure to be chosen by teachers' 
unions. 15 Obama's merit pay also comes only in exchange for six-figure teacher salaries. 

From the July 5, 2007, Philadelphia Inquirer article: 

Illinois Sen. Barack Obama today endorsed the idea of merit pay for teachers before an audience hostile to the idea, the giant 
National Education Association, but he softened the blow by telling the union's national assembly that he would not use 
"arbitrary tests" to link pay to performance. 

"I think there should be ways for us to work with the NEA, with teachers' unions, to figure out a way to measure success," 
Obama told a crowd of about 9,000 at the Pennsylvania Convention Center. "I want to work with teachers. I'm not going to 
do it too you, I'm going to do it with you." 

4. On page 88, Freddoso writes that "Obama explained that if he took public financing, it might be hard to compete with the 
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outside '527 groups' who will mercilessly smear him," and quotes a June 20 Washington Post article asserting: "No 
conservative 527 groups have materialized." As Media Matters noted at the time, the Post article ignored the actions of 
conservative groups, such as the Vets for Freedom political action committee, which had already launched two Internet ads 
attacking Obama over the Iraq war. Other outside groups such as Freedom's Watch and the National Campaign Fund PAC 
had also released ads attacking Obama. 

From page 88 of The Case Against Barack Obama: 

Obama explained that if he took public financing, it might be hard to compete with the outside "527 groups" who will 
mercilessly smear him. Of [Sen. John] McCain, he said: "[W]e've already seen that he's not going to stop the smears and 
attacks from his allies running so-called 527 groups, who will spend millions and millions of dollars in unlimited donations." 

"No conservative 527 groups have materialized," the Washington Post noted. 35 But what if they do? And the groups more 
favorable to Obama — MoveOn.org and the labor unions, for example — might lack the resources to compete with those 
conservative groups, should they materialize. It should be noted that in 2004, the pro-Democrat 527s outspent the pro- 
Republican 527s $282 million to $1 1 1 million, according to the Center for Responsive Politics. 36 As of mid-year 2008, the 
Democratic 527s had slightly outraised their GOP counterparts, but then when you throw in the labor unions and pro-choice 
groups, Obama's 527 army is already better funded than McCain's. 

5. On page 116, Freddoso addresses Obama's "present" votes in the Illinois state Senate, citing a December 20, 2007, New 
York Times article in claiming that "other Illinois senators say" Obama's 130 "present" votes was an "unusually high" 
number. In fact, the Times article does not quote any Illinois state senators commenting on the frequency of Obama's 
"present" votes, nor does it report that other Illinois senators considered the frequency of Obama's "present" votes to be 
"unusually high." Indeed, while neither the Times nor Freddoso provided substantiation for his claim that Obama had an 
"unusually high" number of "present" votes, PolitiFact.com quoted Christopher Mooney, a political scientist at the 
University of Illinois-Springfield, saying of Obama's "present" votes: "Everyone I've spoken to who's familiar with this, 
including lobbyists and people who are engaged in opposition research, say the number of times he voted present on a 
proportional basis was probably a little less than average." 

Freddoso writes: 

If Obama cast many controversial votes in Springfield, he also avoided many controversial votes. An interesting aspect of his 
career in the state Senate was his habit of voting "present" on controversial legislation instead of voting "yea" or "nay." He did 
this about 130 times over his eight-year career there, which other Illinois senators say is unusually high. 56 As Nathan 
Gonzales of the Rothenberg Political Report noted, "We aren't talking about a 'present' vote on whether to name a state 
office building after a deceased state official, but rather about votes that reflect an officeholder's core values." 

6. On pages 174-175, Freddoso claims that Sen. Joe Biden (D-DE) was one of the Democrats who was "against Obama on 
this point" — a reference to the debate over whether a U.S. president should be willing to meet with leaders of North Korea, 
Iran, and other countries without preconditions. As evidence, Freddoso quotes from Biden's May 18, 2008, appearance on 
ABC's This Week: "This is a fellow who I think shorthanded an answer that in fact was the wrong answer." However, the 
full context of Biden's quote shows that he actually said that he and Obama agreed, saying that Obama's recent statements on 
the issue "mirrored the statements the rest of us have been talking about." 

Freddoso writes: 

For Clinton, there had to be some preconditions — how else could such a meeting be in the interest of the United States? 

There had to [sic] an upside. You don't have to take as hard a line as President Bush, she was arguing, but you can't just 
have a beer with Kim Jong II after he launched seven missiles in provocation during the summer of 2006. 12 He must first 
show some cooperation — some substantial sign of good faith — as a precondition. That is how diplomacy works in the real 
world. 

In the months that followed. Democrats ranging from moderate to liberal generally sided with Clinton and against Obama on 
this point. Former congressman Harold Ford of Tennessee, another young, black superstar in the Democratic Party and 
chairman of the Democratic Leadership Council, was one of the moderates. "I'll concede you cannot meet with foreign 
leaders — with terrorists rather — without some conditions. 13 

"This is a fellow who I think shorthanded an answer that in fact was the wrong answer," said Senator Joseph Biden of 
Delaware, the liberal chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 

From the May 18 broadcast of ABC's This Week with George Stephanopoulos: 

GEORGE STEPHANOPOULOS (host): So, he's developed that - 
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BIDEN: I think he has. 

STEPHANOPOULOS: — what he needs to know in the nine months on the campaign trail. 

BIDEN: I think he's focused on — what we're talking about here is that he has repeatedly, since then, said he would not 
negotiate unconditionally — meaning him sitting down alone, right off the bat, with these leaders. Ele's talked about his 
secretary of state, his secretary of defense. As a matter of fact, the statements he's using have mirrored the statements the 
rest of us have been talking about. 

This is a fellow who I think shorthanded an answer that, in fact, was the wrong answer, in my view, saying I would, within 
the first year. It implied he'd personally sit down with anybody who wanted to sit down with him. That's not what he meant. 
That's not what he has said since then for the last year, or thereabouts. And so, I think that he's fully capable of 
understanding what's going — and put this in context, the policy that Bush has pursued and McCain will continue, has been 
an abject failure. We are weaker in the Middle East. We are weaker around the world. Terrorism is stronger than it ever was. 
Iran is closer to a bomb. Just by any measure — any measure — what has their policy wrought? A disaster. It's been an 
absolute disaster. 

7. On page 215, Freddoso cites a June 13, 2007 (wrongly identified in the endnotes as a June 13, 2008, article), Chicago 
Sun-Times article in claiming that a spokesman for Obama and a lawyer for convicted Chicago businessman Antoin Rezko 
"say it is simply a coincidence" that Obama wrote letters in support of Cottage View Terrace, one of Rezko's housing 
projects. In fact, the Sun-Times quoted Obama spokesman Bill Burton stating that Obama supported Cottage View Terrace 
"because it was going to help people in his district," and Rezko's attorney saying simply that "Mr. Rezko never spoke with, 
nor sought a letter from. Senator Obama in connection with that project." 

Freddoso writes: 

In June, Chicago Sun-Times reporter Tim Novak reported that Obama "wrote letters to city and state officials supporting his 
political patron Tony Rezko's successful bid to get more than $14 million from taxpayers to build apartments for senior 
citizens." 10 The project, Cottage View Terrace, includes ninety-seven apartments. It is a few blocks outside of Obama's state 
Senate district. 

The deal for which Obama helped Rezko get this money also included Obama's old law-firm boss, Allison Davis. He is also a 
major Obama fundraiser and a developer who has built or renovated 1,500 apartment units in Chicago. 11 From the $14.6 
million in state funds that Obama requested, the two men would already be expected to profit through their housing business. 
But Davis and Rezko were also to collect $855,000 of it in "development fees." 

Obama's spokesman and Rezko's lawyer say it is simply a coincidence that the senator wrote these letters to help two 
longtime friends, Davis and Rezko, get millions of dollars. 

From the June 13, 2007, Chicago Sun-Times article: 

On Tuesday, Bill Burton, press secretary for Obama's presidential campaign, said the letters Obama wrote in support of the 
development weren't intended as a favor to Rezko or Davis. 

"This wasn't done as a favor for anyone," Burton said in a written statement. "It was done in the interests of the people in the 
community who have benefited from the project. 

"I don't know that anyone specifically asked him to write this letter nine years ago," the statement said. "There was a 
consensus in the community about the positive impact the project would make and Obama supported it because it was going 
to help people in his district. ... They had a wellness clinic and adult day-care services, as well as a series of social services 
for residents. It's a successful project. It's meant a lot to the community, and he's proud to have supported it." 

The development, called the Cottage View Terrace apartments, opened five years ago at 4801 S. Cottage Grove, providing 
97 apartments for low-income senior citizens. 

Asked about the Obama letters, Rezko's attorney, Joseph Duffy, said Tuesday, "Mr. Rezko never spoke with, nor sought a 
letter from, Senator Obama in connection with that project." 

8. In addition, as Media Matters documented , in the introduction to The Case Against Barack Obama, Freddoso writes 
that, in challenging the eligibility of signatures his opponents collected to get their names on the ballot of the 1 996 Illinois 
state Senate Democratic primary for the 13th district, Obama threw "all of his opponents off the ballot on a technicality." On 
page 2, however, Freddoso undermines his own claim by quoting a 1996 Chicago Weekend report that some of incumbent 
Sen. Alice Palmer's signatures were disqualified because the voters who signed lived outside the 13th district — something 
more than a mere "technicality." 
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On page 3, Freddoso reproduces a portion of an April 3, 2007, Chicago Tribune article in which one of Obama's 
opponents in 1996, Gha-Is Askia, referring to Obama's challenge of the signatures, is quoted as saying: "Fie talks about honor 
and democracy, but what honor is there in getting rid of every other candidate so you can run scot-free? Why not let the 
people decide?" That same article, however, also reported that Askia "now suspects" some of the signatures his campaign 
collected were forged — a fact Freddoso did not mention, which undermines his "technicality" allegation. 

On page 5 of The Case Against Barack Obama, Freddoso cites page 109 of Mendell's Obama, in writing that Palmer "was 
considered the early favorite in this contest," and "collected nearly 1,600 petition signatures in just ten days and submitted 
them ahead of the December 18 deadline." Flowever, Mendell also wrote on pages 109-110 that "Palmer realized that Obama 
had called her hand, and she acknowledged that she had not properly acquired the necessary number of signatures" — 
another fact Freddoso omitted. 

From page 3 of The Case Against Barack Obama: 

One of them was Gha-is Askia. Fie never had much of a chance of winning anyway, but he had gathered 1,899 signatures, 
and Team Obama took the time to challenge them as well. 6 Askia spoke to the Chicago Tribune in 2007 about it: 

"Why say you're for a new tomorrow, then do old-style Chicago politics to remove legitimate candidates?" Askia said. "Fie 
talks about honor and democracy, but what honor is there in getting rid of every other candidate so you can run scot-free? 
Why not let the people decide?" 

From the April 3 Tribune article: 

Leafing through scrapbooks in his South Shore apartment, Askia, a perennially unsuccessful candidate, acknowledges that he 
paid Democratic Party precinct workers $5 a sheet for some of the petitions, and now suspects they used a classic Chicago 
ruse of passing the papers among themselves to forge the signatures. "They round-tabled me," Askia said. 

From page 5 of The Case Against Barack Obama (Mendell citations in bold): 

As an incumbent with the backing of the new congressman, Jesse Jackson Jr., Palmer was considered the early 
favorite in this contest. 14 She went out and collected nearly 1,600 petition signatures in just ten days and submitted 
them ahead of the December 18 deadline. 15 She would still need to defeat Obama and two other Democratic challengers, 
but as an incumbent with the backing of the popular new congressman. Palmer was the early favorite. Until Obama kept her 
from running, that is. 

From page 109-110 of Mendell's Obama: 

So a volunteer for Obama challenged the legality of her petitions, as well as the legality of petitions from several other 
candidates in the race. As an elections board hearing on the petitions neared. Palmer realized that Obama had called her 
hand, and she acknowledged that she had not properly acquired the necessary number of signatures. Many of the 
voters had printed their names, rather than signing them as the law required. 

9. On page xii of the introduction to The Case Against Barack Obama, Freddoso claims that Obama's "liberal supporters ... 
support military strikes within the territory of an American ally without that nation's permission" because "Obama apparently 
made a slip of the tongue in August of last year and advocated such incursions into Pakistan." Freddoso's source for this 
was an August 1, 2007, Reuters article on Obama's speech that day at the Woodrow Wilson Center in Washington, D.C., 
in which Obama said: 

OBAMA: I understand that [Pakistani] President [Pervez] Musharraf has his own challenges. But let me make this clear. 

There are terrorists holed up in those mountains who murdered 3,000 Americans. They are plotting to strike again. It was a 
terrible mistake to fail to act when we had a chance to take out an al Qaeda leadership meeting in 2005. If we have actionable 
intelligence about high-value terrorist targets and President Musharraf won't act, we will. 

As Media Matters noted , however, Obama's comments were not a "slip of the tongue"; they were included in his 
prepared remarks and were among excerpts the Obama campaign emailed to reporters prior to the actual speech. The 
Reuters article Freddoso cites does not characterize Obama's remarks as a "slip of the tongue," nor does it suggest that they 
were in any way inadvertent.

Hi John, I hope that you are doing well. It has certainly been a wonderful week for our 
candidate and campaign. I congratulate all of you, but especially her. 

I have been traveling extensively and in fact was in DC this week as Debbie 
Stabenow's "star" (read: only) witness at the Senate Ag Committee hearings on 
biotech. Debbie and I have been working very closely together and of course have 
been comparing notes on how we can best aid HRC. But one idea jumped at me after 
her visit to Keene last week. 

In the midst of my travels, I saw press coverage of HRC's last visit to Keene where she 
was, not surprisingly, asked about her views on GMO's. Her response, if you did not 
see it, was that she thinks GMO's need more independent testing. I of course agree 
with this, but honestly this is not a very good position or response for her for two 
reasons: 

1) As evidenced by the Republican-orchestrated testimony at the hearing on Weds, 
there is a generally strong, albeit probably not correct consensus among scientists 
and policy people that GMO's are safe. Hillary is right that this consensus has resulted 
almost entirely from industry-funded research and as Kirsten Gillibrand pointed out in 
the Hearing, our own FDA merely rubber stamps or affirms the chemical company's 
findings, rather than conduct their own independent research. But politically as she 
tries to expand her base, it is not the most solid answer for her because she 
unfortunately can sound like she is catering to the "fuzzy science" left if she is not 
careful. 

2) A far better response , and one that I know Sen. Stabenow would support would 
have been: "With regard to GMO's, I do feel that more independently funded long-term 
research is needed, but one thing I absolutely believe is that, regardless of your views 
on GMO safety, everyone has the right to know whether they are in your foods and so 
I do support mandatory GMO labeling and transparency. (She could also of course 
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further add to her international acumen that 64 nations around the world including 
most of our trading partners do require mandatory labeling to give their citizens the 
right to know and choose). 

There are many reasons why this would be a politically smarter response and I am 
happy to elaborate with anyone who is interested. But in the interest of brevity the 
main four I can offer here are: 

1) Its what she believes as she told me when we met on July 3rd; 

2) According to Mellman, 92% of America's mom's want the right to know about 
GMO's; 

3) Bernie is absolutely firm about supporting mandatory labeling, so this would not give 
him an advantage on this topic, and 

4) In NH, this is a big deal. It will be debated in the legislature again this year and of 
course VT's labeling law takes effect in July. I have been hearing about many local 
HRC gatherings in which her lack of clarity on labeling is one reason that many 
activists are still on the fence about her. One woman in Hillsborough came out and 
said that to one of your organizers last weekend.

Watchdog Group Calls For Federal Investigation Into Presidential Campaign Fundraising 

Washington, D.C. - In a letter to Attorney General Michael B. Mukasey, Campaign Money Watch urged the Justice Department 
to investigate potential criminal fundraising activities regarding bundlers for Sen. John McCain's presidential campaign. 

"Media reports over the past week have brought to public attention the possibility that supporters of Sen. McCain's presidential 
campaign have used 'straw' donors as a means to circumvent federal campaign contribution limits," wrote the group's director, 
David Donnelly, in the six-page letter. "We urge you to investigate two distinct cases where violations may have occurred - 
violations like those committed by Norman Hsu, who was swiftly indicted by the Justice Department earlier this election cycle 
after news accounts brought similar violations to light." 

The letter was hand-delivered today with more than 12,000 petition signatures and comments collected over the weekend by 
MoveOn.org Political Action urging the Justice Department to investigate. In addition, the letter was faxed to U.S. Attorneys in 
three separate jurisdictions: Southern District of New York, Southern District of Florida, and the Central District of California.

The cases, which both emerged in news coverage last week, include two high-profile connections to oil executives and 
companies: 

* The letter urges a full examination of a series of unlikely donations from California that were bundled by a foreign 
national on behalf of a McCain bundler from Florida, Harry Sargeant III. While $50,000 of the Sargeant fundraising haul has 
been returned, he raised more than $500,000 in total. Sargeant and the foreign national, Mustafa Abu Naba'a, are owners of 
International Oil Trading Company, which holds a controversial contract worth roughly $1 billion to deliver fuel oil to U.S. 
military bases in Iraq. 

* The letter also encourages Justice to investigate two $28,500 donations made by a Hess Corporation office manager and 
her husband, an Amtrak foreman, to the McCain Victory 2008 committee. The individuals, Alice and Pasquale Rocchio, have 
no federal campaign contribution history before giving to McCain. Hess Corporation CEO, John Hess, is a McCain bundler, and 
the company would likely profit immensely if McCain's proposal to expand offshore drilling, an idea he opposed until June, 
becomes law. Hess employees and family members donated more than $300,000 in June to the joint fundraising committee. 

In the group's letter to the Attorney General, Donnelly argues that only an official investigation will get to the bottom of the 
matters. 

"Campaign Money Watch is concerned the McCain campaign's approach is in effect a 'don't ask, don't tell' policy that seeks to 
limit political damage rather than to turn over to authorities those who may be violating the law," Donnelly writes in the letter. 
"These are not trivial matters. Individuals who are found guilty of making donations in the names of others face up to five 
years imprisonment for each violation." 

Campaign Money Watch is a project of the nonpartisan Public Campaign Action Fund. The organization works to hold 
politicians who are against comprehensive campaign finance reform accountable for where they get their political donations.

Senator Shaheen had earlier this year introduced a bill that I cosponsored 
calling for $600 million in additional spending for states. 

It's up to Congress to follow through and get serious in addressing this 
epidemic. Will you join me in urging Congress to increase funding to 
address the opioid crisis?

Now that I am going on Fox more often I get invited to some interesting stuff & just got off my 1 st ever "Big Call" (lol) with Frank 
Luntz. I have to admit I had no idea what to expect but was pretty impressed by the depth & breadth of the call as well as the 
diverse audience & questions. I think at least 100 nationwide leaders were on the call (likely 2-1 Rs to Ds), it was an hour and 
questions came from people from Amazon, Southern Company, NFL, Cancer Research (something) and Putnam to name a few. I 
will be going into some abstract detail as I never know what is important for you all: I want to be clear at no time was he 
disrespectful to Potus nor HRC but the questions certainly showed a right leaning audience. 

1. Fie opened up recommending everyone goes to see 13 Flours but made it clear it is not an Obama nor Clinton bashing but 
tells the story of what really happened. 

2. Fie began with Dems and said Bernie wins both Iowa & New Flampshire, but in same breadth predicted HRC is the 
nominee. Fie was very clear that Bernie's ground game is being underestimated and the primary will last longer than 
anyone expected. Fie also said that Bernie and Trump benefits from (I think he used the phrase) Open Primary and thus 
South Carolina will be closer than expected (and H RC gets hurt the most). 

3. Fie predicted Cruz beats Trump in Iowa and will not be as close as everyone expects. 

4. Fie has Trump winning New Flampshire, Cruz in 2 nd and thinks Christie could pull ahead of Rubio to 3 rd . Fie views that 
after New Flampshire both Bush & Kasich drop. Thus South Carolina goes in with 5 Rs (adding Carson). 

5. Fie says that the Repubs are discussing brokered convention and real meetings are happening but no one's too sure who 
takes role of lead architect. If it is a brokered convention then H RC wins big as Trump voters won't come out. 

6. Fie says Trump is now at 40% probability to win the nomination and although at highest probability he still has Cruz 
winning because other R votes when people drop out will not go to him. 

7. Fie highlighted that both Bernie and Trump are benefiting the most from Independents which he found surprising due to 
their polarizing nature. 

8. Some call in questions (I am only going to focus on one w H RC) : 

A. Discuss the Black vote: was clear that the evidence shows that the economy (income inequality) has hit this group 
harder than anyone by far under Obama's 7 years and thus this could impact HRC with get out the vote. 

B. How important is likeability -he said very and used the "who do you want to have a beer" analogy still resonates (ie- 
Obama, Bush-yes/ Romney, Kerry -no). Felt this helps Trump the most and not anyone else. 

C. Do the recent comments by Trump on President Clinton hurt HRC and does the "enabler" phrase stick. He said Trump's 
comments did hurt HRC (and he was incredibly surprised that she even responded). He also said if either Trump/Cruz 
win that they will use Bill Cosby case as brutal comparison. 

D. Recent HRC emails, he viewed that 2 emails are tough ones for HRC to explain and the FBI stigma will be a real 
overhang. 

E. The other questions were away from HRC and on funding, Senate races (thinks D's do well with HRC), and others. 
Happy to answer any & all on above,

There is no doubt that a big piece of 
inequality is caused by the tax code but I would guess equally to blame is the lack of bargaining power for workers and the 
monopolization of the economy, i know both these things are out of favor and have been intellectually destroyed by the right, 
and so it will be hard to rehabilitate them in a new light. But it is hard to imagine the right wing abandoning two of the pillars 
of their economy because we attacked them hard. If you can imagine Nebraska outlawing the death penalty we could 
imagine trust busting and robust workers collectives.

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Attorney General Announces Bank Fines 

Attorney General Loretta E. Lynch said that four of the world's largest banks would pay more than $2.5 
billion after pleading guilty to manipulating foreign exchange rate markets.

For the world’s biggest banks, what seemed like the perfect business turned out to be the perfect breeding 
ground for crime. 

The trading of foreign currencies promised substantial revenues and relatively low risk. It was the kind of 
activity that banks were supposed to expand after the 2008 financial crisis. 

But like so many other seemingly good ideas on Wall Street, the foreign exchange business was vulnerable 
to manipulation, so much so that traders created online chat rooms called “the cartel” and “the mafia.” 

No one government agency is responsible for policing the currency market, leaving it up to committees, 
some run by the banks themselves, to set guidelines. And even when federal authorities adopted rules to 
rein in Wall Street a few years ago, they exempted certain foreign exchange transactions, a little-noticed 
concession to banks. 

On Wednesday, four large global banks — Citigroup , JPMorgan Chase , Barclays and Royal 
Bank of Scotland — pleaded guilty to a series of federal crimes over a scheme to manipulate the value of 
the world’s currencies. The Justice Department accused the banks of collusion in one of the largest and 
yet least regulated markets, noting that at one bank one trader remarked “the less competition the better.” 

That lack of oversight, coupled with the pressure to squeeze profits from a relatively middling business, 
set the stage for this scandal, one that unfolded nearly every day for five years. The crimes described on 
Wednesday also painted the portrait of something more systemic: a Wall Street culture that enabled many 
big banks to break the law even after years of regulatory black marks after the crisis. 

“If you aint cheating, you aint trying,” one trader at Barclays wrote in an online chat room where 
prosecutors say the price-fixing scheme was hatched. 

In announcing the cases, the Justice Department emphasized that the banks’ parent companies entered the 
guilty pleas rather than a subsidiary, representing a new frontier in efforts to punish Wall Street misdeeds. 
At a news conference, Loretta E. Lynch showed that she had taken on the mantle as top Wall Street cop, 
less than a month after she was confirmed to replace Eric H. Holder Jr. as attorney general. 

“Today’s historic resolutions are the latest in our ongoing efforts to investigate and prosecute financial 
crimes,” Ms. Lynch said on Wednesday. 

For the banks, though, life as a felon is likely to carry more symbolic shame than practical problems. 
Although they could be barred by American regulators from certain activities, the banks scrambled behind 
the scenes to persuade those regulators to grant exemptions. That process, which delayed the Justice 
Department’s announcement by a week, already led to the Securities and Exchange Commission 
providing a number of waivers that allow the banks to conduct business as usual.

And at least for now, the Justice Department did not indict any employees whose errant instant messages 
underpin the cases against the banks. The banks long ago dismissed most of the employees suspected of 
wrongdoing, though New York State’s financial regulator, Benjamin M. Lawsky, forced Barclays to 
dismiss eight additional employees.

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A fifth bank, UBS , was also accused of foreign currency manipulation. Although it was not criminally 
charged for that misconduct, the accusations cost the bank an earlier nonprosecution agreement related to 
the manipulation of another financial benchmark, the London Interbank Offered Rate , or Libor , 
which underpins the cost of trillions of dollars in credit cards and other loans. The Justice Department 
voided that nonprosecution agreement, prompting UBS to plead guilty to Libor manipulation, a rare 
stand against corporate recidivism. 

In private negotiations, lawyers for UBS argued that the punishment was “unfair,” and had the bank’s 
chief executive make an in-person entreaty to prosecutors. But even after appealing to the deputy attorney 
general, their request was denied, a person briefed on the negotiations said. 

“UBS has a ‘rap sheet’ that cannot be ignored,” said Leslie Caldwell, head of the Justice Department’s 
criminal division. 

The five banks — which also struck civil settlements with the Federal Reserve, the Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission , a British regulator and Mr. Lawsky — agreed to pay about $5.6 billion in penalties. 
That comes in addition to the $4.25 billion that some of these banks agreed to pay in November to many 
regulators. 

“There is very little that is more damaging to the public’s faith in the integrity of our markets than a cabal 
of international banks working together to manipulate a widely used benchmark in furtherance of their 
own narrow interests,” said Aitan Goelman, the trading commission’s head of enforcement. 

The foreign exchange business may have been particularly susceptible to manipulation, analysts say, 
because it can be less profitable than other forms of trading. That dynamic may have increased the 
incentives for the traders to break the rules. 

And unlike the stock market, where regulators can monitor every trade, federal regulators lack a formal 
mandate to watch the currency market. In fact, in the aftermath of the financial crisis, Congress opened 
the door to regulating the market, but the Treasury Department exempted portions of it from certain new 
rules.

That regulatory gap has started to narrow. Banking regulators, which have the authority to root out unsafe 
practices, are increasingly scrutinizing currency trading desks in light of the scandal. 

“It has come under even higher levels of scrutiny than certain other fixed businesses went through after 
2008 financial crisis,” said George Kuznetsov, head of research and analytics at Coalition, a financial 
analytics provider. 

Facing that scrutiny, the trading desks have lost some of their swagger. Some senior traders now spend 
less time trading and more time retraining their teams and meeting with clients to reassure them that their 
business practices are sound, people close to the business say. Many banks have reined in chat rooms, 
which were at the heart of the fixing scheme but were also a home for trading desk banter and 
camaraderie. And even those not implicated in the scheme bowed out in the last year, with Citigroup 
and Goldman Sachs traders leaving for hedge funds.

Regulatory headaches and unpredictable trading results in currencies, commodities and interest rates have prompted 
many banks to evaluate whether some of these businesses are more trouble than they are worth. 

“The behavior that resulted in the settlements was an embarrassment to our firm,” Citigroup’s chief executive, Michael 
L. Corbat, said in a memo to employees on Wednesday. As part of its plea deal, Citigroup will pay a record $925 
million antitrust penalty, the largest single fine ever imposed for a violation of the Sherman Act. 

Foreign exchange revenue totaled $1 1.6 billion at 10 of the world’s largest banks last year, according to Coalition 
analysis. That revenue had declined nearly every year since 2008, when it reached an estimated $21.7 billion.

The decline came as central banks around the globe worked to keep interest rates low, and the value of some world 
currencies remained relatively steady. Investors tend to place fewer trades when prices are moving largely in one 
direction. 
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The foreign exchange market did brighten a bit in the first quarter, as the banks said their results were buoyed by 
diverging monetary policies around the world and increased volatility. 

Despite the headaches, most large banks remain committed to foreign exchange because valuable clients like hedge 
funds and big companies demand it. For banks desperate to advise big companies on mergers and acquisitions, they 
see foreign exchange as a “gateway” toward attracting their more profitable business. 

“Foreign exchange is not a complete loss leader for the banks,” said Fred Cannon, a banking analyst with the 
investment bank Keefe Bruyette & Woods. “But it is not a profitable stand-alone business either.” 

Because so many buyers and sellers flood the foreign exchange market — more than $5 trillion changes hands every 
day — the money banks can charge for brokering trades tends to be lower than for products like derivatives. 

To get an edge, prosecutors say, traders at the five banks colluded to pad their returns from at least 2007 and 2013. 
To carry out the scheme, one trader would typically build a huge position in a currency, then unload it at a crucial 
moment, hoping to move prices. Traders at the other banks would play along, coordinating their actions in online chat 
rooms. 

The banks also misled their clients about the price of currencies, the federal and state authorities said, imposing “hard 
markups,” which one Barclays employee described as the “worst price I can put on this where the customer’s 
decision to trade with me or give me future business doesn’t change.” 

In the invitation-only chat room known as “the cartel,” the stakes were high. “Mess this up,” one newcomer was 
warned, “and sleep with one eye open.”
